I. THI8 Inatitatlon •ball U designated "The 
Church Iditftlonary Society for Africa and tha 
Eut {** and shall be conducted by Patron*, Vice- 
Patrons, a Preshlent, Vlre.Presidents, a Commito 
tee, and such Officers as may be deemwl necessary, 
all being Memlicrs of the Esubllshed Church. 

II. The office of PATRONS of the Society shall 
be reserved for such Members of the Royal Family 
as may honour it with their Protection. VICE- 
PATRONS shall be appointed ezclusiT«ly from 

'among the Peers, Spiritual and Temporal. The 
PRESIDENT shall be such Peer or Commoner, 
and the VICE-PRESIDENTS such Commoners, 
as may be appointed thereia 

OF MEMBERS AND GOVERNORS. 

III. Annual Subscribers of One Guinea and up. 
vardt, and if Clergy men, Half-a>Guinea, with Col- 
lectors of Fifty-two Shillinf^s and upwards per 
Annum, shall be Members of the Society during 
the continuance of such Subscriptions or Collec- 
tions. Benefactors of Ten Guineas or upwards. 
Clergymen making Congregational Collections to 
the amount of Twenty Guinen.% and Executors 
piqrlng to the amount of Fifty Ponndr, shall be 
Members for Life. 

IV. Annual Subscribers of Five Guineas shall 
be Governors during the continuance of such $ub-

CHURCH MISSIONARY ASSOCIATIONS. 



WHEN A dUpoiitloii si^)ears in anj place to assist the designs of the Society by 
establishing an Association in its support, a Meeting iif persons farourable to such 
a measure should be called. The friends who meet for this purpose should form 
thei^elres into a '^Church Missionary Assodation, in aid of the Church 
Ifiasionary Society for Africa and the East;'* and should proceed to appoint a 
Committee and proper Offieer& 

In karfe Ttmmt, eemfrthgnimg uvenU Parishes^ it may be expedient to appoint a 
President, Yice-Fresidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary; with a pretty numerous 
Committee^ composed of persons from the difi^rent parishes. 

In ParvrAta/i^MvdafibiUyaTreasurcr, a Secretary, and a smallerCommittee,under 
the Fxeiidency of the Oetgyman, may be best suited to conduct the business. 

It may sometimes be found expedient to form Associations in Stptaraie Cougre* 
goHatu tfi tke mmt Parish^ rather than one Association in the parish at laive ; and 
in tblfl case also, a Treasurer, Secretary, and Committee, under the Presi&ncy of 
the Cleigyman, will suflSee to aocomidish the direct. 

In a y^htntary Vnkm rf Friends^ whether the members of the same £unily, the 
children of a school, or persons connected by affinity or friendship, such arrange- 
ments may be made as may prove most convenient to themselves. 

In this manner, benevolent persons, wilHng to assist the designs of the Society, 
from the domestic circle to the largest town, may unite for a purpose most bene, 
fidal to their own minds, while it expresses a due regard to tiie glory of God in 
the salvation of the Heathen, and a proper sense of their own inmiite obligations 
to Divine M^rcy. 

LAWS AKD aEOULATIONS SUITABLE FOR ASSOCIATIONS. 

I. Annual JUemben of this Association shall be, all persons subscribing annually 
One Guinea or upward, or, if Cler^prmen, HaH-tuGuinea ; and also sudi Persons 
as shall collect in its bdialf One Shilling or upward per week. 

II. Ld/e Members shall be Bene&ctors of Ten Guineas or upward, or, if 
Clergymen, such as shall contribute Congregational Collections to the amount of 
Twenty Guineas,- and Executors paying bequests of Fifty Pounds. 

III. Annual Gememert shall be Subsoribers of Five Guineas per Annum. 

IV. Life G w erne rg shall be Benefiuitors of Fifty Pounds. 

T. Memhere will be entitled to receive the Reports of this Association, and also 
' the Annual Reports of the Parent Society, and to vote at all their General Meet- 
ings : but Collectors of One ShUlinff and upward per week will fUrther receive a 
Copy of each Monthly Number of the Missionary Begister. — Governors will be 
entitled to receive the Reports ; and, if Members of the Established Church, to 
vote at all Committee and General Meetings of both the Association and the 
Parent 8ocicty.-^€/«mniMn will have the same privilege as Governors. 

TI. The business of the Association shall be under the management of a Patron, 
a President, Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, Secretaries, Governors, and a Commit* 
tee not exceeding ■ Lay Members of the Established Church, and of all 

Omgymen who are Members of this Association. The Committee to meet on the 

■ in the months of January, April, July, and October, at o*cIock ; 

Five Members being competent to act. 

VII. The obfect of the Committee shall be, to call forth the zeal of well, 
disposed Persons^ and particularly those of the Established Church, in support of 
the Church Missionary Society ; and to recommend proper persons who may offer 
themselves asMtsnonaries to the Parent Society — te disperse as widely as possible 
MissioDary Infbrmation— to promote the formation of Branch Associations — and 
to. procure Collections and other Contributions. 

VnL The whole of the Funds so obtained, after dedvctin^ iattdental expenses 
only, shall be remitted to the Churdi BCissionary Society in aid of its designs.

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ROMANS, XII. 5. 

WE, BEING MANT, ARE ONE BODT IN CHRIST, AND 
EVERY ONE MEMBERS ONE OF ANOTHER. 

Xhb relative duties which man, as a social being, 
owes to those who are connected with him in the 
same community, hare not been disregarded under 
any economy pretending to the character of a reli- 
gious system. The reciprocal obligations of parent and 
child, of husband and wife, of master and servant, of 
ruler and subject, are nominally respected by the fa- 
milies of the world, whether Christian or Pagan ; and 
acknowledged, to a certiun extent at least, wherever 
the decencies and harmony and order of civilized life 
are holden in honour. 



But it belonged to Him who first gave a more 
enlarged sense to the title of neighbour — to Him who 
inculcated on his followers a lessen as remarkable for 
its novelty as for the importance of its results — that 
all who name the name of Chiist are brethren — to 
b2 
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teacti the worlds that^ in addition to the ties of friend- 
ship or of consanguinity or of national and local 
association^ there is another more disinterested and 
spiritual bond, which connects in holy fellowship 
the children of widely-distant lands, sons of Shem 
and Ham and Japheth ; which unites, as by a na- 
tural compact, those who have no other interest in 
common than what is derived from a conscious- 
ness of being mutually called in one hope of their 
calling. 

The pnnciple on which this catholic spirit is 
founded is explicitly stated by St. Paul, in the chap- 
ter whence the text is taken. He addresses himself^ 
in the first verse, to his brethren; beseeching them, 
with a solemn and affectionate appeal, by the mercies 
of God. After urging the surrender of themselves, 
body and soul, to the Lord, he proceeds to illustrate, 
by a striking and natural similitude, the connection 
virtually existing, under the new dispensation, be- 
tween all who, as sons of Adam, having originally in- 
herited the same corruption, are made heirs, through 
the hope of the Gospel, of the same life in Christ : 
As we have many members in one body, and all 
members have not the same qffice; so we, being many, 
are one body in Christ, and every one members one 
of another. He afterwards subjoins the obvious 
practical inferences which result from this truth : Let 
love be without dissimulation. . . . Be kindly qffec-- 
tioned one to another with brotherly love. . . . Be of 
the same mind one toward another. 



^ 
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, The Christian therefore, according to this doctrine, 
must look, beyond the narrow sphere of hb own im- 
mediate family not only to that larger circle with 
which he comes into personal contact by his engage* 
ments of business or of friendly intercourse, but to 
that stillmore extended universal community, gathered 
out of all nations under heaven, of which he himself 
forms an individual member, and whereof Christ is 
head. He is reminded of this duty by a special in- 
junction : Look not every aum on his own tMngg, but 
every aum alto on the thingt ^ others. Nor is the 
exercise of this sympathy without its issue of good 
reflected on himselfl It opens to him an enlarged 
view of the divine love. It elevates the character of 
his behef. It impresses on his mind a deeper sense 
of that comprehennve scheme of mercy, whereby the 
heathen are given for the inheritance of the Redeemer, 
and the uttermost parts of the earth for His pos- 
session. It in^ires a Uvelier and better interest in the 
glories of that period, when, from the rising of the 
sun even to the going down of the same, the name 
of the Lord shall be great among the Gentiies ; and 
in every place incense shall be offered unto His name, 
and a pure offering ; for His name shall be great 
among the heathen. 

Wonderful indeed is that spiritual economy, and 
worthy of the wisdom of the eternal mind, which has 
provided in this holy bond of attraction a counter- 
poise for the selfishness of the human heart ! Take 
away tliis bond, and what a chaos would the world 
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present! vfliat a soene of conflicting interests and 
jarring passions ! what exclusiveness, and disunion^ 
and want of sympathy ! how much uncharitable and 
narrow policy! how many barriers between Esau. 
and Jacob, brethren of one blood ! The earth would 
become, what the Hindoo world is at present, a land 
of castes ; where the hand of each would be, as that of 
Ishmael, against every man, and every man's hand 
against each.* But now, by virtue of that relation- 
ship on which the Apostle dwells, we, being many, are 
one body in Christ. Being many, and difGsring in 
certain circumstances — ^in spiritual gifts for instance, 
in external advantages, in opportunities of usefulness, 
yet all participate in certain conunon defects, all are 
offered certain common privileges. All are alike bom 
in sin, and the children of writth, as heirs of corruption. 
All are alike invited to partake of that remedy which 
Christ has provided against this deadly evil, by ** open- 
mg the kingdom of heaven to all believers." Hence 
it is that Christians move not through the world as 
unconnected and independent beings; but are or- 
ganized and knit together in love ; branches, as it 
were, of one vine, grafted on one stock, fed from one 
root, planted in one vineyard. They meet in Christ, 
as the head of the body, and the centre of their unity. 



* " The system of castes . . ^. tends, more than any thing else 
the Devil has yet invented, to destroy the feelings of general bene- 
volence, and to make nine-tenths of mankind the hopeless slaves 
of the remainder."

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Through Him they look up to His Father, and to tlteir 
J'ather, who is in heaven. 

' Here, then, we find a powerfiil motive of action. 
Sirs, ye are bretkren/ Brotherly lore will not rest 
satisfied without striving to add new members to th^ 
household and &mily of Christ's church. It couterts 
aggressive measures agunst the powers of darkness. 
It devises the means of raising new troplues to the 
'glory of the Redeemer. It is not blind to the sad 
truth, that, even in a nominally Christian land, they 
are not all Israel who are of IsraeL It knows that, 
even there, many are to be found who are not yet 
members of one body in Christ Even there, are ob- 
jects enough to awaken every feeling of that charity 
which seeketh not her own, and to call forth in their 
behalf all the resources at our command. Even there, 
a war is to be miuntained agunst iha imited influence 
f^ ignorance sod sin ; the channels of divine truth 
are to be cleansed and purified, prepossessions to be 
removed, waning affections to be revived, slumbering 
energies to be roused into action, pride to he abased, 
pro£uiity to be reclaimed, error to be rectified, dnl- 
ness to be quickened; in a word, Satan to be put 
down, and God exalted in his stead- 

These, however, are the ordinary duties which de- 
volve on the members of every Christian state, without 
exception. If ant/ man provide not for hie oum, he..,, 
is woree thiot an it^deL Buttherearecountriessocir- 
cumstanced by position or power or knowledge, as to be 
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vecpured to: look beyctfid tlwir own individual household 
(rf'fiEdth, and to do good to all mm* They are to ereat^ 
a brotherhood in the bonds of the Gospel out of those 
who, though now aliens and separated from the family 
of God, through the knowledge of Christ may yet 
be admitted within its pale. On our own nation, for 
instance,.this4>bligation presses, I scruple not to say it, 
with a weight which has not yet been felt in due de- 
gree. We owe a debt, of which we are reminded with 
a cogency that neither indifference, nor lukewarm- 
nesa, nor selfishness can weaken, by the nature of the 
land itself which has been given us for a dwelling, and 
by the maritime genius of its people. . The very pur- 
poses of Providence would seem to be frustrated, 
if we failed to become a nussionary nation. Tfaei 
staadard of ihe cross, through God's mercies, has been 
long planted on our shores. Is it not fitting that 
our hands should be lent to the task of rearing it in 
those spiritual deserts which are not yet the kingdoms 
of God and of his Christ ? The doctrines of Chris- 
tianity, by. the divine favour, have been preserved in 
our. Protestant church, -free, aa we believe, from mar 
terial error, and as pure uid powerful for the salva- 
tion of souls as in the days of their original revelation 
to man. Is it not iitting, that, when many run to and 
fro on the spur of secular enterprise, or in thirst of 
gain, the knowledge of the Gospel should be increased ? 
and that they who Occupy their busitiess in great 
waters should carry with them some messenger of 
peace, commissioned to declare the gracious promise, 
that whosoever shaU call ypon the Name ^ the 
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LotrdthtdiheaoBedt Are tbey not, beyond all othen, 
inrited'to obey the cUvine command, wbich, eighteen 
oentuiies ago, fint gave antfaoritj and sanction for 
miiskmary labours — Go.,, teach all natioiuf 

Truly may it be said, that there can be no more 
certtnn symptom of a low state of -religious feeling 
than apathy on this subject. Where men think 
strongly> they act with energy. • Where they are- 
deeply impressed with &m importance of an ol^ect, 
they are zealously affected in promoting it. The very 
Pharisees would compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte. Should evangelists in the Christian .cause 
limit the sphere of their mimstrations, and be slow to 
preach the Gospel in the regions beyond them, where 
men yet offer their sons and their daughters onto 
devils 7 The Jew Paul confessed himself debtor both 
to the Greeks and to the Barbarians ; though, as an 
Israelite of the seed of Abraham, and tribe of Beiqamin, 
his heart's desire and prayer to God for Israel was, 
that they might be saved. He thought it not much 
that he was injoumeying* qfien, tH penkqfwalerg, 
in perils ^robbers, m perils hy Ms own eomttrymem, 
ntperU* by the heatheH, in perils in tie city, inperils 
in the wilderness, inperils in tie sea, inperils among 
false brethren; in weariness and pah^idness, in 
watcMngs t^ten, in hatger and tMrst, in/astings 
^ten, in cold and naiedness. He was ready to spend 
and be spent in hisMaster's service. SeehimatLystra, 
rending his clothes, and running in among the people, 
and peiiliDg his life in his jealousy for Grod's honour! 
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See Mm at Miletus^ stedfastly purposttig to go unto 
Jerusalem^ unmoved by the knowledge of the bonds 
and afflictions which awaited him in every city ! See 
him at Athens^ the nursing-mother of idolatry, the 
very centre of superstitious vanities ! As he stood on 
Areopagus, and looked round on the city of orators 
and poets, and marked the groves and porches of her 
j^osophars, the concourse of nations thronging to 
her crowded forum, the monuments of literature and 
science arising on every side in all the purest forms 
of art, unmatched as yet by the rivalry of succeeding 
ages, there would be much in the scene before him 
to rivet his attention, much to invite research, much to 
provoke comparison and contrast. As a citizen of no 
vaean city, glorying in the name of Roman, and in the 
im-purchased freedom of his birthright, he would not 
view without interest the citadel of that famous peo- 
ple, whose restless activity had long struggled for the 
dominion of the world, and had coped successfully with 
the mightiest nations which those times had known.— 
Such^ doubtless, would have been the reflections of 
Saul, ere his journey to Damascus. Very different, 
however, were the thou^ts which engrossed the soul 
of the converted Apostle of the Gentiles 1 His spirit 
was stirred within him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. He waits no longer for Silas and 
Timotheus : he longs to turn the inhabitants of a 
place, where there were almost as many gods as men, 
from the service of idols, and of Satan in them, to the 
service of the true and living God in Christ. He 
disputes in the synagogue with the Jews and with 
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the devout persmis, and in the nuurket, daHj, with 
them that met with lum. He straig^itway preachei 
unto them Jesus and the resoirectioD. 

How happens it, ib&a, that what so stirred the 
Apostle's spirit, &lls with so much deadness on the 
hearts of the Christian worid in generalt Itcan- 
Dot, I think, be doabted, wh^her apathy towards the 
eternal interests of others most not be considered, 
in some sort, as indicative <tf a wanted serious lediDg 
respecting the futurity whidi awaits onrsdres. It 
is no token for good when the sympathies tii the 
heart are checked, or the hand is dosed, by the cold 
and paLnilnting inquiry, ^ss / wy hroihet't heepert 
He who has himself drunk of the well of life, longs 
to roll away the stone from the top (^ the wcdl, that 
others may taste of the same living water. He who 
has felt lus own pers(»ial he^desmeas and inalslity, and 
knows by experience that the natural man recesveth 
not the things that axe vS God, is touched with a 
sense of deep cnnpasrioa lor that evil heart ttf unbe- 
lief which is yet dead in trespasses aitd sin. He who 
has bowed in deep hunulity at the ibot <^ the cnss, 
and there has touched, as it were, the extremest hem 
of Christ's garment, cannot refrain fsaok speaking out 
of the abnndauce of his heart. He will teH onceas- 
ingly of the Fountain opened for rin and uncleanneas; 
and pcnnt to the Lamb slain &an the fbnndatkm (rf 
the world, and rest neither day nor night till the. 
numbers of those are multiplied who join with'him in 
ascribing to the Redeemer power and rieiet tmd 
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wimkm and Mrengtk, and honour and glory and 
blessing. . His prayer for. his brethren^ wherever 
dispersed^ will he, like that of his blessed Lord^ that 
they may be delivered from the evil. 

Full of brotherly love^ grounded on similar prin- 
ciples^ th6 Missionary himself proceeds to his cha- 
ritable labour. What is it that strengthens him to 
endure hardships, as a good soldier of Christ? and to 
go out, like faithful Abraham, not knowing whither 
he goeth ? What weans him from things present, 
subdues the selfishness and native indolence of his 
heart, enables him to postpone natural to spiritual 
affections, cheers in desertion and distress, sustmns 
under mental conflict, and in the absence of human 
consolations 7 What teaches him to hope against 
hope, in that hour of disappointment when the love of 
many waxeth cold 7 What to rejoice with trembling, 
when his prayers are heard, and sinners at the voice of 
his warning are turned from the error of their ways 
and live I That same Spirit which wrought so power- 
fully on the heart of Paul works within him, and 
imbues him with a zealous desire of winning souls to 
Christ. He rests not in simple compassion, nor sits 
down satisfied with bidding his perishing brethren 
Depart in peace; be ye wanned and filled. He 
goes out in fiill assurance of faith, and preaches Jesus 
and the resurrection on the precedent of apostolical 
authority. He calls on the world, to come and see 
the man who told him all things that ever he did. 
He casts his bread on the waters; he sows the good 
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seed on the stony ^ronnd, or on the roc^, or among 
tborns; notlung doubting but that he that soweth in 
tears sball reap in joy. 

In tears, indeed, so far as earthly consolations are 
eonndered, the Misaonary must expect to sow. It 
will be grievous to his spirit to see bow the fcmn of 
man, being without God in the world, is utterly de- 
based and degraded. Like his Master, whose badge 
he bears, be mnst know how to endure the amtra- 
diction of sinners, to bear with the scorn of the pronc^ 
the contumely of the ignorant, the neglect of the 
careless, the hate of the profligate and sensual man. 
He must be content to be debarred &om bidding 
communion with some familiar and like-minded spirit, 
from taking sweet counsel at the lips of some &ther 
and master in Israel, from confirming Us own hope 
by experience of the success of others, or moderating 
his too sangmne expectations by the example of thor 
failure. He mnst know how to possess his soul in 
patience, and to commit his way unto die Lord, who 
will accomplish that which He pleases, and prosper 
lum in the thing whereto he is sent. 

And yet, anudst the tears in which the Hiasionsry 
is constrained to sow, a sonroe of joy, pecnhai: to 
himsdf, is opened — ^refreshing' as the wdl of water 
to Hagar in tiie wilderness, or as the diadow of a 
great rock in a weary land. He sees heaven opened ; 
and before Inm, Jesus, the author and fini^r of 
his futh. He hears those encouraging promises. 
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IwUl motleiweyom'eamfcrtlegs. — Beheld, I am with 
you always, ewn unto th^ end qf the world. — My 
grace is sufficient for you. True it is, he is not 
cheered by the applause or admiration of men: 
but his motives sire not influenced— ^I had ahnost 
said debased — by their praise. His soul may faint 
within him at the remembrance that he is one 
of a little band of fewer than fifty Christian men, 
on whom it rests to convey the name of the Gospel 
among more than one hundred millions of idolaters, 
scattered over a country of fifteen hundred thou- 
sand square miles. Yet at the sight of these 
immense fields, already whitening, by God's Pro- 
vidence, unto the harvest, his mind is filled with a 
sense of thankfulness, and with a joy with which the 
stranger intermeddleth not. Though it may not be 
given to him to turn many to righteousness, and the 
wcnrld may perhaps think, in the severity of its judg- 
ment, that God has not set His seal to his ministry 
and has disowned his feeble labours, there are still 
the ffidthfiil few whom he has been permitted to rescue 
from the god of this wwld, his crowns of rejoicing 
and exceeding great reward, his own sons in the 
fSEUth, on whose foreheads his Father's name is written, 
members of one body in Christ, who know their 
shepherd, and are known of Him. It is enough for 
him if but one stony heart is melted into love, or one 
listless eye awakened into intelligence, and taught to 
look stedfastly on the mercies of Heaven. He hails 
with humble thankfulness the soul that has been given 
to his prayers; and counts it as an earnest of that 
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glonam season, when tie lard wiU/amuh aS tie 
god»<^ the eartk,ai^ men tktdl worthy Him tvery 
tmejrom kit place, evem oB ike Ulet qftke keaikeu. 

How, then, it is time to ask, is tbe c<M>sammatMB 
of pro|^iecjr, humaidy speaking, to be accomplished ! 
Some insight into the divine counsels may perhaps 
be gained by looking back to the gradual increase of 

those MINISTBBS OF THE NEW TESTAMENT, through 

whom the Lord has been adding to the Chuich dsly 
such as diould be saved, during the ages past. Fint 
was heard a single v<Hce in the solitude of the wilder- 
ness, preaching repentance, tot the kingdom of he»4 
van was at hand. Next were sent forth the Twelve, 
on a special missioo, and commanded to go to the 
lost sheep of the honse of Israel. Then other 
Seventy also, whose message was to every city and 
place whither the Lwd would orane. Then fi^wed 
the Elders, and Saints^, and Martyrs of the |Mimitiva 
ages, nun whose pruse is in all the churdies, who 
counted not th^ lives dear onto themselves, so 
that they might finish thor course with joy, and the 
mimstry which they had received <^ the Lord Jesna, 
to testify the Gospel erf the grace of God. And still 
as &om time to time, during the l^we of many 
centuries, aome bright candlestick has been removed 
out of its place, by those inscrutaUe diq)ensati(His 
which seem intended to r«nind us that the Lord 
needs not the agency (rf a Paul or an Aptdka to woA 
His purposes, other men of God have entered succes- 
sively into the fidd of iabour, bent on doing the work 
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of eraagelists, and on giving, if pennitted^ full proof 
^ their ministry. The time has not been in the 
history of missions, when God has left Himself with- 
out witness : and though it cannot yet be said that 
great is the company of the Preachers, yet on this 
very day, aye, and at this very hour, many a teacher 
of Truth,, whose tent is pitched among the heathen in 
every quarter of the globe, is remembering with joy 
how his brethren here are occupied ; and is present 
with them in spirit, though not in the flesh ; and is 
bending the knee in unity of devotion to the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will raise up many helpers, 
and send forth more labourers into the vineyard. 

There is indeed, in the signs of the present times, 
that which would have stirred the spirit of a Paul 
within him. Never was there a period, since the veil 
was rent which shut out the Grentiles from the sight 
of the Holiest, when the bow has been seen so plainly 
in the clouds, denoting that God has not forgotten His 
covenant with man. The leaven is clearly at work 
among the . nations ; a spirit of inquiry has gone 
forth ; the spell is dissolving day by day ; the dark- 
ness becomes less gross ; the sun of righteousness 
shines over a wider horizon. It may be that the 
time is at hand when this Gospel of the Kingdom 
shall be no longer preached among a handful of the 
people, on the house-top, or upon the mountains, 
secretly and by stealth, by sufferance or connivance ; 
but in all the world, for a witness to all nations.^ 
A great door and effectual is open to us ; and though 
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there be mamf adoer^Mies, and principally that 
old and greatest Adversary of all, whose ftiry will 
hreak forth yet more fiercely when he sees that the 
irf;rongholds of his kingdom are in danger, yet if it be 
a door that Grod hath opened, who shall shut itt 
l%e time cf thU ignorance Ood winked at, but mm 
cammandeth cM men everywhere to repent. 

It is time^ however, to close this subject ; and to 
commend it, as I venture to do most earnestly and 
most solemnly, to your own further meditation, and 
to your secret prayer. But before I conclude, I 
cannot refrain from adverting, very briefly, to certain 
reflections of a practical tendency, which have been sug- 
gested to my own mind while occupied with the fore- 
going considerations. If there is in them that which 
can serve to e^fy, may He, in whose hands are the 
preparations and disposal of all hearts, accompany 
them with His Holy Spirit, and impress Aem by 
His grace upon us ! 

1. It seems to be highly important, with a view to 
the benefit of our own Christian progress, to cultivate 
a strong and serious sense of the duty of co-operation, 
in enlarging the boundaries of the Redeemer's King- 
dom. The heart is very often as selfish on religious 
subjects, as in matters which concern our earthly and 
temporal interests. We might attain a greater mear 
sure of spirituahty, if we could learn — not indeed to 
withdraw our thoughts from the contemplation of 
our own individuld need of mercy — but to represent

to oursi^lve^i in a more lively manner the wants of 
others^ as suggested by the perception of our own. 
Love to man is set forth on the highest authority^ as 
the test of our love of God. He that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
wham he hath not eeen? And tide commandment 



have we from Him, that he who loveth Ood love hie 
brother also. 

2. We are commanded to be like-minded with 
Christ. Now it is not in the incommunicable attri- 
butes of his character^ such as his eternal wisdom ' 
or almighty power, that we are bidden to participate. 
It is essentially to the mind of Christ, as evidenced 
in those properties which fidl within the scope of 
human imitation, that we are to be assimilated* 
How then was it evidenced in that manifestation of 
his good-will to man which he sealed by his blood 
on the cross ? How, in his gracious provision, that 
the blessing of Abraham might come on the Gen-- 
tiles through Jesus Christ, that there might be 
neither Jew nor Greek, neither bond nor free, nei- 
ther male nor female, but all one in Christ Jesus f 
How was it evidenced in his prayers ? Neither pray I 
for these alone, but for them also which shall believe 
on me throt^h his word • • . • Father, I will that 
they also whom Thou hast given me be with me 
where I am ! Nay, we know that his will for the 
world's welfare is already in part accomplished ; for 
they who sing the new song, in the Apocalyptic vision, 
are the saints who have been redeemed to God by 
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Hit hhod, out ^ every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and noHon. 

3. Again: An enlargement of Chmtiau charitj 
towtfds OUT earthly brethren is in strict unison with 
those feelings which perrade the glorified saints and 
angels, and all the blessed company of hearen. We 
know that there is joy in heaven over one sianer 
that repenteth. What a subject must it be for ex- 
ultatim, whea the idols of a whole nation are cast 
at the foot of the Cross ! We know that it is one 
of the themes of praise, every day and night, in the 
song of the Lamb, that all nations shall come and 
worship before him. What a privilege to be among 
the honoured instruments of effecting this miracnlous 
change! 

4. Lastly : We are to be one with God, as well 
as every one member* one ef {mother. Now the 
very essraice and nature of God b Lov^^His name is 
tiove. It is but too certain, therefore, that we are 
still &r removed from that unity with the Godhead, 
into which all the Sons of God will one day be 
translated, if we have no desire to pletue our 
neighbour Jor kis good to education. Try your- 
selves, brethren^ by this test. Let each ask lumself, 
whether he has done all that might have be^i ex- 
pected, conndering his means, lus knowledge, bis 
power, his influence, his worldly substance, his men- 
tal endowments, his sense of mercies rectnved, his 
eonsdoutmeas of the gross darkness which still eov^ 
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1 y reporting the Proceedings of the Society daring 
its Twenty-eighth Year, the Ck>mmittee desire to ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the good hand of God upon 
them, and the various indications of His blessing 
which have been vouchsafed to their labours. 

FUNDS. 

The Committee regret to state^ that there has been 
a de&lcation in the Income of the Society during the 
past year; while its Expenditure has, during the same 
period, been largely augmented. 

$UB-C03IMITT££ ON THE STilTE OF THE FDITDS. 

It having been found, on auditing the Accounts foa 
the half year ending on the 30th of September, that 
the deficiency amounted to several thousand pounds, 
a Sub-Committee was formed, for the purpose both 
of investigating the causes of that deficiency, and of 
ascertaining whether any diminution of expenditure 
could be safely and advantageously effected. The 
Sub-Committee thus appointed were of opinion that 
various causes had operated to produce the defici- 
ency ; but that it was to be chiefly ascribed to the 
want of adequate means of visiting existing Associa- 
tions^ and forming new ones. 

Official Visitors of Associatunu. 
The Sub-Committee therefore recommended, that 
the plan of engaging yearly Four Clerg3rnien for a 
period of three months eadi should be abandoned ; 
and that Two Clerg3nnen should be engaged, to be 
nominated '' Official Visitors of Associations," who 
should devote their whole time to the objects of the 
Society, employing at least six months in each year 
in visiting and forming Associations. To each of 
the Visitors a salary ^ 300/. per annum has been 
assigned. In prosecution of this plan, the Rev. Fre- 
derick Leicester has been appointed one of the Offi- 
cial Visitors; but although applications have been 
made in many different quarters, the Committee have 
not yet been able to meet with a second individual 
of suitable qualifications to undertake that office. 
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New PublicaHan. 

The proceedings of the Sub-Committee having 
brought ^nder their consideration the circumstances 
connected with the Society's Publications, they re- 
commended the printing a Monthly Paper ; contain- 
ing, in addition to the Home Proceedings of the So- 
ciety and a more detailed acknowledgment of Con* 
tributions, Extracts from the Correspondence of the 
Missionaries ; for the purpose of more widely diffusing 
Missionary Intelligence^ and in the hope of exciting an 
enlarged interest in the great object of the Society's 
labours. This recommendation was adopted by the 
Committee; and the First Number, under the title of 
the '^ Church Missionary Monthly Paper/' was pub- 
lished in January last, being intended principally for 
contributors of not less than twelve shuUngs a year. 
These arrangements, and some others recommended 
by the Sub-Committee with a view to retrieve the 
Funds of the Society, were comn^unicated in two 
Circulars to the Associations *. 

Examination of tfie Expenditure. 

The Sub-Committee also entered into a full and 
minute examination of the whole Expenditure of the 
Society ; having held thirteen meetings in the prose- 
cution of this inquiry, and of the other branches of 
the reference to them. In the result, it appeared to 
the Sub-Committee that no very considerable saving 
of expense would be the immediate consequence of 
their labours ; as they were of opinion, that ue Gene* 
ral Expenditure was satisfactorily conducted, and did 
not admit of any material retrenchment, without re- 
linquishing some of those objects of usefulness which 
the Society has hitherto prosecuted. They however 
recommended various arrangements with reference 
to the different heads of Expenditure; which the 
Committee hope may eventually lead to some reduc- 
tion in those branches of it wherein reduction can be 
effected consistently with the interests of the Society. 

The state of the Society's Finances induced the 
Committee, at the suggestion of the Funds' Sub- 
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Committee, not to make the lunial Grant to Bishop's 
College, Caknttau 

IHCOME AND EXFEKDITU&E. 

Though the appeal to the Pablic on the defidca* 
tion in &e Funds, whidi was circulated for several 
m<mths previously to the 31st of March, was kindly 
and liberally answered in many quarters, yet, at the 
doseof the year, the actual de&dency in the Receipts 
amounted to the sum of 18351. 19#. 841: the Gross 
Amount on account of the General Fund, for the year 
ending March 31 , being 43,260/. 4i. 4d. Tbe excess 
of Expenditure for GoMeral Purposes during the same 
perioa amounted to 9557/* 13f . 2d. ; exdu&rre of 25251. 
advanced out of the Greneral Fund toward the com- 
pletion of the Institution Buildings : the Total Ex- 
penditure in the year being 52,817/. 1 7s. 6i/., including 
the sum of 1730/. 6^.11^. for Missionary R^^isters 
and Quarterly Papers supplied to the Associations. 

The Receipts, during the year, on account of the 
Institution Building Fund have amounted to the sum 
of 564/. 195.61/. 

Without entering into the particulars whidi form 
the excess in the Foreign Expenditure, theCommittee 
deem it requisite to state, that it fells principally 
under the following heads : — the purchase erf* Premises 
for the Mission at Calcutta ; the erection of Buildings 
in the Missions; the increasing number of Ifissionaries; 
and the return home of Missionaries and their fiunilies. 

Though a considerable portion of this excess arises 
out of occasional charges ; yet, on a foU examination 
of the subject, the Committee are ccmstrained to 
state, that the operations of the Society cannot be 
continued on their present scale without an increase 
of the permanent income of the Society. They have, 
therefore, found themselves compelled to fix a limit 
to theexpenses of the Missions; and to prohiint any 
enlargement (^ their operations, under the existing 
circumstances of tiie Sodety. 

Before the Conmiittee take leave of this subject, 
they would particulariy call the attention of the 
Society to the consideration of those circumstances 
which affect the proceedings of a Missionary Institu- 
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t^oD, ia re&rence tq its necessary expenditure. The 
very formation of a Mission contemplates its gradual 
extension ; and that extension involves a progressive 
augmentation of unavoidable expenses, in the multi- 
plication of Missionaries, Catechists, and Schoolmas- 
ters, the extetnsion of Schools, the erection of Build- 
ings^and — which, under God, is the end of all — the acr 
cession of Converts, with all the contingencies result- 
ing from these different heads of charge: nor will this 
state of things cease in a Mission, until those Converts 
grow to such numbers, and are advanced to such ma** 
turity of character, as to provide from among them- 
selves for the support of a Christian Ministry and its 
concomitant expenses. It is moreover to be borne in 
mind, that the reception and training up of Mis- 
sionary Candidates, though essential to the very being 
of a Missionary Society, tends directly to < the aug- 
mentation of its permanent expenses, exactly in the 
ratio in which it brings forward Agents beyond 
what may be required to supply the place of those 
who are removed from the scene of their labours. In 
fact, this tendency to increased expenditure arises 
out of the exigencies of the Heathen World ; and the 
obligation to provide for it is only a part of that more 
extended one which binds Christians to undertake 
and to prosecute Missionary operations among them. 

DEPUTATION TO BASLE. 

The arrangements entered into with the Committee 
of the B^sle Missionary Society for the reception of 
Students, from thence to be employed in the Mis- 
sions of the Church Missionary Society, were ad- 
verted to in the 32d Report, page 52. 

In consequence of these arrangements, several 
Students have, from time to time, been received from 
the B&sle Institution, who are usefully labouring in 
the Society's different Missions. Of the Individuals 
thus received, two have, on the application of the 
Committee, been admitted by the Lord Bishop of 
London to Holy Orders in the Church of England; and 
a third was, at his own instance, admitted to Episco- 
pal Orders in Calcutta^ by the late Bishop Heber. 

With a view to conseliaate the connection thussub- 
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sistu^betwecD the Society and the B^le Institution, 
a Deputation, consisting of die Senior Clerical Secre- 
tary and the Asnstant Secretary, was appointed to 
proceed to Bftsle, in order to confer with the Di- 
rectors of the Institution on Tarious subjects in re- 
ference to the mutual interests of the two bodies. 
The Instructions of the Committee were delivered to 
the Deputation at their Monthly Meeting, on the 
Itth of June. The Deputation embarked in the 
Steam Packet for Ostend on the 20th of the same 
Month, and arrived at B&sle on the 3d of July. They 
were received with the greatest Christian kindness 
and cordiality by the Inspector of the institution, the 
Rev. T. Blumhardt; and, by the desire of the B&sle 
Committee, were hospitably received into the Insti- 
tution during their stay in dial city. Every faolity 
was afforded to the Deputation, to enable them fully 
to inform themselves on all the points referred to 
them in their Instructions ; and they were through- 
out treated by the Committee of the Institution in 
the most friendly and confidential manner. 

The general result of the visit of the Deputation 
was highly satisfactory ; and promises to cement more 
closely the friendly relations subsisting between the 
two Societies, to their mutual advantage. A copious 
Abstract of the Report of the Deputation was printed 
in the Missionary Register for Oct. 1827, pp.457 — i^. 

EXEBTIONS OF FBIENDS. 

The Committee desire to express their thanks to 
the Friends who have kindly assisted the Society; 
either by Preaching, by assisting at Meetings, or by 
furthering Local Associations in its behalf. 

The Committee express their earnest hope, that 
other Clergymen in different parts of the country will 
kindly assist the Society in visiting its Associations ; 
experience having fhlly convinced them, that, unless 
this help be afforded, a considerable dimination in 
the Receipts of the Society will be the consequence. 

In noticing the Exertions of Friends, the Com- . 
mittee deplore the loss which the Society has expe- 
rienced in the death of Mr, Compigne, who, for 
twenty-one ^rs successively, took an active part 
in die councils of the Society. 
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Since the last Anoivenary. the Provost of Oriel 
College, Oxford, having been appointed to the 
Bishopric of Llandaff, his Lordship s name has been 
transferred from the List of the Vice-Presidents to 
that of the Vice-Patrons. 

The Coromittee have also the pleasure of number- 
ing among the Vice-Patrona, the Lord Bishop of 
Sodor and Man. and the Bishop of Calcutta. 

NEW ASSOCIATIONS. 

lliirteen New Associations or Branches have been 
formed in England, dufing the year ; beside Twenty 
in aid of the Hibernian Auxilia^. 
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Various Presents of Fancy-work, and of articles of 
Clothing and Rewards, in aid of Female Education 
in India, Africa, and the West Indies, have been re- 
ceived at the Society's House, from Ladies in dif- 
ferent parts of the Kingdom, and from the British 
Ladies' Maternal Society ; for which the Committee 
request the kind Donors respectively to accept their 
thanks. 

MISSIONARIES AND STUDENTS. 

It has pleased God, in His wisdom, to deprive the 
Society, by the hand of Death, of five of its Agents ; 
beside several, of whose services the Missions have 
been bereaved from other causes. On the other 
hand, the Committee are thankful to state, that they 
have been enabled to send forth, to labour in various 
parts of the Heathen World, since the last Anni- 
versary, Twenty Individuals, exclusive of Four who 
have resumed their arduous work in Sierra Leone. 

MISSIONARIES. 

In connection with the west-africa mission the 
following circumstances have occurred. The Rev. 
John Gerber, with the Committee s sanction, left 
Sierra Leone on the 3d of March 1827, on a visit to 
Europe^ and landed at Plymouth on the 5th of May. 
About the middle of March, Mr. and Mrs. Pierce left 
the Society's service ; Mr. Pierce accepting a situa* 
tion under the Local Government. On the 23d of 
April, Mr. Frederick Gatesman died at Freetown, 
whither he had been rekhoved from Leopold for me- 
dical aid, after about a week's illness. Three days 
after, the Rev, W. K. Betts embarked for England, 
accompanied by the Widow of Mr. Gatesman ; and 
landed at Sunderland, June 26th. Mr. Thomas 
Heighway, who arrived in the Colony on the 9th of 
December, was early called away from his labours : 
he was taken ill of the Country fever, at York, on the 
30th of that month, and died at Freetown, January 
7th, rdoicing in God. On the 21st of February, Mr. 
John Weeks and his Wife, having both suffered in 
health, embarked at Freetown, and landed at Ply- 
mouth on the 12th of April, much benefited by the

voysfe. Mr. Gerber and Mr. Betts have since re- 
turneii to the Colooy. *• 

: -in the NORTit-iNpiA uissiokj the Committee h&ve 
pi deplQfe the loss .<^ the Rev. Ab^ool Messeeh, 
who died at Lupknow od the itb of March of last 
year, after labpunDg foqrtecn years io the Society's 
service, with ooDsiderable success. Mrs. Wilkinson 
(of Gorruckpore) being obliged to leave India, in con- 
sequence of repeated indisposition, sailed fi^m Cal- ' 
fOtta December 22, 1^6, ^td landed, in improved 
health, with her three children, at Gravesend, on the 
S7tb of May. The health of the Rev. John Perowne 
(of Burdwan) also failing, he embarked, with Mrs. 
Perowne and their three children, on the 8th of April 
.1897, and arrived at Plymonth, September the 5th, 
much benefited by the voyage. The Rev. William 
.Greenwood (of Ghunar) has, with the concurrence of 
the Calcutta Committee, accepted a Mastership in 
the Calcutta Grammar School. 

Mrs. Taylor, wife of Mr. Henry Clarke Taylor, of 
.Jamaica, departed this life on the 10th of August; 
and was followed, on the 19th, by Mr. Thomas Jones, 
who laboured at Papine in the same Island. The 
alteration of circumstances in the Society's Schools 
in Antigna has led to the separation frwn them of 
Mr. Charles Thwaites, Mr. Patrick Skirrett, and some 
.subordiiMte Teachers. 

The health of the Rev. John Rabui is not yet suf- 
ficiently restored to allow of his re-joining the African 
iVfisaion ; and the Rev. J. Fenn remains, for the pre- 
.'sent, in this Country. 

D-EPAKTUKES AN'D ABII'VALS OF If ISSIONAKIES. 

The Rev, Paul Pacifiqae Schafiter, a Lutheran 
.Clergyman from the Bule Institution, embarked 
-on board the " C3yde»" Captam Monro, on the SOlth 
jci May 1827, for Madras, where he arrived on the 
SOtii of September, and shortly after proceeded to 
MeyaveranL. On the 16tii of June, the Rev. John 
IaAmii and Mrs. l^Uham embarked for Calcutta, tm 
.faoani the "Marqocss Wellington," Captain Alfred 
Gfaapaan, and landed at that Presidency, October 
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the 26th; June the 20th, the Rev. Christian Le^s 
Korck, M . D. and Mr. John Kitto, a Printer, sailed 
for Malta, in the " Wilberforce," Gaptain Deneh : 
they arrived there on the 30th of July : Dr. Korck 
subsequently proceeded tOiSmyma; and from thence, 
on the 2d of January last, to Greece. The Rev. 
William Yate, and Mr. Charles Baker and his Wifi^ 
embarked at Woolwicb on the 14th of July, by the 
grant of Government, on board the *' Sovereign*' 
Convict Ship, Captain M*Kellar, for New South- 
Walesi on their way to New Zealand : they sailed 
from Deal on the 22d of July ; reached Hobart Town, 
Van Diemen's Land, November 19th; and resumed 
the voyage to Sydney, December the 12th. The Rev. 
•Thoitoas Davey and Mrs. Davey sailed from Ply- 
mouth, on their return to Sierra Leone, in H. M. S. 
Eden, Captain W. F. W. Owen, who generously grant- 
ed them a passage, as he had done on their visit 
home. The Committee wish to acknowledge the 
high sense which they entertain of the very great 
kindness and attention shewn to them by Captain 
'Owen on these occasions. Mr. and Mrs. Davey 
landed at Freetown on the 2d of September. 

Mr. Ebenezer Collins sailed from Deal on the 14th 
of October, in the " Golden Sprii^,'' Capt. Pritchard ; 
imd landed in Jamaica on the 1st of December. He 
was followed by Mr. William Manning, who em- 
barked at Gravesend, Dec. 9th, on board the ''John 
Shand," Capt. Innes, and landed at Kingston in the 
latter end of February, after a very stormy passage. 
Two other Catechists, Mr. John Armstrong and Mr. 
Charles Carter, embarked on the 24th of October for 
Demerara, on board the *' Lady Dunmore," Captain 
^Oipfen, and reached their destination on the dth of 
December : Mr. Armstrong is to labour in Essequibo, 
iihd Mr. Carter in Demerara. Mr. Thomas Height 
way and Mr. Edmund Boston^ with Mrs. Heighway, 
sailed from Plymouth, for Sierra Leone, in the '' St. 
Andrew/' Captain Deiper, on the 18th of November, 
in company with the Rev. W. K. Belts and the Rev. 
John Gerber^ who were returning to their labours in 
that Colony, and Mrs. Gerber : they all arrived in 
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safety at Freetown Dec. tbe 9th; bat Mr. Hei^way 
noon finished lus earthly course, as before stated. 
The Rev. Charles Fiiend and the Rev. Ralph Etesoi^ 
and Mrs. Etesoa. destined to Benares, sailed fhim 
Gravesend, for Calcatta, oa board the "Gaoges," 
Capt. Lioyd> on the 1 1th of April ; and on the next 
day, Mr. Peter Brenner embarked for Malta, od board 
the " Charlotte Wylie." Capt. Jeeb. 

All the Missionaries, whose departures were staled 
in the last Report, have arrived at their refpectire 
destiuatioDs. 

The Rev. J. Nortnan and bis CompanimiB (except 
Mr. N.'s eldest child, whidi died on the 31st of Oc- 
tober) reached New South-Wales on the ISth ofFe- 
tnnarv of last year. On the a6th of April, the Rer. 
C. F.'Schlienz arrived at Malta. The Rev. G. S. 
FaughtandMrs. Fau^t, with MissStratford, landed at 
Trincomalee, August the 3d ; and proceeded by sea to 
Colombo, where they arrived mi the 24tfa of Sep- 
tember, having stopped in their way to pass some 
days with the Brethren at Nellore. Miss Stiatlbcd 
has since been married to the Rev. S. l^mbricfc. 
The Rev. T. Norton, with his Fami^, resumed his 
Station at AUepie on die 20th of November, after 
having been detained three months in Madras, where 
they bad landed on the 9th of August, 

ORDIKATION OF HISSIO!f ARIES. 

On Trinity Sunday, the Rev. Thomas Davey and 
the Rev. C. L. Korck, m.d. were admitted to PriestTs 
Orders by the Bishop of London ; and Mr. Alfred 
Nesbit Brown to those of Deacon : and on Sondar 
the 23d of December, his Lordship ordained tbe m- 
lowing Students of the Society: — the Rev. Ralph 
EtesoD and the Rev. Charles Friend. Priests ; and 
Mr. John Di«Hi, Mr. Charles PiDhom Farrar. tod 
Hr. Joseph Mardi, Deacons. 

Elevea Candid^es for Hisstcnary Service have 
been received in tbe past year. 

The want of svtaUe JMissionary Labourers has 
long been eapHicnced by tbe Society ; and tbe cir- 
cumstance that so few are found ready to enter on 
d2 
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ihe fields of labour which are o^^iiing on every 
wemB to csSl imperatively on the Members of the 
CShnrch of Christ, not only to pray that, by a large 
efiUsion of the Holy Spirit, zealous and devoted men 
may be raised up for this important work, but to cul- 
tivate in their own hearts that deadness to the world, 
that entire surrender of the affections to God, and 
that habit of close communion with Him which will 
tend to the increase of Missionary zeal in the do- 
mestic and social circle. 

INSTITUTION AT ISLINGTON. 

The Buildings, which the last Report stated to be 
in progress for the reception of Missionary Students^ 
have been completed. 

The Number of those who were preparing for Mis^ 
Sionary Labour, at. the period of delivering the Re- 
port of last year, was Thirty-one : Ten have been 
since admitted; making a total of Forty-one. Of 
this number, Fifteen have proceeded to their respee- 
tive destinations : Two to Sierra Leone, Three to the 
Mediterranean, Three to North India, One to South 
India, Two to New Zealand, and Four to the West 
Indies. Nine others have quitted the Institution; 
and Seventeen remain there at present. 

MISSIONS. 

WEST-APRICA MISSION. 

His Excellency, Major-General Sir Neil Campbell, 
whose appointment to the Government of Sierra 
Leone was noticed in the last Report, soon followed 
his predecessor to the grave : he was attacked, in 
the month of August, by a remittent fever, which, 
after a few days^ terminated m his death. Colonel 
Denham has bera appointed his successor. 

COLONY OF SIERRA LEONE. 

Soon after his arrival in the Colony, Sir Neil 
Campbell introduced some new Regulations, consi* 
derably affecting tlie Society's proceedings^ as well 
as its relation to the Government. 

By ote of these Regulations, the Vilbiges of the 
Liberated Africans were formed into three. DivisionSt 
which received names descriptive of their locality.

, ^tUimgUMy Mien Town, Hastings, Waterloo, aud 
CWmofU ; these ViUages He in a south-east directum 
from Freetown, in the order in which they are here 
mentioQed ; along the eastern border of the Colony, 
on the BuQce Rirer and the Timmanee Country. 
The Central, or mountain district, comprises Lei- 
eettetf Gloucester^ Regent, Bathurst, Charlotte^ and 
Gras^eld. The Westem, or sea district, com- 
prises York, Kent, and the Bananas. Wilber/oree, 
in the north-west part c^ the Colony, at present 
without any Teacher, will class with the Mountain 

. Villages when it can be provided for. This division 
of tluB Colony is well adapted to its object — the effi- 

■cient and economical application of the labour of Sa- 
perintendants and Teachers. 

By another Regulation, the Society's Missionaries 
have been relieved from the Civil SuperiatendeDcy 
of the Settlements. This employment was not ori- 
ginally sought by them, but was undertaken at the 
request of Sir Cbarles Mac Carthy, and has been 
continued under many instances of painful self- 
denial : this arrangement will operate beneficially, in 
rendering a less number of European Missionaries 
e£Scient for the Spiritual charge of the Liberated 
Africans, than was required for the mixed charge of 
the Settlements. 

Another measure is in preparation, which will 
greatly relieve the Society's Labourers in their Mi- 
nistry as Missionaries. The time of the Rector of 
Freetown having been almost entirely occupied by 
the merely official engagements of his situation, and 
a serious obstacle to the performance of his spiritual 
duties being thus raised, the Committee have re- 
quested His Majesty's Government to resume the 
charge of supplying Colonial Chaplains : this request 
has been acceded to ; but the Society is to supply 
the office by its Missionaries until proper arrange- 
ments can be made by Government. 

In August 1826, Sir Neil Campbell, conceiving 
that he could place the, education of the ube- 
UATEO CHILDREN on a more economical footing, 
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and yet render it more efficient by forming them to 
early habits of industry, directed, as was stated in 
the last Report, that the Boys should not be retained 
at school beyond the age of 10 or 12 years; but 
should then be distributed among the Liberated 
Adults, with a view to their being actively em- 
ployed. By this Regulation, the Missionaries were 
released from the charge of Education ; and persons 
of colour appointed to conduct the Schools, which, it 
was expected, would be occasionally inspected by 
the Missionaries and Catechists, who were to have 
no controul over the Childi-en. 

The evils, which have already arisen from this 
arrangement, have induced the Committee to offer to 
His Majesty's Ministers to take on themselves the 
whole charge of the Schools ; for it is most obvious, 
that authority, whether concurrent or divided, if ex- 
ercised by persons of opposite motives, principles, 
and habits, must bring on continual and injuriouis 
<K)llisions. Grovernment wishes, however, the pre- 
sent system to have a fuller trial, but is ready to 
concur with the Society in establishing some defined 
Regulations on the subject. 

Freetown. 

On the Rev. John Raban leaving Freetown, the 
Rev. William Betts undertook the charge of it ; oc- 
casionally visiting the Mountain Villages, till his 
embarkation at the end of April. The Rev. C. L. 
F. Haensel had assisted, from his arrival in Fe- 
bruary ; and on Mr. Betts*s departure, remained in 
sole charge of the Station, till Mr. Davey's arrival in 
September. By a recent arrangement, the Rev. J. G. 
Wilhelm has been appointed to the Mission Chapel 
at Gibraltar Town, and will attend to the occasional 
Services ; and Mr. Haensel and Mr. Davey have un- 
dertaken alternately the Sunday Services at Free- 
town, till the arrival of a Government Chaplain from 
England. The return, in consequence of ill health, 
of Mr. and Mrs. Weeks, who have been engaged in 
the management of the Eastern Colonial Schools, 
has been already noticed. 

The labours of the^'Missionaries liave been much 
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mterrupted by sickness during the year. The Rev, 
J. Itabaiii as the last Report stated, was compelled by 
illness to leave the Colony in January : Mr. Betts 
followed him in April, from the same cause ; and, in 
August^ Mr. Haensel had an attack of fever, which 
caused a suspension of his labours for several weeks. 
The Services at the Court Room, which have been 
continued as usual, have heen attended by very few 
Europeans ; and a diminution^ partly attributable to 
the impracticability of paying pastoral visits to the 
Africans, has taken place in the Congregation at 
Gibraltar Town. On this subject Mr. Haensel writes 
at Midsummer : — 

The discouragements of the Ministry in Freetown are 
standing subjects of lamentation. I am adapting my Ser- 
mons at die Court Room more and more to tne comprehen- 
sion of those few children who attend ; because, few as they 
are, they form the Greater number. The Congregation at 
Gibraltar Chapel, I deeply regret to say, is falling oil. It is 
much to be wished that the people there should have the full 
benefit of pastoral labours : preaching is but a small part of 
these labours. 

At Christmas, Mr. Haensel notices some improve- 
ment in the attendance both at the Court Room and 
at Gibraltar Town, 

Considerable inconvenience has long been felt, 
from the want of a suitable Place of Worship at 
freetown; but that inconvenience has now been 
remedied. The Building originally designed for a 
Church has been divided, and half of it appropriated 
to the purpose of Public Worship : it was opened on 
the 1 3th of January ; and the number of persons at- 
tending on that and the following Sunday induced 
the Council to give directions for the fitting-up of the 
gall^ries^ in order to provide sufficient accommoda- 
tion for the Congregation. Of the number attend- 
ing, Mr. Haensel remarks — 

A considerable increase has undoubtedly taken place in the 
attendance of the Europeans : that of the Coloured Popula- 
tion is still very trifling, -considering the populousness of the 
parish. 

The Missionaries stationed at Freetown greatly 
deplore the obstacles to the due performance of 
tlieir spiritual duties which have arisen out of , their 
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connection with Government : these hindrances Mr» 
Haensel contrasts with the greater facilities enjoyed 
by Missionaries of another Denomination : — 

While we are surrounded with difficultiesy Rpendtna eur 
tiaie' tod strength in perfonniDg parochial duties, the Wss- 
ieyan Missionaries add Chapel to Chapel — collect Congrega^ 
tion after Coiupregation witnin such a distance as they can 
conveniently visit — appoint Exhorters, as fit men offei>^eep 
Sunday School — visit the prisoners and. the sick in the Jail 
and Hospitals — ^receive the sheep of dieir own flock in their 
house, and become intimately acquunted with them— -and 
admit to the Ordinances such as they believe to be lively 
Members of Christ's Church. 

Mr. Haensel's remark concerning these Labourer^ 
is confirmed by a similar one made by Mr. Betts : — 

They proceed on the principle of nai kmowmg amy thing, but 
to preach Jenu Ckrisi^ and Him crucified. They are resolved 
to engage in nothing which shall at all divert them from 
visiting their people and preaching constantly: while the 
Rector of Freetown sinks in the estimation of the more-dia» 
eeming of the Afincans, who are not able to account for it 
that he does not engage in the same Evangelical Duties : he 
has no time to visit the Hospitals, the Jail, and the abodes of 
sickness, vice, and misery : he has no time for social inter- 
course with his hearers; nor, by constantly going among 
them, to evince that he is their spiritual Father and affec- 
tionate Minister : the Wesleyan Missionaries have such time, 
and spend it incessantly in these labours of love. And what 
k the consequence ! They have neat and crowded Chapels, 
buil^ in great measure by the voluntary contributions of an 
affectionate people, whose hearts are attached to their Mini- 
sters, and open, through the winning influence of the private 
attentions which they receive from mem, to the public instruc- 
tion which those Ministers impart. I rejoice in the good 
which I trust they are doing: 1 bid them God speed : but I 
lament, at the same time, that we are not in possession of like 
advantages. 

CHRISTIAN INSTITUTION. 

The difficulties which, in the providence of God, 
have attended the West- Africa Mission, have perhaps 
fallen more heavily on this most important depart- 
ment of labour than any other ; and the frequent 
interruptions, which have been caused by the scar- 
city of Christian Teachers, have prevented its effi- 
ciency. On Mr. Haensel's arrival in the Colony, 
there were no Youths in the Institution; and the 
Building, which had been employed as a. place of 
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Edtwation. was greatly out of repair. Estimatet for 
a new Bailding Bad been nuule ; and the Goveraor, 
who expressed himself in very favourable terms to- 
ward Mr. Haeuel's design, suggested several situ- 
ations : bat an opportunity having presented itself 
of purchasing a part of the late Governor Turner's 
Estate at Fonrah BaT,equaUy distant from Freetown 
and Kissey, with Buildings which at a moderate 
expense can be adapted to the purpose, a purchase 
has been~ made ; and Mr. Haeosel removed thither 
the middle of February. He has Four Youths under 
his care ; but only one of them fully answered the 
description given in his Instructions, printed in the 
Appendix to the Society's last Report, of those who 
should become Students of the Institution i bat, as 
he Ibaad it impracticable to act up, in this respect, 
to his Instructions, be admitted the other three 
Youths on probation. Great as he has found the 
difficulty of procuring throughout the Colony any 
YouUis duly prepared, in respect of piety and ta- 
lents, to be received under his care, he anticipates 
still greater, so long as the new system shall conti- 
nue; and asks — 

ir, even under the former ajUem, One Youth onljr wm 
foraied to a fitnew for reception into the Institution, how is it 
to be under the new systein, which allows us much leas influ- 
ence over the children at school, because it deprives us of the 
appcnntment of Schoolmasters, and takes them altogether 
from under our eye, out of school hours? 

TMs new system is not only thus unfavonrable to 
the due preparation of Students for the Institution, 
but it will have an injurious tendency in respect of 
their subsequently becoming Christian Teachers. On 
this point Mr. Haensel writes at Midsummer — 

I am led to advert to the mode of employment, which the 
system at present acted on in the Colony leaves for the Youths 
of the Institution, when they shall have gone throush their 
course of Instruction. These Youths will leave the Institu- 
tion before they are sufBciently matured in judgment and ex- 
perience bo oecupy the important post of Nadve Teachers. 
What, then, is to be their occupation in the interval? The 
most auitable would undoubtedly be that of Schoolnustera. 
But are they to be given over to Oovemment, as the present 
system would require, to be subject to the controul of the 
Managers and SoVmanasers? 
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This question conveys its own answer. While 
the Missionaries shall continue to have no voice> a3 
has been recently the case, in placing or displaciag 
the Schoolmasters, or in appointing those who are to 
have authority over them or to labour under them, 
the Society can never allow Youths trained up with 
assiduous care to be thus exposed to evil. 

While the Committee have adopted such means in 
Sierra Leone as appeared best calculated^ under 
the Divine Blessing, for obtaining suitable Native 
Teachers, they have also opened a correspondence 
with the Episcopal Church in the United states, in 
the hope of procuring Persons of Colour competent 
to act as Missionaries ; and the Society is not with- 
out some prospect of success, though the low state 
of improvement which generally prevails at present 
among that class precludes the hope of any consi- 
derable and immediate aid in that quarter. 

It was stated in the last Report, that two African 
Youths had been placed under a Clergyman in the 
West of England: a third has joined them; and Mr. 
Raban, whose health is not sufficiently restored to 
admit of his return to Africa at present, has under- 
taken the superintendence of their education. 

Under more favourable circumstances, and when 
suitable means can be obtained, it will be an im- 
portant object with the Society to establish a nativk- 
FEMALE SEMINARY, with vicws, in reference to 
Young Females, ancdogous to those to which the 
Christian Institution is directed in respect of Young 
Men. The want of competent Schoolmistresses is 
severely felt ; and this want can only be adequately 
supplied by giving to the most promising Girls from 
the different Schools such instruction as may fit 
thoui to become Teachers of others. 

KlVEIl DISTRICT. 

The Rev. G. W, E. Metzger, with Mrs. Metzger, 
removed, early in the year, from Kissey, and re- 
turned to Wellington, where he had lived before: 
ho is assisted by William Neville, a Native Teacher. 
In December, the Rev. John Gerber was associated 
with Mr. Metzger in the spiritual charge of the Dis- 
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trict, on account of its ex^nt ; Mr. and Mrs. Gerber 
residing at Waterloo. Mr. Metzger had been in the 
habit of visiting the respective Stations in his Dis- 
trict once in each alternate month, for the purpose 
of inspectmg the Schools^ and administering the 
Loiti's Supper. In the autumn, he had been for some 
time suspended from his duties, by illness ; but at 
Christmas reported more favourably of the state of 
his health. 

Kissey. 

At the Spring Quarter, Mr. Metzger noticed some 
promising appearances among the people at this 
Station, by which he felt much encouraged in his 
labours : he writes — 

Many years has the Gospel been preached at Kissey, with 
but little success. I myself have attended to that pansb for 
nearly two years, without beholding pleasing evidences of suc- 
cess { and it was only about three weeks before I left Kissey], 
when many, all at once, began to be impressed with* an awful 
apprehension of dying unprepared, and with a seiise of their 
own sitrfiibiess and ^Iplessness. Thus, on the 1st of Jar 
nuary, I received on trial 13 Candidates for Baptism : od 
the 8th, a woman ; and, subsequently, twelve more. Th^ 
jiumber of those on trial is now ^6, and I hope that they are 
sincere. 

From the Spring Quarter to Michaelmas, there 
has been a gradud increase in the attendance on 
Public Worship and in the number of Communis 
cants : at this last date, the Congregation generally 
consisted of 190 persons, and 63 communicated at 
the Lord's Table : of these, William Neville writes at 
Michaelmas — 

It has pleased God to call two of the Communicants out of 
this world. I was indeed happy to hear them testify of the 
love of the Saviour toward them, on their dying beds. The 
number of Communicants is 30 males and 3i3 females : their 
conduct, so far as I know, is such as becometh Christians. 
The number of those on trial is, at present, 14 ; 13 males, and 
1 female. 

During the Quarter ending at Christmas, Mr. 
Metzger had baptized 6 Adults and 10 Children; 
and Siere were then on trial 11 Candidates for 
Baptism and the Lord's Supper. 
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Alien Town. 

This Setdement was formed in the latter part of 
4826» on a plan suggested by Mr. W. Allen, after 
whom it is named. It is situated near Hastings, on 
the stream which flows from the hills through Re- 
gent, and which was formerly called Hog Brook, but 
now Friends' River : the scenery is highly beautiful 
The inhabitants are about 100 ; chiefly newly-libe- 
rated, and therefore little acquainted with English : 
there are 25 Scholars. Divine Service is esta- 
blished : about 25 attend. 

WeUingtan. 

At this Station there are many indications of the 
progress of a work of Grace. The Grass-house, in 
which Public Worship is held, has been several times 
enlarged: about 400 attend on Sunday Morningn, 
and ^f as many in the afternoon. Besides the Ser- 
vice on Tuesday and Thursday Evenings, Daily 
Prayers are kept early in the Morning, either by the 
Schoolmaster or one of the Communicants, which are 
attended by about 75 Adults and the School Chil- 
dren. Frequent Meetings are also held for prayer 
and religious edification. At Michaelmas there were 
20 Candidates for Baptism, and 144 Communicants : 
these manifest much mutual cordiality, and are, in 
general, consistent in their conduct. 

At Christmas, Mr. Metzger reported that he had 
baptised 14 Children, and that there were then on 
.trial28 Candidates for Baptism and the Lord's Supper: 
he had alsp married 8 Couples during the Quarter. 

Hastings. 

Mr. Pierce was stationed at Hastings in the early 
part of last year : the Settlement had not^ for some 
time before, been occupied by the Society : from 150 
to 900 attended Public Worship. At Michaelmas, 
William Tamba stated that about 300 attended the 
Sunday Morning Service, and that there were 25 
Communicants. Service was held every Morning, 
and there were frequent Meetings for Prayer. Seven 
Children had been baptised, and oneCouple married, 
in the Quarter ending at Christmas. 
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Waterloo. 

little imDroyement seems to have tokenplace in 
the spiritual condition of the people at Waterloo 
since the last Report ; and Mr. M etzger, who, with 
W. Tamba, occasionally visited them, remarked, that 
the regular Ministry of 6od*s Word was greatly needed, 

Mr, Metzger writes at the end of September — 

I met the Commuiiicants on the evening of the Idth : only 
seven were present I understood that four had turned back 
to the world, whom I therefore excluded : those with whom I 
conversed seemed to be sincere. I was much pleased with the 
praver of one of them : he, of his own accord, endeavours to 
edify the other Communicants, and holds Prayer Meetings 
with the people. I am sorrv that we have no Native Teacher 
to station here, who might from this pliace attend to Odmont. 
The number of Communicants is 1 1 • 

The want of a regular Ministry will be supplied i>y 
Mr. 6erber*s appointment to this Station, as before 
noticed. 

Thirty-seven Couples were married during the 
Quarter ending at Christmas. 

Calmont. 

At the end of 1826, this Settlement, which is 
19 miles from Wellington, consisted of only a few 
'Natives ; but, at Michaelmas, there were 266 Libe- 
rated Africans, men) women, and children, who had 
been sent thither chiefly in the early part of the 
year. Mr. Metzger reports at Midsummer— 

The Headman paced nere by Government, under Mr. 
Fierce the Manager, is John PIkgue, formerly a Sergeant in 
the late 4th W. I. Regt., and one of my most-experienced 
Communicants at WelUngton: he calls the people togedicr 
twice on Sunday, with much success. William Tamba^ whi> 
attended Service there on June 17th, found the Place of 
Worship, which is a temporary house, full of attendants. 
The thin^ we most regret is, that they can hardly understaAA 
any English ; and it can only be ascribed to the pious exer- 
tions of John Phigue, that they afe at least ki the fmy of 
being inlbrmed, both in the hmgoage of the Word of Qod 
and of its saving Doctrines. 

William Tamba states at Midiaelmas — 

AtCalmontlspeaktotheDeopleintheafteftioon. When- 
ever I go, I alwayi find the nonse qaito fiiU, and the people 
waiting for me: they sue glad to heat the Wcnnd of Grade 
about 200 -person attend^ inefaiding.childiflQ» , 
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Mr. Metzger s health did not allow him to visit 
this Station' during the Autumn; but he remarks 
concerning it at Christmas — 

. The pious Headman continaes to.keep the people attending 
Divine Service on Sundays ; and although he cannot read, he 
tells them of that Saviour whose Grace lie experienced in his. 
6yi9n soul, and to whom he desires to live whilst in the world. 

MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 

The Committee have the painful duty of recording* 
the loss which the Society has sustained in this Dis- 
trict by the death of Mr. Frederick Gatesman : he 
arrived in the Colony in November 1 826, and soon 
after entered on the duties of his station; but in 
April was attacked by fever. He was brought from 
Leopold to Freetown, for the benefit of medical aid : 
and received the most assiduous attention from Mr. 
Fergussom ** who has ever been prompt/' to use the 
words of Mr. Betts, " to attend the Members of the 
Society when ilL** The fever, however, continued to 
increase ; and terminated in his death, after an ill- 
ness of about a weeky near midnight of the 23d of 
April. He departed in the Faith. When Mr. Betts 
said to hinl, " That God, whom you have served in 
the time of health, will not leave you in the hour of 
trial/' he replied with calmness, '* I know it ! I 
thank Hint that I have not now, for the first time, to 
seek an intei^est in Christ. I know whom I have 
believed !*• 

^ On the arrival of the Rev. Thomas Davey and Mrs. 
Pavey, he was placed, about the middle of October, 
in the spiritual charge of the whole District : he re- 
sides at Bathnrst; and is assisted by Mr. Edmund 
Boston, David Noah, and William Tamba ; and by 
Mrs. Heighway in the Infants* School. 

The following arrangement for supplying, as far 
as the scanty means allow, the wants of the several 
Stations in this District, has been made by Mr. 
Davey : he writes — • 

I have endearoured to supply the various places On a 
Bondiy in the following manner: Regent and Oloucester, al- 
tematelv, at 10 in the morning and 3 in the afternoon ; Lei-* 
tester Mountain at 1 in the afternoon; and Baihurst and 
Charlotte, alternately, at 10 vk the morning and 8 in the uftetn 
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noon : David Noah taking the former three one Sunday, and 
the latter tjiro on the other Sunday : and myself doing the 
aaifte^ with the addition of early Prayers at mthurst, and an 
exhortation in the evening. 

Of the Communicants, generally, Mr. Davey re- 
marks — 

I am not prepared to give that favourable account of the 

Propriety of behaviour in some of those attending that Holy 
finance which I most devoutly wish. I was constnuned 
lately to speak expressly to some ; and I hope what was said 
Inay have the desired effect in future. 

Leicester. 

Mr. Davey makes the following Report of this Sta- 
tion, at Christmas — 

I am much pleased with the behaviour of the people of 
this Village. There are about 327 inhabitants : the number 
of those who attend Divine Service, in a Grass-house built 
at the expense of the Church Missionary Society, is from 50 
to 60 : their attention to the Means of Grace has delighted 
me; although it has sometimes occurred to me, that if they 
teally hungered more after the Word of Life, we should see 
more than seven or eight of them come over to Gloucester (a 
dntance of a mile) to attend Service at that place. 

There are 4 Communicants, who usually attend at 
tome of the other Villages to receive the Lord's Sup- 
per. Mr. Davey had baptized 4 Infants, and mar- 
ried 1 Couple, during the Quarter. 

Gloucester. 

Mr. Davey makes a favourable Report of the at- 
tention of those who frequent the Means of Grace : 
in the Quarter ending at Christmas there had been 
29 Baptisms and 5 Marriages : there were 45 Com^ 
municants. 

Of the general state of the place Mr. Davey re> 
marks — 

* I feel grieved that it appears my duty to state, that die 
Mopl6 of this Village appear, many of them, to neslect the 
Means of Grace, and, I have reason to fear, are empbyed on 
the 'Sabbath seeking afiter the things of this world: the 
'average attendance does not appear to be more than 146, in- 
cluding Children. I had till welv a &r more favourable 
oi>inion of the state of the people of this Village, than I have 
at' present It appears to me that thev have been left so 
long to ihemselves, that many of them have sunk into 
former evil habits and country-fitshions. - 
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: Regent. 
. Of this Station David Noah reports at MichaelmM— 

During this Quarter, Divine Service has been regularljr 
coBtinued at Ri^ent as usual: twice on the Week-day, and 
three times on Sunday* The attendance on Week-days is 
from 10 to 1.^ Adults, besides the School-Children; and on 
Sunday, from 250 to 300. There were 99 Communicants last 
Quarter; but one of them has been removed by death: she 
died happy in the Lord* 

Mr. Davey states .at Christmas, that the average 
number attending Worship is 250, including Chil- 
dren, and about 95 Communicants : he has macried 
14i Couples, and baptized 22 Infants. Mr. Davey 
meets the Communicants at certain times ; and says, 
with reference to these meetings — 

I have on these occasions been much pleased with their 
simple statements ; their lamenting the want of more means of 
Grace, and the neglect of social Prayer-Meetings, which wei» 
formerly kept up amon|( them, but have been for some time 
laid aside; their mounun^ their want of brotherly loye and 
Christian communion ; and the sin of some in not atleiidinff 
Church, unless the person officiating was one who pleasw 
Ibem, thus looking more to the creature than the Creator. 

The removal of the Christian Institution from thit 
Station has been already noticed. 

Sathurst. 
Leopold and Bathurst, which were formerly two 
distinct Settlements, have been united, and are now 
designated Bathurst. Of thb Station, Mr. Gatesman 
reported in the Spring Quarter — 

y 1 have» at present, but little to cheer me, while endeavopr- 
uig to make Vnown the Gospel of Salvation ; yet I have not 
been left without some encouragement. The Communicants, 
ten m number, attend the means of Grace very regularly ; 
and, so far as I can ascertain, walk consistently with tbnr 
profession. The people who come to dbureh pay great at- 
tention to the whole Service; about 160, including childrei^ 
attend chuceh in the Morning, and 60 in the Afterroon of the 
Lord's Day, and 40 on Tue^ay and Saturday Evenings. 

Mr. Davey states, at Christmas, the number of 
persons attending Public Worship on the Sunday to 
jbe about 230 : the Congregation is attentive^ and on 
the increase. In addition to those who attend 
Church on the Sunday Morning. and Aftemoeo^ he 
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has nbout 40 perscmi^ in his own house ill the 
evening. Daily Worship is attended by about 100, 
including Children.. The Communicants are 7 in 
number: 27 Infants have been baptized, and 25 
Marriages solemnized. 

The people having of their own accord requested 
an Evening Adult School, and made a contributioa 
to defray ^e expense of lighting it, Mr. Davey has 
commenced one. An Infant School was also opened 
on the 22d of October, of which Mr. Davey gives 
the following account : — 

It is attended by 37 Boys and 34 Girls, between the ages 
of 2 and 7 years: the progress made by diem since Uie 
opening of the School has been not only satisfactory, but 
very encouraging. Those Europeans, and diose of my Bre- 
thren who have visited the School, have expressed their ap- 
probation of the system of education ; and have suflgesfeed the 
propriety of the same system being adopted generafiy with the 
children in the Colony. It is hoped that the children have 
not only been amused, but profited, by their attendance : they 
are variously engaged in their lessons, from learning the AI- 

Jhabet to reading the New Testament, Writing, and the first 
ranches of Arithmetic, as near to the system practised m 
England as circumstances will allow. It is found, however, 
that one European to a School is hardly suflBcient for the 
constant exertion required in keeping up the attention of the 
scholars in this cfimate. I trust, however, that we may indulge 
the hope, that we shall soon have some of the Natives able 
materially to assist in carrying it on, and thereby, in a great 
measure, to make the exertion less. 

Mr. Davey adds — 

"Within these few days. Colonel Denham has visited the 
'School, and appeared much pleased with the system : he has 
ordered 10 Liberated African Boys to be sent everv morning 
from Regent, and 16 from Charlotte : and has also sent a 
young man, John Thomas, to assist in teaching them, at a 
'salary of 12JL per annum. 

Charlotte. 

The accounts of this Station, furnished by Mr. 
Gatesman and William Davis, have not been of a 
favourable kind. At Lady-Day, Mr. Gatesman made 
the following report : — 

I keep DtvBK fiervioe here, as at the other Statim, onoe 
evenLouier Sabbath. The people gieady neglect and break 
the Sabfaath; and, uintil latelv, vt^riy disreffarded tlie in- 
Jtmctioar of their dnUren. About 90, ChiUxei^ indudedt 
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attend PabHe Worship on the. Sabbath Morning, and 40 in 
the Afternppa^ who^ with very few exceptions, appear very 
careless and unconcerned. 
At Michaelmas, William Davis writes — 

Divine Service is kept once on Sunday ; but on the wedc* 
day, no Service is kept, as nobody will attend. On Sunday 
wy attend tolerably well ; but they go too much in dieir own 
way. 

' Since Mr. Davey has had charge of the District, 
he, or David Noah, attend once on the Sunday, for 
the purpose of conducting the Service at this Sta- 
tion. At Christmas, there had been 22 Infants bap- 
tized, and 5 Couples married : there were 3 Commu- 
nicants, and 3 Candidates for Baptism. 

Grassfield. 
This is a newly-formed Village, about three miles 
and a half from Charlotte, on the Hastings road, con- 
taining about 175 Inhabitants, chiefly deserted from 
the Mountain Villages : houses are building for them ; 
but they live at present much in their country fashion. 
Mr. Davey gives the following account of them at 
.Christmas : — 

I cannot say that I have seen at present those indications of 
an anxiety for the means of Grace, which are so much to be 
wished. They have not any regular Divine Service, without 
•going either to Hastings or Charlotte ; which I have reason 
•to believe they never do. If I have been correctlv informed, 
some of them, go to work in their fiurms on Sundays. With 
the present slender means, and many calk for them, in diis 
District, this Village has not had that attention from us 
which it so much needs. I have visited it twice during the 
Quarter; but at neither time was I able to collect any people 
together, to speak to them die word of God. 

The loss of Mr. Gatesman s services in this District 
has been severely felt ; and may in some degree be 
appreciated, from the following testimony borne by 
Mr. Betts to his character and labours — 

J have lately had an opportunity of witnessing what has 
been lost to the objects of our Society, by our Brethren 
having had their hands tied by the duties of the Superinten- 
dency ; and what may yet be done, by a man of judgment and 
deyotedness of heart, who shall ffive nis. whole attention to the 
Misriaiuffy Work. I refer to we eztenttve plans of usefU- 
ness, wludi our lamentad brother Gatesman was etUiUed 
.to devise^. JBidt in A. gteat measure, to carry into ieffisct 
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Willi Fire ViD^apBt viuler his charge, he, with the amatBiice 
of Williani Davig and Da^id Noah, held Divine Service at 
each of these ViDagea on the Babbath ; besides occasionally 
inspecting a Sunday School which he« had established at 
Batburst During the other days of the week, he himself 
jperformed Divine Senrice at three of these villa g e s * ■ w e ekly 
inspected the Schools of four villi^es— -on one day in the 
week, imparted instruction in reading and arithmetic to such 
adults as attended for that purpose — on another day^oare in* 
struction in composition and grammar to the Native Teachers 
Davis and Noah, and to such of the Schoofanasters of his 
Villages as could attend. While it pleased God to favour 
him with health, his time was fully employed in that work, ibr 
which he left his native land, and sought the shores of Africa: 
and now that he is called home to his eternal rest, I ventm 
to speak thus freely respecting him, and I say that he is an 
example to those who may succeed him. At the same timcL 
all was done in such a quiet and unostentatious manner, that I 
believe few, even of his fellow-labourers in the Colony, knew 
the value or extent of his services. 

The general state of this District was thus noticed 
by Mr. Gatesman, in his Report of it at Lady-Day«--* 

Although, at each of the Vilh^^es in my District, there an^ 
as may be expected under existing circumstances, numefona 
discouragements, I must say that I think the encourageroenlia 
counterbalance them ; so that I am more and more conviaeed 
of the importance of perseverance, in the great work of in* 
atructing the people and diildren in those things which make 
for their present and everlasting peace. Those who can read 
or understand Eli^Ush tolerably well, are ihe persons who 
compose our Congreffations ; while those, who nave had 119 
advantages of instruction, keep away from the House of Ch>d : 
and those children, who have become more forward diao 
others in learning, are by far the most willing and desirous to 
be taught 

SEA DISTRICT* 

The Rev. John Gerber left in the early part of the 
year ; when the Rev. J. G. Wilhelm removed to thii 
District from Waterloo, and was assisted for smnfe 
time by William Tamba. 

During the rains, Mr. Wilhehn had a severe at-* 
tack of ague and fever, M^ich brought him v^Iow*; 
but it pleased God subsequently to restore him« In 
consequence of his age and increaamg infirmities^ it 
..was determined* at one of the MaetiMS of the lOph 
sionaries^ that htf should reside at Prectowm sod 
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take charge of Gibraltar Chapel/ which would occa- 
siott him leas fatigue than the care of a District. He 
las been succeeded in this District by MnBetts. 

York. 

Mr. Wilhelm gave the following account of this 
Sfotion in September :-r- 

The people ivho attend Divine Worship, seem to become 
more and piore attached to me; though most of them inrere led 
to a religious disposition^ agreeably to the Weslf yan System. 
.They have never invited me to their Meetings in their own 
Chapel ; which, I think, is all the better both for me and for 
t^em; for I might, perhaps, prove offensive to some, in not in- 
iiiructing them there agreeably to their own regulations : but 
^y attend Public Worship with me, once, at least, on the 
X^brd's Day; and also receive the Lord's Supper at my 
tiands ; as well as bring their Infants to me to be baptized ; 
and also such Adults as they take into their fellowship, to be 
examined, and, if necessary, instructed by me for baptism: oF 
these people I have now SI men (Discharged Soldiers) and S9 
women on the lists as Communicants. Kssides these, I have 
teptued 6 men and about SO women, (not of the Wesleyan 
Ccnmection), after instructing them, for the space of three 
oonths. The Holy Communion, however, is very irregularly 
attended : on Easter-Day, I had 58 Communicants; in. June, 
only 27 ; and in August, 32. 

" The progress of religion is much hindered, by the people 
being left at perfect liberty, whether they will keep the Sab- 
Imth, or choose to work in their farms and bring burdens home. 

' At Christmas, Mr. Wilhelm reported^ that during^the 
Quarter, though he had not been prevented from hav- 
ing Semce every Sunday, he had been unable, from 
g^eral ill health, to visit either Kent or the Bananas. 

Kent, 

The Rev. John Gerber s visit to England, and his 
subsequent return to the Colony with Mrs. Gerber, 
)i^ye been noticed. He greatly regretted that it 
.was rendered necessary for him to leave his Sta- 
tion at a time when the influence of religion began 
to. be powerfully manifested among the people. On 
the eve of his departure he reported — 

j ! The attendants on Divine Service have considerably in- 
.^emsed: 9!6 males and females have been baptised and ad- 
itiitteft to tile Lprd's Table : four oAers, baptized before. 
Hive b^n eddied t tfie present nimiber- of CooknunieaBts is 
48^ alt of whom J beUeve to be sincere. . 
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" After Mr. Gerber's departure, W. Tamba visited ^ 
Kent till the end of May, and made the following 
Report of this Station : — 

The people are m the same state as when the H^. John 
Gerber left them: one Communicant is dead: Morning 
Prayer is kept regularly. On Sunday/ Wednesday, and Fri- 
day, our Church is quite full : on Monday, I walk about the 
town, to visit the sick : on Thursday forenoon I examine the 
School; and, in the afternoon, I meet the Communicants. 

The Communicants were reduced to 30, some baV- 
iog left Kent, after Mr. Gerber's departure. 

While the Mountain District has been deprived of 
the valuable services of a devoted servant of Christ, 
this District has sustained a similar loss by the death! 
of Mr. Thomas Heighway . He reached the Colony on- 
the 9th of last December, and on the 28th proceeded 
to his Station at York : on the following Sunday he 
was a good deal exposed to the sun, in an attempt, 
before Public Service, to enforce the due observance 
of the Sabbath ; and when he afterwards addressed 
the people who were assembled for Public Worship,- 
he over-exerted himself to a degree which could not 
fail to excite the apprehensions of his European 
Friends. In the afternoon he complained of head- 
ache, and found it necessary to take some medicine : 
his indisposition however increasing, he removed to 
Freetown for medical advice on the following Thurs- 
day ; but his case, it was soon ascertained, was be^ 
yond the efforts of human skill. 

Though Satan was permitted to harass him at the 
beginning of his illness, the temptation remained but 
a short time ; and, afterwards^ his mind was sweetly 
composed, and resigned to the will of God : he re-' 
mained in a peaceful frame until Monday^ Jan. 7; 
when, about four o'clock in the afternoon, he quietly^ 
fell asleep in Jesus. 

Mr. Davey thus speaks of his departed friend — 

He was a man of strong fiuth, ardent zeal, and finreot 
prayer* I had the privilege to see much of him at l8lingt«Hi: 
and, after his arrival, he remained with me a Sew days at 
Badrarst, and assisted me in Tarious ways, in the Scbool%and 
addresringthepeoplectftfatt District His whole tool aeoned 
to be dravm oat in & peculiar manner fiv the eternal wdfint 
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off tlioset fat whom be bad left hi8> nlttive country and otme 
oiii hither to labour. 
Mr, Davey adds — 

lam aware that you need a large share of faith, under all 
the dispensadons of God*s providencei with which your Mis^ 
akm in this Colony is exercised, to enable you still to go oh, 
in the great worK of sending the Gospel to the miserable 
dhildren of Ham, Some would have said, long a^o, *' Grive 
up the post» and labour elsewhere :*^ but you have been 
enabled, nitherto, to go on, in humble dependence on an Al- 
mij^ty Arm ; and have sent out one Labourer after another, 
mto this unhealthy place. Many of these Labourers have 
been summoned^ at an early period of their residence here, to 
dieir eternal home : and some have been ready to say, Joseph 
ti not, and Simeon U not f all these things are against me ! yet you, 
my Dear Sirs, have been upheld under all trials ; and, I doubt 
not, will still be upheld by Him who hath said. Be stiU, and 
hnnoAai lam God! I wiU be exalted among the Heathen: I will 
Uexalied in the earth. 

SUERBRO COUNTRY. 

Stephen Caulker, who conducts the School at the 
Plantainst reported, in June, that he had then 25 
Scholars, Of the business of the School, Mr. Haensel 
gives the following account : — 

The School opens at six in the morning, and continues till 
eight It commences with Prayers, at which the grown-up 
Boys attend with the younger : the former say a lesson imme- 
diately after Prayers, which has been given them the day 
before ; and then get a lesson agiun to learn in their leisure 
time, and to say the following morning : after which they go 
to their work. The smallest Boys are nine in number : they 
attend with the older Boys in (he morning from 6 to 8, and 
again from 10 to 4. 

The number of Schools in the Colony under the 
charge of the Government, as before noticed, is 21 ; 
that is, 12 for Boys, and 9 for Girls. In these are 
instructed 659 Boys and 445 Girls; making a total 
of 1 104« Scholars. Thirty-six persons, 22 Males and 
14 Females, are employed as Teachers in these 
Schools. Many of the Scholars are children bom iu 
the Colony, of parents long since located. 

The very inadequate manner in which the Society 
has been enabled to provide for the spiritual neces- 
sities of the Africans calls for the exercise of much 
fidtlii The devoted Servants of God who have given 
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themselves to this work, have a field of labour around 
them to which their physical powers are utterly un- 
equal ; and perhaps the excitement naturally pro- 
duced by this state of things may have been among 
those second causes which have led to too great ex- 
ertion on the part of those who have learned to feel 
deeply for the wretchedness of their Heathen Neigh- 
bours. Mr. Davey's feelings on this subject are; 
thus expressed in his Report uf the District with 
which he is charged, made to his Brethren at Christ- 
mas. He says — 

It requires no small share of faitb and patience, tintlcr the 
labours more abundant laid upon me, to remember, that for 
want of as^tance I am prevented from eiving either the Jn- 
habitanta of this or tbe otber Villages in ttus District, that at- 
tention which, aa a Messenger, Watchman, and Steward of the 
Lord, I am enjoined to give, in feeding the Lord's Family, and 
seeking the sheep of Christ scattered abroad in this naughty 
world. 

Far be it from me, my Dear Brethren, to be the cause of 
your relinquishing a single post which we already occupy, if it 
shall be ctMuidered by you that our strength is such aa to 
warrant our continuing to labour at it : but I would rather sug- 
gest the propriety of conducting a few Stations on an e^ctual 
plan, thai ineffectually to aim at supplying many. I diould 
rejdce to see ereir Station of this Colony occupied, and ex- 
cursions made in the surrounding country : but neither can be 
done, tin we are veir much re-inforced in numbers. In the 
mean time, it is highly important, I humbly conceive, to con- 
centrate our exertions as much as possible : perhaps for wan{ 
of this, in times past, our efforts have not been so productive; 
as, humanly speaking, Uiey mi^'ht have been. 

Mr. Davey adds — 

Although it may not appear to be part of my Report, yel I 
am constrained to notice, with humble gratitude to tae Father 
of aD Mercies, the very timely arrival of our dear Brethren on 
the IHh bntant May their lives be spared, their talenia ni»i 
proved, thor leal employed, and th^r love aboond, to th^ 
^ry of God ! May we, my Dear Brethren, rejoice mtli 
trembling, cease from men, and be k^t from restiiw npon tb^ 
creature! May we look alone to the Lord of the fwrest, not 
only to send forth Labouren, but abo to preaerve dioae La- 
bourers, and make diem wise men that need not to be ashamed f 
May grace be imparted to us aD, day by day, to make u> jfc^

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MEDITERRANEAN MISSION. 

Malta. 
The arrival at Malta of the Rev. C. F. Schlienz, the 
Rev. Dr. Korck, and Mr. John Kitto, together with 
the departure of Mr. Peter Brenner for fiiis Station, 
has been already mentioned. 

The individuals connected with the Mission at Malta 
are, besides Mr. Jowett and his family, Mr. Schlienz, 
Mr. Koelner, Mr. Kitto, Mr. Brenner, and Mrs. An- 
drews. Mr. Jowett and Mr. Schlienz are occupied in 
the preparation of Publications; Mr. Koelner and Mr.' 
Kitto in the Printing Office ; and Mr. Brenner is de- 
signed to assist Mr. Jowett in the secular concerns 
of the Mission, especially those connected with the 
Press. The house occupied at Valetta having been 
found too small for the increasing business of the 
Mission, another has been engaged, which is large 
and commodious, very airy and cool, and situated in 
a quiet street The Printing Establishment has two 
large rooms ; and accommodation is afforded for all 
the Members of the Mission. 

Mr. Jowett is engaged in a Greek Commentary on 
the Acts of the Apostles and the Epistle to the Romans. 
Mr. Schlienz, with the aid of Phares Shidiak, an Ara- 
bic Youth, is preparing, in Arabic, a Commentary on 
the Parables. Ysa Petros has completed, at Jeru- 
salem, an Arabic Translation of the Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress. Various considerable works are printing in 
Italian and in Greek : and Arabic Tracts, with a large 
quantity of Translations, are ready for the Press. 

On the subject of Arabic Translations, Mr. Jowett 
remarks — 

Arabic, as you will perceive from the demands of our Bre- 
thren in Egypt and Syria, is likely to occupy a large share 
. of our attention. Should Providence smile upon our Oriental 
Translations, I see no limits to our Arabic Works for many 
years to come : in fact, I see no limits at all. However, I 
would not indulge a presumptuous spirit: He, whom we 
serve, alone knows how far it will be good for us to proceed 
in any of our best-intentioned undertakings: we can only say. 
If the Lord wUl^ we shall live, and do this or tkaL 

The Press did not come into effective operation 
till January 1825. The following Abstract of its la- 
bours for three years, to the end of 1827, has been 
sent honie by Mr. Jowett :-r« 
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In^a redout Letter^ Mr. Jowett requests to be fur- 
nish^* as/early as podsdhle, with fouiits of Ethiopic 
and Amiiaric Types : he also states that Mr, SchUenz 
was about to prepare aa Amharic Spelling JBook, 
with Reading Lesson?, from the. New! Testament. 

It will be heard with pleasure, that the British and 
Foreign Bible Society is now printing the Acts of the 
Apostles, and the Epistles, in Amharic and Ethiopic. 

Turkey and Greece. 

The Revl John Hartley's visit to Malta at the be- 
ginning of last year, and bis return to Constantinople, 
were noticed in the last Report. Early in June, be 
removed to the Island of Prinkipo, in the Sea of 
Marmora, for the purpose of intercourse with Mr. 
Brewer, one o( the American Missionaries; and, in 
July, hie accompanied Mr. Brewer to Smyrna. Dr. 
Korqk, whose arrival at Malta has been noticed, left 
that place on the 11th of August for Smyrna, where 
he joined Mr^ Hartley on the S6th. During his 
residence at Smyrna, he was engaged in the study 
of Turkish, and the circulation of the Scriptures 
and Tracts. His health had for some time been 
declining ; but appears, from the last accounts, 
somewhat better. 

Mr. Hartley's chief reason for removing to Smyrna 
was, that he might take the place of the Rev. Mr. 
Arundel, the Chaplain to the British Factory, in 
order to enable that Gentleman to visit England: 
but circumstances occurring to prevent his visit, Mr. 
Hartley engaged in a Modern-Greek Service every 
Sunday, in the Chapel of the Dutch Consulate. 

The last Report noticed the painfully affecting 
condition of the Jews who had confessed Christ at 
Constantinople. Full particulars have been given in 
the Missionary Register (pp. 205, 210, and 328, 329,) 
by which it will be seen, that, while erne of them has 
returned to Judaism, the others have been enabled, by 
Divine Grace, to remain firm in avowing themselves 
disciples of Jesus of Nazareth, and have witnessed a 
good confession. There seems but little hope of the 
termination of their sufferings : on this subject Mr. 
Hartley writes — 
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Tbe two CooTerU, John B. Cuitro aod John Coheir, aie- 
stiU kithSvi* Th^y baye suffiBfed fax,, months* imprisoniDeni 
fpr the. inke of CSinst; but we have, gieat reaion to fear that 
the; will wittier b^ delivered into the hiiiidf of the Jews, or 
bav^ their imimQDOient. perpetuated. 

In a subsequent Letter he remarks^-^ 

I have not the shadow of hope that they will ever emerge 
from the walls of their prison. The diabolical hatred of ihe 
Jews agmnst Jesus of Nasareth, the deadly hostility which die* 
Turks at present cherish against the English, and doubtless 
the malice of that Evil Spirit who is the original source of all 
sin — these are all comlumd to effect the ruin of our suffering 
friends. 

He afterwards adds— 

Men, who enjoy all the rights, the privileges, and the cma-* 
forts of England, can form no conception of the weight of 
misery which crushes the human race in these unhappy coun- 
tries. My heart is sick with the habitual instances of flagrant 
injustice which pass within my observation. Do not imagine 
that the sufferings of the two Converts are a solitary example. 

It appears, from Mr. Hartley's communications, 
that many other Jews have secretly embraced the 
Christian Faith. 

The state of things at Constantinople is thus no- 
ticed by Mr. Hartley, in a Letter written in the month 
of June — 

The Roman Catholics are exceedingly violent. A young 
Itoman Catholic from Poland visits me continually, and is em'» 
bracinff the truth in a very zealous manner. Ever since I 
came, 1 have been engaged, as much as I could attend to, in 
conversation, reading, and prayer, with Greeks and Catholics, 
Jews and Armenians : thus has some seed been scattered ; 
but we must earnestly entreat God to bring about a great 
cliange : without this, there will be but little good done. 

The sale of Books is but little: we distribute, however, a 
confflderable number, not without hopes of benefit. Send me 
a moderate supply of Greek Books. We must, if possible, 
do something for Bucharest I am informed that 30 Jews 
were baptized there, not long since, by the Greeks. 

Besides the public exercise of his ministry at 
Smyrna, Mr. Hartley has pursued his accustomed 
plan of private instruction. Of his proceedings he 
gives the following account, in Septenoiber: — 

I have found opportunities of visitinff fiunilies from house to 
house, to a considerable extent; and 1 have g|vai regular in*' 
struction in religion to some of the younger individuals of the 
Dutch Ccmgregation. AmoUgst the Greeks, I have ^ had the 
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tfatisftctioii to find, that many of thoie who had had thdr mt- 
tentkn'divected to the Scriptures by Mr. Kuig and mysal^* 
duribg my- former visit, have continued to study them: -andt 
thoii^ I should hesitate to prdnounce them converted Chik- 
tianSy it must be acknowledged that they have at least attained 
to some degree of Ugbt, and have been brought in some mat* 
sure to feel the importance of the subject I shall bring for- 
ward the conduct and character, of a young Greek, as a proof 
that truth does not fail of producing some effect in Sm3rnuu- 
I had been in the habit of reading the New Testament and of 
praying with this young man, during my fontaer visit; and I was 
glad to find, on my return, that he had remained stedfast 
to what he had learned and heard. Having had his mind 
awakened to the pursuit of truth, he has read with great di- 
ligence the books with which I have furnished himj and, by the 
iSvine Blessing, he has been saved by this means from infide* 
lity on one hand, and superstition on the other. Not long 
ago, he came to inform me that he was going to take the Com- 
munion in the Greek Church. ''What,** said I, ''can you re- 
concile it with your conscience to partake of that Sacrament^ 
when you know that its celebration is coupled with the most 
gross idolatry, and when you are totally at variance with the. 
ideas Which are entertdned in the Oriental Church on that 
subject?** *' I have spoken my mind freely to the Priest,** he 
replied. ^' In compliance witn our Lord s injunction to do 
this in remembrance of Him, I go to partake of the symbols 
of His body and blood. I told the Priest most positively that 
I did not believe it right to worship pictures, or to pray to 
saints ; and therefore, afler such a declaration, I conceive that 
I have nothing to do with any such performances. The Priest did 
by no means, in consequence, refuse to administer the elements 
to me, but made use of expressions which shfewed that my 
conversation had produced considerable impression on him." 
It was with these views that he partook of the Sacrament; 
and I was far from feeling at liberty to condemn his conduct 

Towards the close of September^ Mr, Hartley left 
Siiiyma ; and, accompanied by Mr. Brewer, made a 
tour among the Islands of the Archipelago and in the 
Peloponnesus. He visited My cone, Tino,Delos, Syra 
twice, and Hydra; afterwards landed at Napoli di 
Romania, and thence proceeded by land to Argos and 
Corinth ; crossed the Isthmus at Cenchrea ; and at the 
date of the last accounts was at Egina, where he 
purposed passing the winter, and appeared to have a 
wide field of usefulness. He wasjomed by Dr. Korck 
early in January* 
■ Mr, Hardey writes from JBgina in November — 
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^ *'OiittraYeb'hmTeiiot been wilhout* benefit, and they hold 
oat die prospect of stiU greater. We have established dep6t8 
for the .sale of the Scriptures in almost every place of impor- 
tance which we have visited ; and we are glad to find that 
there is an encouraging demand for them. In the bland of 
Mycone we left 35 copies of the New Testament : they were 
ALL SOLD THE VERT FIRST. DAY. The Malta Publications we 
have also distributed to some extent, and I feel confident that 
I never before dispersed books with such good effect. Find- 
ing of what great importance it is at this moment to present 
the greatest possible check to the progress of infidelity, we 
have made great use of Bishop Porteus's Summary of Evi« 
dencesy of Lord Lyttleton's Treatise on the Conversion of St. 
Pauly.and of Leslie's Easy Method with the Deists. 1 find 
such books as these not only extremely suited to the present 
exigencies of Greece, but also much more readily and atten- 
tively read than works of a less argumentative character. 
A work of infinite value for Greece would be a good History 
of the Reformation* 

In connection with this last subject, Mr. Hartley 
writes from Syra — 

- We have made most interesting acquaintance with Theo- 
philusy whom you will remember as Professor at Haivali ; 
.and with Eustratius, and many other well-informed Greeks. 
Almost all seem £Eivourable to the work of Reformadon^ 
thougih defident, at present, in those Qualities which are re- 
quisite for carrying on such a work with vigour : it is not im- 
probable, however, that it may please God to prepare some 
. of them for this so great an undertaking. 

By a Letter addressed by Mr. Hartley to Mr. 
Brewer from Egina, it appears that there was a con- 
siderable demand for the Scriptures there: Mr. Hart- 
ley had sold all the copies which he had taken with 
him^ and had written for two hundred more. 

Egypt and Abyssinia. 

In tiie last Report it was stated, that the German 
Brethren had all assembled at Cairo, and had 
adopted the following plan for their proceedings: 
the Rev. W. Krus6 and the Rev. J. R. T. Lieder, with 
Mrs. Krus6, were to remain in Egypt; and the Rev. 
S.Grobat, Ilev.C. Kugler, and Rev.T. Mueller, with 
Girgis the Abyssinian, had proceeded as fiir as Bey- 
root, on their visit to Syria and Palestine. 

Mr. Lieder spent from the 1 9th of May to fhe 
20th of June in a visit to the Province of Faioomj in 
the Desert to the west of the Nile. 
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of' Divine Troth. Besides the capital of thepro- 
vioce, Medina, there are twenty-five Villages, wbieh 
topeii. a wide field for Missionary labour. The folr 
jflwiug extract from Mr. Lieder's Journal will shew 
the. state of the Coptic Church there : — 

. Abuna Gabriel told me, that about 300 Christians live in 
jM[edina—-he means families — and, therefore, at least 3000 
souls : these are besides the Bishop and Priests. The Chris- 
tians have no Church in Medina: formerly they had two, but 
the tyrannical and rapacious Mahomedans have taken them 
«11 away by ibrce, and have changed them into Mosques ; the 
Christians are therefore now obliged to go to church in the 
country. There are five Deirs, or Monasteries, in the vicinity 
of Meaina, from one to four hours distant ; to which are at* 
tached twenty-one Priests. These Monasteries are most soli- 
tarv, in general situated far from the city and from villages ; 
tuid, I think, out of fear and precaution, because of the rapa- 
cious Mahomedans, who would snatch awav every Church, 
if irituated near a town or a village. Besides these Monia- 
ateries^ there are no Churches m the Faiounu The evil con- 
sequence of the great distance of the Churches is, that only 
'fbiw are able to attend, because of the heat of the climate ; and 
thereby many remain ignorant in regard to the principles 
of the Christian Faith, become indifferent, and at last turn 
Mahomedans. 

Mr. Lieder visited the Monastery of Deir Assab ; 
•Inhere there are two Churches, containing a large num- 
ber of Coptic and Arabic Manuscripts, but neither 
of them possessing a whole copy of the Bible. He 
-writes — 

Almost every Sunday, Divine Service is performed in the 
Monastery ; at which about fifty Christians attend, from Me- 
*dsnaand some Villages which belong to it : on Holidays, from 
SOO to 300 assemble. The Priest shewed me, in one of the 
Churches, a little cross made of silver, and told me, '^ With 
this we drive away tiie devil from our church." 

There are two Coptic Schools at Medina, contain^ 
ing about 80 Children ; in one of which, as is the case 
with most of the Schools in the Faioum, the school- 
master is totally, and in the other partially blind. 
Mr. Lieder thus notices the state of the Schools^ and 
the cause which has led to it : — 

, The want of books is the chief cause of the bad state of the 
'Sfehools in the East; but this I hope will soon vanish, by the 
•hdp of Ae |>enevoleiit Bible and Tract Sodeties. I wanted 
•to see A^. Gii;lg!:School% but my Teacher told.me there were 
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none': tfie Girls leBm nottung in tfais country; and he wu 
artoniflhed, when he heud mat in England almost every 
poor Girl leama at least to read her Biue, and to write and 
cipher. 

Mr. IJeder mentions, that the Copts evinced great 
readiness to receive the Scriptures and Tracts ; but 
their poverty prevented their purchasing them. On 
this subject he writes in June — 

My house has been, for some days past, like a narket- 

Slace, with people coming and going. Children and Young 
len of the Copts come, and wish to be presented wi£ 
Tracts: almost all come without money, for the greatest part 
of the Christians here are extremely poor; and it is impos- 
sible to send them away empty-handed. Yet I do not give to 
any one, before I have taken him into my room, and tried his 
knowledge in reading. Some, who had not courage to enter 
my house to ask for a Tract, waited at the door till they saw 
me ; when they came, kissed my hand and pressed it to th»r 
forehead, and Kent silence till I asked them their business. 
There came also Young Men with two or three little Boys, 
or Fathers with their Children, and entreated me for Tracts for 
the little ones, promising to teach them to read these little 
books. Money is very seldom to be met with in the Faioum ; 
and I hope, that, if I have done too much, the Society will 
pardon me. 

I sell very fev Bibles and Testaments : though the price ia 
very low, the people have not so much money as to enable 
them to purchase. There came, among others, a Clerk to a 
Turk, who wished to speak to me alone. He told me that he 
wished to possess the Gospels, but that he was at present 
unable to purchase them, for his master had not paid liim his 
wages for some months : this I iieard was true, I told him 
that I, could not give him this book gratuitously; but he 
took my hand, and begged so earnestly, that I found it im- 
possible to revise bis petidon. 

During their stay at Beyrout, the Missionaries 
availed themselves of the frequent opportunities af- 
forded them of meeting with their American Brethren 
for the purposes of consultation and prayer. The 
present state of that Mission, and the hostility a^nst 
the word of God displayed by the Anti-christian 
Powers at Rome and Constantinople^ are thus no- 
ticed by them : — 

Fonnerly the Missionaries had maay pronwota of nicceu ; 
but DOW toe Lord permits them to m tried ; for the ArMUf 
Qieek*, and Roman CathoUca are exeonnnanieated, if thsv 
h^>pen to speak with the Miarionaries, or to visit then ; aod 
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by the repeated ezcemmuiiicatioiis of the Maronite Patriarch 
and the ^reek Bishop at Beyrout, several Schools have been 
dissolved : but what is most painful, the Firmfln of the Sultan 
against the distribution of the Scriptures has been renewed ; 
and the Roman Catholics in particular keep a watchfiil eye 
over the Missionaries in this respect: nor are Bibles ]>er- 
mitted to enter Beyrout. There are, however, some persona 
who begin to open their eyes a little : for, besides the few 
who have renounced the errors of the Church of Rome, and 
are obliged to seek protection either in the service of English- 
men or m flight, there are some who frequently come late at 
night to converse with Mr. Bird. Among their Converts are 
some very mteresting Armenians. 

The people were at first very kind and polite; but, when they 
saw us read in the Bible, they began to go about the room, and 
to make so much noise, that we could scarcely understand each 
other : they thought, probably, that it was a bad book, as the 
Arabs usually think that the English have no religion ; because 
when they saw us kneel down and pray, their noise was at an 
end at once, and then they were as kind as before. We have 
generally remarked, that the Turks like tiiose persons who 
shew that they have reHgion, more than those who do not ma- 
nifest any care abont it Before we leave the mountains, it 
will not be out of place to tell you what a converted Maronite, 
who is with us, tells us frequently concerning the state of re* 
ligion in the mountains : " The Maronites,*' he says, ** are not 
so much against the Gospel as they now appear to be : but 
they have been told that the English nave no religion, and that 
the Bibles which they give are full of errors ; therefore, when 
they see a Bible bound in the usual mode, they would not even 
open it. There are, however, many who have not given up 
their Bibles to.be burned; bu^ if they were known to possess 
them, they would be immediately excommunicated, and all 
their neignbours and relations would be prohibited Slaving 
any intercourse with them. Notwithstanding the Priests 
have discredited the English, there are many who have much 
respect for them, and who hate the Pope ; but they have not 
the courage to speak : not that they would be so much afraid 
of the excommunication of the Patriarch ; but the latter being 
a.relative of the Emir Bechir, they are afraid because of the 
Emir. Moreover, they who do not like the Pope, fear him, 
because he is their temporal protector: many say, that if the 
English would only take them under their protection, they 

3 quid become English. English is the name in the Levant of 
1 those who follow the Bible. The Patriarch of the Maro- 
iiites calls them Biblishin (biblical), to which the people give 
iStie meaning of Atheist • 

The following extract from the Journal of the 
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Br^Aren. Gobat and Kugler will shew the course of 
their proceeding's in the Holy City : — 

We had many opportunities of preaching the Gospel to all 
classes of people^ but more especially to ttie Ghreeks. Bro- 
ther Kugler, having successfully administered medicine to a 
sick person, was very soon known in the whole city as a 
skilful physician: and thus he had opportunity of going 
from house to house, and of exhorting the people to flee from 
the wrath to come, and to look for salvation only in the me- 
rits of a Crucified Saviour; while Brother Gobat read the 
Bible, and spoke about the salvation that is in Christ, widi 
those who came to us and were waiting for the physician, 
from morning till night We are sure that many Greeks 
loved us, and began to doubt about their form of religion 
and the state of their souls : diey told us every day, that 
we should stay at Jerusalem. 

Of the wretched superstitions which are prac- 
tised at the Holy Sepulchre at Easter, Mr. Mueller 
gives the following account : — 

Soon afVer sun-set the Copts and Syrian Christians be- 
«n their processions round the Holy Sepulchre ; which the 
^man Catholics would not permit, because they wished 
to be first ; notwithstanding, they went on, but very hastily. 
There was not much pomp about them, because they are 
very poor. At 9 o'clock the Roman Cadudics began. Six 
or ei^t Boys went before, singing; after them came the 
Honks, carrying a crucifix, nails, hammer, &c. Thus they 
WMit on very slowly, to the place where Christ is supposed to 
have been nailed to the cross: there they performed the act 
of crucifixion; and after that, a sermon was delivered on the 
subject in ItaJian. Afler this, they fastened the cross in 
that hole in which the cross of Chnst is supposed to have 
atCNod) and a sermon was again delivered in Italian, 'thug 
they went through the whole history of the Crucifixion, 
Burial, and Resurrection of Christ ; maintaining the outward 
form of religion, but denying the power of it After the 
Roman Catholics had finished, the Greeks beoan their cere- 
monies ; which I did not attend, but retired to the room whicJl 
the Greeks had provided for us in the church, and slept 

April 15, 18S7. This day I witnessed a scene which I 
shall never forget There is an old Greek Bishop in Jeru- 
salem, whbse business is, exclusively, to perform the ceremony 
of the (so called) Holy Fire. About two hours before the 
Bidiop and Priests came, the poor people were crying and 
nmning round the Cbapeil of tne Holv Sepulchre, as if in- 
sane : when I first came in, I thought they were boung eatb 
other, and was much surprised to near, afterwards, that. this 
means the joy of the Holy Ghost Almost all were half 
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nakedj carrying each other on their shoulders, and crying^ 
** There is only one religion/* viz. the Christian : *^ The Jews 
are now sad, but we are joyful.'* When the Bishop and 
Priests came, the Turks had to strike with all their power ifi 
order to make way for them. After going in procession three 
times round the Holy Sepulchre, the Bbhop entered alone 
into the Chapel of it. The Greeks believe, that by the 
prayers of the Bishop, fire proceeds out of the Sepulchre; 
which the Bishop takes, and conveys, out of a hole made 
for that purpose, to the people. We took our Abyssinian 
friend Girgis with us, though he was not quite well, in order 
to convince him of the folly of it ; because he firmly believed 
that this fire does not burn. He is now thoroughly convinced 
that it is only a trick of the Bishop, because we were all in 
danger of burning our clothes by this Holy Fire. The Bi- 
shop lights severiQ tapers together, in order to make a large 
flame, and reaches it to the people out of that hole ; and after- 
wards he came out with a large burning taper in each hand, 
and was carried on a man's back into the Greek Church, 
which is just opposite to the Sepulchre. This fire is also 
called " The light of thb world ;** and every one who kindles 
his taper with mis fire has a part of this light. May the Lord 
have mercy upon them, and enlighten their hearts, and bring 
them out of darkness into His marvellous light! 

On these scenes the Missionaries remark — 

This has been one of the most painful weeks we ever 
passed in this world. It would be impossible for a man to 
suppose that the system of lying could be carried to such ex- 
tremities, as is witnessed in the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
dire. May the Lord soon have mercy on Jerusalem, and 
guide the poor pilgrims in the way of eternal life ! 

Mr. Kugler s medical reputation obtained for him 
constant access to the house of the Governor of Je- 
rusalem ; and he had thus frequent opportunities of 
declaring the ereat truths of the Gospel. 

While the Missionaries were at Jerusalem, they 
had almost daily intercourse with some Abyssinians, 
35 in number, whom they met there, and who afforded 
them much encouragement, connected with their in- 
tended visit to that country. 

Although the present unsettled state of affairs ren- 
ders it doubtful when the Missionaries may have a 
door of entrance opened for them into Abyssinia, 
thay notice a combination of circumstances which 
•noourtge them to hope that God is preparing the 
way for thi accompUshmeot of this part of Uieir plans. 
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BIr. Gobat, in his last commimieatioo, moitioos tfie 
arrival of a Letter from Girgit, wlio set oat od lua 
return to Abyssinia in the Aotmim : lie states, that 
be has been informed, on his journey, that Amhara is 
the scene of war; recommends the Missionaries, on 
account of the state of the country, to defer proceeding 
to Abyssinia for a year ; and expresses his aflfectioQ 
for them. 
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It is gratifying to the Committee to state, that tlie 
present Bishop of Calcutta, in an interriew whidi 
they had with his Lordship before his departure from 
Euglaud, assured them of his cordial attachment to 
the great object of the Society, and avowed his in* 
tention of actiug on the same principles as his la- 
mented predecessor. 

The Committee cannot contemplate the approacli- 
ing departure for India of their dear luDther and 
feUow-labourer, the Rev. T. Thomason, without as- 
suring him of their earnest and affectionate prayers, 
that he may resume the labours of his important 
station in the fulness of the blessing of the Gospel ef 
Christ. 

The departure of the Rev. John Latham and Mrs. 
Latham, with that of the Rev. Ralph Eteson and Mrk 
Eteson, and the Rev. Charles Friend, has been already 
meutioned ; and the arrival of Mr. and Mrs. Latham at 
Calcutta has also been noticed. Some circumstances 
which have occurred in connection with the North- 
India Mission render this additional strength pecu- 
liarly seasonable. 

The Third Anniversary of the Calcutta Church 
Missionary Association was held in the Town Hallt 
on the evening of the 15th of December ; the Vene- 
rable Archdeacon Corrie, President, in the Chair. 
The Receipts of the Year, including the balance in 
hand, were 6144 rupees : Uie Payments amounted ta 
nearly that sum, and exceeded the actual contribu^ 
tions of the year. On this subject it was reported-^ 
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Your Committee regret to state, that, in consequence of 
increased labour, their funds are nearly expended: they 
would also remark, that their monthly expenditure is, upon 
iin averag;e, above 300 rupees ; to meet which, their subscrip- 
tions only amount to one-fourth of this sum. 

A Collection was made after the Meeting, which 
amounted to 662 rupees. 

Calcutta. 

The Rev. John Theophilus Reichardt and the Rer. 
Isaac Wilson continue at this Station. 

A Chapel has been erected on the Society's Pre- 
mises at Mirzapore, in which the Christians residing 
on or near the Mission Premises meet morning and 
evening^ for worship, to the number of about 25 ; 
when also some of the passers-by are usually at- 
tracted to hear a portion of the Scriptures read and 
explained. On Sundays, the regular Service of the 
Church is performed. Morning and Evening, in Ben- 

filee; when, including the unconverted Natives, 
om 60 to 70 attend. The Lord's Supper is admi- 
nistered every second Sunday in the month, to about 
12 Communicants. 

Three other Chapels have been opened in the Na- 
tive Town : one of them was built at the sole expense 
of a benevolent individual. The Rev. Mr. Reichardt 
attends principally at the Chapel in Potuldunga, 
9tkd the Rev. Mr. Wilson occupies himself in the more 
northern parts of the town. Sometimes two, and not 
nnfrequently three Chapels are attended in succes- 
sion, and two or three nundred persons hear a por- 
tion of Divine Truth at each place. In the course of 
the week the Missionaries preach in this way from 
ten to fifteen times ; and a Country-bom Young Man 
and two Native Converts are also occupied from time 
to time in distributing Tracts among their country- 
men, and conversing with them on subjects connected 
with Christianity. 

During the past year, there have been four Mar- 
riages among the Native Christians ; and five persons 
have been baptized, of whoni two are adults. Among 
the Candidates for Baptism are the Father and 
Mother of a Httle Girt, a Scholar in one of Mrs. Wil- 
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80ii*B Schools; wbo having herself been taught to 
hate the sin of idolatry^ and gently, yet firmly, to 
remonstrate with her parents agamst it, was the 
means of exciting in their minds a desire for Chris- 
tian instruction. 

In the 12 Boys' schools in Calcutta and its Vici- 
nity, supported by the Calcutta Association, there are 
upward of 800 Scholars. The Calcutta Committee 
have transmitted an account of a very satisfactory 
examination of 200 of the Boys^ on the 6th of March, 
in the presence of Archdeacon Corrie and many 
other friends of native education. 

In the midst of the facilities which present them- 
selves on all sides for more extended labours in this 
department, the Calcutta Committee write — 

The applications for Schools have been so pressing, and the 
willingness to listen to Christian Instruction so manifest, in 
vome villages near Calcutta, that it has been very painful to 
the Missionaries to be obliged to refuse the aid whi^h has 
been sought for. 

It appears, from the Third Report of the Ladies' 
Society for native-female education, that the 
Central School would probably be ready for occupa- 
tion by the end of the year. The Society's Receipts 
amounted to something more than 8700 rupees. The 
Committee have made a grant of 300/. to the Ladies* 
Society in aid of its important objects. The number 
of Schools, and other particulars connected with them, 
are thus noticed by the Ladies* Committee in their 
last Report : — 

In Calcutta the same number of Schools has been main- 
tained as was stated last year, and the same number of Child- 
ren continue to attend ; namely^ in 30 Schools about 600 Oirls, 
of whom about 400 are in daily attendance. Their respected 
Superintendants remark to the Ladies' Committee — 

The effects of noveltj being now kt an end, we hope that we amy look on 
our work as tolerably well established. It would be difllcult to ascertain the 
motiTes which induce Parents to send their Children to our Schools ; but they 
have aeen our difinterested labours among them for more than five years, and 
are well acquainted with our plans of instruction. No rewards are held out to 
induce the Children to attend ; and it seems but justice to them to state, that 
the Natives around us seem to give us daily more of their confidence. The 
cfaancter of the books which we use, the nature of the examinations, and the 
fCennal erder and state of the Schools, aieallopen to the inspectioii of the 
Frienda of the Childrea entrusted to our charge. 

: On the inexpediency of enlarging their labours 
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without enlarged means of superintendence, the Com- 
mittee remark — 

Manj more Schools, with the prospect of being well at- 
tended, might have been established ; but as no dependence 
can be placed on the Native Teachers without vigilant super- 
intendence, it was not judged advisable, even had the Funds 
admitted of it, to extend the Committee's sphere in Calcutta. 

An Examination of the Schools took place on the 
28d of December 1826, which satisfactorily exhibited 
the progress that has been made in the appearance 
and acquirements of the Children. 

The PRESS is conducted by Mr. De Rosario, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Reichardt. Besides the 
Monthly Missionary Intelligence, and Report of the 
Society in English, 4350 copies of Tracts and Scrip- 
ture Extracts in Hindoostanee, Persian Character; 
6500 copies of ditto in Nagree ; and in Bengalee 
18,300 copies; have been issued during the past 
year: and much work has been done for other So- 
cieties and Individuals. 

On the disposal of Tracts, the Committee remark — 
A great number of these little Messengers of Truth have 
been used in the Schools of the Society, and a greater num- 
ber given away to individual Natives. The utilitv of this 
mode of disseminating religious knowledge has ouen been 
made manifest ; and during the past year one of the most in- 
telligent and influential Converts in the neighbourhood of 
Chunar was first led to serious inquiry from reading a Tract 
he found in a Fakeer's bundle, and to whom it had remained 
H dead letter. 

Culna. 

The difficulty of supplying the wants of the various 
Stations induced some hesitation in the minds of the 
Auxiliary Committee as to the expediency of main- 
taining this ; but it was afterwards decided that it 
should be continued. The circumstances which led 
to that decision are thus noticed by Mr. Corrie — 

At Culna, much is to be hoped for: under the pressure of 
scanty funds and paucity of help, we were inclined to defer 
establishing Mr. Deerr there ; and accordingly begged Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilson to accompany Mr. Deerr thither in Decem- 
ber last, and to dismiss most of the Teachers ; reserving two 
or three Schools, to be carried on in connection with Burd- 
wan, and increase hereafter as opportunity might serve. On 
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their arrival at Culna, tboY found 800 Iirst-Class Boys, of 
whom 70 were aoni of BraLininBy each with a copy of one of 
the Gospelft (according to their dasses) under his arm : in 
them they read so well, and answered so intelligently, that Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilson could not find it in their hearts to disperse 
the Schools : a Petition, too, which has been sent home, was 
drawn up by some of the principal people, to beg that Mr. 
Deerr would settle among them : under these circumstances, 
and Jioping literally against hope as to funds, we have continued 
the Schools at Culna: and Mr. Deerr is gone up, and is 
living with his Wife and Child at present in a little hut. I 
shall see him too, if it please God, next week ; and shall con- 
sider what arrangements can be made for his accommodation. 

In their Report, the Committee state — 

Though the state of the Society's funds has not yet allowed 
the Committee to provide a suitable house for a Missionary 
at this Station, yet Mr. Deerr has been so much encouraged 
by the anxiety manifested by the people for his residence 
among them, that he has continued with his family to reside 
in a matted Bungalow, at no small personal inconvenience. 
He has Eight Schools under his charge, containing at least 
100 Boys each : here are, also. Three Girls* Schools, and 
more might be established. In all these Schools, the Chris- 
tian Scriptures are read; against which no objection has 
been ever made. 

It has been mentioned, that the Committee deemed 
it advisable that Mr. Deerr should reside at Burdwan, 
instead of this Station ; and they, doubtless, must 
have had a painful duty to perform, in deciding be- 
tween the conflicting claims of two places affording 
so much encouragement, when one of them must, in 
a great measure, be deprived of the services of a 
Missionary. 

Of his MINISTRY, Mr. Deerr writes — 

I think it a duty to make preaching a matter as public at 
possible; and have begun to go into all the principal places, and 
address those whom I meet If we were to confine our preach- 
ing to insignificant places only, and among ignorant men, it 
would appear as if we could not venture to meet their 
learned men with the Bible in our hands; and we might be 
suspected of imposing on the ignorant, who have not learning 
and sagacity enough to distinguish between right and wrong. 

The state of the schools is shewn in the following 
extract from Mr. Deerr's communications : — 

The Schools are still kept on at Culna, it being only SO 
miles distant ; so that I can visit them occasionally : they are» 
however, reduced to six in number, for the sake of saving ex« 
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peiM^ The niuiiiber of Boys attendiiup is GOO on an aTerage: 
tfatf fMd the same books as those at Burdwan^ but are UMie 
badumrd : more than one-third in each School arje reading 
IIm Gospels, Ellerton*s Scriptural Dialogues, and Geography. 
The progress would be more, if superintendence. were not 
wanting. The Female Schools have been dosed, because 
Mrs. Deerr could not superintend them after we had left. 

On reviewing bis labours at Culna, he thus ex- 
presses his sentiments : — 

I lived only a short time in Culna, and found great satis- 
fiMrtion in the work: the people behaved as they had pro- 
mised. I found everywhere an open ear ; but, as it appears, 
not always an open heart However, an extensive field is 
open. May it invite our Brethren to come and put their 
hand to the plough I 

Burdwan. 

The illness of the Rev. John Perowne led, as has 
been stated, to the return home of himself and family 
last year : this Station was, in consequence, de- 
prived for a season of the stated labours of a Mis- 
sionary, being only occasionally visited by Mr. Wil- 
son from Calcutta : but, at the suggestion of the 
Committee, the Rev. William J. Deerr removed thi- 
ther, from Culna, at the close of last year. 

Of this Station the Calcutta Committee thus speak, 
ih their last Report : — 

Thirteen Schools continue to be supported here: an 
Examinatbn of the First and Second Classes, consisting of 
about 200 Boys, was held ih March last, as also of the En- 
glish School, when the Scholars exhibited the general evi- 
oence of proficiency in various branches of knowledge, as has 
often before been stated in the Committee's Reports. The 
English School has been of necessity dispersed. 

Mr. Perowne gave the following brief account of 
the state of the Mission before his departure : — 

The preaching was continued regularly in the three Village 
Chapels, and also the Services in the Mission Chapel, till the 
beginning of July, when severe indisposition compelled me to 
desist From time to time the above Services have been re- 
sumed ; but repeated attacks have prevented anv thing like a 
regular course of instruction being kept up. Much interest, 
however, has been excited in the different Villages. AU the 
Schools, bodi male and female, with only one or two excep- 
tions, are thrown open to the Missionary, and he may preach 
Christ in tton with as much fireedom as in an English Congre- 
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gatnm. Muy iriio hmfe benrd* not only approve^ but talk of 
embfadng the truth. Moet of tfie SehooJ-people, visT Pun- 
dits, Sircan, and HwAjuiis, attend regularly in the Mission 
CThiqpel on Sunday Forenoon : three Men, four Women, and 
three Children have been baptized : three Marriages have 
taken place. Our little Native Church consists of ten Adults 
(5 Men and 5 Women), and 8 Children. In a word, the pro- 
gress made last year calls for the most grateful acknowledg- 
ments to the Author of all good, and presents ground of 
great encouragement for the fixture. 

Of the circumstances which have deprived this 
Station of the labours of its Minister, Archdeacon 
Corrie writes — 

The necessity of Mr. Perowne*s return is very nainfid to 
us : his removal from Burdwan, when his labours nad made 
a sensible impression on the surrounding population, seems a 
mysterious dispensation; but He, who ordered it thus, has 
other means of accomplishing His own purpose. In anotfier 
view, the expense absorbs funds which could be applied, hu- 
manly speaking, to great advantage ; but may we feel, as well 
as own, that His will ought to be, as well as must be, done ! 

In December, Mr. Deerr writes — 

I find great pleasure in having^Daily Worship widi the 
Christians here, on the premises, consisting of 9 Adults and 
S Children : about 8 of me School Teachers, now employed, 
attend on Sundays. 

Of the SCHOOLS, Mr. Deerr reports as follows: — 

The Boys* Schools have been reduced to 14, on account of 
the limited means ; and the Female Schools to 2, there being 
no person to superintend them after Mrs. Perowne left. The 
number of Boys is the same as mentioned in former Reports ; 
and there is at present no difficulty in bringing them forward, 
nothing but superintendence beins requisite for that purpose. 
The English School has been closed since Mr. Perownes 
departure. 

In reference to the Female Schools, which on 
Mrs. Perowne's departure were shut up, Mr. Deerr 
remarks — 

Mrs. Perowne had met with good success in the Female 
Schools; but it having been uncertain whether we should be 
stationed here, and Mrs. Deerr having been poorly, she did 
ilot apply to the Ladies* Society to re-open them, but thinks 
of doing so. One of the Girls who was formerly in Mrs. 
Perowne*s School expresses a wish to be baptized ; she is 
now with Mrs. Deerr, and behaves very well : her fiither has 
expressed a similar wish'; but whether hb motives are pure 
u doubtful 
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The Committee of the Ladies' Society thus express 
their sense of the value of Mrs. Perowne's services— 

The Committee regret extremely the necessity of Mrs. Pe- 
rowne*s departure for England, on account of her husband's 
health ; as it was entirely owing to her unwearied diligence 
and persevering zeal that the Female Children had been 
brought so forward : and it is with real concern that they will 
be obliged to shut up nine of the Schools which were under 
her superintendence. 

The influence of the Schools on the minds of the 
Natives generally, he thus notices — 

The supposition that the books which the Children read 
are hid from the Parents is unfounded : for, how could the 
Adults, as several have done to me, point out passages in the 
chapter in which they are written? Thus far the Schools are 
the means of spreading Christian Knowledge, without being 
impeded by preiudice ; yet I cannot venture to say that the 
knowledge which they have obtained is attended with con- 
viction : they know it to be good ; but that we cannot call 
conviction, or serious impression, which would be attended 
wit^ conversion. Neither have I the satisfaction of saying 
that there is, in general, a sincere desire of inquiring further 
into the truth. We must go after them, and intreat them to 
be reconciled unio God, There is nothing so painful as the 
extreme apathy and indifference towards their spiritual wel- 
fiire* which prevail among them ; and even, when some of 
them express themselves in the warmest and strongest man- 
ner, some interest and imposition is lurking behind. 

While the Servants of God are thus taught the 
real value of their exertions, and that it is His pre- 
rogative alone to turn the heart to Himself, He ap- 
pears to be employing the means which are used as 
preparatory measures for the accomplishment of His 
work : and the reading of the Scriptures by some of 
the Natives, some degree of deference to their au- 
thority, and a somewhat clearer perception of good 
and evil, seem to have been effected through the in- 
strumentality of these means. The following ex- 
tracts from Mr. Deerr's communications will illus- 
trate this remark : — 

A Baboo, in connection with the Rajah of Burdwan, told 
me that he and his Brother read the Gospel, (I think, for the 
take of learning English ;) and I was rejoiced to learn after- 
wards, from the Natives, that he defended the Gospel before 
the Brahmins. He remembered Mr. Perowne with kindness, 
and said that he gave him the books. 
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— - Though many are not tcqiiainted with the Bible, they 
haTeatleastheaidthatitisagpodbook. A Brahmin tdd mt 
once, when I was in Calcutta, ** Yon speak Tcry fair ; but let 
me see your Bible, whether it contains such doctrines."* 

— The most bitter enemy against Europeans that I have 
ever met with, said to me, a few days ago, " Your Gospel is 
good, but the Europeans do not keep it. When we Hindoos 
commit what you call sin, we do it in conformity with our Scrip* 
tures; but you do it against yours. Who are the worst t* 

In concludiDg his account of Burdwan^ Mr. Deerr 
writes — 

To all classes, from the lowest to the highest, from the ig^ 
norant to the learned, the Gospel has found its way. May 
the Lord please to prolong my life for future usefulness ! My 
strength is very much reduced ; and it is only by Mercy^ that 
I am still in the land of the living. My time b now em* 
ployed in the morning with the Schools, and in the evening 
witn the Adults. Preaclung and Schools are now going 
hand in hand. 

For the continuance of support, he makes the fol- 
lowing appeal — 

In spite of many disappointments, we may hope for success. 
What a pity it would be if our Christian Friends should grow 
weary in wdl^oing^ at a time when the preparatory work is in 
A great measure over, and our means and strength now only 
employed in proper Missionary Work I We have limited in* 
stead of extending our work, having been obliged to close 
several of the Schools on account of the want of means. 

Buxar. 

The Society's Catechist, Kurrum Messeeh, conti- 
nues to afford instruction as usual to the Native 
Christians at this Station. The last Report notice^ 
the commencement of a Subscription by a Sergeant's 
Widow for the erection of a Place of Worship ; and the 
Calcutta Committee state, that a sufficient sum hv 
been raised in the neighbourhood to complete the 
design. 

Benares. 

It was stated in the last Report^ that the Reir. 
Thomas Morris had wished to remove to a higher 
latitude, for the benefit of his health : he has sin(e 
been settled at Chunar, to take charge of the Na- 
tive Congregation, and his salary is defrayed by th^ 
Government. 
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The Rer. John Adlington continues at the Station : 
and he, with Mr. Morris, made the following Report 
of it to the Auxiliary Committee : — 

The CoDgregation that assembles in the Chapel at Secrole 
consists of Lido-British Writers and their Families, together 
with Native Christians : many of these were brought up in 
the ignorance peculiar to the adherents of the Church of 
Rome ; and much lasting good, we trust, has resulted from 
our kbours ; numbers of these Native Christians having been 
brought under the Means of Grace, who were, generally 
speaking, destitute of any saving knowledge of the Christian 
Keligion. Benares being a Military Station, and fresh troops 
often coming to it, brings us in contact with a continual sue- 
cession of new objects for instruction; who often carry the 
savour of what they hear to Stations very remote from Be- 
nares. During the last yepjr, 4 Adults have been bap- 
tized : death has removed one of theoK We have, at present, 
a Candidate for Baptism. Service b regularly conducted, aa 
usual, in Hindoostanee, according to the Liturgy of the 
Church of Enffland. A Missionary Ptayer-Meeting is held 
on the first Monday of every month, alternately at Benares 
and Cbunar. The Native dhristiant who attend the chapel 
flunifest a real regard fot the religious privileges which diey 
enjoy. 

There are 8 Hinduwee schools; m which, on an 
average, upward of 250 Boys are receiving instruc«> 
tion. Of these, and that for Girls, the Missionaries 
report — 

The Parents of the Children frequently come round us 
vfhile we are examining them, and express their approbation 
of what they hear, especially when any reference is made to 
the Life of our AdturaUe Redeemer. We have been endea^ 
vouring, for some time past, to get good School Rooms ; wai 
have, in some measure, succeeded. 

The Grirls* School in the City, which we were under the 
necessity of closing some time ago, has been re-opened by 
Mrs. Morris and Mrs. Adlinffton. The difficulties which we 
have to contend with, from me strong prejudices of the Na- 
tives and other causes, in establishing Female Schools, are 
yery great, and can be understood only by those who are 
on the spot The Female School connected with Secrole 
Chapel is stiSkent up. A Girls' School and two Boys* 
Sdiools have been lately established, which are supported by 
subscription, so that they are no expense to the Society. 

The number of Scholars in Jay Narain's School is 
iiot stated. The Calcutta Comniittee state, that the 
Chaplaui at Benares, with teveral other Gentlemen, 
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has kindly undertaken to assist the Society in the 
management of the School. 

Chunar. 

Mr. Morrises settlement at this Station has been 
just noticed. The Rev. William Bowley, who has 
beep for some time assiduously labouring at Chunar» 
has been compelled, by an affection of the lungs, to 
visit Calcutta. 

The following account is extracted from the last 
Report of the Auxiliary Committee : — 

The effects of Mr. Bowley's long and diligent labours in 
tliis neighbourhood have appeared, during the past year, in a 
degree calculated to excite much hope. Ten adnh Converts 
have been added to the Church since l^e last Report Hh 
has lately baptized, also, Mirza Bagar, son of the wdQ-known 
traveller Mirza Aboo Talib Khan. 

In a recent Letter, Mr. Bowley mentions five other 
Converts whom he has admitted to the ordinance of 
Baptism, and of whom he writes — 

Every one of them has been called to sufier greatly for his 
profession* 

The number of Communicants at the end of April 
was 73. Of these, 8 are Converts from the sur- 
rounding errors; and several of the recently baptized 
have not yet been admitted to the Lord s Supper. 
Four Communicants have died during the year, and 
one is suspended on account of immoral conduct. 

A Prayer Meeting is held every Saturday Evening, 
and usually attended by about 30 persons, for a 
blessing on the means of Grace, and for the propa- 
gation of the Gospel generally. 

In a recent communication received from Mr. 
Bowley, he nientions having baptized, on Whit- 
sunday, 8 more Heathens, consisting of 4 Men, 2 
Women, a Girl, and a Boy. His health appears to 
be suffering ; but it is earnestly to be hoped that, if 
it be the wUl of God, he may be permitted to con- 
tinue those labours on which such an abundant 
blessing has descended. 

Of the SCHOOLS, Mr. Bowley states— r 

In the Engltth School are 90 Boy»^.>4D the Persian 40— in 
Three Hinduwee, about 1£0— in the Christian-FemaH ^ 
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Adultf and sereral Gnh, all of whom read the New Tetta^ 
ment The first Class in the Persian School read a chapter 
daily, and a chapter is expounded to them twice a-week« 
The Boys of one of the Hinduwee Schools assemble in my 
Study daily, to read a chapter of the New Testament. 

In addition to his Ministerial labours, Mr. Bowley 
has been occupied in the important work of Trans- 
lation: of his Hinduwee Version, the Psalms, 
Proverbs, Isaiah, and New Testament are printed : 
the Version of the Old Testament is completed and 
revised to the end of the Second Book of Kings. 
The Committee of the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible So- 
ciety remark — 

This acceptable Version is the most useful work, perhaps, 
in reference to the number of Native Christians who are 
pfepared to uie it, that has yet appeared. 

Garruckpare. 

While Mrs. Wilkinson, with her Children, has been 
G(^npelled bjr ill health to return home, the Rev. 
Michael Wilkinson has been enabled to continue his 
labours at this Station. 

There are two English and two Hindoostanee Ser- 
vices on the Sunday, and the number of the various 
Congregations is fully maintained. The opportunities 
of religious communication with the Native Popula- 
tion increase ; and the Committee of the. Church Mis- 
sionary Association at this place remark — 

In the course of an evening excursion directed to no fixed 
place, it has been generally found practicable to collect toge- 
ther a small number of persons who have listened with atten- 
tive respect to the truths declared. No specific instance of 
benefit received can be pointed out, but it is a step in our pro- 
gress deserving of remark. 

They further add — 

Some success has attended the efforts of a Lady of our 
Society to dispense religious instruction to the Native Fe- 
males. Between twenty and thirty attend on Sunday, to 
whom the Scriptures are read and explained; and on five 
week days, meetings are held at different houses in the town 
in succession, where a party of about twelve Females attend 
very regularly. Many of them are very attentive, and ask 
pertinent questions ; and some of them appear to have ac- 
quired considermble knowledge of the Scriptures. 
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The Report does not state what numbers of Cbild^ 
ren there are in the schools^ though it gives a satis- 
factory account of their progress. The Boys ad- 
vance, not in knowledge merely, but in the general 
tone of their conduct: their attachment to their 
Festivals is diminished, and they are far more regular 
in their attendance at School than formerly. 

The Committee of the Association . report, that, 
since Mrs. Wilkinson's departure, the Lady already 
adverted to has taken the Girls' School under her. 
immediate superintendence. Of the Scholars they 
thus write : — 

The number of those who attend is about eighteen : their 
school-hours are divided, as before, between reading and 
learmng plain work, and such other female occupations as are 
likely to tend to their comfort and advantage in a(ler-Rfe. 
The principal obstacle in this department is found to arise 
from the prejudices of the Parents. Tlie Children hang 
about, and desire to be taken in and instructed; but their Pa- 
rents often forbid them. Time and patience on our part, 
and experience on theirs, can alone overcome this difficulty. 

In the SEMINARY there are 12 Youths: more are 
desirous of admission ; but the funds do not allow it. 

The Boys in the Seminary and School have read, 
during the year, the following books: — Sellon's 
Abridgment in Hindoostanee ; Psalms of David in 
Oordoo and Persian; New Testament, from the 
Gospel of St. John to Revelation, in Oordoo and 
Persian ; the whole of the Pentateuch in Hindoo- 
stanee. They have also gone through the first four 
Rules of Arithmetic. 

Four Native Children have been baptized during 
the year. Two deaths have also* occurred in the 
Native Congregation. 

In reference to the trial to which God has, in his 

Erovidence, subjected him in the separation from 
is family, Mr. Wilkinson thus expresses his senti- 
ments : — 

The trial to which you aflude I do indeed feel to be one of 
no oidinarv kind. It has called forth feelings which before I 
knew not mm experience that I po sses s ed . The strongest 
affections of the soul have been opposed, and have called into 
exercise a principle which the Lord had graciously given for 
the day of trial Ad<nM for erer be the Divine Love, in ad its- 

G 
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varied manifestations! When God gives, He blesses; when 
He takes away, He blesses also. To the upright there ariseth 
h'ght in darkness; and the exercise of Divine Goodness appears 
most bright when breaking through a cloud. I can now think 
more clearly, speak more experimentally, and sing more 
loudly of Covenant faithfulness. Through mercy, my mind has 
been preserved from such a state of anxiety as must have hin- 
dered me in my great work. In the multitude of my thoughts, 
the comforts of Jehovah have rejoiced my heart 

Of the general state of things, Mr. Wilkinson writes 
in July — 

My own feelings often prompt me to speak of the good 
things which the Lord seems to be doing by us ; but I always 
fear to speak as I feel. I do not wish you to think that nothing 
is doing. I think, on the contrary, God is greatly blessing 
us ; but it is in a way which would not probably be visible 
to a stranger coming among us : my own heart is abundantly 
rejoiced and encouraged by what is going on ; but it is more 
from a knowledge of what must necessarily be, in a great mea- 
sure at least, unseen by a mere spectator. The Schools are 
as promising as can be expected. Amonc the Adults, too, 
I hope mudi good is finaing its way silently and unseen. 
Three persons since my arrival here have died, witnessing a 
good profession, two of them rejoicing. On Sunday I baptized 
another Adult, with one Child; which make, in all, eight Bap- 
tisms since my arrival. 

In September he remarks — 

These opportunities of conversing with the poor infatuated 
people are among the best means of making known Chris^ 
tianity. When I often ask. When shall the day dawn ? When 
shall the Sun of Righteousness arise ? How long has dark- 
ness covered the earth, and gross darkness the people ? The 
inquiry of the Edomites is peculiarly suited to the long and 
awful reiffn of the god of this world. What, what will be the 
issue of tnis awAil night ? Blessed be God for the cheering 
hope that the morning cometh ! Oh, it will soon, I trust, openr 
upon us ! As yet it is scarcely twilight with us here« Few 
are heard to inquire, WcUckmofh what of the night ? En- 
veloped in darkness, they love that darkness well : it suits 
too well their evil deeds : they come not, and they manifest no 
desire to come to the light, lest their deeds should be made 
manifest He who reigns in the children of disobedience, 
must first be cast out, and the Spirit must be poured out 
from on high. We sometimes talk of the conversion of the 
world by human means and human instruments. Where are 
the means, where are the instruments, for so prodigious a 
work? A miracle must be wrought, to create them first. And 
yet, my dear Sir, yet it shall He who doeth all things after 
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the counsel ot His own irill, will do it in His own best time end 
way. He has only to jgive the word, and many shall be the 
Heralds of Salvi^tioii* The power to make known, the will to 
hear, the heart to receive — ^all, all is from.Him. Soon the se- 
venth trumpet shall sound ; and He that shaU come, will come, 
m the power of His Spirit. He shall work, and none shall 
let* I rejoice to hear good of home» in respect to contribu- 
tions : and could we translate a few of the scenes we are 
obliged to witness into your Meeting, they would be instead 
of a thousand Sermons, to open the heart and the pocket; 

Catvnpore. 

The Society supports a Native Catechist at this 
Station, of whom the Rev. Mr. Whiting gives the 
following account : — 

I am happy to be able to inform you, that Peter Dilsook 
continues to maintain a truly Christian deportment, and that 
his desire to make known to his poor deluded countrymen the 
Way of Salvation appears not to abate. I regret, at the same 
time, that I have it not in my power to say, that the number of 
his attendants at the Native Chapel is increased. His la- 
bours, however, are not confined to the Chapel : he frequently 
endeavours to spread the savour of the Redeemer's name on 
the banks of the Ganges and in the Bazars; and I hope these 
endeavours, although we could desire some more positive 

S roofs of his success, are nOt altogether in vain. Every 
londay Morning he visits me ; when he performs a short Ser- 
vice, and delivers a brief address to a small assembly of Na- 
tives, in a room in my compound. 

Agra. 

This Station has acquired a peculiar interest, from 
its having been so long the scene of the Rev. Abdool 
Messeeh's labours ; one of the earliest of that holy 
band of Christian Teachers who, in God's time, shall 
be raised and sent forth by the anointing of His Spirit 
to proclaim the message of Redeeming Love to their 
unhappy countrymen. After his ordination by Bi- 
shop Heber in December 1825, he did not reach his 
Mother s residence at Lucknow till the hot season of 
1826 had set in. It was intended that he should 
make that place the sphere of his future labours ; but 
on the 4th of March, in last year, be was called to 
enter into his heavenly rest. The following view of 
his character is given by the Calcutta Committee, in 
their last Report : — 

o 2 
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He had laboured in the service of the Church Missionary. 
Society upward of 14 years; during the whole of which pe» 
riod he had uniformly adorned the doctrine of God our ba- 
viour, and greatly endeared himself to many Christians of all 
classes in society. By patience and meekness under perse- 
cutions and reproaches for Christ's sake, and by persevering 
endeavours to return ffood for evil, even his enemies had be- 
come at peace with him; whilst, by his labours to make 
known the Gospel, multitudes of his countrymen were 
brought to acknowledge the superiority of the Christian Reli 
gion, and about one hundred of them to embrace the profession 
of it : many of these departed this life before him ; some have 
returned to dieir old errors ; and some remain walking in the 
truth. Whilst the Committee justly regret the loss which 
the Church, and the cause of the Gospel generally, has suf- 
jCered in the removal of so valuable a rellow-labourer, they at 
the same time are persuaded that their loss is his unspeakable 
gain ; and they would offer their hearty thanks to the Father 
of Lights, from whom every good and perfect gift doth come, 
for manifesting so signally the power of ISs mce in the con- 
version, holy life, and triumphwt death of wis true Servant 
of Christ 

It is intended to prepare a Memoir of the Rev. 
Abdool Messeeh from the documenta which are in 
the Society's possession. 

Of the proceedings of AbdooFs successor, the Cal- 
cutta Committee report — 

The remnant of the Rev. Abdool Messeeh^s flock continue 
to assemble for Christian worship under Fuez Messeeh. En- 
couraged by a friend of the Society, he has lately established 
three Native Girls* Schools in the city; in one of whidi, 6 
Widows and 5 Young Girls are instructed by the Daugh- 
ter of a Moonshee ; and in the other two, SO Girls, 10 in each, 
by a Widow. 

Meerut. 

The Rev. Henry Fisher, the Chaplain at Meerut, 
gives the following account of the W ative Christians, 
in April : — 

Benadur is still with me. I retain him as my Native Clerk ; 
and have great pleasure in testifying to his faithful disdiarcre 
of many important duties in that capacity : he is very valuable 
to me ; indeed I could not do without him : he is especially 
required to look after and examine and inspect the Native 
(Catechumens. Matthew Phiroodeen is a stedfis»t Christian ; 
and does much good from dav to day — reporting to me, as 
dc^asiotis arise, any thing advantiu^ous or omerwise to 
our cause : and leading a quiet, sober, and conastent Mfe. 
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Of Peter, I suppose you will hear through Mr. White : he 
and Ruth are at Cawiroore $ and fure, I beUeve, diligent and 
faithful. Of Mooneef, I nave heard nothing : I fear that he re* 
mains obstinate in his apostacy. I have admitted to Baptism 
3 Native Women ; with whom I have reason to remiun sa- 
tisfiedj as to their sincerity. 

Kumaul: 
Anund Messeeh, who for some time resided at 
Delhi, has, by the advice of Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
White, the Chaplains at Meerut and Cawnpore, re- 
moved to Kurnaul. With reference to this charge, 
Mr. Fisher writes — 

Circumstances induced me to attend to the solicitations of 
some of our pious friends, and to withdraw Anund Messeeh 
from Delhi for a season, and send him to Kumaul : he has 
been there now above a month. I have long felt anxious thai 
some more settled scene of regular labour should be selected 
for Anund ; for however, in that desultory mode of instruc- 
tion which he has, as it were, been compelled to adopt, he may 
occasionally do some good, it does not seem reasonable to an- 
ticipate much ; or that permanent impressions should be like- 
ly to remain, without the benefit of permanent and laborious 
teaching, as a regular resident Missionary. 

At Kumaul, 1 am well aware, there is a very promising 
opening for our friend Anund ; and that, more particularly, 
as he win be countenanced by valuable Christian Friends. 
The accounts received from him since his residence there 
are fully satbfactory. 

Concerning his labours at Kumaul, Mr. White 
makes the following communication : — 

I have seen a most satisfiustory account of the prooeedfaigs 
of Anund at Kumaul ; which inclines me to hope that we may 
hereafter see a merciful end answered in the change of his 
destination. A friend writes, that, in the few days that Anund 
has been at Kumaul, he has not been idle : manv of die 
Sepoys assembled to hear him; and, after he had dosed, 
requested him to preach again to them : when he attended at 
their Lines, their children thronged him, desiring him to s^ve 
them an Ungeell (Gospel) ; and, of the people who came fiom 
the City to the Cantonment to attend nis ministration^ one 
old man earnestly desired to be instructed in the Christian 
Faith.

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MADRAS AND 80UTH-TNDTA MISSION. 

This Mission has been strengthened by the acces* 
sion of three Missionaries : the Rev. Paul Pacifique 
Schaffter, whose departure and arrival have been 
already mentioned ; the Rev. John Kindlinger ; and 
the Rev. J. C. F. Winckler. Messrs. Kindlinger and 
Winckler have been employed in connection with 
the Netherlands' Missionary Society : but that So- 
ciety having resolved to discontinue its operations 
on the Southern Coast of India, and to transfer them 
to Malacca or some other Station under the Dutch 
Government, Messrs. Kindlinger and Winckler ex- 

Eressed a desire to labour in connection with the 
Ihurch Missionary Society, and tendered their ser- 
vices ; which, after a satisfactory inquiry into their 
qualifications, the Madras Committee accepted.. It 
was intended that Mr. Schaffter should proceed to 
Palamcottah» for the purpose of assisting Messrs. 
Rhenius and Schmid ; but Mr. Winckler having been 
appointed to that Station antecedently to Mr. Schaff- 
ter*s arrival, Mr. Schaffler*s destination has been 
changed; and he is gone to Mayaveram, to share Mr. 
Barenbruck's labours. Mr.Kindlinger remains atPul- 
licat, the Station which he has for some time occupied. 
The arrival of the Rev. Thomas Norton and his 
Family at AUepie has been already mentioned. 

TheOommittee are happy to state^ that the health 
of the Rev. John Hallewell, the Secretary of the Cor- 
respondictg Committee, has been much improved by 
bis residence on the Nilgherry Hills ; and that he was 
e^^pected to return to Madras about the middle of 
October, and to resume his labours. — 

The best mode of providing for the Education of 
the Children of the Missionaries has been for some 
time under the consideration of the Committee ; and 
measures are in progress, which will afford conside-^ 
rable facilities for the attainment of this object. The 
elevation of the Nilgherry Hills (from 6000 to 7000 
feet above the level of the sea), and the consequent 
salubrity of the climate, greatly recommend them for 
a. residence, and they are annually becoming more 
frequented by the Civil and Military Servants of the 
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Company. The Committee have, therefore, on' the 
representations which have been made to them by 
their friends at Madras, and by some who have re- 
turned to England, determined on the formation of an 
Establishment on the Hills, for the education of the 
Children of the Missionaries. 

MADRAS, AND ITS VICINITY. 

The Rev. William Sawyer, and the Rev. James 
Ridsdale and Mrs. Ridsdale, continue their labours 
at Madras. 

In the work of the ministry, Mr. Ridsdale re- 
mains in charge of the English Department, and Mr. 
Sawyer of theTamul ; Mr. Ridsdale preaching in En- 
glish at the Mission Church in Black Town, and Mr. 
Sawyer in Tamul. Mr. Sawyer has also charge of 
Tamul Congregations at Poonaraallee and at Tripa- 
sore, some distance from Madras. 

Of the Natives and Country-born under his care, 
Mr. Sawyer writes — 

The Congregation in Black Town is regular, and but few 
instances of open sin have come under my notice this year : 
the average attendance is 160, and the Communicants are 26. 
At Poonamallee, the average attendance is 35 ; the Commu- 
nicants are 6, and there have been 10 Adult Baptisms. At 
Tripasore, the people are growing, I hope, in the knowledge 
and love of God : the average attendance is 30 ; the Commu- 
nicants are 4; and two Adults have been baptized. 

Mr. Ridsdale's Ministry in the Mission Church has 
been so well received, that it has become necessary 
to enlarge the accommodation, and the Government 
has readily contributed its aid toward this object. 

Mr. Rhenius, after visiting Madras early in* last 
year, thus speaks of his Brethren — 

It gave me much pleasure again to have personal intercourse 
with our dear Brethren Ridsdale and Sawyer, and other old 
and beloved friends in Madras — to' take noeei caunsd together 
about the work of the Ministry among the Heathen— -to relate 
what the Lord has done for us at Palamcottah— and to hear 
what is going on in Madras. I have preached several times 
to the Tamul and English Congregations, and sown the good 
seed as the Lord enabled me : may He abundantly bless it, 
and make it helpful to the labours of the Brethren ! It was 
truly pleasing to see Brother Ridsdale's English Congrega- 
tion on the Sabbath Evening, when the Church is quite filled: 
when I began this Service, eight or nine years ago, the Mtend- 
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ants were put about 50 1 now they fill a pretty large Church* 
He evtdendjr labours with acceptance. 

From the Returns of the schools, it appears Uiat 
those for Boys are 17 in number, containing 748 
Scholars : of these, 128 are Christians by profession, 
73 Brahmins, 417 Soodras, and 130 Parriars: the 
average attendance is 650. 

The number of Students in the seminary is 37. 

The last Report stated the female schools to be 
7 in number ; the 4 Tamul containing 130 Children, 
and the 3 English 120: no Returns have since been 
received. 

The Auxiliary Committee plead urgently for a 
Printer from England to take charge of the press, 
the care of vt^hich interferes with Mr. Ridsdale's im- 
portant functions as a Missionary ; and an additional 
number of Presses is required to meet the wants of 
the Mission in this growing department of labour. 
Mr. Rhenius, when in Madras, presented seven new 
Tamul Tracts to the Committee. 

PuUicatm 

The connection between the Society and the Rev. 
John Kindlinger, which has been already adverted to, 
has led to the occupation of this new Station. Be- 
sides Mr. and Mrs. Kindlinger, there is an English 
Schoolmaster, Mr. T. Meyers, a Portuguese Reader, 
and several Native Assistants. A Place of Worship 
erected by the Dutch Government, with a small Mis- 
sion-House and three School-Houses which were 
built by Subscription, were transferred to the Society 
on the Ist of March in last year. 

From an account of this Station, transmitted by 
Mr. Kindlinger to the Madras Committee, it appears 
that the Congregations consist of about 300 souls; 
namely, Dutch and English descendants, about 5Q ; 
Portuguese, 120; and Tamulians, 130. The greatest 
part of the Dutch Community having left FuUicat, 
and most of those who are now there understanding 
English better than Dutch, Divine Service is con- 
ducted in English. The English Congregation meets 
on Sunday Morning, and h^ an average attendance 
of from 35 to 40 persons — the Tamul on Sunday 
Afternoon, when 70 attend; and on Wednesday Even^ 
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ing^ wluMi about 40 are present — the Portuguese, on 
Thursday Morning, when the Catechist reads a Ser- 
mon to 25 or 30 persons ; but Portuguese also are 
present, both at the English and Tamul Services. 

Though his ministry has not met with much en- 
couragement, Mr Rindllnger remarks — 

I must however state, to the glory of the Lord, that hitherto 
my endeavours h^ve not entirefy been wiUiout success. 

Of the SCHOOLS he writes — 

In Pullicat and its vicinity, as far as six miles, there are 10 
Tamul Boys' Schools, in which there are SS6 Boys under 
Christian Instruction, and which I visit two or three times a 
month. The prejudices were so strong two or three years 
ago, that I experienced very ffreat trouble in erecting the se- 
cond School (the first being chiefly for Christians) ; but now, 
the people themselves beg for Schools; and I could erect 
several more, but I do not wish to have Schools at a great 
distance, as they must be visited frequently if any good is 
expected. There is also one English Boys' School of 30 Boys, 
one English Girls' School of 15, and three Tamul Girls' 
Schools in which there are 56 Native Girls : the Girls' Schools 
are under the superintendence of Mrs. Kindlinger, and are 
maintained by local subscriptions. With regard, also, to the 
instruction of Adults, the prejudices are decreasing ; and there 
is a field open for disseminatmg Christian Knowledge among 
both Cbrisdans and Heathens. 

Mayaveram. 

The circumstances which led to the appointment 
to this Station of the Rev. Paul P. Schaffter have 
been already stated ; and the persons now labouring 
here, besides Mr. Schafiler, are the Rev. G. T. Ba^ 
renbruck and Mrs. Barenbruck, and John Dewasa- 
gayam. Towards the close of 1826, Mr. Barenbruck*s 
health had suffered ; but at the beginning of last year 
it was improving. 

Mn Barenbruck has been able to continue the ex- 
ercise of his MINISTRY, as was stated in the last 
Report, having Tamul Services on the morning and 
afternoon of Sunday, and English in the evening; 
and, on several evenings of the week, there are ex- 
positions in a small building open to the road, and 
easy of access to all who pass by. Daily Family- 
Prayer, with exposition of Scripture, is held morning 
and evening. From Mr. Barenbruck's Journal, it ap- 
pears that the public Services excite increased attto- 
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tion among the Romanists and Heathens ; but no in^ 
stance of conversion has occurred. 

The Danish Government having requested that 
the SCHOOLS within its territory, received by this So- 
ciety in 1816 from the late Rev. Dr. John of the 
Danish Mission at Tranquebar, should be re-tran^- 
ferred, their request was carried into effect at Mid- 
summer last. Till that period they had been under 
Mr. Barenbruck's care, and were frequently visited 
by him. At Lady-Day, the whole number of Schools 
had been 33, with 1720 Scholars ; being 78 Brahmins, 
1505 Soodra«, 43 Mahomedans, 49 Protestants, 38 
Romanists, and 7 Girls. Up to Michaelmas preced- 
ing, 7755 Scholars had entered from the beginning, 
and there were then 1749 in the Schools : 6006 
Children had, therefore, up to that time, passed 
through the Schools. 

The influence which, by the Divine Blessing, may 
be produced on the minds of the Parents through the 
medium of Children in the Schools, is shewn by the 
following circumstance, mentioned by Mr. Baren- 
bruck : — 

Now and then I have heard that the Children, on their re- 
turn from School, have had conversations with their Parents 
on what they have learned at School from the Divine Word 
or Catechisms : sometimes the Fathers of such Children will 
come and tell it to us. A few days ago I heard a Parent say — 
** My Boy haa only attended your school a few months, and 
has learned more than I have done in all the years of my 
life ; and b now teaching me.** 

There are 14 Youths in the seminary, of whom 
Mr. Barenbruck writes — 

In regard to the grand work of the Spirit in their hearts^ 
there does not appear any thing remarkable; but there is ob- 
servable in some of them a good feeling and delight in the 
Word of God, an humble deportment, and union with their 
fellow-scholars. Circumstances and opportunities are im- 
proved, to impress on their minds the great importance of the 
work of Grace in the heart, and they are frequently encouraged 
to pray with us earnestly for that blessing beyond all others. 

On occasion of the Seminarists coming, as is usual 
with the Natives, to express good wishes on entering 
^ New Year, Mr. Barenbruck says — 
The Seminarists came to my room, in order tq express tbeic 
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wishes and finsliiigs on: the season of the year. I was really 
aflbcted by some of thdr expressions, which appeared to be 
the sentiments of their hearts : two of these only, I will notice. 
One Youth said — " May the Lord bless you with an increased 

Eortion of spiritual happiness and joy, by the success of your 
iboiirs among us, and numerous other children and grown-up 
Heathen ! " and the other—*'' And that also we, by Divine 
Mercy, may be enabled to meet you in that* blessed world; 
and there express our joy and thankfulness, in far better lan- 
je than we can do now, to you and all our benefactors !*' 
[ay the Lord graciously hear and grant these petitions ! I 
have reason to hope that the work of Divine Grace has com- 
menced in some of these children : several private conversa- 
tions with them on the state of their minds have greatly enr 
couraged me in my work.

TlNNEVELLY. 

The progress of the work of God in this District 
has rendered it exceedingly desirable to afford addi- 
tional help to the Missionaries who are stationed in 
it. In order in some degree to meet their wants, 
Mr. Schafiter was, as has been stated^ appointed to 
assist them ; but the Rev. J. C. F. Winckler being at 
liberty before Mr. Schaffter's arrival at Madras, he has 
been associated with Mr. Rhenius and Mr. Schmid : 
they have been further strengthened by the addition 
of Mr. Regel, a Schoolmaster, from Sadras. Mr. and 
Mrs. Winckler are gone to Tutecoryn, to take charge 
of the Congregations in that quarter; and Messrs* 
Rhenius and Schmid continue at Palamcoitah. This 
supply, though very acceptable, did not meet the in- 
creasmg exigencies of the Station ; and the Missio* 
naries made a very strong application to the Madras 
Committee for still further assistance. The claims 
for it they thus notice : — 

Considering the increase of labours on our hands, and the 
large extent of our sphere, we feel ourselves strongly urged 
to request the Committee, if possible, not to change Mr. 
Schaficer's appointment As we have already several times 
intimated to you to provide for this district under its present 
circumstances, (not forgetting the Seminaries, the Schools, and 
the Translations of the Scriptures,) at least five Missionaries 
are required : we do not mean that they all should be resident 
in Palamcottah. 

Mr. Winckler is now in Tutecoryn. Next to that, about 60 
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miles aoifdi-wefll^ and S8 mtks south of Palamcottah, is Satai^^ 
kodan, where we have a Congregation and a Church, sur* 
rounded by many of our other Conffregations : there it is ex- 
iMnely durable that another Missionary should be fixed, to 
-superintend them with their Native Teachers, Schools^ &c. : 
Us sphere would go as far as the sea-shore. Next to this is 
Poohyoorkooritchy, or, as we have now called it, DcdinaiFoory 
jthe property of mt Sfission, about S5 miles west of Satangw 
koolam, and about as much south*west of Palamcottah, near 
the Mountains : there another Missionary should reside, to 
superintend the Congr^ations along the Hills, stretching in 
length about 40 miles. Pooliyoorkooritchy is situated between 
Cakaud and Nangancherry. Then there remains the whcje 
north of Palamcottah, which u more than half of the whole 
district of Tinnevelly ; where we cannot now make any jour- 
neys among the Heathen^ because of our other labours. Dur- 
ing our residence here, only one Missionary excursion has 
been made northward as far as S[wakari, excepting the casual 
journeys, when passing through to Madras: and as for the 
Congregations in the south, we must confess, that though we 
have visited every Station of our Native Teachers, yet we 
have not been able to visit every Village under their doarge ; 
a diim; which we much wish to do, for the benefit of the HesL- 
then, but cannot: they require, moreover, frequent visits, which 
we are prevented firom undertaking, by the distance, and by 
the increase of expense. 

We believe we have said enough to support our request, 
to let Mr. Schaffler proceed to Palamcottali, and occupy in 
due time, after acquiring the language, either Satangkoolam 
or Dohnavoor. Unless more help comes, unless more parti- 
cular superintendence can be bestowed, things will go back- 
ward ramer than forward. Our Congregations are not of the 
kind to be left to themselves ; and thenr circumstances require 
great and assiduous labours on our part, to carry them forward 
to that state in whidb we wish to see tbenu 

It is a subject of devout gratitude to the Great 
Head of the Church, that He is still pleased to own 
and bless the labours of His Servants in this District ; 
and that, while many of those who have renounced 
Idolatry have in consequence been subjected to op- 
pression by their more powerful neighbours, others 
are, by the grace of God, comuig forward, and seeking 
instruction concerning that way of Salvation^ for 
walking in which they may also soon be exposed to 
similar acts of vidence. 
Mr. Schmid says, in reference to these trials — 
I am. surprised at what our people ih the Villages endure 
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from dieir enemies— whal opposition and persecutions they 
baye to suffer; and still others come forward continually, to 
learn Ihe way to Zion. 

The increasing desire for instroctioo b thus noticed 
by the Missionaries — 

The CoDjzregations are again on the increase. At die last 
assembly of die Native Teachers (last week), Michad, in 
Nedoonviley, reported that about 20 Heathen Fandies have 
joined our Churcn there. Lazarus stated diat in Sekkadivalley 
4 Families have done the same : and about a mondi ago we 
received a Wooden Idol, with a basket of Devils and other 
images from about 10 Families in Ideiyenkoolam, who have 
renounced Idolatry : and, lasdy, a fisw days ago, two Roman- 
Catholic Headmen and some other people arrived here from 
Osvari, near the sea in the South, beg^pn^in die name of 4& 
Roman-Cadiolic FamiUes, for a Christian Teacher; to whom 
we have just sent off our Native Assistant, David, in order to 
inform himself of the state of things diere. 

We have received similar Reports from various 
other quarters*. 

While the Holy Spirit has thus been poured out on 
the efforts of the Missionaries, and afforded them 
such great encouragement, they seem to have an 
adequate view of the immense difference between an 
outward renunciation of Heathenism, or adoption of 
dne form of nominal Christianity for another, and ge- 
nuine conversion to God : and it is gratifying to hear 
them thus expressing their feelings with respect to 
those who profess to follow Christ : — 

From our Journals, you will perceive that we discover mudi 
chaff among them — a thing wlucfa, happily, we were prepared 
from die beginning to expect ; but they wUl at the same time 
convince you, that the Lord has indeed His work among diem, 
and that there are really more souls than one, whom, as far as 
evidence goes, we feel at liberty to call true Christians. If 
it were ody one soul, we should afareidy hove mudi cause to 
rejoice; as even dial one alone is worth more dian the iriiole 
world; and the salvation of it excites glachiess amxig the 
blessed in Heaven. Now that there are moke than one, 
mat^ more, our and their joy is the more enhanced*

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At the last 'Returns there were 15. schools fof 
Boys, with 399 Scholars, and an average attendance 
of 303 : of this number 16 were Girls. 

No account has been received of the male and 
FEMALE sEMiNAiiiKs siuce thosc inserted in the last 
Report. 

The demand for Tracts has induced the Missionaries 
to urge for a regular supply ; and of the benefit de- 
rived from the press, they speak in the following 
terms : — 

Everywhere people ddight in reading our Tracts. Their 
utility to our New ConCTegations is great, and our people 
contribute toward publishing them. We would gladly supply' 
both them and the Heathen with a greater variety of Tracts : 
there are several Manuscripts ready — on Caste^ on Marriage^ 
and on Idolatry. 

They afterwards add — 

The Schoolmasters tell us, that many of their Scholars col- 
lect the Tracts, and fold them up carefully in a cloth, or put^ I 
them into little boxes ; and are frequently seen reading them, 
before their Barents' houses, in an evening — ^holding uem in 
their doth^ in order to preserve them uninjured. 

The Committee are unwilling to close their account 
of this Station without adverting to a circumstance 
immediately connected with the late encouraging 
events. Two of the Calcutta Newspapers have no- 
ticed the accounts which have been published of the 
advancing Cause of Truth in Tinnevelly ; and, in order 
to throw discredits on those accounts, have brought 
against the Missionaries the cheap and easy charges 
of enthusiasm, proneness to exaggeration, and a want 
of suitable qualifications for their work. Nor have' 
they who are diligently seeking Christian Instruction 
escaped accusation : the majority of them are repre- 
sented either as Proselytes from Romanism, or the 
converts of Swartz and his associates, while a small 
portion of them are allowed to have been Heathens ; 
and their conduct is charged with insincerity, and im- 
puted to corrupt motives. There is no difficulty in 
tracmg these general charges to their real source. 
Christian love ryoiceth not in iniquity ^ but rejaiceth 
in the truth ; but the carnal mind is enmity against 
God. The Missionaries have been called on to vin- 
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dilate the troth of their statements; and, in reference 
to this call, remark — 

We have just received faifomiation from Calcutta, that the 
Report of our prosperity here has been attacked, and become 
a discussion in the Newspapers. We have been called upon 
to give a particular statement of the commencement and pro- 
gress of the work of God in these parts, which we are going 
to do. The Cause of Christ wiO doubtless gain bv such invi- 
dious attacks, whilst we get thereby more careful in making 
our Reports. Reviewing our past Jounuds and Reports, we 
find no cause to retract any thing. Tliey consist mostly of 
FACTS, which cannot be undone : and we are glad that in ex- 
pressing our joy at these occurrences, we have often backed it 
with our fears. If a fact appeared afterwards to have sprung 
not from the best of motives, that does not undo the fiict itself; 
and having stated that abo, we feel no small satisfiiction in our 
minds. 

The Missionaries have drawn up an Account of the 
Tinnevelly Mission,* from its commencement in 1820, 
till the month of July in last year, detailing the various 
circumstances connected with their proceedings, and 
the facts which have taken place ; and shewing, to the 
satisfaction of every Christian mind, that whatever 
portion of alloy there may be, there is mach precious 
gold ; and that, though tares, as might have been ex- 
pected, have sprung up among the wheat, God has, 
by the enthusiasm of His Servants and the foolish- 
ness of their preachingj turned many from idolsi to 
serve the living and true God, and to wait for His 
Son from heaven. 

Nor shpuld it be overlooked, that there are some 
who view the work in Tinnevelly in a very different 
light : we allude to the Ninth Report of the Diocesan 
Committee at Calcutta of the Cfhristian Knowledge 
Society, who bear the following unbiassed testimony 
to the success which it has pleased God to grant to 
Missionary labours in this District. On this subject 
they thus express their sentiments — 

It is most encouraging to hear of the wonderful success of 
Missionary Labours at this Presidency [Madras], more espe-

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dally in the Diitricttif Tmetelly. The Natives, in this part 
of ue Sooth of India, had long been under the tuition of the 
MJBsionarieg of the Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
; when, through want of a succession of them, they were 
ly taken up by those of the Church Missionary Society : 
thus verifying, in a double sense, the text that saith. One soweih, 
and another reapeth. To the great astonishment and joy of your 
Committee, as many as Eleven Hundred Families have since 
renounced their Idols, and entirely given up the distinction of 
Caste ; and numbers of them have been added to the Church 
by Baptism. And certainly it is enough for these converts, 
thougn they know no more, to be enabled to say, like the man 
in the Gospel— -One thing I know, whereas I was blind, now I see: 
and your Committee rejoice, for their object is equally at- 
taniea, that these Gentiles were not suffered to remun in their 
idolatry, and that this timely assistance has been afforded by 
a Sister Society. 

TRAVANCOHE. 

The under-mentioned Stations in Travancore are 
occupied by the following Missionaries: the Rev. 
Benjamin ^ailey^ Henry Baker, and John William 
Doran, with Mrs. Bailey and Mrs. Baker, are en- 
gaged at Cottayam ; the Rev. Samuel Ridsdale and 
Mrs. Ridsdale are at Cochin ; and the Rev. Thomas 
Norton and Mrs, Norton, whose return has been al- 
ready mentioned, at AUepie. 

Cottayam. 
The obstacles thrown in the way of the Mission by 
Mar Athanasius^s visit have been gradually removed^ 
and the Missionaries appear to be prosecuting their 
labours with little Interruption. On this subject Mr. 
Bailey writes in April — 

The disturbances caused in the Syrian Church by the ar« 
rival of Adianasius have, in a great measure, subsided. Some 
of the Catanars, who manifested a very refractory spirit, have 
been fined by the Travancore Grovemment for disobedience 
to its orders, and have been made to submit The Metropo- 
litan, Mar Philoxenus, on whom the government of the Sy- 
rian Church at present devolves, has summoned these Catar 
nars before him, and endeavoured to bring them to a just sense 
of thehr improper conduct : they have acknowledged their 
euilt, and promised to obey the Metropolitan's instructions in 
future. I trust, that, through the blesung of God, the exer- 
tions of the Metropolitan to restore peace, harmony, and 
brotherly love in his Church will be crowned with success. 
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He appean vary desirous to do all In his power for the good 
of nb Churc^ i but his present weak state of health prevents 
hun firom exerting himself as he eould wish. The late dis- 
turbances have afected his nerves eaweediMly : we were 
afraid, some time Bgjp, that he would not be able to resume 
the management of tne affiurs of his Chinch ; butlam thank- 
ful to sa^ that he is now much better. The late triab appear 
to have mcreased his confidence in us. 

Our conduct during these disturbances will be fully ex- 
plmied to you by Mr. Fenn, who, I trust, has, by this time, 
safely arrivra in England with his family. I do not see how 
we could have acted otherwise than we md, or have interfered 
less than we did : though it may be a genml impression, that 
we were, in a great measure, instrumental in Athanasius's being 
wesnt out of die country, I can positively state that we had no- 
thing whatever to do in it: the Travancore Government acted 
with entire independence of us, and for the preservation of its 
own authority. 

On the same subject Mr. Doran writes — 

The storm that lately assailed the Syrian Churches, by the 
coming of Mar Athanasius from Antioch, is, at least for the 
present, quite blown over : not, however, without leaving the 
marks of its violence behind, in the disgrace, not only spe- 
cially of the opposing Catanars, but also generally of the Sy- 
rian Body. 

That we have the full confidence and prayers of the Sembr 
Metran there can be no question : he is und to a degree : 
indeed it is imposuble to know him, and not to love him. 

A Malayalim Service on the Sabbath has been 
commenced, and is well attended. 

At the end of April there were in the college 48 
Students, from 8 to 20 years of age, divided into Six 
Classes. Mr. Doran had succeeded in introducing 
among the Students a more decorous dress than is 
usual with the Natives, and had assigned separate 
rooms to the senior Students. Finding that he re- 
quired assistance in conducting the English studies, 
Mr. Doran recalled Mr. Roberts from Allepie. Full 

Particulars of the dispositions and progress of the 
tudents have appeared in the Missionary Register 
of last year (pp. 602, 603) ; and, in conclusion, Mr. 
Doran writes — 

The whole Establishment rises daily in my .regard. If I 
know myself, (but who does ?) 1 feel more and more willing 
hourly to spend and be spent in its service. Gire us only 
suiTABLK help, ami pray that the Spirit may be poured ouc 

II 
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from on high npon us, and I am convinced that this^ eveii tnin, 
may become as interesting a spot as the eye of -the Christian 
woald wish to dwell upon in Pagan India. 

• In the GRAMMAR AKD PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS, whlch 

flre32 in number, there are 918 Boys : of these, Mr. 
Baker writes— 

We have met with considerable encouragement in thi^ 
branch of our Mission, particularly in the Nair Schools. On 
cdmmencing them, about a year and a half ago, a strong pre« 
judice against' oiir books was observed) and therefore nothing 
was said about introducing tliem ; but they have, since that 
time, been gradually brought into use, in all the Schools, with* 
out exception. 

It is gratifving to learn, that female epucatiok 
is advancing here, as in other parts of India : this was 
first attempted by Mrs. Fenn and Mrs. Baker, whd 
commenced a School for the instruction of 10 or 12 
Girls. Mrs. Baker has since received 18 into her 
house, of whom she gives the following account :-^ 

All these children, except two, are under 12 years of age, 
and had scarcely learnt any thins before they came : they are 
now employed, from morning tillnoon, at their needles, &c. ; 
and in the after part of the day at their books. The firs^ 
Class read the responses of the Liturgy, which we use at 
Morning Prayer; and are regularly catechized and examined 
on the Lord's Day. Under the blessing of Grod, we have some 
prospect before us of their turning out well. 

On this subject, Mr. Doran thus expresses his 
sentiments : — 

As it regards the practicability of educating the Sjrrian Fe- 
males, I have only to point to a Scliool which Mrs. Baker 
supports, and instructs at her own charge. 1 never visit this 
little Establishment, and see the pre(|ty little children engaged 
in their equally useful and sacred employments, without min- 
gled feelings of thankfulness and pain— of thiahkfulness, that 
even so much is doing; of pain, that so much is left undone. 
Parents are now so satisfied that their female children are 
deriving benefit from being under Mrs. Baker s kind car^, that 
many <? them are coming forward to solicit an entrance for 
more. Mr. Baker assures me that he might .have a School of 
80, had he but the means to support it. Here, then, is a 
most promising and intieresting channel, through which Chris- 
tian Benevolence and Sympathy may move : the Christian 
heart, which now beats responsive to the calls of Bengal Fe- 
males, will hot be insensible to the spiritual and intellectual 
wfints of Syro-Tndian Females. Christianity (alas ! falsely so 
t'allofl) has done but little, if any thing, for the Syrian Women. 
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The marks of degradation are, I believe^ equally apparent in 
Syrian and Heauien Women. I need not say that Female 
unprovcroent ought to go hand in hand with that of Man, if 
not to precede it. In making these obaervationsy I am but 
recording the sentiments and feelings of our whole circle. 

To what I have said as to Mrs. Baker, I might add the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Bailey ; who, from the first, has had from S to 
4 Girls in her house, and at her own charge. 

The number in the Female Schodl, in October, was 18. 

The piiESs continues under Mr. Bailey^s care : an 
edition of 5000 copies of St. Luke's Gospel, in Ma- 
layalim, has been finished for the Madras Bible So- 
ciety ; and, some additional Presses having been ob- 
tained, the Missionaries were proceeding with the 
New Testament, Liturgy, and School Books. 

Mr. Baker, in October, takes the following view of 
the Mission : — 

On taking a view of the prospect before us, there is reason 
to think it more encouraging than it has been for a long 
time ; and that chiefly, because the attention of the Missio- 
naries is now directed solely to their Missionary work. For- 
merly much time was occupied in attending to business which 
was brought before us by the late Metropolitan; business 
which was not strictly either his or ours, but made such by 
drcumstances over which we had little or no controul. We 
are now employed in printing and circulating the Scriptures 
and religious books, in teaching Children, and in training 
Young Men for the work of the Ministry, who, we trust, will 
become our helpers in the work of teaching and preaching to 
their benighted countrymen. 

Cochin. 

• 

The Rev. Samuel Ridsdale gives the following 
account of the population at Cochin, among whom 
he has been called to labour : — 

Cochin and its vicinity contain about 300 PrdtesUnts, 
10,000 Papists, 1000 Jews, 5.'000 Mahomedans, and 60UO 
Heathens, making a total of above 19,000. 

The whole community, witli few exceptions, through .the 
long absence of facilities for education, I found very low as to 
intellectual qualifications ; and through long destitution of a 
faithfiil residing Pastor, although iSej had retained some- 
thing of the form of godliness, I found the generality affect- 
ingly ignorant of its power. Tlie other cwsses, generally 
speaking, exhibit an awful specimen of the fruits of human 
depravity, excited by the unresisted tpmptatioa^ of Satan, coun- 
tenanced by the example of the world around themi and con- 
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finned b; invitterate habit But, sad to say, the Papists, whose 
constant cry is '^ The Temple of the Lord are we, are espe- 
datty those who, by their ignorance, wickedness, and enmity 
Jo.the Oospel, prove themselves to be of the ''Synagogue of 
Sataiu* 

An instance or two will exemplify their ignorance. My 
Bf oonshe^ visiting the Priest of a neighbouring Church, en- 
tered into a discussion with him respecting the Anti-Cbristian 
doctrines and practices of his Church. The Priest pleaded 

gie authority of Scripture ; but being urged to produce the 
ibie, after many excuses and much hesitation, he brought 
forward, in its stead, a paltry manuscript of unheard-of dreams 
and fables; amongst which was that well-known piece of 
frantic folly from the Korftn, in which God is represented as 
commanding the Angels to worship Adam ! This was the 
only Bible possessed by a Priest of the Mother ami Mittrm of 
aU Churchei; and such was his ignorance, as to take it for the 
Word of God ! Nor is this a solitarv instance ; it is but too 
faithful a specimen of the generality of Roman Priests through- 
out the country. As are the Priests, so are their people. 

Ask either children or adults the question, " Who is Jesus 
Christ ;" and the answer is, that " He is the Mother of God!** 
I have been repeatedly petrified by receiving this answer 
firom persons to whom, lest I should insult their understand- 
ing, I was almost ashamed to propose the question. One 
Sunday Afternoon, when I was preaching in Malayalim, a 
Iroman (a Papist) ran out of the Church in great terror ; and 
afterwards stated as the cause, that in preaching I had de- 
scribed the figure of the Cross with my left hand ! As to their 
wickedness, it may suffice to observe, that Priests and people 
are alike the slaves of idolatry, profaneness, Sabbath-breaking, 
malice, fornication, drunkenness, lying, theft, and every crime 
with which human nature is degraaed. 

The Priests manifest their bitter enmity against the Gospel, 
by threatening with excommunication in this world, and dam- 
nation in the next, all who are guilty of attending my ministry, 
reading my books, or learning in my Schools : while drunken- 
ness, adultery, theft, and other the blackest crimes, are 
deemed venial foibles, and are excused upon payment of a 
trifling penalty. 

A neighbouring Priest having got into his clutches some 
young men (Papists) who had for some time been learning in 
our Spools, compelled them to swear by the Bible that they 
would no more read the Bible. And while all are, under the 
heaviest penalties to themselves and thdr friends, fbrbidden to 
attend our Schools, they are at Hborty to attend the Schools 
of the HeaAen ! A virtual confession this, that their religion, 
if such it may be called, accords far more with Heathenism 
than Chriatianity. 
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The PopUi Population eomitts partly of tha deacendants 
of the Dutch and JPortngnne Iry their connection with Afti- 
can Slaves ^and the Natives of tibia countrTf but prindpally of 
the proselytes from the lower Castes of the Heathen, allured 
byjpjospects of temporal advantage. 

With respect to tne Jews, die veil is yet, alaal upon their 
hearts ; and, rejecting ISm who alone can make thm £ree^ 
they continue the slaves of sin. Mahomedans here seem to 
haveiost the greaterpart of their accustomed zed for ihdr 
own superstitions. They have here but one Mosque, and it is 
inferior to many an Engush bam : and, excepting a continually 
fluctuating commiuiity of Arabs, averaging about 50, who re- 
sort to Cochin for traffic, very few attend public worship. 

The Heathen, though by creed the most remote of all 
from truth, mav yet periiaps be the first to enter the lungdom 
of heaven. If the fact has never been stated before to you^ 
you will be surprised to learn, that when a Brahmin is appa- 
rently at the point of death, it is common for his Gooroo, or 
Spiritual Guide, secredy to exhort him to embrace tiie Fourth 
Keligion, i. e. Christianity. And although all classes behold 
Christianity with a iealous eve, yet I have discovered a pre* 
vailing persuasion that it will shcntly become univemaL 

Two SCHOOLS for Boys and Girb have been formed 
in Cochin, and three others in adjacent places : the 
numbers in these Schools are about 160. An Even- 
ing School has also been commenced for the benefit 
of those who are employed in manual labour during 
the day. Eleven Boys and six Girls, most of whom 
are destitute, have been received by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ridsdale into their family* 

Mr. Ridsdale has visited great part of Cochin, firons 
house to house, exhorting the people to avail them- 
sdves of the benefits of the Ministry of the Gospel 
and a Christian Education for themselves and their 
Children. He has also employed a Reader, to readf 
in the public parts of the town, porticMis of the Scrip- 
lures in Malayalim. 

BOMBAY AXD WESTERS-ISDLA MIH8I€jN. 

Th E death of Mrs. Steward, sbortlv after her arrival 
in Bombay, was stated m the last tfmort : tUs paio^ 
fid berearemeot was SfkL so severely by Mr.HtewzM^ 
that he foond it expedient, for the beaefit of bis spi- 
rits, to witlftdniw fi^ BcAbay ibr a seasMi, ^sA visit 
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Mr. Ridsdale at Cochin, with whom he resided for 
about tw6 months. On his return to Bombay, he 
expressed a desire to remove to Bengal ; and, with 
the sanction of the Committee, he sailed for Calcutta 
on the 26th of July. Circumstances have since arisen 
which render it probable that he will return to Eng- 
land. 

The Bombay Committee deeming Basseen, which 
is about 4U miles to the north of Bombay, a desirable 
Missionary Station, the Rev. William Mitchell and 
Mrs. Mitchell removed thither at the end of Fe- 
bruary. Their residence here being exclusively 
among Natives, greatly facilitated their progress in 
theMahratta Dialect; but the situation proving ineli- 
gible for a fixed residence, they removed to Tannah 
at the end of May. The reasons which led to this 
arrangement are thus given . by the Rev. Thomas 
Carr, the Secretary : — 

The Committee considered that Mr. Mitchell would be 
very profitably employed at Tannali, in reviving the Male and 
Female Schools which were formerly under the care of the 
Rev. Mr. Nichols of the American Mission; and it waa 
agreed that he should consider Tannah, Callian, Blicwndy, 
and Basseen as his field of labour, and endeavour to establish 
Schools in each of those places ; and that he would probably 
find it convenient to reside in a temporary bungalow or tent 
at Basseen, during the hot months of April and May. In the 
Northern Concan therfe are towns of considerable population 
on the coast as far as Damaun : there, indeed, the whole Pro- 
vince i3 without any Missionary ; and we cannot but think that 
a zealous Labourer will find this aspromising a field for Mis- 
sionary Exertions as any in India. There is but one objection 
to prevent residence in towns to the north of Basseen — that 
they are distant from medical advice : they may, however, be 
occasionally visited; and, in the fine weather. Missionaries 
might reside for a few weeks in one or another of them in 
circuit. 
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The Rev. George S. Faught, with Mrs. Faugh t and 
Miss Stratford, landed at Trincomalee on the 2d of 
August, and proceeded to Colombo, riVi Jaffna : Ihey 
spent a few days with the Brethren at Nellorc, and 
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reached Colombo on th& 24th of September. It has 
been already stated that Bj^ss Strattord was married 
to the Rev. S. Lamln'ick b the beginniDg of December. 

COTTA. 

The Missionaries at this Station are, the Rev. 
Samuel Lambrick, Rev. Jos^h Bailey, Rct. James 
Selkirk, and Rev. George S. raugbt, with Mr8.lAm- 
brick, Mrs. Selkirk, and Mrs. Faught; all of whom 
were well at the date of tbe last accounts. 

There are four Services on tbe Sunday, tbe at- 
tendance on which by the Natives is very fluctuating. 
An Address, drawn up by Mr. Selkirk, was circu- 
lated among the inhabitants of the neighbouring 
Villages, inviting them to send their Children to tbu 
Schools, and to attend the Ministry of the Word. 
Mr. Selkirk also, accompanied by an Interpreter, 
went from house to house throughout the various 
Villages connected with the Mission, urging' on the 
inhabitants the topics contained in ihe Address, and 
declaring to them the way of Salvation. 

With reference to this branch of their labours, tbe 
Missionaries made the following report to the Annual 
Meeting in September : — 

The Congregations st the Sclioola, vberc wc have Divine 
Service on .the Sunday Momingi and Evenings, have im- 
proved during the past year, (hie of the Schools, where ve 
regularly preach on the Sunday Afternoon, is in general 
quite fuU ; and we are much encouraged in preaching the Go- 
spel to them, by witnessing the great attention which tfaey 
taanifest, and the interest wiiich tney seem to take in the im- 
portant truths delivered to them. At the other Schools, 
where we attend on the Sunday Mornings, though the num- 
bers are small, yet the people are attentive : so that, on the 
whole, we may say, that, in this department of tbe Misstona- 
ries' work, things are going on well, and at present wear s 
favourable aspect 

It appears, from the Annual Report of the Mis- 
Bionaries, that there are 8 schools connected with 
this Station, containing 170 Scholars, of whom 19 
are Girls: the average attendance is 107: 4 of the 
(ilrls are instructed by Mrs. Selkirk. The English 
School at Cutta cuutaiua '21 Uoys, one of whom is 
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maintained by the .Society ; the rest live with their 
relations. Applications have been made from two 
other Villages for the establishment of Schools, to one 
of which the Missionaries have acceded. While the 
Missionaries express their' regret at the little effect 
which has been produced by Mr. Selkirk's Address, 
in inducing the Natives to send their Children to the 
Schools, they remark generally concerning them — 

Of the Children in die Schools, 80 are daily engaged in 
reading the Word of Qodi and our Monthly Examinations 
continue to give us good reason for believing that much in- 
formation is gained in the things of relig^n, not only by the 
Schohurs, but also by the Masters. Some of the questions 
which the Masters propose, shew that thev pay a good deal 
of attention to those important doctrines which they are con- 
stantly employed in inculcating on the minds of the Children ; 
while the very appropriate and sometimes surprising answers 
given by the Children also evince that the attention of the 
Masters is not bestowed on them in vain. 

The PRESS, under Mr. Lambrick's care, has been 
constantly at work during the year : the following 
works have been carried trough it :— 

Part of die Syntax— A Second Edition of Mr. Lambrick's 
Vocabulary— Prayer Book, in Cingalese, S50 copies — Memoir 
of Coomaravel, ISOO copies — Genesis, in Cingalese, 500 copies 
—Mr. Selkirk's Address, 400 copies— The Acts, to the 27lh 
chapter, in Cingalese, 7S0 copies. 

Of the Translation of the Liturgy, and the benefits 
arising from it, Mr. Browning writes — 

There has been at length performed a most denrable work 
at Cotta— the Translation and Printing of the Praver Book in 
Cingalese, in a style of language intelligible to the meanest 
perscms who attend Christum Worshi]^ I desire to bless 
God, who has enabled our dear brotherljambrick to execute 
this good work. A number of copies are ap|nt>priated to the 
use of our Congregation ; and it is really pteasine to witness 
the decorous manner in which the Children and People bear 
their part in the Service. 

The following Buildings have been erected ; namely, 
a School House; two lines of buildings for a Printing 
Office, English School, and for the accommodation 
of persons connected with them; and a house ca- 
pable of containing two Missionaries and their Fami- 
lies. The Madua in front of the house, now occu- 
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pied by Mr. I^mbhck. has been covered with tiles 
and is appropriated to Public Worship on Sundays. 

KAKDT. 

The Rer. Thomas Browning still remains without 
an associate; the debilitated state of Mr. Ward's 
health rendering it expedient that Mr. Tiimnell, who 
was origioally designed to assist Mr. Browning, diould 
remain at Baddagame. Mr. Browning has also been 
for some time burdened with additional duties, from 
the want of a Chaplain at Kaudy ; and in June thus 
expresses his need of assistance — 

No Chaplain has yet arrivetl for diif Garrison. I endea- 
Tour, aa &r as I am able, to dncliarge the dntiei of Chaplain 
and Misnonary; but they an fiir too mnDcrons and im- 
portant for one indindual to attend properly to then. 

In the exercise of his aiixisTar, Mr. Browning 
has met with some encouragement among the Sol- 
diers, whom he occasionally assembles for spiritual 
instruction : he writes concerning them — 

It is indeed difficult for them, mrrounded with so many 
temptations, to maintain their ground ; and they need all the 
consolation, counsel, and admonitioo wluch can be aflbided 
them. There are a few of them who are ontaments to their 
Cbriatiao Profession, and who shine aa ligbts amidst tbe dark- 
nesa that envelopes most of tbdr comndea, and aiudst the 
fltill grosser datKneas of Heathemsm ; whose experience if a 

of thattbi -- • • - - . - . 



proof that the grace of God is sofficient to keep men in any 
ntuation or circumatanoes. I bad great aatisuction lately 
in visiting tbe dying bed of a Solder's AVife of the S3d 
Raiment. Having lived at an out-post for a oonnderable 
tinie, she had been deprived of tbe Means of Grace ; but she 
hod enjoyed tbe benefit of a religioas education, and had 
leaned to value the Bible, which her Husband told me she 
was in tbe constant babit of reading. She &lt a peculiar 
interest in the words of consolation and peace which 1 ende^ 
voured to administer to her, and died relying on the merits of 
Christ her Savioar. 

Among these is a Modeliar, who is thus noticed 
by Mr. Browning — 

An instance has come under my ohservatioD, c^ benefit r^ 
ceired from tbe Word preached in tbe Native Congregatkais, 
in the case of a Modeliar, who has long been a constant at- 
tendant, and who Ustens with great seriousness : be came to 
me some time since, and vbbed to be a dmkmJ to the Lord's 
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Table; which requeit:! readily gnnted, when I lieard the 
s^te of hie. voind, l^opwinc that his moral conduct waa con- 
abtent He stated that he had felt great concern for the sdva- 
tion of his soul, had read .and heard the Word of Grod with 
deep interest, and had obtained comfort in humble.and earnest 
praver. 

The Modeliar lias been very earnest in endeavouring to 
persuade his relations and neighbours to attend the Means of 
Grace. 

In September, Mr. Browning reported — 

The Congregations are, on the whole, encouraging; in that 
the Word is> attentively heard. Among the Portuguese and 
Cingalese there are 8 Communicants, whose moral conduct, 
AS far as I know, is consistent. 

Of the Portuguese Congregation, Mr. Browning 
states — 

It is still small, but a few appear sincere. We have lately 
been favoured with the Portuguese Prayer Book from the 
Prayer- Book-and-Homily Society ; which is a great comfort, 
and whicli is likely to prove very beneficial The style is 
rather high, as the Portuguese is spoken here, but not so 
much so as to render it unintelligible to the generality of die 
people ; and it is, perhaps, more suited for general circulation 
m India than a version would be which is exactly conformed 
to tlie usage of this island. 

. The SCHOOLS in connection with the Station are 
9 in number ; 7 for Boys and 2 for Girls : in the 
Boys' Schools there are 221 on the List, with an 
average attendance of 124; and in the Girls', 26, with 
kq average attendance of 17. Of this department of 
labour, Mr. Browning made the following report at 
the Annual Meeting: — 

The Schools are promising, especially those in Kaiidy : the 
last Monthlv Exammation was very satisfactory. 

In the Lnglish School there are three or four hopeful 
Youths, whom I hope, by the blessincof God, to recommend 
in time to the Christian Institution : I much regret that I have 
not more leisure to devote to their religious instruction. They 
have learnt by heart the Sermon on the Mount, the Parables, 
Miracles, Discourses, and History of our Saviour, the Gospel 
of St Luke, and. part of St John; besides which, with seve- 
iral others, they learn, dailv, Murray's English Grammar, write 
lixercises, and occasionally have a Lesson in Geography. 

The Children in the Country Schools do not le^rn so many 
Lessons as those in Kandy : and, during the last two months, 
the cultivation of their paddy-fields lias so much occuiucd 
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tbar atlriation, that they hue gone to achool very irregalarly. 
Still we are not left without encouragemeQt, i-ither in the pro- 
gren of the ChiUren in leanung-to tead, or in the portions of 
(Scripture committed to memory. In one or two pinces oppo- 
sition haa been made; and the Priests have endeavoured to 
persuade the Children and their Parents not to read Christian 
Books : but, notwitlistanding, the books given as rewards are 
received with thankfulness ; and tlie desire to learn to read is 
on the increase. Durinfr the last week I Iiave had ap[di- 
cations from two Villages not far distant from Kandy, to 
establish a School in each ; but the present number is tjuite 
as much as can be well visited, with our present meanK. In- 
deed my own visits to the Schools out of Kandy are necessa- 
rily very few, on account of my other numerous engagements. 
Mr. Browning greatly feels the need of a fellow- 
labourer in the Ministry; and the Committee would 
gladly send him an asscciate. if circumataaces per- 
mitted : he has obtained some assistance from a Na- 
tive, whom he has employed as a Scripture Reader. 
and whose labours have been the means of inducing 
some to attend the preaching of the Gospel. 

BADDAGAME. 

■ The last Report stated that the persons engaged 
at this Station were, the Rev. Robert Mayor, Uev. 
Benjamin Ward, and Rev. George S. Trimnell, with 
Mrs. Mayor, Mrs. Ward, and Mrs. Trimnell. Mr. 
Ward visited Bombay the beginning of last year, but 
derived little benefit from it : and the Committee 
regret that the state of his health and that of Mr. 
Mayor, at the time of their Annual Meeting, induced 
the Brethren to recommend their return to England. 

Besides the exercise of their MiNisTity among the 
Natives, the Missionaries, in the absence oi a Chap- 
lain, have officiated at Galle once a fortnight : of tlie 
effect of their labours there they report — 

The Morning Congregation is large ; and we have reason to 
hope that our labours have not only been thankfully received, 
but that the Divine Blessing lias not been wholly withheld 
from our endeavours to promote their everlasting welfare : 
and we feel assured, that though the influence of Truth may 
not have been felt in the manner we could wish, the preaching 
of the Gospel has checked the progress of sin, and strength- 
ened the weak hands of ihuiic who might otherwise Iuiv« 
fitiiUcd. 
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. With reference to the Native Services, die Mis* 
riooaries write— 

The Congregation attending the Church at Baddagame 
contunues much in the same state as last year : the greater 
part appear to listen with attention, and some occasionally 
seem to be affected by what they hear; but these impressions 
are, for the most part, soon obliterated by thdr intercourse 
with the things of time and sense ; and we nave little evidence 
of any of our stated hearers having so received the Truth in 
the love of it, as to be savingly converted and sanctified by it 

*We have 8 Natives attached to the Mission, including three 
of 4e Boarding Boys, who regularly partake with us of the 
Lords Supper. 

The 4 Boys' schools contain 134 Scholars: in 
the Boarding School there are 15 Youths; but the 
number in the Girls* School is not mentioned. Hie 
state of the Schools out of Baddagame has been dis- 
couraging ; partly owing to the irregularity and want 
of zeal in the Masters, and partly to the mability of 
the Missionaries to visit them as often as is desi* 
rable. Of the Boarding Boys the Missionaries state — 

They have made satisfiictory progress in their studies. 
We cannot say that thev manifest that earnestness about 
eternal things which would evidence their having been very 
powerfully awakened and Quickened by the Spirit; but, judg- 
ing from their general conduct^ we have every reason to che- 
riui the hope mat they habitually live under the influence of 
that fear of the Lord which is the beginning of heavenly wis- 
dom. Their number is the same as last year. One of the 
youngest of those in the Ibt then has hem obliged to leave 
on account of ill health ; but the vacancy has been filled up 
by the admission of another. Some of them are now growing 

Sto manhood; and it seems desirable that measures should 
adojited to render their talents available to the service of 
the Society. 

The following view of the Mission is extracted from 
a Letter written by Mr.Trimnell in December : — . 

Our labours among the people, though not so abundantly 
blessed as we desire, are not without some evidence Aat the 
power and blessing of Qod have attended them. Of sudden, 
or very decided conversions, we have no instance; but we 
hope me Divine Light, like the rising sun, is gradually dis- 
pelHnff the darkness of ignorance from the minds of some who 
nave beard from our lips the Grospel of God. Prejudice is 
departing ; Divine Knowledge is spreading: and when the

Smritfimn on hii^ ahall enlighten and change the heart; the 
lungdom of God will come ; and we ha^e gr^t hope that witli 
a few this has been the case. Since I wrote last, seven of the 
Youths that have been brought up in the Schciol have been 
admitted to the Table of the Lord, four of whom are still 
boarding with us: their conversation is orderly and con- 
sistent; and I have no doubt but that they have from their 
hearts renounced the errors and superstitions of their fore- 
fathers ; and we entertiun strong hopes that they are part of 
the flock of Him who said. My Sheep hear my voice^ and I know 
them, and they fottow me; and I give unio them eternal life; and 
ihey shall never perish^ neither shall any manpbick them out of my 
hmd. 

NELLOKE. 

The Rev. Joseph Knight, whoae absence from his 
Station was noticed in the last Report, returned in 
January of last year, having married the Widow of 
the late Mr. Nichols, American Missionary at Bom- 
bay. The Rev. William Adley and Mrs. Adley are 
fellow-labourers with Mr. and Mrs. Knight in the 
Mission. 

Besides the Sunday Services at Nellore, the Wed- 
nesday-Afternoon Service at Nellore, and the English 
Service on alternate Sunday Afternoons at the Fort, 
have been continued. The Church is regularly filled 
on the Sabbath, and nearly so on Wednesday After- 
noons ; which last Service, Mr. Adley states, has been 
a means of Grace and benefit to many. In their 
Report to the Annual Meeting, the Missionaries state, 
that they had recently commenced an Evening Ser- 
vice, at a place little more than a mile from Nellore, 
which is attended by firom 50 to 70 Heathens and 
Professing Christians. The number of Native C«m- 
munic^ftits is 13. . 

The temporal and spiritual concerns of the Sta- 
tion were a heavy charge on Mr. Adley, during Mr^ 
Knight's absence ; but he now anticipates an enlarge- 
ment of them. On this head he Mrrites — 

We hope now to be able to extend more widely around 
the system of Day Schools ; and, by this means, the liaht 
and instruction of the Holy Gospel I am also endeavouring 
to make arrangements to enable us to enter on an eariv Sab- 
hidi-Moming llervioe widi the Priamers in die Fort GaoL 
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Of the blessing which attends their labours in th€i 
general state of the Congregation, the Missionaries 
thus speak : — 

While we have cause to regret that no additions have been 
made to the Church during the year, it affords motives for 
joy, that, with one exception, the Members have conducted 
themselves with consistency, and, at times, manifested a pleas* 
ing degree of zeal and concern for the souls of their deluded 
countrymen. In the excepted case, that of a Youth, who, in 
attempting to excuse his conduct, had so prevaricated, that we 
felt it necessary to suspend him for a season from the Lord's 
Table, so much of sorrow ahd penitence have since been ma- 
nifested, as to shew the salutary effects of the discipline en- 
forced, and to encourage the hope of his return at no very 
distant period. 

There are 12 schools in connection with this Sta« 
tion, containing 504« Boys and 40 Girls: satisfactory 
progress in the Boarding School, which is included 
in this number, appears to have been made. 

Mrs. Knight, while at Bombay, was much engaged 
in superintending Native Female Schools; and it 
was her hope, in coining to Nellore, that she might be 
employed in a similar manner; but severe indispo* 
sition has hitherto prevented. 

Mr. Adley s time has been much occupied in the 
management of the printing department; and 
tlie want of suitable help has led to the instruction 
of Young Men in this field of labour; who, there is 
reason to hope, will * be useful to the Mission. The 
Press has been kept in constant work, during the 
former part of the year, in printing for the Society ; 
and during the latter part of it, on account of the 
American Missionaries and the Jaffna Tract Society.

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The Rev. James Norman and Mr. James Lisk, whose 
departure, with that of Mrs. Norman and Mrs. Lisk, 
was mentioned in the last Report, turrived in New 
South Wales on the 12th of February. They have 
been followed by the Rev. William Yate, and Mr. 
Charles Baker and his Wife, who, as has been stated, 
left this country on the 22d of July. 

Mr. Norman's health not being considered suffi- 
ciently strong to admit of his itinerating among the 
New Zealanders, he has been placed by the Arch- 
deacon in provisional charge of Launceston, at Port 
Dalrymple, in Van Diemen's Land, a Settlement of 
5000 souls. By a Letter received in the Colony from 
Mr. Norman, early in November, it appears that his 
health was much improved, and he was fully em- 
ployed : Mrs. Norman had undergone a surgical 
operation, but was doing well. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Mr. Lisk, and an Assistant, Mr. R. Hill, had been 
appointed to Stations named Bon Bon and Lime- 
stone Plains, two places near each other* but 120 
miles distant from Sydney ; for tlie purpose of afford- 
ing spiritual instruction to the long-neglected Euro- 
pean Population, and of ultimately directing their la- 
bours to the benefit of the Aborigines : and thie Cor- 
responding Committee hoped to procure the dis- 
charge of a pious Soldier of the 3d Regiment, pro- 
ceeding to India, to assist in their labours. This ar- 
rangement, so far as relates to Mr. Lisk, has been 
delayed by the illness of Mrs.Dsk, who has been 
compelled to remain ait Sydney for medical advice, 
and was still there at the date of the last Despatche^^. 
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BAY OF ISLANDS, NEW ZEALAND. 

The difficulties in which, as the last Report stated, 
this Mission was involved, induced the Rev.S. Mars- 
^en to visit New Zealand, for the purpose of confer- 
ing with the Missionaries oil the trying circumstances 
in which they were placed, and of strengthening them 
vrith his counsel. He arrived in the Bbj of Islands, 
in H.M.S. Rainbow, on the 5th of April, re-embark- 
ed on the 10th, and reached Port Jackson on the 18th. 
On his return he writes — . , . 

It gave me muchjpleasure to find die Sfissionaries so com- 
fortable, living in umty and Godlv love, devoting themselves td 
the work. I trust that the great Head of the Church will blesi 
their labours. 

RangheeAoo. 

Mr. John King and Mr. James Shepherd, wiih their 
Wives, continue to occupy this Station. Mr. Shep- 
herd^ at the date of the last intelligence, had had a 
l^tum of the complaint in his eyes, under which he 
had before suffered ; which prevented his sleeping 
from home, when engaged in distant visits to the Na- 
tives, and rendered him apprehensive that he should 
be again compelled to go to the Colony. * The other 
members of the two Families were well. 

The condudt of the Natives around Rangheehoo 
has been of late uniformly peaceable toward those 
who are labouring for their good, and who have suf- 
fered inconvenience only from those of other Tribes 
who have occasionally been passing through on their 
war expeditions. The following detract from a Let. 
ter of Mr. Shepherd*s in September will shew the 
improved character of the Natives : — 

' We live in the enjoydient of much peace at Rangheehoo. 
I believe it is the most peaceable Settlement here. We find 
the Chiefi kind, and the inhabitants very quiet : though they 
do not receive our message, I believe they respect our per- 
sons, and would stand up m our defence. We have found a 
little difficulty in procuring working Natives here, in conse- 
quence of their having so much to do themselves : they are 
very industrious. 

In November, Mr. Shepherd writes — 
We have occasion for continual thankfulness to God, for 
the almost uninterrupted state of peace which we enjoy. 
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On the Sunday there is a Public Service in the 
School-House, conducted by Mr. King and Mr. Shep- 
herd; at which from 15 to 30 and sometimes more 
Natives attend, and, after prayer and singing, are ad- 
dressed from a portion of Scripture. Mr. Shepherd 
employs the remainder of the day in visiting the Na- 
tives residing within two or three miles of Kanghee- 
hoo ; and Mr. King conducts a second Service in the 
School- House, and afterwards visits the Natives at the 
Station. The secular concerns of the Mission neces- 
.sarily occupy a considerable share of Mr. Shepherd's 
and Mr. King's time : they meet together twice in 
the week, for the purpose of translating portions of 
the Scripture ; and a part of each of the remaining 
,days is employed by Mr. Shepherd in itinerating 
among the Natives, and by Mr. King in instructing 
the Children and superintending the Adults. In No- 
vember, Mr. King had 1 3 Men and Boys and 7 Girls 
residing with him; and Mr. Shepherd, 5 Men and 
Boys, and 3 Girls. 

The Monthly Paper of February contained an in- 
stance of the encouragement which God has given to 
the labours of His Servants, in the conversion of a 
Native named Dudi Dudi, and his subsequent depar- 
ture in the hope of the Gospel. The following ex- 
tracts from Mr. Shepherd's and the Rev. Henry Wil- 
liams's communications will be read with deep in- 
terest. 

When Mr. Williams visited him, the following con- 
versation passed : — 

" What do you think concerning God and Death ?" " I 
have so much pain, that I am not able to give you a correct 
account of my thoughts" — ** Whither do you think that you 
shall go, when you die?" " To heaven" — " How do you ex* 
pect to get to heaven ?" " I believe that God will take me to 
heaven " — *' How can you look for that, seeing that you are a 
sinner ?" " Jesus Christ came into the world, and died for 
sinners; and I believe in Jesus Christ" — ^'.Whatdo you think 
of your former state V '^ I was once rebellious. I was a 
swearer, sabbath-breakeri and adulterer ; a lover of play, and 
hater of good." 

Mr. Williams thus speaks of his visit 
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I was moiced at witnessing what I dicL He was very fee- 
ble} but xdated when his first religious impressions took place, 
after the return of the last fighting party — that he was then 
afiradd to die — that he saw no hope, but in that Saviour of 
whom he had frequently heard — ^that he had prayed to Him, 
and felt his heart rejoice. He inquired of us to know if be 
was right — ^if he should go to heaven. We assured him of the 
love of Jesus — that He came down from heaven, to gather to 
Himself, and to purify firom all sin, all persons from among 
every people who should flee to Him. He said, he was happy : 
that he knew he should soon die, but that he cared not for his 
body, onlv for his souL I spoke to the Brethren as to his 
baptism; but, as that subject was new to the Youth, I pro- 
posed returning the day but one afler ; when, if it should be 
considered proper, he should be baptised. I have no doubt 
but that he is a brand plucked from the biuning. 

Mr. King reported of the Children in the Schools 
in July to the Quarterly Meeting, that he then had 
8 Boys, 9 Girls, and 6 Adults under instruction, of 
whom he states generally — 

They are inpreasinff in the knowledge of Divine Truth, and 
oiher useful knowledge, and have attended the Means of 
Gnu^e. 

The encouraging circumstances of the Station are 
thus noticed by Mr. Shepherd in November — 

It is very evident that a considerable change has been 
effected among the Natives : formerly they w6re like wild 
men, but now they are civiL I believe that they are not with- 
out convictions : some of them at times speak very sensibly, 
and evince Aat they are not altogether ignorant of Scriptural 
truths. I have often been pleased to hear some of those em- 
ployed in our Settlement, before they have retired to rest, pray 
to God; not according to any form which they had learnt; the 
flubstance of their jprayer has been Scriptural, and evidenced 
that they had obtamea a knowledge of Scriptural Truth, 

Mr. King and Mr* Shepherd are both urgent for 
additional Labourers. 



Kiddeekiddee. 

Mr. JamesXemp, Mr. George Clarke, and Mr. James 
Hamlin, with their Wives, were in good health at the 
date of the last deppatches. The conduct of the 
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NtLtives towards them had been friendly, and they 
had beea merdfully enabled to continue their labours 
without molestaUon ; but the unsettled state of the 
Natives, and the want of assistance, had prevented 
their visiting the people as often as they wished. 

The following general view of the Station is given 
by Mr. Kemp, in August : — 

Althougk we have had tnaay troubles to contend widi, we 
have been enabled to stand our ground, and hare been per- 
mitted to go on with our work of instructing the Nattres ; 
irom some of whom we have encourageinent to persevere in 
our labours. Hitherto, inost of our dne and attention have 
been directed to the Natives living with us, generally from SO 
to 40 in number : they regularly assemble together momiiw 
and evening, for prayer in the Chapel ; and twice in the we^ 
beudes we eive tnem religious instruction ; and two of us go 
out to visit the Natives at their homes as often as we can. 

A portion of five days in the week is appropriated 
to the study of the language. 

There were in tbe schools, in July, 22 Boys and 
Adults, and 12 Girls ; and Mr. Clarke, under that 
date, gives the following encouraging account of this 
department of labour, as well as of the general state 
of the Mission : — 

Amidst various interruptions, we have continued our SchoolB 
with success. Many of the Children and Adults have made 
considerable progress in reading, writing, and arithmetic; and 
others are gaining progressive knowledge. Many, I hope, are 
thus preparing to assist their countrymen out of their norrid 
state of barbarism, to become useful members of society, and 
I hope living members of Christ's Church. We have frequent 
changes tn our School, by some leaving and others coming : 
our regular number at this Station, under instruction in reading 
and writing, is from 30 to 40. We are often refreshed in this 
part of our work by tbe progress which the Natives are making 
in reading and writing, by ue attention which they sometimes 

Ssy to religious instruction, and by their consistent con- 
uct. Several who have married from the Schools arc, and 
have been for several years, living with us : at present they ma- 
nifest no disposition to leave ; but whetiier they will be allowed 
to remain with us in peace is very doubtfuL They will at all 
times, if livtna with us, be very much exposed, and liable to be 

Elundered of whatever they may possess : besides, nothing 
^ss than a principle of Grace will enable them fi>r any length 
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of time to beat the scoffs and taunts of their ungodly country- 
men, or to take up their cross daily, and follow Christ Our 
partners regularly attend alternately to the Girls' School in 
the afternoon ; wnere they are taught reading, wridng, and 
needlework: their number has generally amounted to 15» 
and has never been less than 10. They are also encouraged 
in their efforts to benefit the state of female society. In our 
late trying circumstances, both Boys and Girls behaved re- 
markably well : very few of them left us ; they seemed deter- 
mined to suffer with us, if in any way called to it 

The following extracts from the Letters of Mr. 
Clarke and Mr. Kemp shew the gradually improving 
state of the native character among those who are 
brought more immediately into contact with the 
Labourers in the Mission. Mr. Clarke, after noticing 
the dislike to the Truth of God manifested by the 
people in general, makes the following remarks : — 

Among the Natives living with our Families and on the Set- 
tlement, our prospect is brighter; yet the difficulties are not 
few among them, as will appear if we consider the manner in 
which they have been brought up. Every New-Zealand 
child is an indulged child ; permitted from its infancy to have 
its own will in all things ; taught to despise the counsel of its' 

Sarents, yea, even to curse them to their faces ; accustomed 
'om early age to obscene sights and tales, without controul 
or reproof. Their evil habits are, therefore, very early formed ; 
•and it requires very much patience, forbearance, and compas- 
sion, to effect much good among them : yet, through the bless- 
ing of God upon our labours, many obstructions are re- 
moved ; some of the Natives about us begin to bear reproof, 
and will even acknowledge their faults; prejudices are re- 
moved, convictions are taking place, and some concern for 
their future welfare is sometimes evident This encourages 
vMf among a number of discouragements, to hope, that ere 
long the Holy Spirit will be copiously poured out upon 
them, which will effectually deliver them from the bondage 
of sin and Satan. The attendance of the Natives in the Set- 
tlement to the Means of Orace is also pleasing : this being 
one of the appointed means, we do hope to see a blessmg at- 
tend it 

In November, Mr. Clarke writes — 

The instruction of the Adults and Children occupies mudi 
of our time, but it promises much fruit : their improvement 
and general conduct continue to be pretty good. We have 
thr^e Natives married to girls educated in our families, who 
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live comfortably with their Wives. The number under in- 
structbn at thts Settlement is 34: from IS to 15 girls are 
regularly instructed by our Wives. 

Mr. Kemp writes, uader the same date — 

The Natives ^t live with us afford us considerable en- 
couragement ; many have learnt to read and write, and are 
now reading portions of Scripture, which have been translated 
into their language, and lately printed in the Colony. We 
have from 30 to 40 Natives residing with us, and their con- 
duct in general is pleasing : many of them have attained to 
a considerable knowledge of the Gospel-plan of Salvation, 
^ough I fear that they are at present destitute of its power. 
: Amidst these eDcouraging circumstances, it should 
not be forgotten, that the general character of the 
people continues to be marked by the same features 
— savage brutality, alienation from God, and enmity 
against His Truth. These appalling features are thus 
noticed by Mr. Clarke, shortly after the attack on 
Whangarooa and the outrage on the Wesleyan Mis- 
sionaries, which was mentioned in the last Report. 
Mr. Clarke writes— 

Shunglice's party took the Pii [a fortified place], where a 
great number of the Whangarooa Natives had sought refuge : 
men, women, and children, were all massacred, without any 
regard to age or sex. Some of the Chiefs were desirous of 
sparing some of them ; but Shunghee gave orders that not one 
ahoulcTbe spared, except the slaves, who were to be taken as 
slaves to Shunghee's Tribe. 

During the time our Boys were there, whom we had sent 
over to inquire into the particulars of Shunghee's wound, se- 
veral of the Whangarooa Natives were dragged from their 
hiding-places and killed ; and they had tlie appalling scene of 
seeing tne bodies of the slain pulled to pieces and eaten by 
their countrymen, as dogs would a carcase; and young child- 
ren, whose heads had been dashed to pieces before Uieir pa- 
rents' eyes, they saw these poor miserable cannibals prepanng 
to devour. The scenes of cruelty exceed description ; for 
again and again our Boys said we could not think of the faoi- 
nble scenes which they had witnessed. We learned that the 
Natives of Whangarooa were destroyed as a satisfac^on for 
the death of Shunghee's Wife, and to lead his mind from the 
gloomy scene. 

Id August, Mr. Clarke thus reoaarka on the Native 
character : — 
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Among the Nadvet there is still considerable commotioii : 
and as the Spring is now fast approacliing, the NatiTes will 
soon decide as to their summer projects. We can scarcely 
indulge the hope, that, in the present state of the Native 
minuiy they will continue any very considerable time at peace 
with each other. There are so many breaches, on both sides, 
of contending parties to heal, so many friends' and relatives' 
deaths to avenge, some of which are more than a century 
standing, that were it not for the assurance from the Word of 
God of such a glorious period when the inhabitants of the 
earth shall learn righteousness and war be no more known, we 
should despair of seeing them much otherwise than they now 
are. When we ask the Chiefs when their wars with each 
other will terminate, they reply ^' never ; because it is the custom 
of every Tribe which loses a man, not to be content without a 
satisfaction ; and nothing less than the death of one individual 
can atone for the death of another." Shunghee is still living at 
Whangarooa, and has, I think, fully determined to make mat 
place bis entire residence. There is every probability of his 
recovering so far from his wound, as to enable him again to 
go to fight I fear that fighting is become so habitual to 
him, that he will never cease till Uie cold hand of death arrest 
him : he is now talking of seeking satisfaction for the wound 
which he received last summer from the Natives of Whan- 
garooa, and has already been making requests to difierent 
Chiefs to join him. 

While His servants have been thus harassed 
without, God has very graciously supported them, 
not only with encouragements among the Natives, 
but with what is of far higher value — the conscious- 
ness of His protecting arm, and the peace and the 
joy of His Holy Spirit. Of these Mr. Clarke thus 
speaks in August : — 

Though at times we have been considerably tried by the con- 
duct of the Natives toward us and each other; yet we have 
also been comforted by others of them, in the regard which 
they manifest for us, and in the general improvement of their 
conduct Considering their customs, the jarring interests of 
the difierent Chiefs, and their naturally cruel character and 
habits, as well as the opposition which they bear to the Gospel ; 
and considering them completely under the influence of the 
powers of darkness, whose territories we have invaded ; I do 
not so much wonder at our trials with them, as at our peace 
and cpntinuance among them year after year.; and can ascribe 
our safety alone to Him who said, Zo, / am witli you always ; 
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to EDm who cues for sparrows, and numbers the hairs of our 
hf>mjf»r 

In November, he writes — 

Through the abounding mercy of our Heavenly Father, we 
are all in good health, and living peaceably among the poor 
Heathen, whose conduct for some months past has been very 
good. We lament that they are not more concerned about 
Iheir spiritual welfare, but hope that there is a gradual and 
general improvement of character: this appears very evident, 
when we contrast them with the strangers who at times visit 
us from distant parts of the Island. We feel greatly en- 
couraged that the Natives will listen to the message of the 
Gospel, remembering that faiih eamelh by hearing^ and that, 
by listening, they are in the appointed way of salvation. In 
our visits, we find them more serious, and not so much dis- 
posed to scoff as formerly ; and they shew a consciousness of 
guilt, by their endeavours to apologise and cover some of 
their crimes. 

We have of late been able to adopt a more regular plan 
for visiting the people of Waimate, about twelve miles distant: 
we regularly visit them once, and frequently twice, in the 
week. The ^Chiefs promise io assemble the people together 
when we visit them, and io cease from work on the Sunday ; 
which, if they do, with the blessing of God on our labours, 
and our increasing knowledge of their language, it will enable 
us from time to time to lay before them more fully the great 
truths of the glorious Gospel. We are sometimes pleased 
to hear some of the most abandoned, cruel, and ferocious 
among the Natives asking us, with a degree of seriousness, 
many questions respecting the truth of some of the awful 
denunciations brought before them ; and we humbly hope 
that the day is now drawing very near, when the arm of the 
liord shall be made bare to rescue some, at least, of these 
miserable captives of Satan, and when the kingdom of our 
all-triumphing Emmanuel shall be established. 

Mr. Clarke subsequently adds — 

We feel especially thankful to our Heavenly Father for 
the peace which he gives us to enjoy among ourselves, and 
for tnat sympathv which is felt for one another, under our 
various little trials among these poor Heathen: Ifmie mmhtr 
suffer J all the members mffer with it. May the Lord continue to 
us all grace to heq> the uniiy of the Spirii in the bamd qfptaeef 

Pyhea. 

The Rev. Henry Williams and the Rev. William 
Williams, with their Wives, Mr. and Mrs. Fairburn, 
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Mr. and Mrs. Davis, Mr. Charles Davis, Mr. Joha 
Tuckwell, and William Puckey, have, through Divine^ 
Mercy, been preserved to labour at this Station. 

The .Services at the Station, and on board one of 
the Ships, and the Visits to the Natives, have been 
continued : and the various Members of the Mission 
having appropriated a stated portion of their time to 
the study of the language, considerable proficiency 
has been made in attaining it : a translation of some 
parts of the Scriptures has been effected. On this 
subject Mr. W. Williams writes in November — 

Great improvement has been made in the knowledge of 
the Language by every individual, so that now there is no 
difficulty in making ourselves understood by the Natives. 
We have under preparation a Dictionary of New Zealand 
and English, and English and New Zealand, with Examples 
under each word : this of course will be a work of time. The 
translation of the Scriptures goes on better than it did, 
though but slowly; the reason of which partly is, that every 
verse undergoes two public examinations before it is allowed 
to pass. 

There were in the Boys' school, in July, 39 
Scholars; of whom Mr. W. Williams reported, that 
they continued to make steady progress: there were 
15 in the Girls' School. 

In November, Mr. W. Williams writes — 

Our Native Boys' School continues to give us much satis* 
faction, though it is not likely that we can much increase our 
numbers, owins to the scarcity of provisions. We are almost 
entirely dependent on flour brought from the Colony, and the 
potatoes which are purchased from the Southward. 

The education of the European Children con- 
nected with the Mission, who are now become 
numerous, has engaged the attention of the Com- 
mittee; and an arrangement has been made, by 
which, it is hoped, this important object will be at- 
tained. 

It is a subject of thankfulness to God, that the 
beneficial labours of the press have reached this land 
of darkness, and that parts of His written Word are 
now accessible to the inhabitants. A plan having 
been in agitation, after the outrage at Whangarooai 
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to form* a Settlement of New Zealanders in New 
South Wales> Mr. Davis, when the ** Herald " made 
her annual voyage for the supply of stores for the 
Mission, visited the Colony, for the purpose of con- 
sulting with Mr. Marsden and other friends on the 
expediency of such a measure ; and Mr. Davis, 
during his visit, carried through the press a transla^ 
tion of the First Three Chapters of Genesis, the 20th 
of Exodus, part of the 5th chapter of St. Matthew's 
Gospel, the 1st of St. John's Gospel, the Lord*& 
Prayer, and some Hymns. 



The last Report noticed the breaking up of the 
Wesleyan Mission at Whangarooa by the violence of 
the Natives, and the apprehensions which this ou- 
trage excited in the minds of the other Servants of 
God, who are labouring in New Zealand, lest they 
should meet with similar treatment. Full particulars, 
illustrative of the state of the Natives before this dis- 
turbance, of the encouragements at the time of its oc^ 
currence, and of the subsequently improving prospects 
of the Mission, have been given in the Missionary Re- 
gister of last year (pp. 621 — 627). It appears, from 
the general tenor of more recent despatches, that 
the aspect of affairs is still encouraging ; though the 
lengths of violence to which, if God permit, Satan 
may instigate his unhappy subjects against those 
who seek their welfare, render their continuance 
there, to the human eye, a matter of extreme uncer- 
tainty* The following extracts from the various com-* 
munications will shew the general view which is 
taken of the Mission by those who are employed at 
this Station. In May, Mr. Williams writes — 

Several reports respecting Shunghee's morements and 
intentions are circulated. Returned an answer to the Bre- 
thren at the KJddeekiddee, to stand their ground until driven 
away ; expressing also our desire to be with them when 
Shunghee may return to them, should they crive us notice. 
We also heard this day that the Natives of Kauakaua and 
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Waikadi had met in counsel; when it was determined that 
Tekoki should not go to the Colony, as it was considered 
that the remainder would undoubtedly falL The Arch-fiend 
is certainly at work in this land, and is attempting utter 
destruction : civil wars seem inevitable. Shunghee hangs by 
a hair, and all is ripe for confusion and bloodshed : but we 
commit our cause unto the Lord, and know that He cannot 
err : we may yet have to depart. These late transactions 
have certainly slackened our temporal exertions, but redoubled 
those of a spiritual nature. All our efforts have been, for 
some months past, directed to the acquisition of the language, 
in which considerable progress has been made. 

In July, he states — 

The Natives around us are at present quiet, but I do not 
expect that they will continue so long : there is much ill-wiU 
existing among the Tribes in this part of the Island. Shun- 
ghee is much recovered, and will probably resume his opera- 
tions in the Spring, if he can assemble a force : but there is no 
calculating on their movements ; for those who are acting in 
alliance one month may the following be at war, and the third 
month acting in conjunction against the common foe. 

He afterwards adds — 

Our prospects are more pleasing than they have been ; and 
we now hope to go out regularly among the Natives who live 
within our reach, so that tne neater number may be visited 
once a fortnight: we have made the attempt; and find it prac- 
ticable, with a few exceptions. We all continue in health and 
peace. 

On a review of the whole Mission, I think I may say that all 
our operations are proceeding decently and in order : for this we 
may praise the Lord of all! 'We need daily the renewing 
influence of the Holy Spirit : and that we may obtain it, we 
would beseech you to near us up by your supplications — 
that you have done so is manifest, and it has encouraged us 
greatly. 

The demand for additional assistance, in order 
to conduct the .visits to the Natives on a regular 
and more efficient plan, is thus stated by Mr. W. 
Williams : — 

Our hands are slill much tied for want of Labourers. We 
have been enabled of late to go more among the Natives since 
the Buildings we had projected have been set aside : but yet 
at this Settlement, which is much the strongest, we have not 
hands enough to carry on the work effectually ; and at Kid- 
deekiddec and Rangheehoo our Brethren are still much hin- 
dered from leaving home, for want of further assistance. To 
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put Ifac Settlements on an efficient footings there should be 
Four Missionaries at Rangheehoo> Four at die Kiddeekiddee, 
and at least E^ht at thb piMe. So great a number at eadi 
Settlement, whai the population is ao smaD, may seem super- 
fluous ; but the ntuation of die co untr y renders it necessary. 
If two Families alone reride at one piaee^ it wiD be seldom 
prudent for one person to be absent beycmd a tew hours, in 
consequence of the importunities of the Natires. If two per* 
sons, then, are left at home, and others go out to die Nathre 
Setdements two and two, the number which I have mentioned 
will find full employment in diis Bay. When the Natives dtaD 
hear the Gospel regularly, we may expect to see the finut of 
it as abundant in this land as in any other; whereas now we 
hear from day to day fresh designs for cruelty and mutual 
destruction. 

The following view of the Mission is given by Mr. 
Davis in November : — 

The New-Zealand Mission was never in the state before in 
which it is now. It is evident that a spirit of grace and unity 
and love has been poured out on its Missionaries : they ace 
now going forth preaching the Gospel ; and, with their pre- 
sent acquirements, are enabled to proclaim fluently in the 
native language the tauearchoMe riches of ChrisL Although 
the Natives o&n have quarrels and broils among themselves^ 
yet their general behaviour towards us is much better thm 
it was some time ago. My soul rejoices in the prospects 
which we have before us ; never were they so bright as they 
are at present. 

Mr. W. Williams writes, under the same date — 

It is expected that the Natives will proceed again to the 
southward this Summer, against the people of the River 
Thames, if they can obtain Shuiighee*s asristanoe; odiervise 
they will be afnud to encounter their enemies. I believe that 
there are many who would gladly abandon the present system^ 
but they draw on one another ; and when there is a generd 
muster, the consequence b serious to those who refuse to go— 
the loss of all their property and food. But in whatever way 
the enemy may woA to drive them on to destmctioOy we feel 
persuaded that his kingdom will speedily fidl : the slate in 
which we see the Natives now, and their conduct towards us, 
is an assurance that the day b not fax distant.

JAMAICA. 

It was stated in the Twenty-seventh Report, that a 
Corresponding Committee had been formed in this 
Island. After zealously co-operating with the Parent 
Committee, with considerable efiFect, in its plans for 
promoting the spiritual welfare of the Negro Slaves 
and Free Persons of Colour in Jamaica, the Corre- 
sponding Committee merged in the Jamaica aux- 
iliary CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY, which WaS 

formed on the 5th of March 1828. The Right Hon, 
Sir George Henry Rose, m.p. was elected Patron; 
James B. Wildman, Esq. President; William Stirling, 
Esq., Rev. John M. Trew, William Stothart, Esq., 
Arthur Foulkes, Esq., James Miller, Esq., and 
Archibald Stirling, Esq., Vice-Presidents; Matthew 
Farquharson, Esq., E. F. Coke, Esq., William White- 
home, Esq., George Kinghorn Prince, Esq. m.d.. 
Rev. John Thorpe, Rev. Hugh Seymour Yates, and 
Rev. H. Beams, Committee ; William Taylor, Esq. 
Treasurer; the Rev. Griffith Griffiths, Secretary; 
and Mr. John Jones, Assistant Secretary. 

The Grant of 200/. to the Bishop of Jamaica, men- 
tioned in the preceding Report, was thus acknow- 
ledged by His Lordship, in a Letter to the Secre- 
taries : — 

I beg you will convey to the Committee of the Church Mis-» 
sionary Society my grateful sense of this well-timed and most 
acceptable assistance ; as it will enable me to afford that sup- 
port to the rising Establbhments of Sunday and Parochial 
Schools which they so much require, and will also give me an 
opportunity of appointing another Catechist 

I have already destined a part of the Donation to the Free 
School and School of Industry at Kingston ; which was esta- 
blished in December last, and has succeeded beyond my most 
sanguine expectations. The pupils of all classes, ages, and 
colours, amount at present to 436 ; and, I have every reason to 
think, will increase to 500 in the course of a very short time, 
which is as many as the Building will contain. 

On the Bishop's arrival in this country, he furnished 
the Committee with a statement of the appropria- 
tion of the Grant; which besides 84/. currency given 
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in aid of the above-mentioned School, includes pay- 
ments to Four Gatechists employed by his Lordship 
in the Parishes of Clarendon, Portland^ St. Mary, and 
St. Elizabeth. 

The deaths of Mrs. Taylor and Mr* Jones*' have 
been before stated, under the head of ** Missionaries 
and Students;'' as has also the arrival of Messrs. 
Collins and Manning. 

The Corresponding Committee being deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of improving the moral 
character of the Free People of Colour, cordially 
embraced such opportunities as offered for extending 
to them the advantages of religious instruction and 
education. 

Papine, Parish of St. Andrew. 

Mr. Jones's labours on this Estate met with some 
interruption by sickness, in February and March. On 
his recovery, he pursued his work till his demise. 
At the end of March he wrote — 

I am happy to inform you that the First Class have gone 
through the New Testament ; and that five of my best Scholars 
read, the Bible to their Parents after the labour of the day. 
For this beginning I desire to praise the Lord my God. I 
also hope, that, in a few months, one of my Adult Scholars 
will be able to undertake the reading of Tracts to the Negroes 
in their own houses. On the Sabbath-days I read Prayers, 
and explain the Scriptures to the Adults : they are attentive, 
with the exception of a few. 

Mr. Wildman, the Proprietor, states, the day after 
Mr. Joneses death — 

Mr. Trew and Mr. Stainsby were much pleased with the 
School, and thought the Children improved since they laat 
examined them. The Negroes attend the Service very well, 
and I trust that an improvement is visible in some of them. 

Mr. Tucker succeeded Mr. Jones until the arrival 
of Mr. Manning in February. Mr. Collins was to have 
occupied this Station ; but a severe attack of fever 
shortly after his arrival, and his subsequent illness^ 
rendered it necessary to remove him to Salt Savanna 
for change of air, where his health soon improved. 

* Mrs. Jones, the Widow, has returned to this coantry with her 
three Children, and arrived in London on the day of theAnniwnary.^ 
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Salt Savannas Parish of Vere. 

Mr. and Mrs. Taylor continued to labour with suc- 
cess among the Slaves on this Estate, till Mrs. Tay- 
lor*8 removal by death : after that event, the number 
of Scholars rather decreased. Mr. Taylor assembles 
the Slaves on the Sunday for Divine Worship. 

In August, Mr. Wildman, the proprietor of the 
Estate, says — 

Mr. Trew visited the School a short time since, and wrote 
a very favourable report to me of the progress the Children 
had made, and of the attention paid by the Negroes to Mr, 
Taylor's instructions. 

Respecting the School, Mr. Taylor writes in De- 
cember — 

I have about 60 attending daily. I commence about eight 
in the morning, and continue till near one at noon : at half 
past two I besin again, and continue till half-past five : at 
seven the Adufis come, and about half-past eight I have done. 

And in March, he adds — 

Mr. Wildman was here a few days since, and distributed 
S2 Bibles to the Scholars, idiich was all my stock ; and I want 
about 14 more. I cannot express what I felt on the occasion^ 
to see about 40 of my Scholars able to read the Bible, who 
two years since did not know a letter. 

He also remarks respecting the Sunday Service — 

The clothing of the Negroes on the Sunday is much more 
decent than it used to be : indeed I may say, that when they 
assemble for worship, they make a very respectable appear- 
ance. From 40 to 50 can fluently read the Liturgy. 

Low Ground. 

This is another Estate Monging to Mr. Wildman, 
to the Negroes on which he has long been desirous 
of affording the advantages of religious instruction. 
Mr. Jones some time ago prepared a Boy from this 

Eroperty,toact as an Usher; ana, recently, Mr.Tucker 
as been sent thither, in the hopes that a change of air 
would benefit his health, while he would be able to 
promote the instruction of the Slaves. 

Slue Mountain Valley ^ St. Thomas's in the East. 

The Catechist appointed to this District, as stated 
in the last Report, is Mr. Richard Harris, a Young 



an of Colour. The Rev. J. M. Trew, the Rector, 
formed the Committee, in May 1827, that Mr. 
arris had already gained access to nine Estates 
id Plantations heretofore Unprovided with any 
eans of religious instruction ; since which no re- 
Tt of his proceedings has been received. 

Moore Town^ Parish of Portland. 

At this Station^ which is a Settlement of Maroons, 
r. James Tucker was placed, in May of last year, 
act under the Superintendence of the Rector of the 
Irish, the Rev. G. Griffiths ; " with a view," Mr. 
rew says, '* to laying the foundation of a Christian 
lurch in that spiritual wilderness." On this occa^ 
m, Mr. Trew further writes to the Secretaries — 

I cannot for a moment doubt that your own venerable In- 
tution will now, when so &yourabIe an opportunity is pre- 
ited, come forward to impart to the Maroons the saving 
owledge of the Gospel. Indeed, were I asked to point out

16 above 628 souls must remiun, in a great measure, igno- 
it of the blessings of the Gospel, unless the extreme 
7ency of their case should excite a feelinj^ of Christian 
npathy amongst our Christian Friends in Britain. 

Mr. Tucker's health, however, again failing, he 
IS removed to Papine, and subsequently to Low 
round, as before noticed. Mr. David M'Pherson 
8 been since engaged by the Corresponding Com- 
ittee as Gatechist at Moore Town. 
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Aceanip(mg Town, Parish of St. Elizabeth. 

This is likewise a Settlement of Maroons. The 
attention of the Corresponding Committee having 
been recently drawn to this place, they engaged Mr. 
Sharp as Catechist, and granted a sum to assist in 
erecting a Building for a School-Room and Chapel. . 

Pedro Plains, Parish of St. Elizabeth. 

This District borders on the sea, and contains a 
large population of Free Persons of Colour. Mr. 
Trew having promised pecuniary aid, in the name of 
the Society, to the Rector of the Parish and the Hon. 
William Rowe, who resided in the neighbourhood, in 
the event of measures being adopted for supplying 
the inhabitants with spiritual instruction ; Mr. Rowe 
most laudably came forward, and succeeded in raising 
money sufficient for the erection of two Buildings, 
intended to be used as School- Houses and Chapels. 
Mr. Trew says — i 

It is a very pleasing feature in the case now under consi- 
deration, that a considerable part of the money subscribed 
has been by free persons of colour themselves, who are 
now beginning to feel that the advancement of religion and 
civilization amon^ themselves by no means keeps pace with 
that amongst the Negroes. This sentiment has been sensibly 
expressed by many of them to Mr. Rowe ; to whom they have 
evinced their gratitude in the warmest manner. 

An account of these people, as well as a just view 
of the necessity and probable advantages of impart- 
ing to them the blessings of Education and Chris- 
tianity, will be seen from an extract from Mr. Rowe's 
Letter to the Secretaries, dated Nov. 21, 1827 : — 

The inhabitants of the Pedro Plains consist of from twelve 
to fifteen hundred Free Persons of Colour (exclusive of their 
Negroes, who are also numerous) ; who, having little oppor- 
tumty of mixing or associating with those of a better oraer, 
are in a state of the most deplorable ignorance, and their 
course of life the most vicious, the greater part subsisting by 
plunder. My residence of Belle Vue being in their immediate 
vicinity, I have had many opportunities of knowing their cha- 
racter and disposition ; and from a persuasion that they only 
wanted instruction and good example to reclaim them from 
their present abandoned habits, it occurred to me, after re- 
peated conversations with the leading people among them, 
that a plan, such as the one submitted to you, might, if car- 
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ried inio dfeet, be productive of the most beneficial results : 
and so far as it has ffoue^ I have ]^^ure in saying, the mea- 
sure has been attended widi ffreat success. 

Another great advantage, Ukely to result firom the improved 
condition of the Free Persons of Colour, will be, that the in- 
fluence they have over the mind of the Negro (which they 
obtain from being generally persons of some property, and 
from bein^ more familiar with their manners, customs, lan- 
guage, ana domestic economy) will then be exerted for good ; 
whereas, at present, this influence is often exercised for the 
most mischievous and dangerous purposes. The Free People 
of Colour also, at present, form the only link between the 
higher and the lower orders of society. 

ANTIGUA, 

The Children of more than Sixty Estates, to the 
number of 2000, have received instruction in Sunday 
Schools, under the Society. These Schools were 
much indebted for their efficiency to the labours of 
Teachers not exclusively connected with the Esta- 
blished Church ; but, being now placed under the 
regulations by which the Schools of the Diocese are 
conducted, alterations have unavoidably followed 
which affect the number both of the Teachers and the 
Scholars. Mr. Dawes has still the superintendence, 
and has various Assistants under his airection. 

We are ' sorry to report that Mr. Dawes has met 
with a serious disaster. He was standing on the top of 
a flight of stone steps six feet high, whence he was pre- 
cipitated to the ground from one of the supporting 
beams suddenly giving way, and had his tliigh broken. 
Mrs. Dawes writes, March 10th, that " the fracture 
is what the doctors call a simple one ; and, through 
mercy, he is going on as well as can be expected." 

By the latest Returns received, the Schools are as

DEMERAUA. 

Mr. Carter's arrival has been before stated. He 
will act under the superintendence of the Rev. 
Leonard Strong, Rector of St. Mary^s Parish, on the 
East Coast of the Colony. Of opening prospects of 
usefulness, Mr. Strong says, shortly after his own 
arrival in February 1827 — 

I have a crowded Congregation, and many Candidates for 
Baptism : the Negroes will walk any distance to hear the 
Word of God. I am invited to the other end of my Parish^ 
which is nearl V thirty miles long, by one of the Planters, who has 
offered me a urge building for Public Worship^ Mr. Carter 
wQl render me great assbtance, as I have no time to teach 
Scholars ; my time being wholly occupied, between the Ser* 
vices, in examining and teaching Catechumens for Baptism. 

On the arrival of Mr. Carter, Mr. Strong writes — 

Perhaps, before I enter into particulars about Mr. Carter's 
duties, I had better introduce you to my sphere of labour. The 
Parish of Sti Mary's is about twenty^seven miles in length, ex- 
lendintf io £ur from Abarrie Creek, the weatem bounf£ury b&* 
tweeafie^pbioe and Demeraray and crossing two more navigable 
creeks or rivers, fi. e. the Mahaica and the Mahaiconie.) We 
have as yet no Church ; but I have two temporary Places of 
Worship ; one on the ground-floor of the house in which we are 
about to Hve; the other an empty cotton-store: these are 
distant from each other about 13 miles, Mid' are used for my 
Sunday laboura On the banks of each creek there is a FVee 
Coloured Population ; to whom Ipreach, in rooms granted by 
them for the purpose, every Wednesday and Thursday. I 
had built a Sunday-School Room in the Village on the Mahaica 
Creek, and appointed a Schoolmaster before Mr. Carter ar- 
rived; and have reason to bless God that a School, consist- 
ing of about 150 Children, has been established, and carried 
on ever since the first Sunday I was licensed and commenced 
duty. Mr. Carter has been iiKcharge of the Boys ever since 
his arrival ; and is Schoolmaster of about 80 Negro Boys, who 
attend pretty regularly, and many of whom can now read, who 
knew not a letter when the Scliool commenced. 
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Mr. Strong proposes that Mr. Carter shall reside at 
Cattle Town, a Village of Free Coloured People on 
the Mahaiconie ; *' who/' he says, *' are not only very 
ignorant of the Gospel themselves, but their Children 
are growing np in total ignorance also." Mr. Strong 
addsU- 

One of fliem has offered me a grant of land for seveii yeiM ; 
and others have ofiered to assist with subscriptions for the 
erection of a School-House .... About eight miles to the 
westward of him, I shaD, if it please God, set up a Negro 
Simday-^School ; and win give him a horse to ride down every 
Stniday Morning, and back every Sunday Night, ready for his 
Week-day School. Besides this, about seventy miles up the 
Creek, there is a Settlement of Indians, perhaps 300 : many 
of thcms stay in Cattle Town, and we have every hoi>e of 
saining some of their Children : indeed, the Protector of the 
Indians has promised me his influence ; and an Indian Chief 
piomised me himself to allow his two Children to come. 

ESSEQUIBO. 

When Mr. Armstrong arrived, he paid a visit to 
Mr. Strong of Demerara, and then proceeded to the 
scene of his labours — the Union Plantation in Bsd'6- 

auibo : he wias not able to commence operations till 
le end of January. He received the following in- 
stractions from the Manager — 

On the Sabbath, yotf will be able to devote the whole day 
to instmctinff the Negroes in Ae principles of Religion. Aii 
Ikifknt SchoM wiH be formed of such as are not gone to work; 
that is, those under seven years old ; whom you can teach in 
the week, during the hours of li^ut. Excepting the Infktits, 
none others wilibe able to attend. 

Mr. Armstrong says — 

The Aborigines, or Jndians, live a little in the interior, 
neglected by all, as if they were not deserving the notice of 
any Sfociety, or were not of the human species, or had not 
flbob to \Hi saivM. I intend to in^unr^ into theur case more 
fldly,. and theni vfill itiake it kn6wti to you. Any Society, I 
thinds, midit find a way into Ae interior, to instruct die Ihdiims, 
who stand greatly in need of instruction. 
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NORTH^fFEST AMERICA MISSION. \ 

The Rev. David Jones and the Rev. William Coek- 
raOf with Mrs. Cockran and Mr. William Garrioch, 
have been enabled to continue their labours in this 
Mission : and though they have been subjected to 
many temporal trials, they have had much to eiicou- 
rage them in their work. 

With reference to their ministkv, the Missionaries 
state, that there are two Services on Sunday in each 
of the two Churches, the average attendance at each 
of which is from 250 to 300 ; and the general atten- 
tion and anxiety to understand, which prevails among 
the people, are encouraging. The number of Com- 
municants, which four years ago was only six, has 
been gradually increasing since that time ; and, at 
Whitsuntide, amounted to seventy-three : of these 

Mr. Jones remarks — 

So fiir as human judgment can penetrate, we are convinced 
that these are subjects of that saving conviction of truth, 
which alone can enlighten and change the heart At their 
examinations previous to admission, they appear to us to pos- 
sess, in an exemplary degree, the requirements of our Church 
at the close of her Catechism ; ana I may indeed add, the 
requirements of the Word of Ood. The Half-breeds, in par- 
ticular, walk in simplicity and godly Hncerity: it is a fact, not 
less interesting than encouraging, that, since I came here, only 
ONis HALF-BREED has drawn rack, and I hope this one not 
finally. 

Mr. William Grarrioch has in the schools under his 
charge 1 5 Indian Boys and 4 Indian Girls, and 28 
Day Scholars, Scottish and Half-breeds. The Indian 
Boys and Girls are maintained by the Society ; and 
there would be no difficulty in increasing their num- 
ber to any extent, were the means of obtaining sub* 
sistence for them less precarious. Of the Sunday 
School, which is kept at the Upper Church, Mr. Jones 
gives the following account : — 

The attendance every Sunday continues much as usual ; the 
number on the Class-book being, as under : Scottish Children, 
W— Half-breed, 47 — Indian, ^ ; total, 97 : during the year 
ending June 1, 18S7, die average attendance was 67. These 
are very r^^ular in (heir attendance, and an unabated interest 
is felt in thmr welfiure : sometimes we fcmdiy cherish the hope 
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that a laitiiiff impression is made on their minds ; but these 
hopes have hitherto been raisedy and again blighted as soon 
as excited : but we are confident, by and bye, the seed now 
sown will be raised to His glory, whose the work is, and who 
will have the praise of its accomplishment. 

At Christmas, a Sunday School was commenced 
at the Lower Church, which has been very encou- 
ragingly attended : the numbers are 77. Of this 
School Mr. Jones states — 

There are five Half-breed Communicants usefully employed 
here as Teachers ; two Males, and three Females. We can- 
not but feel often gratified at this sight, and we think ourselves 
authorised in considering it a promising prognostic : the time 
may come when we shall see greater things than these : we 
know that we, and they, serve a Master who will notdegpise the 
day {^imaU things. We consider our Sunday Schools to be as 
important as any of the vineyard under our care: we have 
great encouragement to proceed : we are, of course, often 
tried by the carelessness and apathy of the Children, and 
others ; but, in due time, it will be seen that our Lord has 
purposes of mercy toward them. I trust I can add witliout 
boasting, that our maxim is — In the morning sow thy seedy and in 
the evening withhold not thine hand; for thou hnowest not whether 
shall prosper y either this or that, or whether they both shall be alihe 
good. 

Arrangements are making for the establishment of 
a School, tinder the superintendence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Cockran, for the reception of the Daughters of Gen- 
tlemen in the HudsonVB^y Service : in reference to 
this Mr. Jones remarks — 

We do not wish to begin on a large scale ; a gradual in- 
crease bemg the method most suited to the drcumstanoes of 
the country : the bearing, however, which Female Education 
has on the moral and spiritual improvement of a country will 
urge us to prosecute this object with unremitting attention. 

The trying circumstances in which the Mission 
has been placed from the scarcity of provisions, and 
the support which God has graciously given to His 
servants in time of need, are thus noticed in their 
communications. Mr. Jones writes — 

The buffaloes have almost failed for the last three years : 
this, in connection with the failure of crops last year, has 
occasioned all articles of subsistence to run very high; and, 
in &ct, little is to be had for any money. We have better 
hopes this year, but the object is yet only to be seen in per- 
spective : our strong-hold is in the promise of God, never to 
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leave oor £orfi9ke m* Indeed I camiat but mention here, 
with gntf tude, that our establishment has not yet wanted for 
a meal; though the scarcity has been generally and pressinffly 
jfeUy and must continue to be po until we reap our harvest. No 
one, who is a stranger to our circumstances, can picture the 
APxiety which is generally felt among us in regard to the crops: 
they are our only resource— *the only visible object be^een 
us and a state of the most appalling destitution. 

In reference to the same subject, Mr. Cockran 
writes — 

We did not suffer materially from the severity of last Winter : 
w^ had a sufficiency of food and raiment, which enabled us to 
$;pnten4 lyith the stormy blasts. The barley which we sowed 
iq the latter end of June 18^, and the potatoes which we 
jplanted nearly at the 3ame time, came so fiur to perfection 
that they were very good food: by these our temporal wants 
were supplied for the Winter ; and by using our little stock 
economically, we have hitherto had a sufficiency. In the 
Summer of 1826, we were Qften in a strait : sometimes want 
pressed hard upon us, and brought us very low in body and 
wind; but the Lord never turned his gracious face away 
^m Hjsi : His e^r? were open to our cries ; His onmiscient 
jeri^ di^cpveired all our w^nts, and BBs goodness supplied 
them. He taught U3 to live by faith, ana not by sight ; to 
trust in His promises when the springs of creature-comfortis 
were dried up. While we thus trusted and leaned upon 
God, our wants were supplied day by day out of the store- 
house of His providence. When one thing faUed, He sent 
us another; so that the spark of hope was never extinguished 
19 our bosoms* 

Mr. Cockran afterwards adds — 

Thou^ we did not suffer last winter, many of our fellow- 
oreatures did very severely. Ma&y fancies subsisted several 
weeks on hazel-nuts, which they gathered from the trees and 
irom Ijhye top of the snow. Others subsisted by anting; they 
cut a SBsall hole throuj^ the ice, and let down then- luie and 
hook, and waited till kind Providence directed a fish to them. 
The hardships which some endured are inconceivable; if I 
were to tell you how some lived, you would not credit me : 
you would not believe that the brittle house of clay, the foun- 
dation of which is in the dust, would take half so much to pull 
it in pieces. You would suppose that one half of the hard- 
ships would extinguish the lamp of life violendy, or make it 
cease to bum for want of oil.

The deficiency in the number of Scholars now 
stated, compared with that given in the last Report, 
arises principally from the assumption of the care of 
the Village Schools in Sierra Leone by the Local 
Government, as has been before stated. Untoward 
circumstances have likewise produced a considerable 
reduction of the number or Scholars at Burdwan, 
and in Antigua. 

It has been already stated, that, in order to main- 
tain the operations of the Society in these various 
Missions on their present scale, a permanent in- 
crease in its income is absolutely necessary; and 
that, unless such increase is made, it will be com- 
pelled to contract its labours. In making this state- 
ment, the Committee desire to guard against any 
expression that would imply an unscriptural estimate 
of the value of human means ; and would unequivo- 
cally disclaim the sentiment, that the prosperity of a 
Christian Society is to be measured by the silver 
and gold which are brought into its treasury. It is 
within the range of human capacity to collect and to 
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a hi^e aaoml sum for the attainment of the 
jc^BSt of objects ; but however well concerted the 
p&Btf of a Society might be, however wise its mea- 
sBies and extended its laboors, all would come to 
Booght, nnless its plans and measures and labours 
leceired a heavenly impulse. Xoi bg might nor by 
p m n r , imi hg muf Spirit^ saiik. the Lord. 

Let it not. however, be forgotten, that God has 
appointed His Charch to be the instrument of her 
own enlar^ment ; that she has received the light of 
Dcviae Tratfa in order that she may exhibit it to the 
world : and that by her efibrts Grod has manifested 
His ztonf im thejact of Jesus Christ to the conver- 
saooL of multitudes of sinners. That she has not 
duly Mt the sacredness of the trust, or been fully 
awakened to a sense of her immense responsibilities, 
the awfiil extent of Satan's empire at the present day 
is a decisive evidence. Let her, then, again behold 
the misery of a world estranged firom its God, the 
dreariness which hangs over the eternal destinies of 
millioQs^ and the dishonour done to her Lord ; let her 
contemplate these overpowering subjects, not through 
the opinions of men, but in the mirror of God's Word; 
let her view of duty, her encouragements and her 
hopes» be drawn from the Records of Truth; and, 
above alU let the love of Christ be felt in all its hea- 
venly influence ; — then will her dormant energies be 
stimulated ; she wiU arise with becoming zeal to the 
Lord s work; and neither the Messengers of Salvation, 
nor the means of helpmg them forward in their la- 
bourss will then be wanting; but the mystery of the 
Gospel of Christ will, accordimg to the commandment 
^tke effwhstimg God. be made kmmmj/ar obedience 
lo the /itithf among all nations.

If such a deficiency iatlielBcoaM 
of the Society, as has been now staled, 
were not to be retrieved, it would 
unavoidably follow, that some of 
those plans which €rod has hitherto 
blessed must be abandoned ; and it 
would become necessary to reduce 
within much narrower limits* if not 
al together to withdraw, some of those 
Missions, the extension of wkich the 
state of the World loudly and power- 
fully claims from British Christians^ 

A Special Committee has been 
formed for the purpose of fully in- 
vestigating the slate of the Funds, 
with a view to ascertain, not only by 
what means the presest deficiency 
may be supplied, but whether any, 
and what reduction can be advan- 
tageously made in the Society's Ex. 
penditure. 

Though various concurrent cmmes 
have probably contributed to this de« 
ficiency, the Committee feel it to be 
their duty to slate their conviction ^ 
that one principal cause has been 
their incompetency to uMet the wishes 
of the Associations, that more persons 
might visit them at their Anniversa* 
ries, and for a longer period of time. 

It had been hoped that theanaage- 
ment (see p.506 of the Miaaoury 
Register for November 1885) by 
which it was provided that Four 
Visitors of Anociations shoald be 
appointed in the pbce of a Third 
SecreUry, would have met the wants 
of the Associations; but the Com- 
mittee have not had it in their power 
to bring that arrangement into full 
effect « and have some reason to fear 
that its tendency, so far as it was 
brought into action, was rather to 
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prevent their receiviDf^ the volantary 
aid of other Ciergymen. It is io- 
tended, therefore, to relinqnish that 
design ; and, in its place, to appoint 
Two Official Visitors of Associations, 
who shall be devoted to the service 
of the Society. The Committee 
cannot, however, but cherish the hope 
that other Clergymen will not fail 
gratuitously to render them that aid 
in visiting Associations which will 
still be absolutely requisite, and which 
has been one principal means of rais- 
iug the MilMonary Spirit throughout 
the Country, ami of gathering to- 
gether the funds of former years. 
For want of such aid, many Associa- 
tions hava been obliged to leave 
ground uncultivated which would 
have yielded abundantly ) and consi- 
derable sums have thus been lost to 
the Society in the last half-year. 
The Committee beg to urge this 
subjeet on those Friends who assisted 
them in former years i but who seem 
to have thought their aisslstance un. 
ftoeenary, since the appointment of 
Viaitors of Associations.

ilEOULATIONS RESPECTING THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 



The object to be kept in view, in 
the issue of Publications by the So. 
ciety, is the maintenance and exten- 
sion of an intelligent zeal in its sup- 
port: and one general rule of just 
economy should, therefore, govern 
all expenditure on this head — that 
each expense should be incurred in 
Poblications ; and, so far as that can 
he accomplished, such expense only 
as will fully answer the end : while 
a liberal distribution of Publications 
must not degenerate into profusion, 
economy must not degenerate into 
that parsimony which will defeat its 
own design. 

It has been the wish of the Com- 
mittee to provide every class of Con- 
tributors to the Society with appro- 
priate Publications. Their experi. 
ence has led them to the conviction 
that an additional Publication, be- 
sides those already circulated, is 
required. The Contributors to the 
Society consist of Weekly, Monthly, 
iad Annual Subscribers — of Bene- 
factors of various sums, more or less 
considerable— and of those who en. 
gage in the laborious but most use- 
M office of collecting the smaller 
Contributions of others, in addition 
to their own. The Publications hi- 
therto circulated by the Society, pe- 
riodicaily, are, the Missionary Re. 
f ister monthly. Quarterly Papers at 



each Quarter Day, and the Annnal 
Publication containing the Sermon 
and Report. To these will in future 
be added. Monthly Papers, consist- 
ing of half-a.sheet or a sheet of let- 
ter-press, as the case may be, for the 
use of a class of Contributors be- 
tween those who are at present en- 
titled to the Quarterly Papers, and 
those who are entitled to the Missio* 
nary Register or Annual Publication. 
These Monthly Papers might also, 
perhaps, be substituted, in some 
cases, for the Missionary Register.

The SiUtionarjf Regitler* 
published monthly, contains a digest 
of the Principal Transactions of the 
various Institutions for Propagating 
the Gospel, with the Proceedings, at 
large, of the Society itself. The 
Annual Fubliraliom contains a Ser- 
mon preached annually before the 
Society, with the Report delivered 
at the Ann 0*1 Meeting, and a List of 
Contributors to the Society. 

The different Contributors are all 
entitled to receive these respective 
Poblicationsy if they wish to do so : 
but the Committee beg to suggest, 
timt they would serve the interests of 
the Society by exercising a judicious 
economy in requiring these Publica- 
lions; more particularly in not mul. 
^plj^"i» copies in the same family 
where diflBrent members of the fa. 
roily may be entitled to them, further 
than the wish to possess copies for 
their personal and future use may lead 
them. The Committee would ven- 
ture further to suggest, that such 
Members as may be disposed to pur- 
chase the different Publications at 
the low prices fixed on them, instead 
of receiving them gratuitously, would 
asiiil in relieving the expense of Pub- 
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Blast unavoidably be 
heavy. In no case, however, would 
the Committee snggest any measure 
which ihottid lend to withdraw at- 
tention from the Society's Publica- 
tions ; on the contrary, they beg ear. 
nestly lo press on all the Members 
the importance of a diligent perusal 
of them, for the cherishing of an ia- 
telligent interest in support of thai 
great object in which the Society is 
engaged : in proportion as they be- 
come conversant with the awful slain 
of the Heathen World, and the mea- 
sures which are in progress for bring, 
ing it to the saving knowledge of 
Christ, the Prayer of Faith is likely 
to be quickened, and the promised 
blessing to be consequently bestowed. 

Some other arrangements are im 
progress in reference to the Society*! 
Publications, which will contribute, 
it is hoped, to render them more ef.

under thediscouraging circumstances 
in which we were placed* 

Having thus stated the difficulties 
of the Mission arising from the re- 
duction of the number of the So- 
eiety*s Labourers, we now turn ta 
those which have sprung out of 
changes in those measures of Go« 
vernment which bear upon the Sox 
ciety*s exertions in this Colony. 

It has already been mentionedi^ 
that, at the beginning of the year, the 
Native SchooloMSters and Scnool- 
mistresses, formerly in connedioa 
.vith this Society in the VillageSp 
were taken into the service of Go- 
vernment. That measure was ac- 
companied with another, by whi«b 
the {Servants of the Society were ak<i. 
gether released both from tiie duties 
of civil superintendence and from 
any other than spiritual authority 
over the inhabitants of tbe Villages;, 
and both arose out of the arraiige- 
ment formed between Hb Mid*sty*s 
Government and the Society in the 
year 1824. 

Greatly as the Soctety*s Servants, 
who had till then held the siftuation 
of Civil Superintendants, njfiiced, at 
being relieved from a burden which 
had too long interfered with their 
proper Missionary engagements, they 
could not but anticipate pecnliar 
temporary difficulties from a transfer 
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•f th« authority fbrmerly extrciied 
by them, to indWidumls whom they 
did not know, and whose views, as to 
maintenance of public order and pro- 
priety, especially on the Sabbath, 
and as to discountenancing Heathen- 
itb Rites,they might naturally expect 
to differ considerably from theirs. A 
new class of Public Officers, mostly 
Coloured Men, started into authori- 
ty, under the name of Sub-Managers. 
How far it was the desire of the Oo- 
lonial Government that these per- 
sons, as well as their superior officers, 
the District Managers, though alto. 
gather independent of the Missiona- 
ries, should co-operate, within their 
own sphere, with the endeavours used 
to evangelize the population ; what 
tentiments the Colonial Government 
entertained as to the value of the 
Society's labours in the Colony, the 
character which the Society's Ser- 
vants were to maintain, and the silent 
Hiflnenceover the management of the 
Libermted- African. Villages, which, 
without any official connection with 
it, they were to eiercisei these were 
things not at once understood. That 
this transfer was a thing long con- 
templated, urged, and stipulated for 
by the Society, and that only the 
wishes of the Colonial Government 
itielf had prevented it from being 
long liefore carried into effect, was 
not generally known, either to the 
population of the Villages, or to the 
persons who had newly come into au- 
thority. It was only known, that the 
Missionaries had no more civil power: 
and the people, feeling that the re- 
ttraints formerly put upon public ob- 
tenrance of Heathenish Rites or noisy 
amusements no longer existed, fol- 
lowed the natural leading of an evil 
heart. No means were possessed by 
those who are seeking the spiritual 
good of the people to stop practices 
which disturb the more peaceful of 
the inhabitants, and lead to the per- 
petuation of Heathenism; and in 
which the people will be sure to en- 
gage, if left to themselves : though 



they will abstain, if checked, without 
any danger to the public peacei as 
the experience of many years h» 
abundantly shewn. 

The greatest difficulty to the Mis- 
sionaries arose from that change of 
Government's measures which bean 
upon the Village Schools. These 
Schools had, till the beginning of the 
year, been altogether under the con- 
troul of the Missionaries, superintend- 
ed immediately by the highest Func- 
tionary of the Liberated-African De- 
partment. The new sjstera put the 
Schools at once under the authority 
of the Managers and Sub-Managers: 
and it was a question not very soon 
solved, what kind and extent of in- 
terference on the part of the Missio- 
naries was expected, and would be 
admitted. The Missionaries readily 
saw, that it was hardly possible to 
define the extent of theif interference 
and of the Manager's authority, until 
the system should have been tried: 
they therefore did not very stron^^ly 
urge definitions, but contented them, 
selves with inspecting the Schools 
during the hours of instruction; 
though it was undoubtedly very pain- 
ful for them to be precluded from 
any influence over the Children oot 
of School-hours. But it was far 
more painful for them to see all the 
Liberated-African Children, who used 
to be fed and clothed bj Government, 
and were instructed in the Schools, 
distributed as Apprentices among the 
inhabitants, who adopted them from 
no other motive than that of profit- 
ing by the labour of these Children, 
and consequently never sent them 
to School again ; to see Children, in 
whom perhaps a taste of divine things 
had begun to manifest itself, scatter- 
ed about among their superstitious 
Countrymen, and the care bestowed 
on them by their Teachers to all hu- 
man appearance lost. This measure 
was indeed, a few months afterwards, 
abandoned; and as many of the 
Children as returned were again re- 
ceived at School^ as before. But the 
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I of apprenticidg Liberated 
in Children has ever nnce been 
d to an extent which the Mis. 
ies cannot butdeplore: because 
pprentices, almost without ex. 
»n, are deprived of every further 
; of instruction, bein^ sent nei-

kind. The Missionaries have 
Limes regretted to find persons 
sted with the education of the 
IrcD, concerning whose religious 



principles and practice they knew 
nothing, nor could acquire satisfac- 
tory information. 

In the month of July last, his 
late Excellency, Sir Neil Campbell, 
communicated to the Mission his in. 
tention to concentrate the Schools 
of Liberated African Children esta- 
blished in most of the Villages into 
three large District Schools, and his 
wish that a Missionary should reside 
in each ofthose places which included 
a District School. He died before 
the measure was carried into effect : 
and his intentions have since been 
further explained to have been, that 
the Girls' Schools should not be in 
the same places as the Boys" Schools. 
There exist, at present, a Girls' 
School at Bathurst ; and two Boys* 
Schools, one at Charlotte and one at 
Regent, for the Mountain District : 
a Girls' School at York, and a Bo^s' 
School at Kent for the Sea District: 
the arrangements for the Uiver Dis- 
trict seem to be not yet finally made. 
There are obvious advantages con- 
nected with this arrangement; and 
il is to be hoped that the facility thus 
given to the Missionaries inspecting 
the Schools under their charge will 
produce beneficial results. 

We are anxious to express our 
sense of the diflicultics with which 
the Colonial Government has had to 
contend during the year. An im. 
portant change of system was accoin. 
panied with an almost total change 
of agents, from the highest func- 
tionary to the lowest Sub.Manager, 
in carrying it into effect. It has been 
a year of experiments; during which 
the Missionaries have, partly from 
the reduction of their number, and 
partly from some uncertainty as to 
the extent of their influence, been 
able to do little more than be vigi. 
lant, in looking for what things would 
come to ; to collect facts for their 
own information as well as for that 
of the Parent Committee; and to (ex- 
ercise, now and then, a certain unof- 
ficial, perhaps altogether silent, mo. 
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derating influence over the inarch of 
affairs. They have acquired invalu. 
able treasures of experience ; in con. 
sideration of which, they count all 
the trials and difficulties which have 
arisen to them out of the change of 
persons, measures, and system, as not 
worth mentioning. They are free 
however to confess, that they wish 
the experiments of this memorable 
year may speedily lead to a more 
settled state of things. 

It is evident that our reduced 
number was far from able to keep up 
such a close acquaintance with the 
details of the Schools and the Con- 
gregations as was desirable. The 
following particulars respecting the 
several Stations are furnished by the 
individuals in charge of them. 

Kiuey, the residence of a Native 
Teacher — 800 attend Divine Service 
on Sunday Morning; 100 in the After- 
noon I 50 on the two Week-days, when 
Evening Service is kept — About 30 
attend the early Prayer-Meeting: 
Communicants, 71 : they meet once a 
week. Males and Females separately, 
when one of the most experienced 
among them presides: 70 Children, 
borninthe Colony, are in the Schools. 

Leiceuter — 40 attend on Sundays, 
in a large grass hut built at the ex- 
pense of the Society: 12 Children 
under instruction : 4 Communicants. 

C^/oures/er— 145 attend on Sundays; 
12 on Week-days: Communicants, 
105— -There is a Church here large 
enough to hold a thousand persons; 
but it is very much out of repair: 
nor is there a sufficient number of 
forms for the people to sit on ; so that 
sometimes, when the attendance has 
been more than usual, some have been 
compelled to go home and fetch a 
seat — ^There is neither Manager nor 
Sub-Manager residing in this Village; 
and there is, Sundays excepted, an al- 
most uninterrupted noise of drum- 
ming in it, both day and night-7-The 
' Schools contain 95 Children, born in 
the Colony.

Ba£Ai<rff— (formerly Leopold and 
Bathurst) — 250 attend on Sundays;

— This being the residence of a Cler^ 
gyman, the people do not fire their, 
muskets and engage in noisy amuse- 
ments so freely as they would others 
wise do : in some instances the mere 
approach of the Missionary, in others 
his representations of the folly and im- 
propriety of such engagements, have 
put a stop to them, and led the people 
to disperse — Here is the principal 
Liberated-African Girls' School for 
the Mountain District, containing 
01 Scholars: of the Children bom in 
the Colony^ 71 are under instruc- 
tion. 

CAarfo//e— The Church on Sundays 
isattendedby 120; and on Week-days 
by 50: Communicants, S— This Set- 
tlement is destitute of a regular place 
of Worship : the building designed 
for it might be completed for a 
comparatively small sum, and would 
then be a substantial Church— Divine 
Service is at present performed in 
one of the School- Houses, which is 
far from being a suitable place, either 
as respects its size or accommodation 
—There is a great deal of drumming, 
here, but not equal to Gloucester— 
To the firing of muskets the people 
seem to be disposed, if they had mo- 
ney to purchase powder — Here is 
one division of the Liberated-African 
Boys' School for the District: 4ft 
of that class attend, and SO Children 
born in the Colony. 

fFelUngton — The residence of a 
Clergyman — 475 attend on Sunday 
Morning; 350 in the Afternoon; 150 
on the two Week-days, when Even- 
ing Service is kept:- Communicants* 
142 — The large attendance on Divine 
Service is so much the more pleasing* 
as all the accommodation provided 
consists in a miserable large grass hui 
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without forms, so that those people 
who do not like to stand all the while 
are obliged to bring their seals with 
tbem, and afterwards carrj them 
home again — The generalitj of the 
people are very decent and orderly in 
their behaviour, and esteem outward 
Church-privileges, such as Baptism 
and Christian Burial : the Sabbath 
wears the appearance of a sacred sea- 
son — The Communicants meet once 
a week, males and females separately, 
when one of themostexperienced pre- 
sides: departures from the Gospel- 
path are reported to the Missionary ; 
and if repentance doesnot follow, sus- 
pension, or exclusion from the num- 
ber of Communicants, isresorted to — 
In the Schools are 43 Liberated Afri. 
cans OB rations, 20 Liberated Afri- 
cans apprenticed, and 47 Children 
born in the Colony. 

ffaierloo^lAO attend on Sunday 
Morning; 100 in the Afternoon : the 
Morning Prayers during the week are 
attended by the School.Children only: 
11 Communicants— It is much to be 
regretted that they have left off* meet- 
ing for matual edification — The peo. 
pie, in general, are extremely negli- 
gent in the use of the Means of Grace, 
though they manifest a de»ire to have 
their children baptized— Their means 
of Christian Instruction have been 
extremely scanty since Mr.Wilhclm's 
removal— In the Schools there are 
71 Liberated Africans, and 44 Child. 
ren born in the Colony. 

Kent — 200 attend on Sundays: num. 
ber of Communicants 25, who meet 
twice a week at the house of one of 
the number— There used to be for- 



thc Sea District, cuiituiiiiiig 92 Scho- 
lars. 

Banandt — Divine Service was not 
held at the time when the island was 
visited by the Missionary, the people 
beingeogaged in attending their fa rros 
whilst the rice was standing in cars — 
Before that time the Schoolmaster 
used to read the Liturgy to the people 
on Sundays : 14 Children under in- 
struction. 

Tork — 150 attend on Sundays on 
the Missionary's Ministry, and about 
70 meet every Evening in a Chapel 
which they have built for themselves— 
Much inconvenience has arisen from 
the bad state of the grass hut provided 
by Government for a Place of Wor- 
ship, and from the steepness of the 
hill on which the Government House, 
in which the Missionary resides, is 
built; added to the impaired state of 
liis health, and strict orders given by 
the Chief of the Li berated- African 
Department, that Public Worship be 
not held in that house — The people, 
however, have shewn much attention 
to the Word preached to them since 
the time that the Missionary entered 
upon his residence among them, which 
took place about the beginning of the 
year; and they manifest a concern 
about the state of their souls — Three 
of the Communicants watch over the 
rest, conduct Prayers in the absence 
of the Minister, and keep a very laud- 
able Church - Discipline, reproving 
such as act inconsistently, and report. 
ing to the Missionary any that fall 
back and live in open sin, in order 
that he may strike them off the lis! 
of Communicants until they repent —

In this Settlement is the Sea-District 
Liberated-African Girls' School, con- 
taining 23 Girls, besides 38 Girls bom 
in the Colony. 

IlatUngi^ the residence of a Native 
Teacher— > 300 attend on Sunday 
Morning; 100 in the Afternoon ; 60 
onWeek-day Evenings; SO on Week, 
day Mornings: Communicants, 22, 
who meet once a week, when the- 
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Native Teacher pretides-^iace tlie 
time that a Religious Teacher has 
bey^un to reside here, a change for 
the better has taken place: the Sab- 
bath is observed with decency by 
about half the population — In the 
Schools, 43 Children born in the Co- 
lony. 

A new Settlement has been formed 
in the Mountain District, and is 
cMedGroM^ld : it includes 21 Child- 
ren, bom in the Colony, under in- 
struction; but no Congregation of 
Adults has been formed as yet. In 
the River District there are likewise 
three new Settlements which require 
to be adverted to ; namely, A lien* i- 
iMra, where 19 Liberated Africans 
and 10 Children born in the Colony 
are under instruction ; and Divine 
Service is held on Sunday, attended 
by 48 persons in the Morning and 
SO in the Afternoon : daily Morning 
Prayers are attended by about 6 
Adults, besides the Children* The 
people are too little acquainted with 
the English Language to understand 
what is read and occasionally spoken 
to them, but they seem to have a 
desire to understand. The new Set- 
tlement of Newiatub has no School, 
nor any provision for holding Public 
Service. Cmlmeni is the most distant 
Station of the River District i but it 
has had the advantage of a pious 
Headman, a Communicant of Wei- 
lington, who has used very laudable 
exertions to render the inhabitants 
a religious community : 100 Adults 
attend Divine Service on Sunday 
Morning, and 00 in the Afternoon i 
at Morning Prayers on Week-days 
about \2 Adults attend. There was 
a School of Liberated.African Boys 
here part of the year, but they have 
been removed to Waterloo. 

The number of persons attending 
Divine Service includes, throughout 
this statement, the Children. 

It cannot excite surprise, that, when 
the reduction of our number, by 
death, departure, and temporary ill. 
ncss, interrupted the performance of 



Public Services, the attendance on the 
part of the people also shoald have 
fallen off. At the same time, there 
is but a slight difference between 
the present number of Commnni. 
cants, total 590, and the nnmlier at 
the dose of last year, total 605 1 and 
it is gratifying to observe, that there 
is an increase of the number at both 
of those Stations which had the ad< 
vantage of the Missionary's penoaal 
residence. 

A new and very interesting feature 
in the general education of the Co- 
lony, is the Infant-School opened at 
Bathurst by the Rev. Thomas Davey. 
It is attended by 71 Children bon 
in the Colony, of the age of from i 
to 7 yearsi and has already prodneed 
very satisfactory results, in exciting 
the attention of the Children, and 
opening their minds for the reception 
of useful knowledge and religions 
impressions. 

The Contributions to the Chnreh* 
Missionary Society on the part of the 
Liberated Africans have ceased, from 
a circumstance which has prevented 
the Missionaries from oven urging 
the duty of contributing. The Cob 
lonial Government having declined 
to defray any longer the expense of 
lighting the Churches for Evening 
Service, it has appeared to the Mis- 
sionaries that they should direct the 
Christian liberality of theirCengrega- 
tions, first of all, to a supply of pafan- 
oil for the lighting of the Church. It 
is only by voluntary contributions 
that we have been enabled to hold 
Evening Service in any one of the Vil- 
lages; and the^ Contributions for this 
purpose seem to be all that the well- 
disposed have been able to offer. 

The Christian Institution, designed 
for training up Native Teachers and 
Assistants to the Mission, was re- 
opened, by the reception of one Pupil, 
on the 4th of April. Three more 
have been added to the number ; and 
the Society's Servants consider the 
report ofthe state of that Seminary 
as encouraging % which states, that of 
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these Youths two arc very hopeful ; 
while a satisfactory account is given 
of the general conduct of the other 
two, though their cmpAcities seem to 
preclude the prospect of their prov- 
ing useful as Teachers. 

As the Individual entrusted with 
th« care of these Youths had to con- 
sider this his primary duty, it was 
impoesible for him to engage as much 
MB is desirable in the pastoral du- 
ties of visiting those people in their 
houses, or receiving them in his own 
dwelling, to whom he proclaimed 



encouraging progres^^. The zealous 
endeavours of their Teachers, wc are 
sorry to siiy, are but very little se. 
condedby the Parents or other friends 
of the Scholars. 

While laying before the Honoured 
Committee of the Church Missionary 
bociety this account of the circum- 
stances of the Mission, wo unite in 
assuring them, that neither the me* 
mory of difficulties encountered, nor 
the prospect of others to come, dis. 
courages us from proceeding in our 
endeavours to do good to the Nations 



from the pulpit the glad tidings of of Africa. We will gladly live and 



Salvation, and administered Christian 
Ordinances. He has much regretted 
it; for there is already too much 
disposition in the people to consider 
the Freetown Clergyman as the mere 
servant of the outward Church, al- 
ways ready to administer the Ordi- 
nances, without any inquiry into the 
inward state of the persons applying 
for them. 

The Freetown Schools supported 
by the Church Missionary Society, 
and containing 484 Scholars, have aU 
taioed a higher degree of efficiency 
during the year by a second School, 
both Male and Female, being opened 
in the Eastern part of the town. 
They are highly useful seminaries 
for the spread of general information: 
but it is to be lamented that a taste 
for divine things, which it is thegreat 
object of our labours to excite, is 
seldom found in the Children, even 
in those who make otherwise very 



die in Sierra Leone, if we can spend 
our lives in labouring for the eternal 
welfare of the souls under our care. 
Nor shall we be less ready, whenever 
we shall be called to it, to carry the 
glad tidings of Salvation beyond the 
borders of the Colony; and to set up 
Christ's banner, and die in its defence, 
in the dwelling-places of those nu- 
merous Tribes with whose representa. 
tives only we have now to do. When 
God prospers our labours, we will 
give Him the praise : when He with, 
holds success, we will humble our- 
selves, under a consciousness of our 
wantof faith, of zeal, of perseverance, 
of self^enial, of love towards our fel- 
low.creatures. And always shall we 
hold fast this firm persuasion, that in 
God's own time Ethiopia ahall iirctch 
out her hands to Him, and acknow- 
ledge the name of Jesus to be the 
only name under heaven given among 
men whereby we mu$t be saved.

ANIMADVERSIONS; FROM A COPY OF WHICH LETTER, THE FOLLOWING ACCOVRT Of 

THE MISSION HAS BEEN TAKEN. 



DVAR BROTHER, 

LiTTLs did we think that our hum- 
ble labours in this distant part of the 
world would have been canvassed in 
the Calcutta Newspapers. 

To satisfy your various inquiries, 
we shall give you a simple and con- 
cise statement of the commencement 
and progress of the work of Con ver- 
sion in these parts, and of its present 
•Ute. 

First, however, we would premise, 
that the Tinnevelly Provinces, oif 
which Palaracottah is the fort, con- 
tains about 700,000 inhabitants, com- 
prising all Castes, excepting the Csha- 
triyas, of whom there are very few. 
The Soodras are the roost numerous 
Caste. Of these again the Pallers 
and Parriars are the most numerous, 
and form the lowest class; higher 
than these are the Shanars, that is, 
the cultivators of the Palmira-tree, 
who are also very numerous, parti- 
cularly South of Palamcottah. Next 
in number are the Brahmins, then 
the Moormen, or Mahomedans. A 
more particular account of this sub- 
ject you will find in the Church Mis- 
sionary Society*s Report for the year 
183S— 1824, in the Appendix, p. 8S6. 

At the latest Survey of the Dis- 
trict by the Company's Servants, in 
1890, there were found in this Dis- 
trict, according to the lowest calcu- 
lation, about 22,000 Native Chris- 
tians, of whom about 18,000 were 
Roman Catholics, and 4000 Pro- 
teMtants, belonging to the Tanjore 
Mission. Among these are many 



Soodras, but most are Shanars and 
Parriars. About SO years ago, one 
or other of the Tanjore Missionaries 
used to visit about here; also the 
Rev. Mr. Ringletaube (who at first 
belonged to their Society, but after- 
wards attached himself to the London 
Missionary Society, and who had a 
Mission establishment South of Tin. 
nevelly,in Travancore,)nsed to travel 
about and superintend these Congre- 
gations. He left this country about 
ten years ago ; and since then, no 
European Missionary looked after 
them. They were superintended at 
first by two Native Country Priests, 
and latterly by one only, sent out 
from time to time by the Tanjore 
Missionaries, with numerous Native 
Catechists for their Assistants. For 
some years previously to the end of 
1820, the Rev. Mr. Ho ugh. Chaplain of 
the Station, used to take a very lively 
interest in the welfare of these Con- 
gregations in particular, and in the 
spread of the Gospel in this district 
in general, by establishing Schools, 
and distributing Tracts. 

In 1820 we arrived in Palamcottah. 
We found Christianity at a low ebb, 
whether we looked to the Christians 
or to the Heathen. The Christians, 
from whatever cause, knew very 
little of the spirit of the Gospel ; and 
their conduct, with the exception of 
heathenish idolatry, differed very 
little from their heathen neighbours. 
The Heathen, particularly the Brah- 
mins, were very shy of us, and would 
hardly come near us. In the Schools 
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which Mr. Hoagh had established 
within seven miles round Palamcot- 
tah, we found itdifficult to introduce 
printed religious books; and were 
threatened with the breakiof^ up of 
the Schools, should we do so : how- 
ever, as we thought that in Missio- 
nary Schools Christianity should be 
taught, we did not relax in this mea- 
sure, and had by degrees the happiness 
to see the native prejudice removed : 
so that in about a yearns time our 
books were (as they still are) most 
eagerly read and learnt by the Hea- 
then Boys, who notunfrequently read 
them to their Parents also. Other 
Heathen Villages afterwards request- 
ed of their own accord to have Schools 
established: in some cases we com. 
plied with their request. We made 
it, however, a point frequently to 
visit all these Schools ; when we cate- 
chized the Boys, and preached to the 
people, who used to come in numbers 
together, first doubtless from curi- 
osity, but by degrees from a desire 
to hear the Christian Vedam and to 
receive books. Early in 1821, we 
made a tour through the district 
southward, visiting several of the 
Tanjore Mission Congregations, but 
principally preaching to the Heathen, 
and distributing Tracts, which we 
found were most eagerly received by 
them. Such excursions we repeated 
as often as our other engagements 
permitted. 

As we had given up an English 
School in the town of Tinnevelly, 
we turned the School-Room into a 
Chapel, and went thither every Wed- 
nesday Evening to preach to all that 
might come together. We had ge- 
nerally a pretty large number to 
hear : they were of course all Heathen, 
attracted by curiosity ; but not a few 
of them used afterwards to repeat 
tlieir attendance, in order to hear and 
dispute. Many Tracts were distributed 
there, not only to the inhabitants of 
the town, but also to many from 
other parts of the district, who, as 
we afterwards noticed, had, when 



passing: by the Chapel at the time of 
preaching, stept in. We have visited 
places more than sixty miles distant 
from Tinnevelly, where we found 
people acquainted with Christianity, 
who, upon inquiring, mentiondl 
that they had heard of it, and received 
a book in Tinnevelly, or in other 
places which we had visited. The 
eagerness with which the people re- 
ceived Tracts at the Tinnevelly Cha. 
pel, not only when the thing was new 
to them, but also afterwards, must 
have been witnessed, in order to cre- 
dit a descitiption of it. 

In the mean while we set a Semi- 
nary on foot. When we arrived in 
Palamcottah, Mr. Hough had already 
8 or 9 Soodra Boys in readiness to 
commence with ; in 1821 other Boys 
were added: but as the Christian 
Youths, from the persuasion of their 
Parents, would by no means abandon 
caste, which we thought it our duty 
not to allow in a Christian Institution, 
the Seminary was soon broken up. 
. It was commenced in 1822 again with 
new Boys ; but several of the former 
also returned, confessing their folly 
in relinquishing so great a privilege, 
for the sake of caste. This Seminary 
was composed of various Castes; 
Soodras, Valloovers,Shanars, and PUr- 
riars, of from eight to twenty years : 
several were of Protestant Parents, 
others Roman Catholics, and the 
rest Heathen, who were received un- 
der the condition that they should 
submit in all things to Christian 
principles. Our greatest aim, in the 
first place, was to inform them of the 
truths of the Bible, and to engage 
their hearts to abandon all sinful 
practices, and become true Christians. 
They were instructed also in Tamul 
Grammar, in Geography and Hi- 
story, in English, &c. Our exertions 
were soon crowned with success by 
the great Head of the Church. A 
change of character was seen in many 
of these Youths in the first year : the 
many inquiries which they made, of 
their own accord, about many pointa 
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referring to tht Scriptures, and to an 
experience of the truths contained 
therein ; their aversion to all JLinds 
of iromoralities, &c. ; convinced us of 
their having become the subjects of 
Divine Grace,and removed all doubts 
as to their fitness for reception into 
the Qhristian Church. Accordingly, 
we had the pleasure of baptizing of 
them, 
In December 1822, 1 Young Klan.

Hitherto only one of them has dis. 
appointed our expectations : all the 
rest behave in accordance with, their 
profession, at least as much as any 
equal number of Boys in Europe, if 
not more so. Another Young Man 
was equally promising and fit for 
Baptism ; but he died, whilst in the 
country, before the ordinance was 
administered to him. 

Of the other Seminarists, who were 
born of Christian Parents, there were 
6, over whom we could likewise re- 
joice; and their understanding of 
the Scriptures^ their proficiency in 
other useful knowledge, and their 
correct conduct, gave us the pleasing 
hope of seeing them hereafter use. 
fully and efficiently employed among 
their countrymen. In order to this, 
we always took a number of them 
along with us in our missionary ex- 
cursions in the country, to let them 
see our method of dealing and con- 
versing with the Heathen, and to 
make them by degrees read Tracts 
and the Scriptures to the people and 
converse with them: (heir desire to 
impart to others the knowledge of 
the Truth, as far as they knew it, was 
very conspicuous. If any question 
their fitness for this work, we request 
him to consider, that such lads as 
had been instructed for about 2 years 
in what was necessary for them to 
know, and who received that know. 
ledge with a diligence and desire by 
no means surpassed by European 
youths, would naturally know a vast 



deal more than the Heathens yea, 
than the Brahmins themselves. This 
was also acknowledged by the Hea* 
then ; and it was curious as well as 
pleasing to observe how large crowds 
of people, Brahmins included, would 
listen to these young messengers with 
pleasure, and receive Tracts from 
them. Brahmins even called them to 
their houses, and made them read our 
books to them and argued with them. 

On the Sabbath-days, we preached 
regularly in a large School^room near 
our compound, close to the high 
road; where usually a number of 
Heathen passengers stopped, and 
placed themselves at the doors and 
windows to hear. 

While the preparations for plant- 
ing the Gospel standard in this part 
were going on, the divine power of 
the Gospel shewed its effects also in 
some grown-up people more imme- 
diately around us. We had two 
Christain Men from Tanjore in our 
service, whom we employed at first 
as Tamul Writers, on a very small 
salary ; in fact, they had come to us 
in quest of employment : they had 
but little real knowledge of Chris, 
tianity ; and as to any experience of 
its power, they had none at all, as 
they afterwards themselves confessed. 
One of them actually formed a de- 
sign of leaving us in quest of a better 
salary ; but, as he afUer wards told us, 
he was restrained from it by the effect 
a discourse, one Sunday Morning, 
had upon his mind ; which made him 
resolve rather to stay and enjoy 
Christian instruction for the salva- 
tion of his soul with a small salary, 
than be without it with a larger. 
After about two years, we observed 
in them a more steady character, 
and an. evident desire afler divine 
things; and we employed them iu 
more important business. Oppor- 
tunities occurring, they by degrees 
acquired confidence to speak freely 
to us when it appeared plain that 
aid ihin^ had parted away with 
them also, and that their minds had 
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been ehanged. This was proved bj 
tbeir voluntary coofessions of their 
former sins, by their.seeking rest for 
their awakened consciences, by their 
love to the Word of God, and by 
their truly moral behaviour. One of 
them in particular had before been 
pven to pilferin^r when employed by 
cither Gentlemen : to them he now, 
freely, and of his own accord, con- 
fessed his sins in letters, and bej^ged 
their pardon. They shewed after- 
wards a scrupulousness in dealing; 
justly and uprightly even in little 
things, when they might have taken 
advantage without any one discover- 
ing it I which fully proved that they 
were actuated by true faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ Ilavinggivenfora 
length of time full proof of their re- 
generation, they were employed in 
more important offices in the Mission, 
and are to this moment our joy, and 
highly useful to their countrymen. 
They were of the Soodra Caste ; and 
by them several other Natives were 
persuaded of the truth of Chris- 
tianity; who, shewing true repent- 
ance and faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ* were subsequently baptized. 

In 1894 we were encouraged to fonn 
a Tract Society, in conjunction with 
the Missionaries in Nagercoi^ (about 
forty-five miles from here, south, 
ward). This Society consists, be- 
sides ourselves, of Natives,and carries 
on its business in the native language. 
Up to this time, 76,400 Tracts have 
been printed, and have been mostly 
distributed in these parts, among all 
classes of people. 

In the same year, and in 1825, the 
elder Seminarists felt themselves en- 
couraged to go out in groups to the 
festivals of the Heathen, for the pur. 
pose of making known the Gospel to 
them. This, of course, we encon. 
raged, with dne caution. As on 
such occasions people resort to these 
places from all parts of the country, 
the knowledge of Christianity spread 
widely, both by their conversation 
and by the Tracts, of which no small 
number was distributed. The atten. 



tion of the people to the subject was 
in consequence so much roused, as 
to make people come from far'to os 
and ask for books; even Zemiodara 
sent for copies of them. We our- 
selves repeatedly made journeys into 
the country, and embraced every op* 
portunity to speak with the Heathen i 
and as our preaching in the Schools 
in Tinnevelly, and in the School- 
room here in Palamcottah, was 
usually attended by many Heathen, 
the knowledge of the Gospel could 
not but spread very widely. 

The happy consequence of all 
these exertions, in the first place, was, 
that, in March 1822, a Heathen 
Schoolmaster of the high Soodra 
Caste, and a Heathen Woman of low 
Caste, with 2 Children, were bap. 
tized; having given sufficient evi. 
deuce of a change of mind. The two 
Children are now dead. The Soo< 
dra Man continues not only in the 
profession of Christianity, but is 
happy in the faith, and conducts him- 
self as behoves a Christian. He is 
already aged, and waits with desire 
for the time of his release from the 
fetters of the body. He is still ac- 
tively employed in the Girls' School. 
The woman also holds fast her pro- 
fession ; but her conduct has not al- 
ways been conformable to the Go. 
spel : however, we wish that many ' 
European Christians would shew the 
same contrition for their errors thai 
she has done. 

In August 1823, 5 Men and 3 
Children were baptized in Tiroo- 
poolangoody, a Village about twenty 
miles from this, south-east : they 
were Parriars : their history is de- 
tailed in various Missionary Publi. 
cations. We purchased a piece of 
ground in the Village, and built a 
School, or House for Prayer, upon it. 
They had signified their wish for 
Baptism more than two years before 
that; but as we think it our duty to be 
very cautious in admitting candidates 
to this sacred ordinance, we kept 
them thus long waiting; during which 
time they not only learnt more and 
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more the natore of the Gospel, visited 
Pftlamcottah frequently to attend Di- 
irine Service on Sundays, and re. 
jetted Idolatry and other heathenish 
practices, but also endured very great 
afflictions from their heathen neigh. 
boors, whose maltreatment brought 
at last their aged mother to the grave. 
In October 182S, two men arrived 
from Serobenkoodiyirooppoo, a vil- 
lage about twenty miles south of Pa- 
lamcottah, requesting to be instruct- 
ed in Christianity : they had been per- 
suaded to make this application by 
some Native Christians of the Tan- 
jore-Mission Congregations in Var- 
leiyadi, with whom they stood in 
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impression upon the surroundingViU 
lages ; and from these two causes, 
viz. the spread of the knowledge of 
the Gospel, and the justice rendeied 
to the Christians, it was, we believe, 
that, from time to time, more people 
in various other Villages, shook off 
the yoke of Idolatry and applied for 
Christian instruction i so that, in Sep- 
tember 1825, the Villages in which 
this had been done amounted to 185, 
and the Families to more than 1000. 
They had been all Idolaters, and 
were, with few exceptions, Shanars. 
When the number of Catechumens 
so remarkably increased, we were 
under the necessity of looking out

In one of these journeys, our Head 
Assistant went to Satan kool lam, a 
large town fuKher south, whilst there 
were many people gathered together 
for the market; to whom he read 
Tracts, exhorting them to leave their 
vanities, and to turn to the Living 
God. He had hardly left them, when 
fifteen persons (Shanars) signified 
their wish to renounce Idolatry, and 
receive Christian instruction. Some 
deputies of them came afterwards to

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Of Roman Catholics only fil per- 
sons, and from the Tanjore or other 
Protestant Missions only IS families, 
have joined onr establishment: the 
rest were all Heathen, and many are 
still under Christian instruction for 
Baptism. 

Before we proceed to mention the 
present state of these Congregations, 
it is necessary to allude to the many 
persecutions to which they have hi- 
therto been subjected. The very 
first Congregation at Tiroopoolan- 
goody has had a great deal to suffer, 
as already stated : they have patient- 
ly endured ; not one has denied the 
faith ; and they enjoy now compara- 
tive quietness. The second Congre. 
gation which arose, was at Semben- 
koodiyirooppoo, where the new Vil- 
lage of the Christians is now called 
Aroolloor: it has existed now four 
years: the vexations and injuries 
which they have received, both in 
body and estate, have been nearly 
innumerable. Paranniappen, a rich 
Native in the neighbourhood, began 
to dispute with the Brahmin who 
sold us a piece of ground for settling 
the Catechumens, about his right to 
do so. The case was referred to the 
Collector, who decided, after a trou- 
blesome and patient investigation, in 
favour of the firahmin. As the Con- 
verts could Justly witness in favour 
of the latter, this and the further 
circumstance that several people of 
Paranniappen*s Village joined our 
Congregation, seem to have been the 
causes of his inveterate hatred against 
the latter, and of his determination 
to extirpate them if possible. Dnring 
the three first years, he evinced it in 
many ways, by suborning the watch- 
men and others of his people to beat 
and rob them. As he did not suc- 
ceed, he at last, in Octolier 1896, got 
the Headman of the Christians in 
Aroolloor actually murdered, and 
many of the other people, women 
not excepted, greatly injured in their 
bodies. By briberies and false wit- 
nesses, he has escaped the panish. 
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meat duo to bini. In th^ coarse of 
these troubles, several* who had at 
first joined the Coogregation, being 
gained over by him both by threats 
and persuasion!^ added to presents, 
left the Congregation, and joined his 
party, and have greatly assisted him 
in his outrages. Shortly after the 
return of the murderers from the 
prison, being most unjustly acquitted, 
the house of our Catechist at Arool- 
loor was burnt down: we have every 
reason to believe it was done by the 
^oemy. The patience and stedfastness 
with which these oppressed people en- 
dured these afflictions are truly gra- 
tifying. Only two Families have left 
the Congregation for fear of them. 

In another Congregation, at Pey- 
koollam, the Brahmins, at first 
friendly to the people, changed by 
degrees their favourable disposition, 
gained some of the Congregation 
over to their side, and at last burned 
down the Chapel. Though the case 
was quite clear, as the Brahmins 
themselves admitted the crime before 
us, yet at the Court they escaped by 
briberies, and each of them was fined 
only two rupees for some trivial part 
of the offence. Most of those who 
had been misled by them afterwards 
saw their error, and returned to the 
Congregation, and are now diligent- 
ly loaming the Word of God. 

Thus many of the other Congre- 
gations have had to suffer, in one way 
or ether. We cannot say that Chris, 
tianity has always been the sole cause 
of these afflictions ; bot it certainly 
excited an increased hatred against 
the people, and stimulated their ene- 
mies tube vexatious: in some,disputes 
about the ownership of Villages; 
in others, extortions from the Na- 
tive Tax-Officers, were among the 
causes. Both with respect to lands 
and taxes, this district has been, 
more perhaps than any other district, 
in confusion. Formerly, the Sha. 
Bars, who were owners of lands, were 
so oppressed by the higher castes, 
that the former did not dare to trahs- 
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act their own business ahont their 
possessions in the public offices i 
which made them choose agenta from 
the higher castes, whom they ie« 
warded for the trouble : these ageats 
had, of course, their names registered 
in the Public Accounts. In time, by 
various intrigues and secret under- 
standings with the Public Native Acr 
countants, these agents gradually in- 
truded into the possessions of theiv 
employers, and at last gave it oat 
that those lands were their own. The 
former were kept nnder; so that, 
often for many years, they feared to 
assert their rights; for if any one 
dared to do so, the deceivers, being of 
high caste, had many means in hand 
to oppress them and make all their 
efforts prove fruitless. But when 
the Collectors began to look into 
matters, and particularly when the 
late Collector shewed every dispoi 
sition to render justice to every class 
of Natives, and to admit even the 
lowest into the Public OfficeTto as- 
sert their rights, those oppressed 
people got courage, and brought for. 
ward their claims. When the de« 
ceivers saw that they could not now 
carry their threatenings into execu- 
tion, as formerly, they did all they 
could to intimidate and injure them: 
to this they were the more excited, if 
any of them renounced Idolatry, and 
put themselves under Christian tn« 
struction. The maltreatment they 
received from them was often atro. 
clous, and crying to Heaven. Men 
and women, with their infants, were, 
in the monsoon time, cast out of their 
houses, false complaints were made 
against them, and they were put in 
prison, till their rights could be esta. 
blished. 

Jnst now another atrocious case 
has occurred. Some inimical Hea- 
then and Moormen in Rongalaraya- 
kooritchy came together ten days 
ago, and used threatening language 
against our people, and in the night 
set fire to our School or Prayer- 
lIouKe there. Whilst they came over 
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to PftUmcottah to inform us of the 
circumstancct the enemies hnrnt 
down a small Moorman shop» and 
were beforehand with the Tasildar, 
complaining against the ChrisUans, 
as if they had burnt it down. Of 
course the Tasildar sent out a war- 
rant to apprehend them. The case 
is not yet decided. 

We cannot but say here a few 
words on the facility with which such 
wicked schemes can, under the pre. 
sent system of administering justice, 
be transacted. The law is, that if 
any thing is proved by witnesses, the 
judge or magistrate must decide in 
fiivour of it. Now, these unprin- 
cipled Heathen can get any number 
of witnesses, for a few fanams, to 
swear to any thing; and it is in this 
way that most crying injustices are 
committed, even by the European 
Magistrates, contrary to their own 
wish* The worst in these circum- 
stances is, that the Magistrate can 
receive no private information re- 
specting any case; which, if he could, 
would give him much light on it: 
this is so far just, in case it be prac- 
tised with respect to both parties: 
but the fact is, the Heathen have 
always secret intercourse with the 
Tasildar and Court Servants, who, 
notwithstanding all injunctions to 
the contrary, are easily bribed, to 
make such representations to their 
European master as they tLink best : 
the cuaiSTiAN cannot do this : and 
the Court Officers, who are hiathbn, 
willingly lend themselves to the op- 
pression of the Christians, favouring 
the Heathen. But that such is tlie 
'..^y in which justice is administered 
ki^these parts, it is notorious; and I 
could multiply instances of the hor- 
rible and most distressing conse- 
quences of it, by which the innocent, 
not only among the Christians, but 
also among the Heathen, suffer. The 
trial by witnesses is so far right, if all 
have the same principles of justice, 
or the same check against committing 
porjuries, &c. The ChruiiMiu have 



a check, by the instructions which 
they receive: the Heathen have it 
iwt, and therefore can go on with 
imponity. There are shrewd and 
wicked Heathen in this district, who 
actually make a trade of false accu- 
sations, who get a number of wit- 
nesses together to swear to any thing. 
The accused party is often entirely 
innocent of the alleged crime 9 but 
on his being apprehended, rather 
than risk being carried 100 miles to 
the Court, having there to wait in 
prison perhaps six or eight months, 
leaving his family to starve, he se- 
cretly compromises with the accuser, 
pays him some money, and so is let 
free : and in this traffic Peons and 
Ketcherry writers are all implicated, 
and share in the spoil. Surely this 
state of things requires the attention 
of the Government. 

In the Tax affairs it is no better. A 
number of Villages have a Public Ac- 
countant ; whose object is to fill his 
chatties with money, and who does his 
duly just as far as he can do it with, 
out being detected in his frauds. His 
duty is, to number the people, adjust 
their taxes according to their respec- 
tive employments, and to collect 
them. In this affair he practises all 
possible skill to cheat the Govern- 
ment, and to oppress the people. 
Suppose there are in a Village SO 
houses, 15 of which come under one 
sort of taxes, and 15 under another : 
of these 15, he will register only four, 
and let the rest go free, taking a 
bribe from them ; and all the 15 pay 
only as much as is received from 
four. This was the case with a Vil. 
lage before it came under Christian 
instruction: after that, the people 
were instructed not to give bribes, 
and to pay to Government what is 
due. The Accountant comes the 
next year, with the intention of play, 
ing the same trick over again: the 
people refuse to give him a bribe: 
instantly he changes his account, and 
registers them all ; so that now thej 
rtust. pay nine or ten fanams each. 
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whereas formerlj they paid but two 
or three. His registering them all 
is no more than just ; but as the 
Christians are still men, having no 
clear idea about taxes, they refuse 
to pay, saying, ** We have all along 
paid only so much, and now we 
are required to pay two or three 
times more.** The Accountant has a 
fair excuse, in case they complain, 
and has many ways of preventing the 
discovery of his cheats. Oftentimes 
the people know nothing about his 
frauds, the Accountant having made 
up matters secretly with one or two 
of the Headmen or owners of the 
Villages. Now, when the people be- 
come Christians, they will not dance 
according to the pipe of those men. 
Instantly they put the whole tax upon 
them, and make such proposals as 
these : " Come over lo our Village, 
worship again our idols, smear ashes 
on your forehead, and you shall be 
as happy as before.** Upon a refusal, 
which they often make, thinking 
seriously, from ignorance of facts, 
that the increase of taxes is a mere 
caprice of the Accountant, they 
have Peons sent to them, who drag 
these ** Christian fellows** to pri. 
son, and ill-treat them : this wicked 
practice obtains throughout the dis- 
trict It will be said, that the people 
may complain, and then they will 
get redress. But, in the first place, 
their oppressors have many means of 
oppressing them still more in case 
they complain; for fear of which, 
they rather suffer quietly : or, they are 
ignorant of Ketcherry proceedings, 
and manage their affairs so badly 
that the craft of their opponents 
nearly always triumphs. Last year the 
Sub. Collector introduced a plan for 
checking such oppressions, by giving 
to each householder a written docu- 
ment of what he had to pay : but all 
the evil is not taken away thereby : 
the Accountant still finds pretexts lo 
ask more than is due, or can still leave 
out from his Register those whom he 
wishes to favour ; and so it happens, 



that the people of a certain employ*' 
ment in one Village, have to pay- 
double or treble the amount that the' 
people of the same employment in 
the neighbouring Villages have to • 
pay. Here envy is set at work.- 
The man in the former Village- 
refuses to pay. Of course, envy 
is not to be defended ; but still every 
body will allow that too great occa. 
sion is given for it; and we do not' 
wonder to see this envy operate in 
those who have joined the Christian ' 
Church : they are still men, and only 
just emerging from darkness. How 
would a European act, if he were 
placed in the same circumstances? I 
am sure he would find it extremely 
unjust, to pay more than his neigh- 
bour, who in no respect differs from 
him. In Europe they have certain 
modes of redress; bat the Native 
Christian in India has none, as above 
described ; or if he has, there are too 
many obstacles in his way to uae 
them. Thus, Native Christians have 
also in this respect a great many dif- 
ficulties and vexations to contend 
with, and the Government is cheated : 
and sure we are, that when the coun. 
try shall be christianized, the Oo. 
vernroenfs Treasury will be filled to 
half the amount more than what it 
now receives, owing to the cheats 
which these Accountants and Miras- 
karers at present practise. Occa* 
sionally, when these men have en- 
mity against the Heathen inhabitants, 
they also have to suffer in a similar 
manner. But in his reports to the 
Cpllcctor of those who will not pay, 
the Accountant carefully excludes 
the Heathen from the list, and al- 
ways puts forth the Christians; so 
that persons not knowing the real 
state of things, are led to think that 
these only are nuwilling to pay. All 
thisaddsto the troublesof the Chris- 
tians : but this is not all. When the 
people were in Heathenism,they paid 
certain taxes to idol temples for the 
performance of idolatry, and other 
contributions for the maintenance of 
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sg-firlSy- tnyelliDf^ - sanojuis, 
^ow, lieeoiniBg Christians, they 
themselves justly free4 from 
roDtributiomi ; as they have to 
bute to the performance of Di- 
Service in a Christian manner,

IS much was necessary to state 
ming the troubles and persecu- 
of the Converts, in order to get 
it view of their present state.

pressors. Others, again, hid proha* 
hly the latter motive only; though 
they had abundance of instances be. 
fore them, that those who joined the 
Christian Church had to bear a heavy 
cross, and did not gain any worldly 
advantage, excepting that by influ- 
ence of instruction they became 
cleanly in their persons and clothing, 
and more decent and orderly in their 
deportment. Moreover, such per. 
soQs, if they were principal men in the 
Village, would, on coming over to 
Christianity, from whatever motive 
it was, bring all their dependents and 
labourers with them ; who knew at 
the commencement, perhaps, very 
little of Christianity, and came to be 
instructed simply because their maa« 
ters did so. And there were somo 
who joined the Church with the ex- 
press design to abuse our kindness^ 
and to give scope to their evil pas- 
sions: this determined us not to 
intercede any longer in their alleged 
sufferings from other people ; which 
may indeed have caused many a 
really innocent sufferer to have re- 
mained under his straits, but ex- 
cluded effectually the intrusion of 
such as had bad motives. 

Now, the natural consequence was^ 
that, in the course of time, many of 
those persons who had only earthly 
advantages in view, not seeing them 
realized, and being pressed by perse- 
cution, thought it better to return 
again to their old customs. Hence it 
was, we believe, that the number who 
at first enlisted for Christianity gra- 
dually decreased. Another cause of 
decrease was, the terror which somo 
persons felt in seasons of calamity : 
for instance, when the cholera took 
away one or the other of a family, the 
rest would think, particularly when 
persuaded by the Heathen Neigh- 
bours, that that was occasioned by the 
goddess Ammen, as a punishment for 
having forsaken her worship. In an- 
other family, the small.pox made ra- 
vages : the relations were frightened 
in the same manner, and left off at. 
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lemliBg ChriitnB Wonhip, al letat 
for a waion. A remarkable instance 
of this kind happened in a Villaf^ 
where the Headman, who seems to 
have had more temporal than spiri. 
tual advantage in view, lost a child by 
the tmall-poz : the affliction brought 
fcitt low; and; hearing his Heathen 
neighbours say, that Amroen had 
killed the child because of his learn, 
ing the Christian Vedam, he secretly 
wished to return to Heathenism. A 
lew days after, his second child fell 
ill. Without listening to the advice of 
the Catechist, or remembering what 
ha had been instructed in, he sought 
for help ; and meeting with a deviPs 
devotee, asked him what he should 
do to save his child. He, of course, 
advised him to return to Ammen, 
and to sacrifice immediately. The 
credulous man prepared to do so; but 
before he could perform it, the child 
died. A few days afterwards, his 
third child became ill with the small- 
pox i instantly he went to ofTei to 
Ammen, prostrated himself before 
the image, confessed that he bad 
sinned in jbining the Christians, and 
prayed to her to save the child, mak- 
ing the usual offerings: but a few 
hours after, that child also died. The 
man then became extremely low, saw 
his error, was convinced of the va- 
nity of idols, and after some weeks 
returned to the Congregation. 

Whilst the number of families which 
had forsaken idolatry in 1825 thus 
decreased in several places, in others 
it increased : and, in the very same 
places in which some abandoned their 
profession, others came forward to 
avow it. Notwithstanding the many 
distracting circumstances among the 
Congregations, the light and beauty 
of Christianity cannot remain hid, 
and, by God*s blessing, cannot fail to 
attract the notice of its beholders. 
Those who abode stedfast in their first 
determination, and continued to hear 
and learn the Word of God, evident- 
ly became better informed : they saw 
gradaally that they had made no bad 
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choice; and thatChristianitj ia really 
more excellent than all they had sees 
or heard of before, or than all which 
their wisest Teachers could oWbrz 
their hearts also did not remain aa- 
affected ; they began to hate imno* 
rality and vice, and to behave mora 
decently and orderly : their ontward 
circumstances, in their trades wuk 
other employments, which the Hea. 
then thought would be altogether 
miserable in consequence of their de- 
struction of idols, remained not only 
the same, but in several instances in. 
proved ; and they no longer united in 
the schemes of wicked men to injure 
others : this the Heathen beheld, and 
at the same time heard the truth of 
the Gospel declared to them, or read 
of it in the books that are scattered 
all ever the country. In addition to 
these causes, when afflictions by sick* 
ness or death came on Heathen Fami« 
lies, notwithstanding all their sacri- 
fices to idols; or when, at the time of 
the cholera, the Christian Congrega- 
tions were, on the whole, spared; or 
when their fields yielded the same 
fruits, if not more; or if, notwilh- 
standingthe destruction of idols, the 
rains returned as seasonably as be- 
fore ; and when, at the public feasts 
of Idolatry in the most famous places^ 
the carts could not be brought for. 
ward from various natural causes, or 
overturned and killed those who were 
within their reach ; or when, at such 
festival?, tempests arose with lighl. 
ning, which killed one or the other 
on the spot; it could not be other- 
wise than that the judgment, which 
was already inclined to Christianity 
by the causes mentioned before, was 
brought to the resolution of embrac- 
ing it. We cannot omit mentioning 
an instance that happened in the he- 
ginning of this year ; — In a Village 
near one of our Christian Villages, 
the Headman lost, in the course of a 
few months, his wife and all his six 
children by the cholera, notwith. 
standing all his offerings to all sorts 
of idols. He then threw them down

Il appears from the preceding aci. 
count, that these Converts wer« 
not formerly Roman Catholics^ nor 
members of the old Tai^ore Mission 
Congregations, as has been snpponed ; 
but, with few exceptions, Idolalers. 
That they are not from the higher, 
but from the lower Caste, naturally 
arises from this, that the former find 
in caste a stronger barrier against 
publicly professing Christianity than 
the latter ; though it must be noticed 
that even among these there is caste 
influence, which they have to over- 
come, and there are many among 
them that are as tenacious of Idoli^ 
try and their caste as any of the for^ 
mer. We cannot, therefore, but re- 
gard their actually renouncing Ido- 
latry and destroying their long.wor- 
shipped idols, and their submitting 
themselves to Christian instructiott 
and discipline,as arising from aDi vine 
influence upon their minds, agree- 
ably to the promises of Sacred Writ. 
But, as it has been already mentioned, 
these new Congregations comprise 
also, to a considerablejextent, a mid- 
dling caste, the Shanars. Besides, of 
Soodras also, six have been baptized, 
and are now usefully and diligently 
employed in the district. 

Men of the world may sneer at 
these poor and low Christians; but 
God goes on in His own way, and He 
will perform His plan as bb pleanes* 
and not as man may think. We do 
not seek exclusively, either the poor 
or the rich, the low or the high : who- 
soever comes within our reach, him 
we make acquainted with the will of 
God. When we see the rich and high 
despise or neglect the gracious mes- 
sage, and the poor and^ low receive 
and esteem it, riiall we reject them 
because they are poor or of low 
caste ? God forbid that ever such a 
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fedinip ihould enter oar hearts, or 
those, of any other ministers of the 
QfMpel I We should thereby despise 
the Saviour, who was meek and iewfy 
im heMfi^ and who had not where to lay 
kU head. And hath not God choten 
$k0i FOOB of thii world to be rich in faith, 
mi4 heirs of the Kingdom which He hae 
pr^mited to them that love Him f 

With regard to the previous con. 
dttion, character, and habits of the 
Converts, and the effects of conver- 
sion upon their after-habits of life 
&c^ we have to observe, that, as in all 
casles, so among the Shanars also, 
there are rich and poor, high and 
low, intelligent (as far as Heathen in- 
telligence goes), and ignorant; there 
are masters and servants among them; 
proprietors of lands, trees, and vil- 
lages ; and labourers. They were all 
idolaters, and superstitious; devoted 
to the common gods of the Hindoos, 
und to other idols of their own 
making, which represent devils ; im- 

f^ure in thought, word, and action ; 
iars, cheats, and adulterers. Their 
employment is chiefly the cultivation 
of the Palmira-tree, which abounds 
here ; many also live by agriculture ; 
others by merchandize ; and the poor- 
er sort by carrying burdens, &c. 
The latter especially, and mostly 
the women, are excessively dirty in 
their person and dress ; and, even if 
they are in better circumstances, 
they still will outwardly appear in a 
ragged condition, from a kind of po- 
licy, in order to avoid the rapacious 
hands of the Maravers, who, espe- 
cially during the time of thePoligars, 
took care to spoil such as appeared 
to be affluent Now, the new Con- 
Terts are from among all these. As 
to thb eflTect which their conversion 
has had on them, we cannot of course 
speak very particularly, as we are 
mostly at a distance from them. Our 
opinion of them rests, therefore, prin- 
cipally, on the testimony of others ; 
though many of those things which 
we are going to mention have fallen 
liadar our own notice. 



First, then, they have all rejected 
Idolatry, and learn to worMpGadkt 
spirit and in truth. They are desirous 
of being instructed in the vrholesome 
truths of the Gospel; And men and 
women, and even children, assemble 
daily together for the purpose, espe- 
cially on the Sabbath-day. A great 
many of them know the Catechism by 
heart ; and not a few have learnt also 
parts of Scri pture, such as the Sermon 
on the Mount, &c. That they do this, 
instead of joining in their former 
wild dances and idol worship, spend- 
ing whole nights in revelling and 
obscene songs and actions, is cer- 
tainly in their favour. A number of 
them were formerly devotees to idols : 
they have left off* all these things; 
they have delivered over to us their 
clubs and idolatrous clothes ; and sit 
now with the rest, soberly listening 
to the Word of God, learning to tmst 
in the living God, and not in lying 
devices. They are getting more clean- 
ly in their habits, and shew a more 
decent behaviour in every respect. 
At their marriage ceremonies they 
submit to the simple style requirnl 
by Christian principles, discarding 
all the foolish and stupefying customs 
of the Heathen on those occasions ; a 
circumstance of no small importance, 
when it is considered how tenacious 
the natives are of making a greatshow 
at marriages. The noise of quarrel- 
ling and fighting is hardly overheard 
in their streets, and they learn to live 
together in peace and harmony. The 
cruel treatment and persecutions of 
their Heathen neighbours they learn 
niore and more to bear with patience, 
and not to render evil for evil. Ly- 
ing is much abated among them; 
and they learn to love truth and 
righteousness; and are ready to con. 
fess their faults. One Congregation 
consists in part of Maravers; they 
have left off altogether their night 
expeditions for plunder and robbery, 
and live peaceably by the produce of 
their lands. Some of them have 
been baptized, who confessed on the 
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occuioD th«t «t fini the J Iwd asked 
for Christian instnicttoii from world, 
ly motives { bat that, haviof^ since 
learnt the natore of Christianity, thej 
were ready to abide by it at any rate. 
They ^ive us much pleasure. Others 
Imto made the same confession. 
Even the Heathen give the Converts 
a i^od testimony, and observe a very 
&vourable change in their character. 
One of us was lately in a Village 
where there is a Congregation. Walk- 
ing about in the streets towards the 
evening, he spoke with several Hea* 
thens,whom he met with, calling them 
to repentaoce. One of them was nu 
ther irritated, and said, ** Well, if 
the great people cheat and steal, 
may we (the poorer people) not do 
so too ?" He was asked whether the 
Christians in the Village did steal ; 
when, in the presence of all, he an- 
swered ^^ No.'' (In the same Village 
only lately several of the Christians' 
booses were burnt down, and a child 
of theirs fverished in the flames.) A 
Heathen landowner preferred a Chris- 
tian labourer in the field to a Heathen, 
saying, ** The Christians are more 
faithful.*' In another place, a mem- 
ber of the Congregation was attacked 
by the Maravers, beaten and robbed. 
When the- Catechist asked him 
whether he would not complain 
against the man, he answered, **No. 
Did not the Lord Jesus say, fFhoto- 
ever ikmtt umUe Oiee on the right cheeky 
ium to him Ike oiher aiao " f Another 
man, yet unmarried, lives with his 
mother, a widow, who keeps house 
for him. She, however, remains in 
Heathenism, and troubles her son 
much to give up Christianity again. 
As he remains sled fast, she lately 
refused to keep house for him, so 
that the man came into great straits. 
The Catechist, to try him, proposed 
that he should leave his mother, 
marry, and so provide for himself. 
To this he answered, '* No : the 
Commandment is. Thou ehali hoHowr 
thjffmther and thy mother," Another 
nan was a conjuror, and on his 



own confession tried to do much mis. 
chief by his conjuration-books. He 
latterly came, and not only related 
the circumstance with much feeling 
and grief, being burdened by the sins 
he had committed thereby ; but also 
asked what to' do with those bad 
books, saying, ** I must not give or 
sell them to others, because they will 
try to do mischief by them." He 
would not sell them, though money 
was offered, but, according to advice, 
put them, in the presence of many 
people, into the fire. These are some 
examples of the wholesome effects 
which Christianity has on the minds 
and conduct of the Converts, besides 
those which have already been men- 
tioned. We do not hesitate to say, 
that they are, on the whole, better 
husbands, better wives, better fathers; 
better members of society, more in- 
dustrious and conscientious labour- 
ers and servants, and more loyal 
subjects than the unconverted. 

In giving this character of the Con- 
verts, we do not, of course, mean thai 
they are all alike, and that they make ' 
equal progress in faith, holiness, 
righteousness, and other moral qua- 
lities. There are many among them 
who still need regeneration ; on which 
account they are also not yet bap. 
tized. When it is remembered from 
what an abyss of ignorance and su- 
perstition they have emerged ; when 
it is remembered that natural habit 
is a strong thing % when it is remem- 
bered that Europe, which has en- 
joyed the light of Truth these 1000 
years, is, notwithstanding, in inno* 
merable instances, far from what it 
ought to be in point of Christian 
morality, — ^we shall not expect these 
Hindoos to be at once patterns of 
morality in every respect, or even to 
exceed Europeans therein. The work 
of renouncing an abominable Idolatry 
and confidence in idols, and of trust- 
ing in the living God, and hoping for 
Hisfisvpur through thernef>its of Jesus 
Christ, is the foundation of holiness 
and righteousness; the progress of 
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holiness itself is a work of time, and 
will certainly follow wherever the 
foundation is laid. Whilst it is going 
on, it is no marvel that, in all of t^ 
Converts, bad inveterate habits now 
and then lift up their heads. In the 
primitive Charches it was the same. 
Their members were not perfect as 
soon as they became Christians, and 
many lamentabU; things appeared 
among them ; but they were thereby 
put into the surest way of becoming 
holy and happy, which, as Heathens, 
they could never attain to. It is 
similar with Uiese new Churches; and 
they require much patience, forbear- 
ance, and cai^efnl direction. We say 
all this to prevent Europeans roea. 
suring the attainments of Native 
Christians according to their own 
standard. European Churches are 
like trees fully grown ; these Native 
Churches are like plants just begin, 
ning to grow. And yet we venture 
to say, that there are many among the 
latter, who, in point of knowledge of 
the Scriptures and moral conduct, 
may vie with many in Europe. 

We wish to add a few words re- 
specting the Assistants whom we em- 
ploy, in order to enable the friends 
of Missions in Bengal to form a 
judgment of their qualifications for 
the work in which they are engaged. 
They all do not only possess a compe- 
tent knowledge of the Scriptures i 
bat have also, so far as we can judge, 
experienced the power of the Gospel 
in their own hearts. The Young Men 
in our Seminary, from which most of 
our assistants are taken, in addition 
to the instruction in various sciences 
which they receive, are very carefully 
instructed in the Bible : they learn 
daily large portions of it by heart, 
and hear nearly every word explained \ 
in the course of which they acquire 
mucti knowledge of Profane History, 
Chronology, Astronomy, &c. Those 
who are at present in the Seminary 
have learnt by heart a large portion 



of St. Matthew, the whole of tk« 
Epistles to the Romans, Ga U tiaM, 
Ephesiaas, Philippians, Coloasians, 
Timothy, Titos,' and Philemon i wad 
tho two Epistles of St Peteri besides 
many portions of the Old Testaroentt 
and have heard them explained in 
the above-mentioned manner. They 
have received lectures on every book 
in the Bible ; and are now studying 
the Evidences of Christianity in a 
Tery particular manner; besides, they 
derive much instruction from the 
numerous Tracts published by us* It 
must be remembered, moreover, that 
these Young Men are employed in 
teaching, not European Christians, 
but people who were altogether igno* 
rant of the truth, and are just emerg- 
ing from Heathenism; not people 
who endeavour to oppose them with 
specious and sophistical arguments, 
but people who are willing to learn 
the principles of Christianity. Yet, 
as we have already stated, they art 
clever enough to engage in contro^ 
versy even with shrewd Brahmins. 
Once, when one of the Seminarists 
was reading and speaking in the street 
to a crowd of people, a Brahmin 
passing by, stood still and listened 
with pleasure. He went away ; and 
on returning, pulled out a few plan- 
tains, and gave them to him in token 
of his satisfaction.

After writing the above, a number 
of Heathen, in a Village where there 
is already a Congregation, have re- 
nounced Heathenism, and transmitted 
to us, by the Catechist, a wooden 
idol,with a basket full of cloth images, 
and several dresses of deviPsdevotees, 
which they used to wear when acting 
their part before the idol. This yon 
will be glad to hear. We beg you to 
notice, that the term * devil's' is nok 
given by os to them; but is the real 
name which the Natives TaxMSELVBt 
apply to this sort of idols.

WHEN • &po8itlon appears in any place to assUt the designs of the Society 
by estaUishhig an Association in its support, a MeeUng of persons &vourable to 
ff i fl B a measure should be called. The friends who meet for this purpose shouM 
Ibrm themselTes into a ^^ Clmrch Missionary Association, in aid of the Chmch 
Hianonary Society for Africa and the East ;** and should proceed to appoints 
Committee and proper Officers* 

In large Twm*^ 4xnnprekemdmff several Parishet^ it may be expedient to appoint 
a President, Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary ; with a pretty nu- 
merous Committee, composed of persons from the different Parishes. 

In ParoehiaiAttociatiom^ aTrea8urer,a Secretary,and a smaller Committee,under 
the Presidency of the Clergyman, may be best suited to conduct the business. 

It may sometimes be found expedient to fbrm Associations in SepanOe Cengre* 
gtUkmt in the same ParitK, rather than one Association in the parish at large ; and 
in this case also, a Treasurer, Secretary, and Committee, under the Presidency of 
the Clergyman, will suffice to accomplish the object. 

In a VohsnUtry Unum of Friends, whether the members of the same family, the 
children of a school, or persons connected by affinity or friendship, such arrange- 
ments may be made as may prove most convenient to themselves. 

In this manner, benevolent persons, willing to assist the designs of the Society, 
from the domestic circle to the lai^est town, may unite for a purpose most bene- 
6cial to their own minds, while it expresses a due regard to the glory of God in 
the salvation of the Heathen, and a proper sense of their own infinite obligations 
to Divine Mercy.

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EZEKIEL XLVIL8. 

THEN SAID HE UNTO ME, THESE WATERS ISSUE OUT 
TOWARD THE EAST COUNTRY, AND GO DOWN INTO 
THE DESERT, AND GO INTO THE SEA ; WHICH BEING 
BROUGHT FORTH INTO THE SEA, THE WATERS SHALL 
BE HEALED. 

These words form a part of that sublime series 
of visions, whose detail closes the inspired an- 
nouncements of the prophet Ezekiel. After he 
had, in solemn strains, declared the coimsels of 
God against the enemies of His chosen people, 
and testified to the destruction that awaited the 
Princes of Mesech and TuJsal ; after having stated, 
that, in that judgment, the Heathen should see 
His glory, and the House of Israel know the Lord 
their Grod from that day forth for evermore, who, 
pouring out His Spirit upon that house, had brought 
them again from the people, and gathered them from 
out qf their enemies kmdSf and had (hedged Himself 
not to hide His face from them anjf mare; the 
prophet proceeds, in apparent connection with the 
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context, to describe the Temple of the Lord 
erected on a very high mountain, and the glory of 
Jehovah, visibly displayed, entering therein, and 
occupying the holy placQ. From under the 
threshold of the eastern gate, the prophet ob- 
served the mystical stream to issue ; which, at 
first rare and scanty, gradually swelled into a 
mighty river, and, going down into the desert, 
passed into the sea, and the waters thereof were 
healed. 

On a subject involved in so much obscurity 
as this vision, and one on which such varied 
learning and research have been employed, it 
would ill become me to venture an opinion. 
Whether the prophet intended, in his description 
of the sacred edifice^ merely to give to the return* 
ing Children of Israel a plan of their ancient Tern* 
pie; whether it has a mystical connection with 
the glories promised to that now-rejected, but still 
beloved people, when they shall again be turned to 
their God and their King ; or whether it symbolizes 
the progress and completion of the spiritual Church 
of the Living Gk>d, whose foundation is laid on the 
Apostles and Prophets, Christ Jesus Himself 
being the chief Corner-stone, and whose Circuit 
will contain all the Redeemed of God, whether Jew 
or Gentile ; it would be presumption for me to 
determine. The apparent identity of the structure 
with the Apocalyptic city of St. John ; the name 
given to it from that time forth — Jehovah-Sham- 
mah. The Lord is there ; the goings in and out of 
the Lord of Glory ; and the mystical waters, wh6se 
course is described in the text, but which never 
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did, nor could have existed in the literalJerusalem; 
may perhaps lead us to conclude, that, as part of 
the prophet's imagery is figurative, and symbolizes 
spiritual objects, so other parts, whose meaning 
and introduction are less obvious, may likewise 
have a spiritual significancy, to be developed by 
time — perhaps the best interpreter of prophecy. 
It is not my object to discuss these interesting 
topics : they lie beyond the limits of our present 
assembling, and perhaps of addresses from this 
place. Let me rather draw your attention to the 
spiritual tendency of that portion of the vision 
which I have selected for my text And may that 
God, in whose presence we stand, impress, by His 
Holy Spirit on our hearts, the lesson which they 
contain ! 

Having made, under the durection of his Angelic 
guide, the circuit of the walls of the Temple, 
Ezekiel is represented as returning to the eastern 
entrance ; a gate which, it is declared, shall be 
shut, and no man shall enter in by it ; because the 
Lord, the God of Israel, hath entered in by it : it 
is fot* the Prince ; the Prince sfuUl enter by the 
way of the porch qf that gate, and sfiall go out by 
the way of t/ie same. This gate, thus consecrated 
to the use of the Prince and tiod of Israel, is the 
scene of this part of the prophet's vision : from 
its lofty height he is enabled to view the cheerless 
prospect that stretched before him ; and from its 
threshold welled forth the healing waters of the 
Sanctuary. Cheerless indeed the prospect that 
presented itself to the prophet's eye — the desert 
that extended eastward between the city and the 
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dreary dhore of the Dead Sea» whose sluggish and 
pestilential waters bounded his horizon I Under 
what awful and impressive images does he repre- 
sent the state of corrupted human nature ! a de- 
sert, gloomy in aspect, and sterile in its soil ; 
unknowing and incapable of cultivation from hu- 
man hands ; affording no hidtJig-place from the 
windf no covert from the tempest ; one picture of 
desolation and distress, whose smiles were the 
deceitful mirage that brings disappointment to the 
traveller ; whose fruits were bitterness to the taste, 
and destruction to the frame: — ^nay more, the lake 
emphatically called the Dead Sea, whose waters, 
<x>vering the accursed Cities of the Plain, exhibit, 
in their appearance and their quality, the impress of 
the wrath of an offended God ; whose shores are 
clothed with no verdure; which remains, and ever 
will remain, a gloomy monument of the guilt of re- 
bellious man, and the vengeance of the just Jeho- 
vah! Such are the awfiil images by which the 
prophet pourtrays our nature ; and it is in strict 
accordance with the uniform declaration of the 
Word of God : nor do his figures, though gloomy 
and terrific, mark with more awful distinctness the 
state of man in relation to his (jod, than the more 
literal testimonies of Scripture ; bearing witness, 
that the thoughts of mans heart are only evil con^ 
tinually ; that man, who drinketh in iniquity like 
water, is abominable and filthy in the sight qf God ; 
that all naturally are dead in trespasses and sins — 
foolish, disobedient, deceived ; serving divers lusts 
and pleasures ; living in malice and envy ; hateful, 
and hating one another — and at enmity with God. 
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Tremendous declaration I and yet fully justified 
by our knowledge of the Heathen World* and our 
experience of ourselves. Tremendous declaration ! 
which, while it is in sad consistency with all that 
the unfolded annals of time contain, is invested 
with deeper gloom, by the inability of the world 
that lieth in wickedness^ either to perceive its state 
of destitution, or, perceiving, to change it: — as well 
might the desert feel its own sterility, and call to 
the clouds to rain down upon it their fatness ; as 
well might the asphaltic lake, by innate energy, 
dispel its own sulphureous exhalations, and clothe 
its rugged shores with verdure and beauty. True 
it is, that the sun of God's providence shines 
upon that desert, and His rains descend, but they 
confer no moral fertility: true it is, that His 
widds breathe along the surface of the stagnant 
waters ; but those waters are unconscious of their 
influence : true, that the east front of the Temple 
is turned toward this land of desolation ; the very 
gate, at which the Prince of Mercy has entered, is 
ever directed towards its wretchedness ; but the 
Desert and tlie Dead Sea know it not, and feel it 
not, and experience not its glories and its bene- 
ficence. 

Such may have been the emotions of the pro- 
phet, while contemplating the scene before him ; 
where every thing reminded him of the Majesty of 
God, and the ruin and misery of man. In the 
splendor of the Temple he saw the glory, in its 
extent the power, in its sanctity the holiness of 
God ; while the hardness of the human heart, its 
hostility to God, and the tremendous consequences 
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of Bin, were visible, in the barren desert and the 
accursed lake, in the gloomy wilderness^ and the 
sullen and cheerless aspect of the sea. Even as 
when, in the Valley of Vision; he knew not how to 
make the dry bones live, but by an appeal to Je- 
hovah's power ; so, from the depressing prospect 
before him, he turned to the Sanctuary of the 
Lord ; — and he turned not in vain. Divine wisdom 
had provided a means for the exercise of divine 
mercy ; and the prophet witnessed its symbolical 
success. He beheld — what had at first escaped 
his notice — a little stream issuing from beneath the 
eastern gate of the Temple : and, at the distance 
of a thousand cubits from its fountain, it reached 
to the ancle? ; at another thousand , to the knees ; 
at another thousand, to the loins ; and, at the same 
distance repeated, it became a great river, that 
cauid not hepcLssed aver. How descriptive of the 
origin and progress of the Gospel kingdom ! — at 
first so small and insignificant, that it escapes the 
notice of the world ; but by degrees enlarging and 
spreading, until the whole earth is filled with its 
influence ; — at first the cloud no bigger than a man s 
hand, it gradually overspreads the heavens, ttnd 
affords the grateful assurance of shade and refresh- 
ment : — the mustard-seed, which becomes a great 
tree, in whose spreading branches the fowls of the 
air seek refuge ; — the leaven, which gradually lea- 
vens the mass ; — the stone, cut out without hands, 
which is despised and rejected by the builders, but 
becomes a great mountain, and fills the whole earth; 
— such are the emblems employed by the Spirit to 
represent the rise and progress of the Redeemer's 
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kingdom; But the vteioh proceeds: the pro- 
phet's eye pdrsnes the course of this stream : it 
flows eastward ; it passes through die desert ; fer- 
tility and verdure mark it progress ; on its banks 
arise trees conspicuous for beauty and usefulness ; 
and it flows into the sea, and the waters are all 
healed, and they bring forth fish so abundantly, 
that ike fisliers stand all along its shores, frwn 
Engedi to JSn-egknm. As surely as the earth pre- 
sents, in a moral point of view^ little but a soene 
of sin and misery, alienation from God, and ooose- 
quent unhappiness, so surely has God Himself pro- 
vided no remedy, either for individual or social 
distress, but the power of His Gospel brought 
home ta the heart, under the influence of His 
Holy Spirit. Human nature presents, in its various 
combinations, the deadness of insensibility, the 
madness of uncontrolled passion, or the wild fana- 
ticism of false religion. To each of these evils, the 
Gospel presents its remedy; its spirit-stirring 
statements awaken the soul from its sleep of death ; 
its powerful sanctions sway and controul the vio- 
lence of passion; before the power of its truth and 
the briUkLUcy of its light, false religion, with all its 
gloomy train of impurity, cruelty, and vice, falls, 
Dagon-like, and is broken. The character of God 
developed in the saving plans of Redemption — the 
love of a Saviour, a love even unto death— these be- 
come the restraints to passion, the motives to ac- 
tion, the guides of conduct. The sinner discovers 
here the true atonement, and lays aside his self- 
immolation and tortures : the awakened penitent 
exchanges, under the convictions of offered par*- 
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doDp despair for comfort; the unholy discovers 
sanctification in the implanted principle of ^th, 
and the self-righteous is invested with Christian 
humility : under the influence of the life-giving 
stream, the desert blossoms, like the garden of the 
Lord ; and the fruits of the Spirit^ in rich maturity 
and beauty, evince that the stream has been nei- 
ther transient nor uncertain in its effects. Christi* 
anity finds man destitute and ignorant; and it gives 
him information, and it gives him comfort; even, 
while alarming him with the certainty of his dan- 
ger and responsibility, it exhibits to him the means 
of safety ; it shews him the gate by wl^ch the 
Prince of Peace has entered in ; tells hun of an 
atonement that God alone can offer, of a righteous- 
ness that God alone can supply, of an holiness that 
God alone can impart : it presents to man that 
Being, who is to His people as a Sun and a Shield ; 
and promises that inheritance which is supreme in 
blessedness, because it is communion with Him. 
Hence, by presenting due objects to the mind, the 
intellect is awakened in its powers^ and sanctified 
to the service of God ; hence, the impurer propen- 
sities are repressed ; and the life-giving energy of 
the Gospel, embracing the infinite mercy of the 
Father, and the infinite love of the Redeemer, 
subjects the whole man to the influence of holiness ; 
and the affections are turned from the unsatisfying 
and transitory objects of time, to the unseen realities 
of another world : hence, Faith becomes the guide 
of the Believer, Hope his support, and Charity 
his characteristic; while the well-springs of society 
are purified by the infusion of the salt of true reli- 
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gion ; and the very atmosphere communicated by 
the preaching of the Gospel imparts moral health, 
and strength, and power. Mark, how the course 
of the Gospel has been distinguished by its. benefi- 
cent results ! Wherever the stream of Divine Truth 
has flowed, the charities of social and domestic 
Itfe^ the awakening of intellect, the growth of civi- 
lization^ the preference of the social to the indivi- 
dual good, have usually followed ; and, where an 
appearance of fertility has been discovered in 
regions unvisited by its influence, it has been 
found to be but the deceitful fruit that bloomed to 
the eye on the shores of the asphaltic lake ; and 
when no verdure has followed its course, it is be- 
cause man has endeavoured, by his own poisonous 
infusions, to counteract the life-giving efficacy of 
the waters. A light seems to rest upon the Classic 
annals of Greece and Rome, when no Saviour was 
named ; but, though it shone steadily on Arts and 
Arms, it was but an earth-bom meteor, and re- 
flected not the glories of Heaven : it lit up with 
gloomy splendor the fanes in which all was im- 
molated to Self, but it afforded no direction to 
duty, and no views of Immortality^ And true it is, 
that in parts of Christendom a Saviour is named, 
and yet His religion seems powerless : but it is 
because, though named, He is unknown ; because 
man interposes his authority between God and his 
fellow*man, tyloses the message of Mercy, or per- 
verts its hallowed records, or pollutes, with his own 
imaginings, the pure and' sacred current of Divine 
Revelation. There are nriry places in the pro- 
phet's vision, and mmrshes that are not healed ; and 
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of which the awful declaration is pronouncedt 
Theji shall be given to salt. 

m 

This view of the prophet's vision is not, I trust, 
alien from the purposes that have called us toge- 
ther this evening, or the objects of this Anniver- 
sary. We have met to offer our thanksgivings at 
the Throne of Almighty God, for the manifestation 
of His favour to our weak and imperfect efforts in 
His service ; to fix our own attention more firmly 
on the important duty to which His promises and 
His commands direct us ; and to join in fervent 
prayer, that He would excite more and more of a 
Missionary spirit, pour out His blessings more 
abundantly on the labours of the Christian Church 
in the Heathen World, that His ways may be 
known upon earthy His saving health among all 
nations; that He would speedily accomplish the 
number of His elect ; and gather in His peopleyrom 
the four winds of heaven, that they may be made 
one fold under one Shepherd. Let us, for a few 
moments, dwell upon the topics connected with 
this important subject, and suggested by the em- 
blematic imagery of the prophet s vision. 

I. Let us consider THE STATE OF THE HEA- 
THEN WORLD. 

That state is represented by Ezekiel under the 
awful characters of barrenness and desolation, 
deformity and death: and our increasing know- 
ledge of its situation, furnished by our increasing 
communication with it, presents to us the vivid 
and appalling reality of the prophet's scenic repre- 
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sentation. Time was, when our ignorance and our 
presumption peopled the regions of Gentilism 
with innocence and beauty ; and Phtla^hy^ 
falsely so called, compared, in exulting contrast, 
the vices that were fostered by nominally-Chris- 
tian society, with the virtues that seemed to 
spring spontaneously from the Isles of the Pacific, 
or among the votaries of Brahmah. Experience has 
disproved these inferences, and dissipated these 
visions; has evinced, that unregenerate human 
nature, whether in civilization or barbarism, is the 
fruitful parent of impurity and blood; that the 
dark places of tfie eg,rth are still, as in the 
Psalmist's days, full of the habitations of cruelty. 
If there be no light in these habitations ; if the 
character of God in its holiness and purity, if His 
Law and its sanctions, if the relations of man to 
time and to eternity, be not visible in their dwell- 
ingSy can we wonder that they are full of cruelty ? 
Can we wonder that man, given over to his own 
devices, should imitate the beings whom he 
adores; and become, like them, the tyrant of his 
species, and the slave of his appetites? False 
religions must generate false standards of right 
and wrong, and erroneous estimates of morals: and 
these, whether called into action under the twi- 
light civilization of India or the degraded bar- 
barism of New Zealand, must lead to guilt and 
misery ; to the ferocious despotism of strength, or 
the more gloomy dominion of artifice; to the 
Areoy of the Tahitian, or the Suttee of the Hin- 
doo. Let not the observer rest on the bright, but 
tempestuous, surface of Classic Heathenism ; let

him survey Idolatry as exhibited in the licentious 
(HTgies of the Pacific, the blood-stained triumphs 
of Bmhmah, the ferocious superstitions of Au- 
stralia: let him see false religion blasting every 
intellectual struggle, under the lurid influence of 
the Crescent; severing every socia) tie on the 
plains of Hindoostan ; and, through the wide ez-r 
tent of its domain, teaching but one absorbing 
selfishness; separating man from man by the 
repulsive influence of rivalry, and concentrating 
in the narrow circuit of self-enjoyment all the ener-* 
gies and feelings that should expand themselves 
in general advantage: — ^let him see this, and say^ 
if the prophet's representation be not reflected by 
the face of society, if its products be not bitterness 
and disappointment, if its life be not a living 
death: for. Dear Friends, gloomy as is the prospect, 
considered with reference to this life, how shall 
we dare to contemplate it in connection with the 
next 7 how shall we raise the veil that Omnipo- 
tedce has extended over its purposes ; .and ask, if 
those who have here passed a period of mingled 
cruelty and lust, slaves to the most debasing and 
degrading superstitions, if TU£r can be meet for the 
inheritance of the saints in light f — if those who 
have changed the truth of God into a lie, outraged 
His image, and trampled upon His laws, im- 
pressed, though fiuntly impressed, upon their 
hearts, if thev can see God 9 The understanding 
and the feelings equally recoil from an inquiry, 
where so much is doubt, and so little is explana- 
tion: and, in trusting these hapless beings, who live 
without hope and withmU God in the worlds to 
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the faithfiibiMi of Him m^ doeth all things wisely 
and all things mercifully, they stiU recdve the very 
beckonings of the darkness that invests their 
destiny^ as an intimation of the paramonnt duty 
of those whose Goshen has be^ iUuminated by 
the light of Divme Truth. 

IL But the prophet beheld a GREAT AND 
SALUTARY CHANGE: the desert, on which he 
looked, became clothed with verdure, and the sea 
became animated with life. 

It is this which is the pervading and cheering 
promise of the Gospel ; this which gives strength 
to the exertion, and reality to the hopes, of the 
Believer : he looks forth upon the worlds and sees 
it to be a desert : he recognises in it a moral ruin : 
he perceives the baleful influence of him who 
claims to be its King: to his ear, all ereatum 
graaneth and travaileth together in pain^ looking 
for the restoration of dominion to its rightful Lord : 
and human nature evidences, by its own forgetful* 
ness of God, the extent of its moral degradation. 
To look for a change from human agency, the 
believing Christian knows would be vain; and yet 
he trusts, that it will be accomplished t he knows 
that it has been said, in the joyous anticipation of 
Prophecy, 2^ kingdamM of this world are become 
tlie kingdoms of our Lord and of his Christ: and 
though he now sees them serving another master, 
living under other laws, and forging for themselves 
the heavy chains of sin, he remembers who hath 
said, I beheld Satan like lightning fall from 
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keapem. He betbinketh him, tbat with the Eternal 
One, a thousand years are but as one day ; and, 
in the full assurance of faith, he walks through 
this moral wilderness, knowing that it will, at no 
distant period, blossom like the garden of the 
Lord ; and he rejoices in the approaching triumph 
of righteousness and peace. He can anticipate tii% 
time, more glorious than the dawn of Creation, 
when the moming-stars sang toget/ier, and the 
sons of God shouted for jfoy— *the time, when the 
Lord shall reign in righteousness, and His Anointed 
One in glory — the time, when peace being universal 
on earth, and good-will being manifested in Sal- 
vation, Glory to God in the highest will be the 
mingled song of the Angels and the Redeemed of 
God. What a prospect — and ho^w full of blessed- 
ness to the Believer — that the period is coming, 
when sin, in its awful and demoralizing effects, 
shall cease ! when the Saviour, who is precious to 
him, shall receive due honour in the universe ; and 
the God, who is his own God^ and his portion for 
ever^ shall manifest, in extended holiness. His 
presence and His kingdom ! It is this expectation 
that soothes him in his troubles, strengthens him 
in his contests, and rewards him in victory : it is 
this persuasion that enables him to see the arm of 
the Lord visibly displayed ; that animates him to 
seek to add soldiers to Messiah's army, subjects 
to the Redeemer's kingdom ; and cheers him by 
the conviction, that, among those who are now 
despised and contemned, those who are now in 
ignorance and sint there may be many, who. 
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influenced by His Spirit, and impressed by His 
image^ may be heirs of His glory, and sharers of 
His throne. 

III. When the mind contemplates this great 
work, and feels its own weakness, it may well ask, 
WHO, or WHAT, IS SUFFICIENT FOR THESE 
THINGS ? — And we are not left in uncertainty. 

That which man cannot do is possible with 
God; and the prophet has symbolically described 
the instrument by which He ordinarily works, in 
the regeneration of a fallen world. The Scriptures 
of God, and the preaching of the Gospel which 
they contain, have ever been found competent to 
the spiritual conquest of the human heart — to 
the bringing down of every imagination to the 
obedience of the Lord Jesus. It is this, which 
suits itself to the condition of every individual, 
reflecting from its page the image and character 
of every reader ; this, which pierces through the 
folds of human pride, till it detects and unmasks 
human weakness; this, which is the rod of God's 
strength going forth from Zion, and by whose 
influence He rules even in the midst of His 
enemies. Is the desert barren? the sacred 
stream from the Tabernacle conveys fertility and 
richness. Is the sea polluted? its intermingling 
waters carry health and life : and this it effects by 
turning the heart and feelings of the Believer away 
from time, awakening him from the slumber 
induced by forgetfulness, and arousing his atten- 
tion to his real and permanent interests, by 
dissipating the halo in which this world invests 
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its objects^ and thus enabling man to see them 
in their real form and proportion : this it does, by 
sobering down the feelings which urge man to 
sacrifice all for time, and, by removing the fictitious 
value from the prize, depriving rivalry of all its 
animosity : this it does, by implanting a principle 
of sacred love, derived from the knowledge of 
God's love to man ; which unites those as brethren 
whom human distinctions had made foes; and 
confers on social duties the chastening influence 
of religion, the sacred privilege of holiness. Oh ! 
there is more true philosophy, as well as a more 
heart- exciting motive, in that one appeal. If God 
so loved us^ we ought to love one another ^ than in 
all the schemes and devices of sages and politi- 
cians ! and it has been so experienced : under its 
influence, the savage learns the lesson of mercy, 
and the idolater casts his idols to the moles and 
to the bats: through it, the Hottentot has risen to 
his social rank and dignity ; and the enthralling 
fetters of Caste have fallen from the Hindoo's mind. 
It was to this, that the Imperial power of Rome 
bowed down : and it is by this, that the Mediatorial 
Throne will be erected over the willing nations of 
the earth. There is a power, a soul-stirring, and 
a soul-converting, and a soul-sanctifying power in 
the simple Gospel, that can efiect the greatest 
conquest ever planned or executed— the conquest 
over man's enmity to his Maker, his love of the 
world, his selfishness, and his sinfulness. 

IV. A most interesting feature in the vision 
remains to be considered. — The EFFICACY of the 
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mystical waters is such, that, whithersoever they 
come, every thing that liveth shM live: and 
there shall be a very great multitude of Jish^ be- 
cause these waters shall come thither : and it shall 
come to pa^Sf that the Jishers shall stand upon itf 
from Engedi to EnrCglaim; or along the margin 
of the Dead Sea, from its southern to its northern 
limit : they sJmll be a place to spread forth nets ; 
their fish shall be^ according to t/teir kinds^ ex- 
ceeding many. What a comment on these words 
do the parting commands of our Lord present, the 
Charter of Missionary exertion : Go ye into all the 
world — teach all iiations — preach the Gospel to 
every creature : and, it is added, They went fo^'th^ 
and preached everywhere ; the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with signs follow- 
ing. How solemn the sanction! how imperative 
the duty ! how great the reward I It is a command 
spoken by the Lord from heaven, and spoken to 
His people : it is the solemn duty of all who feel 
that they have freely received, as freely to com- 
municate: it is the privilege of His servants to 
be fellow-workers with God, and to assist in col- 
lecting His people from •* out of a naughty world J' 
If we knew the inestimable value of that privilege, 
if we felt the importance of Salvation, or could see 
souls as our Redeemer sees them, how would all 
our feelings and faculties be bent to this glorious, 
this Christian work ! how desirous should we be to 
spend and be spent for our God ! We cannot im- 
part an healing influence to the waters, we cannot 
breathe over the dead bones and bid them live : but 
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we can invoke the breath of God to come from the 
Jour winds of heaven ; we can follow the goings- 
forth of the waters from the Tabernacle; we can gird 
ourselves as fishers ; or can send the servants of 
God, who may bear that hallowed office, to gather 
into the Gospel-net those to whom, by the power 
of that stream, life from the dead may be given. It 
is no less a part of the Gospel dispensation that 
these should be collected in, than that the stream 
is to go forth which is to visit every quarter of the 
desolated land; — and woe to those who seek to 
oppose, or who refuse to assist in, the work of the 
Lord ! It can arise, but from an ignorance of duty, 
or a disinclination to perform it — but from an 
indifference to the glory and advancement of 
Messiah's kingdom, or an awful determination to 
assist the mighty against the Lord. 

Let not indifference seek shelter under the cob- 
web pretext of domestic calls and domestic engage- 
ments : the Lord's work must be done, whether its 
scene is at home or abroad : and it is but a bad 
preparation for the performance of one duty, to 
evade or to deny the obligation of another. Then 
may we hope for a blessing from on high, on our 
ministrations at home : then may we trust, that His 
influence will be poured out on our Schools and 
our Tracts, our prayers and our preaching, when 
the spirit of our religion expands itself to the full 
dimensions of the Gospel ; acquires its real cha- 
racter of Missionary zeal and Missionary love; 
seeks to collect into the Missionary net, Jish 
according to their kinds, as the Jish of the great 
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sea, exceeding numy ; to sow beside every water; and 
to make, not our own Israel only, but every dark 
and desert place of the earth, blossom and bud, and 
Jill the place of the world with fruit. The harvest 
will not be less plenteous in our land, because we 
have sent Labourers to collect it in another : nor 
will the fire of Christian charity burn with less 
vigour or brightness here, because its diverging 
rays warm and enlighten the shores of Africa or 
India. It is when the earth yields her increase to 
the Lord, that God, even our own God, will give us 
His blessing. 

Nor let a justification for indifference be found in 
the tardy progress of the Gospel, or the apparent 
want of success in Missionary labours: it is not 
for us to know the times and the seasons that the 
Father hath put in his own power ; or to determine 
at what period of the eternal now of His existence 
He may manifest Himself in might. His arm has 
been sufficiently revealed, to prove that the Lord 
Omnipotent reigneth : and, while the present is the 
period of duty, it is a part of that duty to leave 
futurity with our God. Though the Apostles had 
toiled the whole night without receiving any advan- 
tage from their labours, yet, at the command of 
Christ, they again cast their nets into the deep, in 
faith and obedience to His word : and, if we would 
hear that word, if we would h^ fishers of men, 
then no faltering of our faith, no latent infidelity in 
His promises, no distrust of His will or of His 
power, should prevent us from seeking to collect 
mto His Church those who are animated by Hia 
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gFace> or from bearing into the moral wildernesB of 
tills world the life-giving message of the Gospel. 

Reason might demonstrate, that no forms of opi^ 
nion can be perpetual, except such as are founded 
upon immutable truth ; — that, when circumstances 
vary, the systems which they have generated must 
vary too. Revelation tells us, that the Heathen are 
given far an inkerita$u:e^ and the uttermost parts of 
the earth for Messiah's possession ; — that as Greece 
and her idols have fallen, so will Africa and India, 
and their idols : and experience, pointing to the 
measure of success that has been vouchsafed, to 
the Schools and Missionaries and Converts, to 
the many who have imbibed, and the msmy more 
who are subject to, the influence of the Spirit of the 
Gospel — experience may demand, whether reason 
or Revelation could justify us in expecting other or 
more abundant fruits from the exertions which we 
have employed. 

And oh, my Friends! while, with the prophet, 
we mark the marshes and miry places that are not 
healed; while we look through this world, and notice 
into how large a portion of it the waters from the 
Tabernacle do not seem to have flowed ; how fre- 
quently they appear to have been checked and 
tiimed aside; and even in countries nominally 
Christian, how little of their efficacy has beea 
experienced ; what an awful estimate is brought 
before the mind, of man's indifference to God's com- 
mands, and neglect of his perishing fellow-creaturesi 

It would be neither uninteresting nor unprofita- 
ble, did time permit, to inquire into the causes 
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that, to human ken^ seem to have originally impeded 
the progress of the Gospel ; and, after consecutive 
ages of victory and triumph, seem to have forced, 
of later years, the Cross to remain stationary, or 
to retrograde. We doubt not, that the same dif- 
ficulties envelop this question, as the no less in- 
teresting one, Why the progress of the Reformed 
Churches was impeded, when they dared, in the 
sixteenth century, to assume the privilege of ex- 
amining the Word of God, and half of Christendom 
started from its thraldom at the call of spiritual 
emancipation. We fear that the reply to both 
questions will be found in the justice of God. 
When the early Churches, relinquishing the sim- 
plicity of the written Word, added to the com- 
mandments of God the profanity of man's devices, 
buried the essentials of the Gospel under an 
idolatrous heap of rites and ceremonies and in- 
terpretations, or subtilized them away by human 
distinctions — and wasted, in useless or senseless 
disputations, the zeal and energies that should have 
been devoted to the service of God — then did tlieir 
hands become unfit to wield the sword of the 
Spirit, and they themselves unmeet to communi- 
cate the words of life, which they neither under- 
stood nor valued ; then did the devastating scourge 
of Islamism become the instrument of the Al- 
mighty's wrath over one- half of the Christian 
world, while the other half was given over to the 
foul apostacy of the Man of Sin; and then did the 
cessation of the progress of the Gospel impress 
Icliobod on the fanes of Christendom. Nor is the 
case different in degenerate Protestantism. How 
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soon did the internal and angry differences of 
jarring sects, contending for the badge of party, 
not the triumph of truth, afford malignant plea- 
sure to their enemies, and inflict on their common 
faith deep and lamentable wounds ! How soon did 
that common faith seem to languish under the in- 
fluences of the world ; the noble privilege of in- 
quiry to deviate into the pride of human reasoning 
and the unhallowed boldness of Neological inter- 
pretation ; while laxity of morals followed relaxa- 
tion of principle ; and the Bible became an useless 
weapon in his hands who employed his learning 
but to refine away its doctrines, or to deny its 
mysteries! In the example of both, let us read an 
admonition to ourselves : if we would be the suc- 
cessful .soldiers of the King of kings, we must wear 
His garb, and glory in His cause: upon the very 
vessels of Jerusalem, and upon the bells of the 
horses. Holiness to the Lord is to be inscribed ; 
and the same motto should be impressed on the 
banner under which the friends of Missions assem- 
ble. To suppose that the cause of God would 
succeed in the hands of worldly, or indifferent, or 
self-righteous professors, is to suppose an union 
between Christ and Belial — is to suppose that the 
Spirit of the Lord would dwell in Idols' temples — 
or that God, whose eyes are as a flame of fire^ 
could be ignorant of, or indifferent to, moral cha- 
racter, and would bless with the sacred privilege 
of bearing His standard those who are devoted to 
His foes. If we would have the cause of God 
prosper in our hands, let us not pollute that cause 
with the interests, the desires, or the devices of 
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the world : let us boldly avow that cause to be 
ours ; and contend for it, not less in striving against 
the corruptions of the world and the false and 
chilling systems that surround us, than in combat- 
ing with the hardness and incredulity of the Hea- 
then to whom we preach : let us seek, in simplicity* 
to know the mind of the Spirit, how the cause of 
God should be supported, and by what means its 
interests should be advanced. 

Well, my Brethren^ may these motives weigh 
with us, supremely blessed as we are in the pos* 
session of a Church whose pure and Apostolic 
character reflects the order of primitive Chris- 
tianity, and whose Formularies breathe the spirit of 
the Scriptures whose study they would enforce. 
Well may we shrink under the responsibility of 
such a privilege, if we do not feel ourselves to be 
debtors both to Greeks and to Barbarians^ both 
to the wise and to the unwise; and seek to manifest, 
to them the mercy of that God, who fiath called us 
out of darkness into His marvellous lights and hath 
translated us into the Kingdom of His dear Son. 
And how deep should be our gratitude, that it has 
been given to us to see, not One only, but Three As- 
sociations of the Members of our Church anxious to 
prove that they feel the obligation laid upon them, 
and desirous of rendering their fellow-creatures, 
the spiritually blind, and spiritually naked, joint 
partakers of the blessings bestowed upon them 
by God's mercy. More especially are we, my 
Friends, called upon for gratitude, that, under the 
auspices of this Society, our Church first assumed 
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the fulnens of the Missionary Character; that a 
Mimster of the Established Church first devoted 
himself to labour among the Heathen; and that 
the first attempt was made by them upon the soil 
of Africa, to repay, by a knowledge of the liberty 
with which Christ has made His people free, the 
years of aggravated and bitter suffering to which 
British cupidity had doomed the natives of that 
Continent. With what feelings does the mind 
contemplate the struggles of our Society in that 
interesting, but hapless. Colony ! With what emo- 
tions does it survey the brightening of the first 
gloomy prospect, the Christian and blessed labours 
of Nylander, and Johnson, and Diiring ! And how 
ardently does the prayer arise, that the Lord will 
again have mercy upon its desolation, pour down 
His Spirit upon its Labourers, and raise up among 
them holy and devoted men, who may go forth to 
bear the torch of Revelation to the darkest re- 
cesses of Africa ! 

But why should I thus proceed ? With the pro- 
gress of our Society you are doubtless acquainted ; 
and for the success with which you have been 
favoured, you and I would, I trust, return thanks 
to Almighty God. If He has accompanied your 
Missionaries and Agents ; if He has blessed the 
word spoken by them to the believing of the 
hearer ; if He has so influenced the hearts of men, 
that the Foreign proceedings of your Society 
have received the approbation and called for the 
fostering care of the Prelates of your Church 
and the Governors of your Colonies, let the re- 
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collection of these things humble.you with a sense 
of your uQworthiness^ with a remembrance of your 
long insensibility to the cause of God and of man ; 
and that^ while millions, and the generations of 
millions, were passing through this world, and Ml* 
ing into eternity, you were going forward in the 
same world as if they concerned you not — weri 
not children of one common parent, creatures of 
one common God. Above all, let the recollection 
of the marshes and wnty places rise before you ; 
exciting you to look, not to what you have done; 
but to what remains undone ; and to devote more» 
much more, of your time, your exertions, and your 
means, to the Evangelization of mankind. When 
you look over the record of Missionary warfare, 
and see the roll of that noble army of Martyrs who 
have given to the Cause of God, their homes, their 
friends, their families, their countries, and their 
lives, ask yourselves. What are we, that we should 
refuse our exertion for the furtherance of these ob<- 
jects, or our prayers to the Grod of Missions, that 
He would send down upon them His assisting 
Grace, or an increased portion of the gifts of Pro* 
vidence, that we may co-operate in His work, and 
cast into His treasury of what His bounty has sup- 
plied ? If there be truth in the promises of God, 
His work will go forward, whether it has your co- 
operation or not : Tke Lard will provide is the 
motto of every Christian Mission: and, if the 
threatenings of the Lord be true, the day will come 
in the which you will lament, not that you have be^ 
stowed upon His work so much time, or labour, or 
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money, but that you have so scantily met the de- 
mands of Divine Providence, and the exigencies of 
human-nature. 

In fine, my Friends, I would terminate this Ad- 
dress by appealing to your sense of duty, as Mem^ 
bers of this Society, and as individuals standing 
before God. I am well aware, that among the 
portents of the present inflamed and inflated state 
of religious society, reproaches, both deep and 
loud, have been cast upon such benevolent Institu- 
tions as this; and that> by one sweeping censure, 
they have been stigmatized as legal, worldly, and 
carnal. To me belongs not the duty of refuting 
such accusations, nor to this place ; but it belongs 
to you, to your .daily and hourly walk; — to 
you it belongs, to shew, that this Society at 
least, Scriptural in its objects, its tendencies, and 
its instruments, divests itself, so far as is con- 
sistent with its purposes, of a worldly character; 
that it seeks no patronage but that of the people of 
God; employs no expedients for advancing its 
pecuniary means, but such as harmonize with the 
purity of its designs; that its only aim is the sal^ 
vation of sinners; and its only instrument, the Go- 
spel of God, preached by its Missionaries. So may 
its course be marked, through the wilderness of 
this world, by the moral fertility it produces ! so 
may its fishers stand clustering from Engedi to 
Enr-eglaim! and you yourselves, like the trees in 
the prophet's vision, receiving life from the waters 
t>f the Tabernacle, that you may i^xxtioxih yumr fruit 
for meatf and your leaves far the healing of the 
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Nations I and, on each returning Anniversary, 
while recounting the triumphs of the Gospel, may 
you say, with mingled humility and joy. Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us ; here will we place our 
Ebenezer ! 

To you, my Friends, whom I now address for 
the first, perhaps for the last, time; who have 
listened with so much patience to what a stranger 
had to say ; to you I would declare^ and I would 
impress it on my own mind most deeply, that as 
there is none other Name given among men whereby 
we may be saved, but the Name of Jesus Christ, 
so there is but one way of salvation — by His 
blood and merits : it is this, which, being spiri- 
tually received by the African or the Indian, 
blots out his transgressions, gives him peace with 
God^ and renders him meet to be partaker of the 
inheritance of t/te saints in light; and it is in 
the same way — sinners even as they, justified even 
as they, sanctified even as they — that you must 
enter, if you enter, into the Redeemer's kingdom. 
He is tlie Way^ the Truths and the Life ; in His 
blood is the fountain opened in Zion ; and by Him 
only is the highway on which the Redeemed of the 
Lord may have access to God. Oh, then, let not 
the Gospel bear pardon, peace, and reconciliation 
to those who are afar off; and be unheeded or 
neglected by those who are nearl Let not the 
Missionary and the Bible forsake your shores on 
the ambassage of Mercy, and leave you behind, 
unconvinced and unconverted! and, while the 
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workmen in the Lord's field collect His wheat* 
into His garner, may you not be forced to exclaim, 
The Juirvest is past^ the summer is ended^ and toe 
are not saved ! Remember, that there were found, 
among the builders of the Temple of the Lord, 
many who did not worship within its sacred portals ; 
and that there may be those who join in erecting 
His spiritual edifice, who yet are not lively stones 
for the building. Remember, that among the 
favoured people were found those, whose offerings 
were consecrated to the Lord, and were made broad 
plates for the covering of the altar ; while they 
themselves, sinners against their own souls, were 
cut off from the congregation of Israel. May your 
hearts and affections follow your offerings in devo- 
,tion to the Lord! May His blessing be on yon 
And yours ! May the work, in which you are en- 
gaged, impress a sanctifying influence upon your 
own souls ! And, while you listen with compassion 
to the cries of the Heathen World, may you re- 
member, that the Bible which you send to them 
is profitable for you too, /or doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness; 
and that, if you reject or undervalue the message 
of Salvation, as your means of grace have been 
more abundant than those of others, so more 
awful will be your condemnation ! Be assured, 
that just in proportion as you love what the 
Scriptures promise^ and seek to do what the 
Scriptures command, will you be awakened to 
the obligation of seeking to counteract the evil that 
sorrounds you, will you be enabled to overcome 
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the selfishness of your own nature, and, by your 
personal endeavours, or by supporting the personal 
endeavours of others, to diminish that evil^ to labour, 
and not to faint ; and by the power of that Gross, 
on which, when the Redeemer was lifted up, all 
men were to be drawn to Him — by the power of 
that Gross, and by the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that believe. 
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REPORT, 



The Committee have great pleasure in submitting 
to this Meeting an Account of the Society's Labours 
during its Twenty-ninth Year, accompanied, as they 
have been, by many manifest tokens of the continued 
goodness of God. 

EXtUTIONS OF FRIENDS- 

The Committee have the pleasure of stating, that 
two of the Society's steady and valued Friends, 
the Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Chester, and the 
Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Calcutta, have ac- 
cepted the oflSice of Vice-Patrons of the Society. 

FUNDS. 

The state of the Funds during the past year has 
been such as to occasion the Committee considerable 
anxiety. At the close of the Third Quarter, Decem- 
ber 31, 1828, the Expenditure of the Society, on the 
General Account, had exceeded the Receipts on the 
same account by upward of 6000/., exclusive of 
3300/. advanced to the Institution Building Fund. 
Under these circumstances, the Committee deemed 
it necessary to take measures to reduce the Expen- 
diture of the Society; and, with that view, they 
f>assed a Resolution at the beginning of February, 
imiting the number of Students to be received into 
the Institution at Islington to Twenty; as the recep- 
tion and preparation of Students is the seminal 
Rrinciple of expenditure throughout the different 
lissions ; and it is only by limiting the number of 
Students received, that the Foreign Expenditure can 
be materially lessened. 
The Committee deemed it necessary to lay before 
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the Members a detailed statement of the situation 
of the Society, and had made some arrangements 
for that purpose. It was, however, thought more 
advisable, previously to doing so, again to revise the 
Expenditure of the Society; and a Committee was 
appointed for that purpose on the 21st of February 
last. Their proceedings have not yet been brought 
to a close. 

While these measures were in progress, the Com- 
mittee had the satisfaction to find, that the Receipts 
of the Fourth Quarter, terminating March 31,. 1829, 
amounted to upward of 19,000/; carrying up the 
Gross Receipts of the year, on the General Account, 
to 53,462/. \2s. Id. For this large and seasonable 
supply the Committee record their grateful acknow- 
ledgments to Him, whose is the earth, and the fulness 
thereof. 

It is requisite, however, to add, that the Expen- 
diture of the Year has amounted to 55,273/. 15^. 3d., 
including 4400/. advanced to the Institution Building 
Fund, for the completion of the works at Islington; 
creating an excess of Expenditure over the Receipts, 
of 1811/. 35. 2rf. 

It is also necessary to remark, that the Receipts 
of the Year include the sum of 2558/. under the 
head of Legacies — a much larger proportion than 
usual;— and that there is reason to believe that 
considerable sums have been contributed during the 
year under the form of Benefactions in aid of the 
known deficiency in the Funds, the repetition of 
which, therefore, cannot be calculated on in future 
years. In connection with this subject, the Com- 
mittee would remind the Members of the Society, 
that their continued efforts are necessary to enable 
it to meet the claims which are pressing on it from 
almost every scene of its operations. 

The sum of 499/. 8*. 8d. has been received in 
Contributions to the Institution Building Fund. 

NEW ASSOCIATIONS. 

Seventeen New Associations have been formed 
during the year. 
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SIISSIONAlUEft AND STUDENTS. 

Two of the Labourers in connection with the 
Society have, in the providence of God, been re- 
moved by death during the year. Eight, with their 
Families, have returned home ; and Two are on their 
voyage. Four have withdrawn from the Society. 
Ten individuals have gone forth to labour in various 

Sarts of the world : and Four have returned to their 
tations. 

MISSIONARIES* 

West-Africa Mission. — Mrs. Gerber, the Wife 
of the Rev. John Gerber, died December 16th, 1828* 

Mediterranean Mission. — The Rev. William 
Jowett having been invited by the Committee to 
visit England for the renovation of his health, sailed 
from Malta with bis Family on the 24th of April ; 
and arrived in London May 26 tb, 1838. 

Mrs. Andrews was united in marriage to Mr. 
Homan Hallock, of the American Board of Missions, 
on the 26th of March, 1828. 

The Rev. Christian Kugler arrived in Londoii 
June 20th, 1828, on a visit to this country, after a 
very tedious voyage from Alexandria, by way of 
Leghorn. 

North-India Mission. — The Rev. John Steward 
arrived in England, by the ** York," August 12th. 
He is no longer connected with the Society. — The 
Rev. Isaac Wilson left Calcutta on the lOth of May^ 
in the ''<^ Mary Ann/' Captain O'Brien, on his return 
to England: but was seized with dysentery; and 
died on bis voyage, on September 2 1st. — ^The Rev. 
John AdliQgton, and Mrs. Adlington, with their Fa- 
mily, sailed for England, in the '^ Norfolk," June Ist; 
and arrived at Portsmouth November 15th, The 
Rev* T. Reicbardt has dissolved his connection with 
the Society. 

Cevlon Mission, — ^The Rev. Robert Mayor and 
the Rev. Benjamin Ward having been advised by 
their Medical Attendant to visit England, and the 
concurrence of their Brethren in the Mission having 
been obtained^ they embarked, with their Familiea^ 
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on the 3.1 St of March, 1828, on board the *' Duke of 
Bedford r and arrived^ at Lyme, January 19th, last; 
having been detained at the Cape a considerable 
time. Their health has much improved on the 
voyage. 

AusTUALASiA MissioN. — Mr. Charles Davis hav^ 
ing received the sanction of the Auxiliary Committee 
in New South Wales to visit England, embarked on 
board the " Ann," Captain Grey, on the 5th of April, 
1828 ; and arrived off Dungeness, July 30th. He 
wa|3 accompanied by Mr. John King's eldest son. 

West-Indies Mission. — Mr. H. C. Taylor retired 
from the service of the Society, in July last. 

North-West America Mission. — The Rev. D. 
T. Jones' embarked on board the " Prince Rupert," 
September 20th, on his return home; and arrived 
in London on the 27th October, 1828 : his health 
had improved on the voyage. 

DEPARTURES AND ARRIVALS OF MISSIONARIES. 

The Rev. James Baker Morewood embarked on 
board the "Duke of Roxburgh,"* Captain Bro^n, 
September 2dth, for Madras ; and arrived at the 
Cape of Good Hope, December 14th. — The Rev. 
Christian Kugler left England, on his return to 
Egypt, vid the Continent, October 20th. — Mr. Weiss, 
ai Printer, left London' for Malta, t;tV2 the Continent, 
December 10th. — Mr. Joshua Wood sailed on board 
the " James Harris," Captain Tilley, for Jamaica, 
November 14th; and arrived at Kingston on the 3d 
6f February last. 

Mr. John Weeks, and Mrs. Weeks, embarked No- 
vember 15th, 1828, on board the " St. Andrew," for 
Sierra ', Leone ; where they arrived January 16th, 
after a very stormy passage. — ^The Rev. Charles 
Pinhorn Farrar and Mrs. Farrar, and the Rev. John 
Dixon, embarked on board the " Valleyfield," Cap- 
tain Johnson, for Bombay, February 13th, 1829. — The 
Rev. Alfred Nesbit Brown and Mrs. Brown, Mr. C. 
Davis and his Wife, and Mrs. Hart, sailed in the 
^' Elizabeth," Captam Macdonald^ for New Zealand, 
AprU 25th, 1829. 
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All the Missionaries, whose departures were stated 
in the last Report, have arrived at their respective 
destinations. 

The Rev. William Yate and Mr. Charles Baker 
and his Wife reached Sydney, December 31st, 1827: 
Mr, Yate arrived in New Zealand, January 19th, 
1828, and Mr. and Mrs. Baker on the 9th of June.— ^ 
The Rev. Ralph Eteson and Mrs. Eteson, and the 
Rev. Charles Friend, arrived at Madras, August 17th, 
1828; subsequently reached Calcutta, on the 2d of 
September; and have been placed at Benares. — Mr. 
Peter Brenner arrived at Malta, May 21st, 1828. — 
The Rev, John Raban, Rev. J. A. Jetter, and Mrs. 
Jetter, Rev. John Perowne and Mrs. Perowne, and 
Mrs. Wilkinson, continue in this country, their health 
not permitting their return to their respective Sta- 
tions. — The Rev. Joseph Fenn and Mrs. Fenn, and 
Mrs. Gatesman, still remain in England. 

ORDINATION OF MISSIONARIES. 

Five of the Society's Students have been ordained 
Priests by the Bishop of London, and Three admitted 
to the Order of Deacons. 

Eight Candidates for Missionary Service have 
been received during the year. 

INSTITUTION AT ISLINGTON. 

It was stated in the last Report, that Seventeen 
Students were then in the Society's Institution. Ten 
have since been admitted, including Two from Bisle ; 
making a total of Twenty-seven. Of this number. 
Four Missionaries and Two Catechists have pro- 
ceeded to their Stations; Three have withdrawn; 
Two have been dismissed ; One is at present in the 
country; and Fifteen are now in the Institution. 
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MISSIONS. 

WEST^AFRJCA MISSION. 
COLONV OF SIERUA LEONE. 

The fatal influence of the climate of Western Africa 
has been severely felt by the Governors of Sierra 
Leone, who have followed one another to the^rave 
in rapid succession. Colonel Denham, who was ap* 
pointed to succeed Sir Neil Campbell, entered on 
his Government on the 5th of last May, and was 
carried off by fever on the 9th of June. The Govern- 
ment devolved on Lieutenant-Colonel Hugh Lumley, 
who himself survived only to the beginning of August; 
and was succeeded by the Kings Advocate, Mr. 
Smart, who was sworn in as Acting Governor on the 
4th of that month, and continued to discharge the 
duties of the office till the appointment of Major 
Ricketts to the Government. 

The last Report noticed some of the evils which 
had arisen from the Government Regulations relative 
to the Schools: and the Missionaries subsequently 
finding that those evils rather increased than dimi- 
nished, and that the joint authority delegated to 
them and the Sub-Managers deprived them of any 
effectual controul over Schools which they nominally 
superintended, relinquished the charge ; and have, 
where opportunity occurred, commenced Schools 
at the expense of the Society, of which they have 
the entire regulation. 

Freetown. 

The Rev. J. G. Wilhelm, whose appointment to 
this Station was noticed in the last Report, officiates 
at the Mission Chapel at Gibraltar Town, and attends 
to the Occasional Services at the Station ; and the 
Rev. C. L. F. Haensel and the Rev. T. Davey alter- 
nately performed the Sunday Duties at St. George*s 
Church till the beginning of November, when the Rev. 
W. K. Betts removed from Kent, and undertook this 
department of labour till the expected arrival of a 
Chaplain from England. On Mr. and Mrs. Weeks' 
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r^tarn home last year, Mrs. Taylor, and the Native 
Teachers, George ¥ox and his Wife, were left in 
charge of the Colonial Schools; but the state of Mrs. 
Taylor's health rendered it expedient for her, in July, 
to remove to the Mountain District.* Mr. and Mrs. 
Weeks, as has been mentioned, have returned to the 
Colony, to resume their labours in the Schools. 

The opening of the new Church at Freetown was 
noticed in the last Report. At first, the place was 
crowded to excess; but, at the Spring Quarter, Mr. 
Haensel writes — 

The attendance fell off immediately after, as was to he ex- 
pected; but it continued very satisfactory, considering all 
circumstances, being about 600 persons : the number of Black 
People increased ; and the whole together, including the Mili- 
tary, who attended for some time quite regularly, rekidered 
the fitting-up of the galleries necessary. 

Freetown has received an immense benefit by the Church 
being opened. We hear the Church-going bell now every 
Sabbath ; and have, if not a complete, nor showy, yet a de- 
cent Place of Worship. I am delighted to see every Sunday 
a good many benches filled with well-dressed and seemingly- 
attentive Young Natives, probably of the better class of me- 
chanics, or a step higher ; and I earnestly pray that their 
attendance may be the means of conveying spiritual good to 
the minds of this, to me, by far the most interesting part of 
the Congregation. 

There were, at that date, only four Communicants, 
one Black Man and three Women, besides the per- 
sons connected with the Society, and the Beadle and 
his Wife. 

At Midsummer, the Missionaries write — 

The Congregation has been pretty numerous, from the re- 
gular attendance of the School- Children and the Military : it 
has included a moderate number of Europeans, but the at- 
tendance of Young Natives has fallen off. 

On Wednesday the 11th instant (June), Divine Service 
was kept, at the request of their Honours the Chief Justice 
and tlie other Commissioners of the Court, previous to the 
opening of the Quarter Sessions ; Br. Haensel reading 
Prayers, and Br. Davey delivering a Discourse from 1 Sam. 
ii. 25. The Congregation on that occasion presented the 
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W. K. BelU. 
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mo9t. gratifying sight that has ever come before us in St 
George's Church, being composed of a great number of 
Colqured Men, besides a good many Europeans. This is the 
first Assize Sermon ever preached in this Colony, within our 
knowledge. 

The attendance on Divine Service declinedas the 
rainy season advanced, and the Military ceased to 
attend. On this circumstance the Missionaries re- 
mark : — 

We cannot but regret, that if the regiment could not at- 
tend regularly, they should ever have attended at all. There 
can be little doubt but their attending has prevented the 
Church from being frequented by the BlacK Population. 
Sometiffies a tolerable number of the latter had taken their 
seata on the benches ; when the Military coming in, their seats 
were crowded to excess ; and that part of the Church became 
very uncomfortable for attentive hearers, from the frequent 
irreverent moving about of the Soldiers, which was not 
checked, as it ought to have been, by their superiors. 

At Michaelmas, they write — • 

The return of fine weather seems to collect our Congrega- 
tion again, We had 20 or more Europeans on the last three 
Sundays, and an increasing number of the Young Men who 
have been mentioned in former Reports. 

In the Annual Report it is stated, that, since the 
setting in of the dry season, the Congregation has 
consisted of about 300 persons. The Lord's Supper 
has been attended by from six to eight individuals. 

Divine Service has been regularly performed at 
the Chapel in Gibraltar Town ; twice on the Lord's 
Day, and on one evening in the week. The average 
attendance on the Sunday Morning has been 70; on 
the Evening, 20; and on the Week Evening, 15. There 
are 16 Communicants. 

The Committee have waited with considerable 
anxiety for the appointment of a Chaplain to Free- 
town, an event which will relieve the Missionaries 
from numerous hindrances to their more direct 
labour^. On thi^ subject they remark — 

We fervently pray that God may speedily supply the place 
which we now so imperfectly fill, by sending a Minister to 
this Parish, endowed by Him with heavenly gifts for the im- 
mense work which is to be done. We should now be able to 
resign to him our functions, with &i brighter prospects of 
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usefulness than could have been done for a long time past ; 
and our hearts would rejoice if a rich harvest were, at last, 
gathered from labours K>r so many years bestowed on this 
part of the Lord's vineyard. 

On the return of Mr. and Mrs. Weeks to England, 
at the beginning of February, the Colonial Schools^ 
which had been divided into Eastern and Western, 
were re-united ; the Boys' School being placed under 
the care of George Fox, and the Girls' under Mrs. 
Taylor and Sarah Fox, till Mrs. Taylor's removal to 
Bathurst in July. 

According to the Returns given in the Annual Re- 
port, the Schools contain 474 Scholars of both sexes; 
but the average attendance does not appear to exceed 
375. In reference to the claims of the Schools on their 
time, and the attention which they are able to give 
to them, the Missionaries write — 

We endeavour, with due consideration to the claims of 
other parts of the Colony, to assign to them the best oppor- 
tunities of improvement in our power; but we must express 
our conviction, that our efforts cannot supply the wants of 
the superior classes of the Coloured Population. 

On this subject they further write : — 

There is a considerable number of parents who have a de- 
sire to obtain for their children an education superior to what 
can be expected from seminaries opened expressly for the 
benefit of every class of the community without exception. 
Those parents could afford to pay for such an education in 
the Colony; though they may not have the means, neither can 
make up their minds, to send their children to England for 
this purpose. Respectable Boarding-Schools for both sexes 
are, therefore, very greatly wanted, to raise the standard of 
education'among the Natives of the Colony; and theMissio-* 
naries earnestly wish that-means may be found to supply this 
essential want: while, at the same time, they think it evident 
that it is out of the province of their Society to do more than 
give every encouragement to, without identifying themselves 
with, any attempts that may be made towards that end. 

CHRISTIAN INSTITUTION. 

The Christian Institution at Fourah Bay, under 
Mr. Haensel's care^ counted Four Students at the 
close of last year; two of whom have been dis- 
missed for want of qualifications. Five have been 
admitted, of whom one has since been excluded. 
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The senior Student has, with the cordial concurrence 
of the Missionaries, been appointed Assistant to the 
Superintendant of the Institution : and, taking him 
out of the list of Students, there remains a number 
of Six under instruction; whose general deportn^nt 
is satisfactory, and, with their progress in learmng, 
varying considerably according to their abilities and 
previous opportunities of improvement, gives hope 
of their eventually proving useful Assistants to the 
Missionaries, if not m the higher, yet in the inferior 
situations which the state of the Mission presents. 

In his Report of the Institution, Mr. Haensel 
writes — 

The Tutor of these Youths wishes to impress himself and 
his Fellow-Labourers in the Mission deeply with this truth, that 
his labours, if faithfully performed and accompanied with the 
ordinary blessings of God*s providence, may indeed be 
reasonably expected to furnish a supply of tolerably qualified 
Schoolmasters; but Grod's special blessing alone, in the course 
of an humble and diligent attention to those inferior duties to 
which they shall be appointed on having finished their course 
of instruction, can ever make a Native Teacher. 

RIVER DISTRICT. 

The division of the labours of this District, be- 
tween the Rev. G. W. E. Metzger and the Rev. J. 
Gerber, was noticed in the last Report. Mr. Metzger 
was stationed at Wellington, and Mr. Gerber resided 
at Waterloo; but the situation proving unfavourable 
to his and Mrs. Gerber s health, they removed in No- 
vember to Hastings. The Native Teachers assisting 
the Missionaries in this District, are, David Noah and 
William Tamba; David Noah residing at Waterloo, 
and William Tamba at Wellington. 

As the Settlements of Calraont and Allen's Town, 
which are situated in this District, contain no per- 
sons admitted to the Church, it was Resolved, at a 
Special Meeting of the Missionaries in November, 
that they should be considered no further under the 
charge of the Mission, than as the Clergymen who 
have the care of the District may find compatible 
with the performance of their duty to the other 
Stations entrusted to their care. 
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Kia$ejf. 

Of this Station Mr. Metzger reports at Mid- 
summer — 

The Rev. C. L. F. Haensel has kindly performed^ alter- 
nately with me. Divine Service on the Sunday Forenoons. 
Thus the people have had the preaching of the Word 
amongst them, by a European, every Sunday : but I am sorry 
to state, that there does not attend a greater number of 
hearers, exclusive of Children, than about 168 in the Forenoon. 
In an Afternoon, they have Prayer-Meetings among themselves, 
and are occasionally visited by Br. Haensel or me. 

Everyday they keep early Morning Pray er-Meetinffs; and, 
whenever tney are able to purchase ralm-oil by Collections, 
which they gather among themselves, they hold Evening 
Prayer-Meetings too, to which the Schoolmaster attends. 
They were able to purchase Palm-oil for Evening Services 
nearly during the whole of the last three months. 

The number of Communicants is 64. I had the punful 
duty of excluding Five, during the Quarter, for falling into sin. 
Those on trial as Candidates for Baptism are the same as 
stated last Quarter; in number, 16. 

I find much difficulty in ascertaining the sincerity of these 
people, as I do not reside on the Station ; and have, in conse- 
ouence, appointed a Communicant of Wellington to meet 
them everv Sunday Morning, after Divine Service, for the 
purpose of examining and instructing them. 

At Michaelmas be writes — 

Divine Service has been much better attended during the 
Quarter, and the people seem much more serious at Church 
than they formerly were : about S50 Adults and 50 Children 
attend in the Forenoons, and about half the number in the 
Afternoons, of Sunday. On Tuesday Evening, on an average, 
75 Adults and 30 Children attended. The Communicant 
from^ Wellington, Corporal in the late 4th W. I. Reg., has 
continued his services : he considers it his duty ta attend to 
the cause of God; and does not mind a walk to Kissey, for 
the sake of doing good, without payment Not being a 
novice in Christian experience, he renders me much as- 
sistance. 

Every Tuesday and Saturday l^ight, after the General 
Prayer-Meeting, the Communicants meet amongst themselves 
for religious edification : the Females on Tuesday, and the 
Males on Saturday. 

I had the happiness to admit to holy Baptism a number of 
those who were on trial, after strict examination, last Sunday, 
in fCissey Church, in the presence of their chosen Witnesses, 
and, after a public re-examination, 15 Males and 7 Females. 
Our late Br. Nylander had not to see much of the fruit 
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of his labours^ but I think I am now reaping some of the seed 
that he haa sown. One of the Communicants told me, the 
other day, to this effect — " I do not know what the matter is: 
this time, every body, young and old, begin to fear: there 
seems to be an impression on the minds of very many, that 
they must pray to God or they are lost." 

The number of Communicants at Michaelmas was . 
85, and at Christmas 116: the attendance at Public 
Worship on the Sunday was about 350 in the Morn- 
ing, and 200 in the Afternoon: and the Tuesday 
Evening Service was attended, on an average, by 90 
persons; and the Daily Morning and Evening Prayers 
by 70. 

IVellinglofi. 

The want of a suitable place of Public Worship 
has long been felt at this Settlement; the people 
having only a grass hut in which they can assemble 
for that purpose. At the Spring Quarter, Mr. Metzger 
reports — 

I am happy to say, the work of the Lord is gradually gaining 
more ground amongst my people. There have been added 
to the Church of Christ, during the last Quarter, 2S Females, 
chiefly of the Accoo Nation. After a long course of trial and 
instruction as to the grand truths of our religion and to prac- 
tical Christianity, they were admitted to holy Baptism. Of 
the Communicants mentioned in my last Report, three have 
been excluded from the Lord's Supper. 

In June, Mr. Metzger writes — 

This Station is still destitute of a proper Place of Worship, 
although very deserving a better one : the number of at- 
tendants on Divine Service, both on Sundays and Week-days, 
are the same as stated at the close of the last Quarter. The 
number of Communicants at the close of this Quarter is 150L 
I am happy to state, there are on trial, at present, 47 Adults, 
some of whom are of 9, 8, 6, and 3 months' standings 

At Michaelmas, he states — 

I am happy to say, that the attendance on the Means of 
Grace has not diminished. Our miserable Grrass-house is 
completely full on a Sunday Morning. On a Sunday After- 
noon and Thursday Evening a good number attend. We 
have Daily, Morning, and Evening Prayer-Meetings in the 
Church. The people continue to provide their own Palm- 
oil, for both the Evening Meetings, and for those which are 
kept amongst the Communicants. 

During the Quarter, I have baptiased 19 Male and 16 
Female Adults, whom I have reason to believe sincere. The 
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number of Commumcants is 191 — Males 67, Females 124: 
the increase was occanoned ^ those who were baptized; 
and by some backsliders who retumed, repenting of their 
sins. One died in the Lord : she had been indisposed for 
some time; and, early in the morning on which she died^ after 
having attended Morning Prayer-meetinff in the Place of 
Worship, she retired to the chamber of her dwelling, and 
was there found dead by her Husband, upon her knees, in a 
praying posture. 

At Christmas, the Members attending on a Sunday 
Morning were 460; and in the Afternoon, 260. 
100 generally are present at the Week-day Services; 
and 50 at Daily, Morning, and Evening Prayers. 

Hastings. 
While Mr. Gerber residecf at Waterloo, he visited 
this Settlement every alternate Sunday in the After- 
noon, for the purpose of celebrating Divine Service ; 
and administered the Lord's Supper once in the 
Quarter. When he did not attend, William Tamba 
assembled the people together, and conducted the 
Service. In reterence to Tamba's labours, Mr. Ger- 
ber remarks — 

He has, by the blessing of God, become very useful among 
the people in thb place, and has gained their affection. The 
greater part of the Members of the Church are discharged 
Soldiers from the 4th W. I. Reg. Thb regiment is remark- 
able; for wherever these Soldiers are settled in the Villages, 
there is a great love for religion manifested among them, 
which is not observable among the Soldiers of the other 
regiments. 

At Midsummer he reports — 

I have continued to visit this Village on alternate Sundays; 
and have, from these visits, derived many blessings to my 
own soul. The people generally come to uie Place of Divine 
Worship before the bell calls them. .1 have baptized 10 
Adults. The Communicants are 31 : ^^ey walk consistently. 

At Christmas, the following account is given of this 
Station — 

This Settlement is now to become the residence of a 
Clerffyman. S50 persons attend on Sunday Forenoon ; 90 
on me two Week-day Evening Services; and about 40 at 
Daily Morning Prayers. The Communicants, 38 in number, 
meet once a- week, Males and Females separately; as also do 
the Candidates for Baptism. Frequent Private-Prayer Meet- 
ings are held in the houses of the Communicants or Candi- 
dates. The people are very desirous after stated Religious 
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Instructioiii and manifest their sense of its advantaged bj 
devout attendance on Divine Service. 

Waterloo. 
The Rev. John Gerber was prevented, by illness, 
from entering on his duties at Waterloo tiU the 
middle of January : since that time, till his removal 
to Hastings in November, hq resided at this Settle- 
ment. Divine Service has been performed twice 
on the Sunday, and on Wednesday and Friday 
Evenings; from 150 to 200 persons attending the 
Morning Service, but very few on other occasions. 
At Micha'elmas, there were 10 Communicants. The 
state of the Settlement is described in the following 
extracts from Mr. Gerber's communications. In 
March he writes — 

The disposition of the people, in general, gives me but Kttle 
to say in tneir favour: from what 1 have seen, since residing 
here, I am obliged to state, that there is but little difference 
between them and the inhabitants of a Timmanee or Sherbro' 
Village, except in clothing ; for drumming and dancinff, widi 
all the country-fashions, begin with the night, as in the Native 
Villages in the country ; and these things are allowed. 

On another occasion, he observes — 

The spiritual state of the inhabitants of this place appears 
to be still the same as reported last Quarter. Aldiougn the 
attendants on Divine Service have in the week-days somewhat 
increased, still I cannot as yet observe any alteration in their 
conduct. When I hear the noise of the people, occasioned 
by a Juggler who regularly comes to play his tricks every 
Saturday Evening, and which lasts till nearly break of day — 
where a great number of people, old and young, are engaged 
all night, who afterwards sleep during the day, and are not 
to be seen 4^the place of Divine Worship-^I am often much 
annoyed, which renders me nearly unfit for the performance 
of my duties on the Lord's Day. 

He adds, in July — 

This YilWe is as yet, I may almost say, wholly given to 
Idolatry ! Wooden-god makers, and worshippers of these 
gods made in the likeness of a human figure, are, in great 
numbers, in the houses of this town. Next to these are the 
Greegree People ; and, after them, there are upward of 100 
Mahomedans residing here, who endeavour to make pros- 
elytes, and not unfrequently succeed. 

Of the District he says, generally — 

I am much surprised to see the great alteration which has 
taken place, within the last year, in the Conduct of the 
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Liberated Afrkant Tesped&iflf ihe Sabbath Day. Before I 
lefi the Colony for Europei Iseldon} found any at work on 
that day; but^ since my return, in attending every other 
Sunday at Hastings, tliere has n6t been one Sabbath Day on 
which I have not met, in my way, with people at work — 
washing clothes, carrying loads, &c. They appear like per* 
sons who had been long confined, and had unexpectedly re- 
ceived their liberty. Such things we may expect in Heathen 
Countries ; but it is painful indeed to witness them in a 
British Colony. 

At Michaelmas, Mr. Gerber notices some degree 
of improvement. He Writes — 

In the latter part of this Quarter, I am happy to state to 
have observed a small increase of attendants on Divine Wor- 
ship, both on Sundays and on Week-day Evenings. 

One Man and two Women have been received on trial for 
Baptism. One Man, mentioned in my last Report as on 
trial, has, during the Quarter, been baptized and admitted to 
the Membership of Christ's Church. Of the sincerity of this 
man I have some pleasing proofs :-^ Visiting, dne evening, a 
Meeting held in the house of one of the Communicants, I met 
a boy about 15 years of age: I asked him the reason of his 
coming there; to which he repUed, '^He had got a soul to 
save." On asking who had told him so, be said, '* His master 
did every evening read with him in the Bible, and teach him 
so.*' This man's Wife is one of the women mentioned as ou 
trial for Baptism. 

At Christmas, the numbers attending Public Wor- 
ship on Sunday Morning were 300; and in the After- 
noon, 100: about 80 attend the Week-day Evening 
Service, and 60 the Daily Morning Prayers. There 
were at that time 12 Communicants. In the Annual 
Report it is stated — 

A visible change has taken place; many manifesting a de- 
sire to hear the W ord of God, though the greater part of the 
population are regardless of all that is Divine. The Lord's 
Day wears the appearance of a sacred season within the 
Settlement ; but there is a good deal of profanation outsidei- at 
a little distance. 

MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 

The Rev. Thomas Davey continues to h«ve the 
charge of this District, residing at Batburst, where 
Mrs. Davey conducts a Native Girls' School, and 
Mrs. Heighway and Mrs. Taylor an Infants' School. 
Mr. Edmund Boston, Catechist^ resides at Glou- 
cester, sharing the duties of the District with Mr. 

k2 
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Davev; John Attara at Regent; and William 
NeviUe assists Mr. Davey at Bathurst. 

Leicester. 

Divine Service is generally performed once on the 
Sunday, and is attended by about 60 persons : and 
at Michaelmas it is reported, that Evenmg Service in 
the week had been oommenced, at which 40 attend* 
There were 8 Communicants, who meet once a-week. 
The Children of the Settlement attend School at 
Gloucester, and are anxious to learn. 

Gloucester. 

Mr. Boston commenced his residence here in June; 
and has subsequently been married to the Sister of 
Mrs. Metzger, who has been for some time accus- 
tomed to the instruction of children, and, it is hoped, 
will prove an useful Assistant in the management of 
the School. Previous to Mr. Boston's removal to 
this Settlement, it furnished melancholy evidence of 
the want of a resident Teacher. Mr. Davey stated 
at Midsummer, that the people had very much fallen 
back into their Heathen practices; that the drum, 
the dance, and the gun, were almost constantly to 
be heard; and that he was compiled to speak 
doubtfully of several of the Communicants. There 
is reason to hope that Mr. Boston's residence among 
them will be the means of removing some of the pre- 
vailing evils. At Michaelmas he makes the following 
Report : — 

After I became settled in my new habitation, I made an 
effort to visit all the people at their houses, which had the 
effect of bringing a considerable number of them to the House 
of God ; but ere a month )iad elapsed, they again absented 
themselves : but at the end of the Quarter, I am hapjnr to 
report that I witness a different spirit Some who have long 
neglected the means of Grace, begin regularly to attend them ; 
and others appear more diligent in the work of their salva- 
tion. The Congregation on toe Sabbath Morning has greatly 
increased ; the average is 220, The Afternoon Service ifi 
attended by 160 ; and l^ the Evening, when I give an ex- 
hortation in my own house, about 50 are present. Morning 
and Evening nayers are conducted in the Church : at the 
tomtT 50, and at die latter 40, attend. 

Four of the most experienced of the Communicanta wmteti 
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ofer die'ot]ker% snd report their conduct to me : this plan I 
have found truly beneiGiali for it enables me to be more 
acquainted with their walk and ccmrenation. Several, whose 
lives were inconsistent with their profession, have been re- 
moved from the list of Communicants; and. the number at 
present is 70. 

This beneficial chanige in the conduct of the inhabi- 
tants is noticed by the Missionaries in their Report ; 
in which they state, that the people appear to value 
the means of Grace much more than formerly; and 
that some, there is reason to hope, are profiting by 
them. The attendance at Public Worship is, on 
Sunday Morning, about 230; and on Week-dayis, 60. 

The experience of the benefits of the Infants' 
School at JBathurst has led to the introduction of a 
similar one at Gloucester: and of this and another 
School which has been formed at this Settlement, 
Mr. Boston gives the following account: — 

The progress of the Children is satisfactory, and they ap- 
pear to be highly delighted with the plan : ike Morning is 
exclusively devoted to this system. The number on the 
books is 14fS, with an average attendance of ISS. In the Af- 
ternoon, the Schoolmaster takes charge of about 60 of the 
most forward of the Children : of these, 12 read the Old Tes- 
tament fluently : the others are in " Our Saviour's Discourses,** 
and Mrs. Kilham*s Tract Ko. 3, Part I. 

A Sunday School has been recently opened, for the recep- 
tion of Apprentice Boys; of whom 35 attend. I anticipate 
much usefulness from this part of my labours ; for it not only 
aflbrds means of instruction to those who are not able to at- 
tend on the Week-day, but it is the means of bringing them 
to Church* 

Four of the best-informed amon^ the people assbt in this 
School, but ** without money ;" for I think it unportant to in- 
culcate the precept— 2^f0ely ye have received f freefy gwe^ 

The improved state of Gloucester, since Mr. 
Boston's removal thither, is thus noticed by Mr. 
Davey at Michaelmas — 

The effects of Br. Boston's removal here, and of his exer- 
tions among ihe inhabitants, are so visible, that the most 
careless observer must notice the difference. I must confess, 
that I at first doubted whether the increased attendance on 
the means of Grace would continue any longer than the 
novelty lasted; but I rejoice to say that the nunu)er continues 
to increase, and that a marked attention may be observed in 
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them: I trust it will long continue, and that much firuit will be 
found to arijBe from the seed which has been sown. 

Regent. 

Mr. Davey visits Regent as often as his numerous 
engagements in other directions permit ; performing 
Divine Service there on an average four or five 
times in the Quarter, and administering the Lord's 
Supper once. The Sunday Services, and those in 
the Morning and Evening, were conducted by David 
Noah till his removal to Waterloo in November. 
Mr. and Mrs. Weeks, on their arrival in the Colony, 
were stationed at Regent, for the purpose of conduct- 
ing an Infants' School. 

Mr. Davey gave an affecting view, in his Reports 
in March and June, of the neglect of the means of 
Grace which prevailed among the people, and of the 
inconsistent conduct of many who came to the Lord's 
Table. This latter evil arose from the want of that 
Pastoral Superintendence which it is utterly impos- 
sible for a single individual to exercise throughout 
the District ( but it has in some degree been removed 
by the appointment of one person to overlook every 
Twenty or Thirty Communicants. In September, Mr. 
Davey s account is more favourable : he says — 

With respect to the people generally of this place, I can 
report more favourably than I could do last Quarter: many 
of them appear more attentive to the means of Grace than 
they were. The Congregations on Sunday Mornings have 
averaged about 800: in the Afternoons, about half that num- 
ber : and on Week-days, about 100. I have administered 
the Lord's Supper once; baptized one Adult and ten Infants; 
received one Backslider into the Church, who appeared 
penitent; and married 15 couples. There are several per- 
sons making inquiries about the salvation of their souls, who 
will shortly be received as Candidates for Christian Baptism. 
The number of Communicants on the list is 94>8, who have 
been regular in their Weekly Meetings; and I think the'' 
benefits of this plan already appear. David Noah has 
visited most of them in these Meetings. 

At Christmas, the Missionaries make the following 
Report of this Station : — 

800 attend on Sunday Morning ; 100 on Week-days ; Com- 
municants S44. A large increase in the number of Commu- 
nicants appears, when compared with the statement of last 
year. Tnis has arisen from the circumstance of a number of 
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persons^ who were admitted to Church privileges years ago, 
but grew remiss and neglected the means of Gracc^ being 
stirred up, during this year, to claim the same privileges, from 
the enjoyment of which they never were regularly excluded. 
A great increase in attention and regard towards tne means of 
Grace has taken place during the last four months. Weekly 
Prayer-Meetings are held by the Communicants and by the 
Candidates. The Mission has opened a School here in the 
Society^s Premises ; while Government continues the School it 
used to keep before ; and 57 Children are under instruction, 

JBathurst. 

Although this Settlement has the benefit of a resi- 
dent Missionary, the ii^abitants do not appear to 
have profited in proportion to their advantages, and 
there is reason to lament their general unconcern for 
the salvation of their souls. The average number 
attending Divine Service on Sundays is 250, including 
children: about 120 are present at the Thursday- 
Evening Lecture ; and about 180 at Daily Morning 
Prayers. At Christmas there were 6 Communi- 
cants : Mr. Davey had baptized 17 Infants during the 
Michaelmas Quarter. The Communicants of this 

5 lace and Charlotte have a Prayer-Meeting every 
'uesday ; and it is mentioned in the Ileport, that, in 
the Quarter ending at Christmas, a manifest change 
had taken place in the regard shewn to the means of 
Grace. 

An Adult Evening school was kept by Mr. Boston 
while he remained at Bathurst ; and since his removal 
to Gloucester, has been continued by John Attara : 
the number of Scholars is 14. 

Mrs. Taylor, whose removal from Freetown to this 
district, for the benefit of her health, has been noticed, 
assisted Mrs. Heighway, till her marriage with Mr. 
Betts, in conducting the Infants' School ; of which 
Mr. Davey, at Michaelmas^ makes the following Re- 
port : — 

The attendance of the Infant School has been augmented 
by the Liberated African Boys, and by the Children born in 
the Colony residing at Charlotte : the total number on the 
books is 124, out of which there has been an average attend- 
ance of 1 1 6. Some deficiency has been experienced in conse- 
quence of many of the Children having had the measles* 
Their progress is both satisfactory and encouraging. 
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A Sunday School has been established, for Appren- 
tices especially ; which contains 53 Scholars or that 
description, and 12 Adults. 

Charlotte. 
William Davis, a Native Teacher, noticed in the 
last Report as having the care of this Settlement, 
has been removed from his connection with the 
Society; and it does not appear, from recent accounts, 
that any one has been appointed to succeed him. 
Very few of the inhabitants attend Church, either at 
Batburst on Sunday Mornings, or at their own Vil- 
lage in the Afternoons. At Michaelmas, Mr. Davey 
states — 

About S6 of the Liberated African Boys have attended the 
Infants' School at Bathurst : with the progress of many of 
them I have been much pleased ; and I trust, that as they are 
very partial to the School (coming very often an hour before 
it commences), they will receive Tasting benefit from attend- 
ing it. The Children bom in the Colony, residing at this Vil- 
lage, have also attended the Bathurst Infants' School: the 
heavy rains and the measles have prevented their attendance 
being so regular as we anticipate it will be in future : it is 
pleasing, however, to report, that an average of S9 have 
attended. 

The following view of this Settlement is given by 
the Missionaries, in their Annual Report — 

Charlotte is so near to Bathurst, that the inhabitants miffht 
very well attend Divine Service there, had they a desire inter 
spiritual things: but they shew nothing like pious feeling, 
or even a regard to morality, the Communicants excepted; 
and the Sabbath is sadly profaned. The attendance on the 
Sunday Services is about 40 ; Communicants 3. The Children 
of this place attend School at Bathurst; but, as the parents 
are not anxious about the instruction of their children, the 
attendance is irregular. 

The following Extract, from the West-African 
Report, will be read with feelings of considerable 
regret : — 

The Minister of the Mountain Villages notices— «nd the 
same remark is made by the Minister in charge of the River 
District — the apparent very rapid spread of Mofaamedanism 
in his District within the last twelve months. The emissaries 
of the False Prophet have manifest advantages over (he 
Teachers of Christ's religion in this Colony, the latter having 
so few Natives to support them. Their number is consi- 
derable ; they can undergo fatigue which would be fatal to a 
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European life; they Heed no eonreyance for travelling firom 
place to place; and they recommend a religion requiring 
chiefly an outward change without an inward, and opening 
the door to carnal eigoyment rather than condemning it. 

8£A DISTRICT. 

The Rev. William K. Belts continued to super- 
intend this district, assisted by William Neville^ a 
Native Teacher, till Christmas ; when the pressing 
want of Labourers to meet the demands of the Mission 
compelled the Missionaries to relinquish it. 

York. 

Mr. Betts has visited York at such seasons as he 
has been able; and the state of the inhabitants 
shews how much they need the attention of one 
whose whole time could be devoted to them. The 
Sunday is profaned by a very large proportion of 
the people; and but little attention appears to be 
paid to the Missionary when he visits them. Of 
their general character Mr. Betts remarks^ at Mi- 
chaelmas — 

The people are, in general, regardless of the Sabbath and 
their souls ; nor am I sanguine in hoping that much improve- 
ment will take place in their spiritual condition, till they can 
have the advantage of Pastoral Visits at their houses ; which 
appears to me the most likely means, by fiu*, of drawing the 
minds of the Africans, generally, to reflect on those things 
which are unseen and eternaL 

In thb state of things, it b a subject of gratitude that there 
is a large and interesting Congregation, cniefly consisting of 
those baptized Africmis who have formed themselves into a 
body unaer the superintendence of their Class Leaders, after 
the method of the Wesleyans. These Leaders exercise li 
laudable watchfulness over the conduct of the Members of 
their respective Classes. 

Of these^ Mr. Betts writes — 

That select body of professing Christians in this town, 
mentioned in former Reports, stifl conduct themselves in a 
praiseworthy manner ; and I hope that many of them are seek- 
ing the Kingdom of God in truth, though diey need to have 
the %oa^ of the Lord eanounded ynio them mere porfeeti^. One of 
the most devoted of these people has been stimng up the 
minds of the hihabitants to meet the expense of a substantial 
Stone Church, and it is probable that he will succeed : the 
building used as a Churdi has fidlen down. 
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The state of this Settlement is thus noticed in that 
Report; — 

An attendance of 200 has generally been obtained on 
Sunday Mornings, and of 150 in the Afternoon; the Comma- 
nicants are 82. The grass hut, formerly used for Divine 
Service, having fallen in, Public Worship has been performed 
in the Government School-Room ; which, however, will not 
c6ntain one-fourth of the population. The people have met 
on week-days in a place of Worship belonging to them. 

Kent. 
Mr. Betts, who resided at this Settlement till 
November, when it was relinquished, found the evil 
effects on the Congregation, from the want of a 
Teacher between the time of Mr. Gerber's departure 
and his own arrival : and the inconsistency of their 
conduct with their profession, led him to exclude 
many of the former Communicants from the Lord's 
Table. At Lady-Day he makes the following Re- 
port — 

While truth demands that I should speak unfavourably of 
the state of the Professors of Religion at this place, yet it 
affords me pleasure to be able to say, that the attendance on 
the means of Grace, on the part of the inhabitants in general, 
is encouraging. 

At his Midsummer Report, Mr. Betts writes — 

Divine Service has been performed three times on the 
Sunday, with very few exceptions. The first of these Services 
was formerly the Six-o'clock public Morning Prayer; but the 
number increasing in attendance on that occasion, I have, in 
addition to reading a chapter and Prayers, generally preached. 
The attendance at the place of Worship on the other parts of 
the day has not decreased. There have been two children 
baptized, after much instruction and exhortation given to the 
parents and sponsors; and IS couples have been married. 

The Missionaries give the following account of 
this Station, previous to its being relinquished in 
November — 

Kent was the residence of a Clergyman, from thebeffinning 
' of the year ; and of a Native Teacher since the month of April : 
both of whose services were withdrawn, as before noticed, in 
November last. Up to that time, there was an attendance at 
DivineService, on Sunday Morning, of 250; Afternoon, 150; 
on Week-days, of about 70: Communicants, 17. Some of the 
people were attentive, and appeared to value their religiotis 
opnortunitics, but the majority were careless : the attention 
ana apparent seriousness of tliose attending on week-days was 
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-^eadbig. A PriTSle Meeting tat xeading the Scriptures and 
Player was held in the houae of one of f& inhabitants^ which 
was well attended, and promised to be beneficial About 
9s. 4fd. a-quarter were subscribed for Pahn Oil, to light the 
Church. A Day-school was kept here by the Clergyman and 
his Assistant, which counted 65 Children, most of uiem very 
young; and the parents seemed to value the benefit conferred 
on them. 

JBananas. 

Mr. Betts and William Neville have occasionally 
visited the Bananas, and held Divine Service in the 
lower apartment of the Government House ; when 
scarcely ever more than 50 persons, and frequently 
a smaller number, attended. This, considering their 
want of a resident Religious Instructor, is not much 
to be wondered at, when it is remembered that for 
some years the Bananas was the place of Transport 
tation for such characters as were found too dis- 
orderly and unmanageable to be suffered to remain 
in the Villages on the main land. 

In their Report, the Missionaries state — 
There appeared but little regard to the Means of Grace^ 
and the place contained no Members of the Church. 



The Rev. W. K. Betts having been appointed, as 
has been already stated, to the charge of St. George's, 
Freetown, and the Services of the Native Teacher, 
who had assisted him in the Sea District, having 
been transferred to that of the Mountain, the Sea 
District^ comprehending the Stations of York, Kent, 
and the Bananas, is left without any provision for 
Religious Instruction. Some other Stations have 
also, in consequence of the want of adequate means 
of instruction, been abandoned ; and in reference to 
these, the Missionaries write — 

We have felt, that it can answer no end to keep names of 
places on our List of Stations, where no Church-Members re- 
aide, and to which we cannot extend our Religious services 
without injury to Congreffations which present stronger calls 
for them ; more especialfy as we have not succeed^ in ob- 
taining authority from the Colonial Government to call upon 
the Sclioolmasters for the performance of Religious services, 
which might have been a help towards securing the outward 
decencies of Religion, at least on the Lord's Day. Grassfield, 
Allen's Town, and Calmont, therefore, appear no longer 
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among tbe Stetbtis winch we occupy; nor do we nentioo 
Wilberi^vci nd Sandbeach among tbem^ though they wwe 
visifeBd during the greater part of the year. 

The Missionaries conclude their Report with th6 
fbllowinfi^ remark on the importance of a Christiau 
temper m those who are engaged in the promotion 
of tnat Kingdom which is righteousness and peace 
and jay in the Holy Ghost. They write — 

We all feel a need of that gentle, persuasive, spiritual 
strain, which ought to pervade the whole life of a Religious 
Teacher. It is too often interrupted by the hurry and tbe mut 
ii^&iAty of our engagements ; by the impatience which th^ 
lononaicey the wajrwardness, and, in many instances, the du* 
l^ity of the people with whom we have to do, often excite ; 
and by diat irritability which seems to be the general efl&ct of 
this climate upon the mind clogged with a European consti- 
tution. Most fervently, therefore, would we pray for a larfier 
effusion of the Divine Spirit of love into our own hearts, that 
we may more entirely exhibit, by our example before our 
Congregations, the loveliness and blessedness of obedience 
to dnrist*s precepts: we know, that God*s purposes of 
mercy towards men of all kindreds and tongues will be ful- 
filled; and we would still hope that instruments so. weak as 
we know ourselves to be, will be made use of by Ifion, to the 
promotion of His glory in this part of the world. 
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Malta. 

The return of the Rev. William Jowett, with his 
Family, on his second visit to England, from Malta, 
has been already noticed : during his absence, the 
direction of the Society's affairs devolves on Mr. 
Schlienz. Mr. Koelner, who has for some time been 
occupied as a Printer, is about to proceed to 
Germany, to prepare for future labour as a Missio- 
nary; and Mr. kitto, on account of his want of 
health, and other circumstances, has relinquished his 
connection with the Society. Mr. Brenner, whose 
departure was noticed in the last Report, aitived at 
Malta on the 21st of May; and Mr. Weiss, a Printer, 
left London, as has been already stated^ on the 10th 
of December. 

Phares Shidiak, who had for some time assisted 
both Mr. Schlienz and the American Misaionariee in 
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tbe department of Tranilation into Arabic, has, from 
tiie failure of his health, retired to Egypt. 

Mr. Jowett, on his return, gave the Committee the 
following view of Missions in the Mediterranean, and 
of his own more immediate course of labour : — 

In 1815, when he first went out, there was not a ringle 
Missionary in the Mediterranean: in ISSO, when he retunied 
to England with his Family, there were Six. In 1828, on hb 
present second return, he left Thirty, who are the accredited 
servants of various Missionary, Bible, and Jew Societies: 
besides Wives and Children. There have been, in all, since 
1815, Forty-eight ; of the Eighteen which make the difference. 
Nine are deceased ,* and Nine have been either removed to 
other Stations, or have quitted the field. 

A peculiar characteristic of this band of Missionaries was, 
that it was furnished from the three principal sections of the 
Protestant part of tbe world — ^firom Germany, the birth-place of 
the Reformation ; from Britain; and from America : they had 
commenced their work in a spirit of good harmony and good 
understanding; and there appeared to be among them, gene- 
rally, a simple desire to draw their principles and their 
measures from the Bible. 

The operations of the Press might be briefly stated thus : — 
If the Armenian Types were counted as in operation, which 
Mr. Jowett believed they were by this time m the hands of 
the American Missionaries in Malta — and if to them were 
added the Ethiopic and Amharic Types which were on the 
point of being sent out by this Society to Malta — there will 
then have been brought into actual operation the following 
Nine Languages in six years, by different Societies in the 
Mediterruiean ; namely, Italian, Greek, Arabic, Maltese, 
Turkish, Armenian, Ethiopic, Amharic, and Albanian: of 
which, the first four have been printed in by the Church 
Missionary Society. A Tenth, the Spanish-Hebrew, might 
be expected, ere long, to be likewise in active operation. 

His own occupations in the Society's service had been four- 
fold :— 

1. He had continued the work of Christian Research, by 
visiting Syria and Jerusslem : die result of which visit had 
been given to the public, in a Second Volume of ** Re- 
searches.** 

S. The establishment of a Printm^ Press, in Malta, was 
another business which had been specially charged upon him, 
during the period of his last residence in Malta. 

3. He had continued to prosecute the cultivation of tiie 
Maltese Language, and the Translation into it of the Holy 
Scriptures., 

4. He had, further, been engaged in receiving, and forward- 
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ing on their way» the Missionaries sent by the Society into A^ 
Mediterranean, and in maintaining correspondence with them 
at their respective Stations. 

The openings for Missionary Usefulness iff tli6 M^iter- 
tanean had always increased, in proportion as faithful Mis- 
sionaries have been sent to prqxire ike way of&^ Idnrd. At the 
present awful period, the Lord appears to be, in a very signal 
manner, Himself preparing the way for the spreading of His 
Gospel-^shaking the nations with wars and alarms — and put- 
ting to confusion, by exposing to public view, the errors, su- 
perstitions, and crimes, which have been established by custom 
and by law, during many centuries. It would be impossible 
to calculate the myriads now in the Mediterranean who are 
utterly discontented with things as they are, and equally 
Ignorant how they ought to be« Such a state of general ex- 
citement must be regarded as a peculiar call on Missionaries 
to be calm, decided, and single-eyed — simply to do the work rf 
Him that hath sent them — referring all their fears and hopes, as 
to the result, to His infinite wisdom, power, and love. 

Mr. Jowett is employed, during his stay in this 
country, in carrying through the press a Translation 
of the Four Gospels into Maltese. 

Of the proceedings of the Press, Mr. Schlienz 
writes in May — 

The Office is prepared for the discharge of a good deal of 
labours this will, lit present, be chiefly in Arabic I shaU, 
however, endeavour to do something in Ambaric also. We 
have in the Press a Re-print, in Greek, of the short History of 
the First Three Centuries of the Church of Christ, out of 
some part of the ** Philanthropes." Mr. Brenner yields im- 
portant help, in taking a share of the correction of the proof- 
sheets. / 

The ** Philanthropos," a periodical work by Mr. 
Jowett, now completed for a year, is much sought 
for ; and will be resumed on his return. 

Mr. Schlienz has under preparation, an Introduc- 
tion to the Gospels ; and Arabic Proverbs, with ex- 
planations from Scripture : and preparations are mak- 
ing to print Elementary Books m Amharic* The 
New Testament, in Ambaric and Ethiopic, is making 
progress under the charge of the Bible Society. 

Of the Languages, the study of which it is most de- 
sirable to promote, Mr. Schlienz makes the following 
remarks: — 

In our labours, we must not only look for the re-establish- 
ing apd edifying of degraded Oriental Churches, by conveying 
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to them general means of Relbions Instruction; and for the 
education of their nef^ected x outh^ by the compilation of 
Elementary Works and School Booki^but also, and mo3t 
particularly, for the education of Young Ecclesiastics among 
them, by procuring to them the means of acquiring sound 
Scriptural Knowledge, in works that bear a peciuiar reference 
to the Original Languages of the Holy Scriptures* The 
course which will render this study most easy, pleasant, and 
useful, is to begin with the Hebrew, which will lead to Arabic 
and Ethiopic. Being once roused to the study of the New 
Testament, the acquisition of whose original language the 
Orientalist must find considerably harder than that of the Old, 
how wonderful will be the effects, which such a study will 
have on the Oriental Churches ! — how incalculable the bene- 
fits which are likely to redound, when Greece and all the 
Arabian and Ethiopic Regions shall cast their mites into the 
treasury ! 

The Committee are happy to state, that it is Mr. 
Jowetfs intention to leave England at the end of next 
month, or early in July, to resume his labours at 
Malta. 

Turkey and Greece. 

The Rev. John Hartley and the Rev. Dr. Korck, 

Eassed the winter of 1827 — 1828 at Egina: Mr. 
[arUev left Dr. Korck there in the middle of March ; 
and, auer visiting the Morea, joined him, in June, at 
Syra, to which place Dr. Korck had proceeded from 
Egina. Mr. Hartley left Syra in July, and went to 
Smyrna, where he remained till the date of the last 
despatches. He thus reviews his proceedings at 
Egina : — 

Opportunities of imparting religious instruction by means 
of conversation were enjoyed daily ; and four times I preached 
publicly in the Church of the Panagia. The amount of be- 
nefit imparted is known only to Him, who knows all things^ 
but the apparent effects were such, as to prove highly en- 
couraffing. Seven persons joined me in praver and the read- 
ing of the Scriptures ; and an eighth, though suddenly called 
from Effina by duty, exhibited signs of real religion. Of 
those who haDitually joined us, one was Prior of a large 
Monastery, and another was an Archimandrite. That many 
persons, before inclined to infidel sentiments, obtuned better 
views, I feel certain. I venture to hope that exertions of this 
nature will not be wholly fruitless : carried on with patience 
in various directions, they may, by the Divine Blessing, gra- 
dually contribute^ to the reformation of Religion throughout 
the Levant 
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Of hit general prospects, and of the circulation of 
the Scriptares in Greece, he writes : — 

With regard to Missionary Labour, there are good prospects, 
tfaoogli they do not shine so brightly at present as aome time 
ago. Scriptures have been sold in Ghreeoe to a considerable 
amount : I have myself sold in Egina 224 copies of the Large 
Testaments, and 148 of the Small ; and might have sold many 
more of the large, had I possessed them. In odier plaoea, 
also, a considerable number has been sold. I have not yet 
received an exact account, but I imagine that nearly 2000 
have been put in circulation in different parts of Greece since 
the month of September. Thus has an important object been 
effected, which will not be without useful results. I have 
sold a few copies of the Commentary on the Acts, and 4S 
copies of Mr. Wilson's Spelling-book. I believe that diousands 
of W. Wibon*s work would be purchased, if we had them. 0£ 
other Publications we have dispersed a very considerable 
number. The two works of Mr. Temple Porteus's Evidences, 
and L3rtdeton on the Conversion of St. Paul, have been r^ir 
dered very useful. I am particularly anxious to obtain other 
works on the Evidences or Christianity. There is not, as ye^ 
much taste for the other books; but these are spoken of in 
raptures by many persons. 

He afterwards adds — 

I have had conversation with many persons on religious 
subjects ; and I would not hesitate to say, that not a few have 
obtained more correct ideas on the truths of Scripture. One 
young man appears to be truly awakened ; and should he go 
on as he has commenced, I shiul not hesitate to bless God for 
his conversion. For seven years he has been an infidel : now, 
hit chief delight is to bam qfCkrist^and to attend to the sal- 
vation of his souL Thus you perceive that we are not 
altogether vrithout encouragement, though the sanguine ex- 
pectations, which I had formed some time ago, have been 
greatly lowered. 

During his tour in the Morea, Mr. Hartley had se- 
veral opportunities of preaching in the Churches, and 
often to large and attentive Congregations : of one of 
these occasions he thus speaks in his Journal : — 

In the large Monastery of Mecaspelaion, I preached to a 
Congregation of probably more wan a hundred Monks, with 
the sanction of the Superiors of the Monastery; and in that 
very Chapel where they preserve and worship the Picture of 
the Virgin which is attributed to the pencil of St. Luke. 
Whatever may be the fiituve state of Greece, I shall always 
dierish^ amongst my fondest remembrances, these instances of 
kindly feeling; and I shall earnesdy pray, May God bestow 
on this Church the. privilege of Phihulelphia; (Rev. iiL 8.) 
Beholdflkaoet^b^blretkeeanopenthor; and no man eansiuiiif 
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On leaying the Morea, Mr* Hartley thus expresses 
his sentiments — 

My stay in Argos was of a month's duration. I had hoped, 
during this interval, to be able to aid the drcuhttion of the 
Scriptures in the various parts of the Mores which I had 
visited ; but, unfortunately, the plaeue had excited such alamii 
that Napoli was barred aaainst aU ingress, and I had no op- 
portunity of obtaining the New Testaments which had arrived 
nrbm Syra. I found occasion, however, to make known the 
Truth to various individuals ; and I rejoice to recollect Uie 
names of several young men who lent an attentive ear to my 
remarks. I now repeat an observation which I made more 
than two years ago — ^that everywhere I discover some per- 
sons to whom Religious Truth is a grateful subject. - On the 
one hand, they become enUghtened as to the various corrup- 
tions of their own communion ; and, on the other, they escape 
from die still more dangerous gulf of Infidelity, into whidi so 
many fall headlong. God has bestowed on me the inexpres- 
sible &vour to sow the incorruptible seed of Revealed Truth at 
Argos, and in various other places ; and I feel strongly per- 
suaded that He will also give the increase. It is manifest, 
that, in various parts of the East, a work of preparation for 
the reception of Christian Truth is most decidedly going for- 
ward. I say not, that many persons have arrived at that 
establishment of Christian cnaracter which is designated by 
the term ** Regeneration ;** but I do affirm, that many have 
liad their minds so &r enlightened, and so far interested in 
this important subject, that, when the door for proclaiming 
the Gospel shall be more widely and effectually opened, there 
is a good hope that more individuals will gladly come for- 
ward, will embrace the wished-for opportunities, and will 
become willing converts to the true doctrine of Christianity. 
At present, every one, who is interested in the Cause ot 
Christ, contemplates the Political aspect of Greece with in- 
tense interest He frequently inquires. Whether the New 
Government will lend assistance, or otherwise, to the efforts 
which are in progress for the benefit of its subjects ? What- 
ever the answer may be, convinced I am, that our labour 
has not been in vain. If not the great good which we hope, 
yet some ffood vrill assuredly be the result Thousands of 
copies of ttie New Testament are ffone forth, to proclaim the 
Word of Grod ; and thousands of other testimonies to the 
Truth, both oral and printed, have been given. Thus are 
thousands of voices ending in the wilderness^ '* P repare ye ike way 
of the Lord; make straight in ike deseri a highway fir cur God,** 
(Isaiah xL) We leave, then, our humble efforts to the bless- 
ing of the Most High. 

Mr. Hartley, while resident at Smyrna^ has under-

taken the duties of the English Chaplaincy* daring 
Mr. Arundel's absence. Of his labours he writes, in 
October — 

It has been a cause of much satisfaction to me, to see many 
of the Officers and Crews of the English and American Ships 
of war frequent in their attendance at Church. After having 
been almost silent in my own language for four years^ I haTe 
found it most agreeable once more to employ it in the exer- 
cise of my duties. Besides preaching in Enslish) I also 
preach in Modern Greek. It is rather singular, that diis lan- 

fuage is more intelligible to many of the Liulies in die English 
^amilies than even their own tongue : hence, a Sermon in 
Modem Greek is directed, not only to the Greeks who may 
be present, but also to them. 
At the same date he writes — 

I have just been reading the Report of visits to Andres, 
Zea, Naxos, and Paros, sent me by a Young Man well known 
to Mr. Leeves, and long employed by him m the sale of the 
Scriptures at Constantinople. This Young Man was sent by 
Dr. ILorck to sell Scriptures and Tracts ; and, as I' recom- 
mended him to keep a Journal of his proceedings, he has 
accordingly sent one to me. It has pleased me so much, 
considered as the production of a person brought up in the 
errors of the Gh^ek Church and now zealous to enlighten his 
countrymen, that I shall, if possible, find time to translate it 
and send it to you. He has not only dold and distributed 
many books, but has preached the clear doctrine of Justifica- 
tion by Faith in Jesus Christ to his- countrymen. He is 
designated in my Journals from Constantinople by the letter 
G, and greatly endeared himself to us by his faithful and 
unwearied attention to the Converted Jews. 

The unexpected release of these poor Jews, by the 
kind providence of God, must have been already 
welcomed by those who had been acquainted with 
their sufferings; and they will further hear, with 
pleasure, that God appears to have used one of them 
as an instrument of blessing, both to some of his own 
countrymen, and to one or two individuals of the 
Turkish Nation. With reference to this, Mr. Hartley 
writes from Smyrna, in January — 
^ John Baptist, one of the Jews whom I baptized at Constan- 
tinople, has been here about two weeks. It gives me great 
pleasure to have the opportunity of reading and praying daUy 
with him. He has great zeal for the conversion of his coun- 
trymen and of others, and has already been rendered useful to 
several persons. There are 8 or 12 Jews at Constantinople 
who thirst for an opportunity of being baptised. To one of 
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thenip in particular, I wiah to difect your attention. He jh 
a young man 18 yean cdd, of a Tery rich fiunily, and related 
by marriage to a distinguished Jew at Constantinople. 
After John Baptist*s release from jirismi, be came to visit 
him, in order to h<dd controversies with Urn. The issue 
has been, that he has become a Believer in Jesus Christ, 
and is exceedingly eager to be bapticed. He pifofesses 
himself willing to lose dl the wealth of his familyi and to 
part with Father, Mother, and Friends, for the sake of Jesus 
Christ : nay, what is most extraordinary, imdeterred by the 
sufferings from which our two young friends have so recently 
escaped, he expresses a willingness to prove all the horrors of 
the prison, and of death itself if God should call him to that 
trial. 

Mr. Hartley adds — 

John Baptist has also been the means of bringing two 
Turks to an acknowledgment of the Truth a$ it is m Jents. 
One of them is a man of some consequence : having heard 
of the cause for which our friends were imprisoned, he 
sent for John Baptist, and laboured to convince him of 
the truth of the Mussulman Religion: day after day 
the controversy was renewed: the common Mahomedan 
arguments, of the corruption of the Sacred Writings by the 
Christians, were examined and exploded ; and, after some 
time, John Baptbt procured for his antsgonist the Arabic 
Scriptures, both Old and New Testament : he read them 
with much attention ; nay, appeared to abandon every other 
occupation. Finally, he expressed himself, both to John 
Bap^t and an Armenian Friend, fully persuaded of the truth 
of Christianity, and of the necessity of Baptism. Soon after- 
wards, he was compelled to accompany one of the Pachas to 
the Russian War, in character of Secretary. After our friend's 
release from prison, another Turk sent for him, to converse 
on the subject of religion. This individual adhered obsti- 
nately to the creed of his nation ; but one of his Tchochodars 
became convinced of the truth, and secretly confessed his 
faith to John Baptist. 

In the same Letter, Mr. Hartley further states — 
Benefit has also been conferred on several Armenians, by 
means of our friend's conversations. Not a few persons of 
this communion appear to be opening their eyes to the cor- 
ruptions which have so long disngured their Church. Here, 
at Smyrna, I have become acquainted with an interesting cha- 
racter, who is one of tiie oiief Masters of the Armenian 
School. He rejects all doctrines unfound^ on the Scrip- 
tuires, and is now on the point of introducing the reading of 
the NewlWtament into the SchooL He assilres me that the 
Armenians have no law which authorises the use of pictures 
in Churches ; and that this practice is merely a custom, which

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has gained ground without any authority. John Baptist has 
been treated ^with much kindness bv the Armenians ; nor am I 
aware that they have extracted firom him any observance 
inconsistent with a good conscience. He partook daily of ibe 
table of the Armenian Bishop, and has also been furnished by 
him with lodgings. I feel myself much interested for the 
Armenian Church : and as I am gradually laying hold of the 
Turkish Language, I hope daily to be better acquainted with 
them. 

Dr. Korck's health, which for some time had been 
very delicate, has much improved since the com- 
mencement of his residence at Syra; and he has un- 
dertaken the superintendence of a large School, 
which bids fair to be most beneficial to the Greeks. 
Of this Mr. Hartley writes — 

I scarcely know any thing connected with Missionary Under- 
takings in these parts which has given me so much pleasure. 
It is the precise employment in which Dr. Korck is likely to 
be most useful : he himself takes delight in the duties to 
which it calls him, and be is exceedingly beloved by the 
Children* 

The following account of the School is given by 
Dr. Korck, in August : — 

Since the month of April I have been steadily employed, 
here in Syra, at a School of Mutual Instruction, which Mr. 
Brewer had begun. On his departure for America, we had 
about 40 Children under our care ; but, soon after my arrival, 
I was enabled to increase the number to upward of 60. 
Having been so happy as to find some Schoolmasters in Egina, 
the Greek Merchaoits here began to take a higher interest in 
the work, and to erect a building for 300 Children, as they 
had promised several months before to Mr. Brewer and myself; 
Mr. Brewer engaging to pay the Master for six months, and 
I to undertake the direction of the work. After much delay, 
we have at last been able to enter the New Buildinff, and 
already the number of Children is nearly S50 : these Chudren, 
of whom about 80 are Girls, are daily instructed out of Uie 
Gospel, or out of School-Books prepared by our Brethren 
in Malta. Twice a-week I explain to them — stiU, indeed, 
with a stammering tongue, but understood by my Children — 
such parts of the Word of God as are suited to them ; and 
this I do ki the way of conversation. Twice a-week they 
learn a portion of Scripture by heart ; and, in this, they shew 
so much application, ttiat I am obli^d to restrain some of 
the Giris, for fear their health might be injured : they will 
learn 80-*80--*180 and even 180 lines more than I prescribe 
them ; and ih order to do so, they will rise again, when their 
parents think them asleep, kindle a light, and study. Yon 
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may imaaiiie how much such facts encourage me» and make 
the Children very dear to me ; and, as all they learn is from 
the Gospel, what reason have we not to hope, after the early 
and the latter rain, for an abimdant harvest from this seed of 
life planted in so many young souls ! 

It must be still more gratifying to the Christian Friends of 
Greece, when they learn what I have witnessed with an 
uplifted heart ; namely, that many of these dear Children 
become the Teachers of their Parents and Friends, by receiv- 
ing useful Tracts as rewards, or in engaging them to read mih 
them their Lessons. 

He adds — 

Another circumstance renders mv labours here more inter- 
esting. I have Children from aH parts of Greece in my 
School ; from Constantinople, Smyrna, Ipsara, Crete, and the 
Ionian Islands. To these parts many of them will return, 
and thus carry with them the light which they have received : 
for Syra is only a temporary abode of the 35,000 Greeks, 
whom political and mercantile circumstances have driven here 
together. The island itself has for its stated inhabitants only 
5000 Latin Greeks, by whose Children our School is also 
frequented. 

The small School-Books, and the Translation of the System 
of Mutual Instruction of Mr. Temple, which he has entrusted 
to me for distribution, give me an influence even in remote 
parts, by enabling me to present books to good Schools, and 
to enter into friendly connection with them. I have sent 400 
copies, together with a set of Greek Scripture-Lessons, to the 
Government, for its Orphan Institution of 600 Boys, now 
erected in Egina; and have received a Letter of ThanJcs from 
the President, Count Capo d'Istria, in which he states that he ' 
has distributed already a part of those books in the Govern- 
ment School at NapoU di Romania, and retained the other 
part for their ori^nal destination. The President writes to 
me also, that he mtends to come to Syra, and to render me 
every assistance in his power in behalf of my School. 

Mr. Benjamin Barker, in writing to the Conxmittee 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, gives the 
foUoMring extract of a Letter from a Greek Merchant 
of Syra relative to Dr. Korck's School : — 

The School at Syra ffoes forward. I went out recently 
with five of the principal Merchants of Syra, and we collected 
about SOOO piastres. The Roman-Catholic Inhabitants of 
Syra, even the Consuls, scarcely offered any thing ; not being 
willing, as they said, that their Children should learn the 
Doctrines of the Gospel from Protestant Teachers, who 
preach the Gospel differently from the Jesuits. The Greeks, 
although still ignorant, have not such prejudices. Dr. Korck 
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truly takes ^eat trouble to establish and put the School in 
order; and if the Greeks shall be so happy as to have three 
or four such Ministers of the Gh>spel9 I can assure you that 
Greeoe will make great progress in civilization, and its child- 
ren will often repeat the names of those who have instructed 
them upon such moral principles. 

Mr. Barker remarks on this extract-— 

Expressions like these, from such an individual, must not 
only be interesting to you, but also to your Christian Friends; 
who will, no doubt, augur, with me, most auspicious prospects 
for this rising Nation. In strength of these hopes we may 
add — the eagerness of the Greeks to hear the Word of God 
preached to them by the Rev. Mr. Hartley in their principal 
Churches ; the cordQal manner in which they receive the Holy 
Scriptures ; and that the Rev. Dr. Korck is permitted to su- 
perintend the New School of 300 Boys at Syra, where the 
oacred Scriptures are not only read and expounded, but the 
Scholars readily learn to recite them by rote. The Ghreeks 
are a Nation, curious, thirsting after knowledge and instruc- 
tion, as was demonstrated in the Schools of Scio and HsdvaK; 
not to say that of Smyrna, under the direction of Economos : 
although, perhaps, in those Institutions, true religion did not 
then occupy the first place in the Teacher's mind, yet the 
eagerness of the Scholars to gain any kind of knowledge is a 
sure proof that inclination was not wanted : but their course 
of studies was bent, another way. In the present School at 
Syra, it is astonishing to see Boys, accustomed to spend their 
Sundays in idleness, crowd to the School to hear tne Sacred 
Scriptures expounded, and repeat what was assigned them to 
learn ; and it is equally pleasing, to witness grown persons 
attending as spectators, instead of following their former pas- 
times of frequenting the taverns or wine-shops, and idly 
spending the Sabbath in amusements detrimental to their 
spiritual welfiu*e. 

Of the general state of Greece, and the opening 
scenes of usefulness, Dr. Korck writes in December — 

The Lord seems to have gracious designs with regard to 
Greece. Scriptures of all descriptions are briskly sought for; 
and, what appears the most marvellous, we are not merely suf- 
fered to operate, but the Government begins to claim our 
assistance. My School is become a Central School The 
Magistrates of different Islands send their Young Men to be 
prepared for Schoolmasters. The Governor of t£e Northern 
Cyclades has put all the Schools of his own dominion under 
my miperintendence ; with the explicit addition, to clear them 
of superstitions. This, with the additional consideration, that 
he is aware that I, a Foreign Clergyman, am expounding 
publicly twice a-week in the Holy Scriptures, is an event, the 
reality of which I scarcely am able to believe myself. But I 
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fisel the momeiit k precioiuu The epemy cannot lo^g mfier 
such an e£fectii«l door to be un^turbed : therefore I want 
assistance. 

CAIRO AND ALEXANDRIA. 

The return to England of the Rev. C. Kuglejr, and 
his subsequent departure, have been already noticed. 
The other Members of the Mission were all assembled 
at Cairo at the end of April in last year. 

Mr. Kugler, previously to his departure, received 
further Instructions of the Committee relative to the 
intended Mission to Abyssinia*; and he and Mr. 
Gobat purpose to enter on this work» as soon as 
the providence of God shall open a door to them. 
Frbm Mr. Gobat's communications it appears, that, 
though the disturbed state of affairs m Abyssinia 
presents an obstacle to their entrance, his mind is 
steadily directed to this object. He writes — 

The whole time since I have been here, I have deeply felt 
what Mr. Jowett writes to me ; namely, that what I can do in 
behalf of the Franks, or even of the Arabs, is nothing, in com- 

f arisen with my high obligation concerning Abyssinia : but 
have hitherto sought to labour among thes^, only because 
I cannot properly do any thing for Abyssinia : for though I 
can speak Amharic tolerably well, I have not yet a command 
of the idioms of the language, so as to be able to write for 
the Press, without its being corrected ; and there is no one 
here who could do it. Some Abyssinians, indeed, are here; 
but they are Turks, who read Arabic, butnone of the Abys- 
sinian Languages f. 

The last ileport stated, that the Rev. J. R. T. 
Lieder had set out, the beginning of February, on a 
visit to Upper Egypt : he returned to his Brethren at 
Cairo on the 26th of April, and gives the following 
account of his Journey : — 

I have visited and supplied with the Word of Life nearly 
all the Cities and Villages where Christians are found. I do 
not hesitate to say, that much has been done on this Journey. 
May it please God to grant His blessing, to make every thmg 
effectual ! 

The following are the Scriptures and Tracts which I took 
with me : 60 Bibles— 867 New Testaments— 104 Gospels— 
234 Acts— 24 Coptic and Arabic Psalters— 64 simply Arabic 
Psabns— 146 Dairyman's Daughter— 60 Prayers- 230 Wil-

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Ham Kelly— 800 Christ's Sermon on the Mount-r40Othe Pro* 
fessed and Real Christian — 30 Sermons — 45 Emstle of St 
Peter— 15 the Jailer (Greek)— 100 Watts's small Catechism 
— 40 Common-Prayer Book. Of the Scriptures and Tracts 
I have given a large portion, gratis, to poor Christians; for 
misery is unspeakable in these regions : nevertheless, I sold 
Scriptures for 11^ dollars 11 piastres SO paras; and Tracts 
for 20 dollars 1 2 piastres 30 paras. This sum, in &ct, exceedal 
my most sanguine expectations. 

Mr. Lieder gives an affecting account of the inha- 
bitants of this noaiinally-Christian land ; and, in June, 
expresses his intention of again visiting Upper 
Egypt, as far as Siout, giving more time and atten- 
tion to all the important places*. 

Mr. Mueller left Cairo about the middle of May 
for the Delta, taking with him a large supply of the 
Scriptures, and the Malta Publications : these being 
soon disposed of, he returned in June to Cairo for a 
further supply ; but the stock there being exhausted, 
he left Cairo, and proceeded to Alexandria, accom- 
panied by Mr. Gobat, and arrived there in the latter 
J>art of June. Of his visit to the Delta he gives the 
bllowing account : — 

I was, in the month of May, in the eastern part of the 
Delta, as far as Damietta: the people would scarcely allow 
me to return, from their wish that I should establish a School 
among them. Though they are, in general, very poor and 
ignorant, still they wish, more or less, except the Romui 
Catholics, to read the Bible. I was not quite a month, travel- 
ling about from Village to Village ; and sold Bibles, Testa- 
ments, Catechisms, and Tracts, to the value of 70 dollars. As 
soon as the greatest heat is over, I intend to go again, if it 
please God ; and to visit the western part of Lower Egypt, as 
far as Rosetta. 

Mr. Mueller commenced this Second Journey in the 
month of August, accompanied by Mr. Macpherson, 
a Wesleyan Missionary; but the excessive heat soon 
compelled them to return, and to defer the fulfilment 
of their intentions till October. 

Mr. Gobat has suffered much from ophthalmia; 
and, finding Alexandria more favourable to his health 
than Cairo, has chiefly resided there. He gives the 
following account of a Public Service, which he had

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commeDced ; and which was» at the commencemeat» 
attended by people of varions Nations : — 

I hare began to preach in French : and, at firsl, people 
seemed willing to come ; but when they perceived that I would 
preach nothmg but a Crucified Redeemer, they ceased to 
attend* 

In September, he writes — 

No day hardly passes away without visits of Arabs, Ita- 
lians, Frenchmen, Germans, Englishmen, &c., and especially 
of Jews. No fruits, indeed, are as yet to be seen, but the 
Scriptures are read diligently in many houses. There are 
seven Learned Frenchmen here, who have been sent thither by 
the French Government, with the charge of transcribing and 
illustrating the Hieroglyphics. Their head is the renowned 
Champollion, who reads the Hieroglyphics with as much rea- 
diness as his native language ; and states, that he finds all in 



the Hieroglyphics that the Bible relates of Egvpt &c. This 
wiDjdve a m^ty stroke to the Learned Infidels of Europe. 

llie Missionaries entered in May on a more spa- 
cious house, affording room for a School of 60 to 80 
Children. Dr. Klug6, mentioned in the last Report, 
assists them in the management of it. In July, their 
number of Scholars was 18. Of the reception of the 
Children, Mr. Krus^ writes — 

We did not accept, at once, of all the Children who pre- 
sented themselves, because we thought it proper to begin with 
a few, to keep up order. In about ten or fourteen days we 
shall receive again some of those Boys who offered themselves 
during the course of this month. The 18 Children whom we 
have already received are constituted of diiferent Denomina- 
tions; vis. 5 Copts, 4 Greeks, the rest are Catholics and 
Maronites. Most of them are poor children, save S Greeks 
and S Catholics, who are nourished and clothed by their 
parents. AU the rest eet every morning a piece of bread, 
and at noon a simple dinner. Clothing is confined only to 
poor Copts ; with the exception of one Greek, whose great 
poverty causes it. 

In September, he adds — 

Our School is increasing, and improving. It suffered evil 
report and good report ; but has gained a solid ground ; and 
is approving itself as the work of the Lord, who is its defender 
and protector. 

The general proceedings of the Missionaries are 
thus noticed by Mr. Krus^, on the 1 5th of August, 
in a Letter to Mr. Schlienz : — 

We have received from you, to-day, six boxes of books. 
The appearance of diis large supply was most cheering : but 
what are they among so many f Br. Liederi shortly setting

out agaiA fi>r Upper Egypt, will take with him as many Biblet , 
Testaments, and Tracts, as he can get : and what will then 
remain for me, if you do not send the Scriptures whidd I have 
ordered for him? You probably thought, because those six 
boxes were on the wav, unknown to us, that we had now a 
sufficient supply of books for a length of time : but this is not 
the case. No ! we must have our order completed ; and with 
it, if possible, a good portion of your new Arabic Publications; 
for the few which you have sent us will soon be gone. 

By our School, we are growing more and more in public 
reputation. People of all Denominations come to know what 
we are doing, and what we are aiming at; and so we have 
frequent opportunity to recommend to them the Gospel 
The Wora of God is our only support. We fSrequently 
bring into contrast the Light of the Truth with the darkness of 
their superstition — ^their fables and tales, with the Evangelic 
accounts of our Saviour and His Apostles ; and at all times 
we have experienced, that, while staying on this ground, even 
the most subtle adversary cannot prevail against us. 

Many people also come to view the School, because they 
know the Teacher t who, inexpert himself in Christianity, but 
perceiving the errors of their Church, strives against diem 
with zeal; and, if left without an answer by the opposite 
party, brings them to me. They, indeed, do not resbt the 
Truth ; but they cannot bring themselves to renounce their 
errors, and to lay hold on it. Tlieir greatest hindrance is, 
thefearof being excommunicated, if a Friest should happen 
to find them reading the Bible : they do not venture, they 
say, to receive it into their houses. 
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While the Committee have to record the death of 
the late Bishop of Calcutta, who, during the short 
period of his residence in that Presidency, took an 
active part in the Society's proceedings, the appoint- 
ment of his Successor, who has long taken an interest 
in the cause of Missions, is to them a subject of un- 
feigned joy. His Lordship's presence on this occa- 
sion forbids them to say more, than that, while thev 
anticipate substantial benefit to the Society from his 
share in its councils and sanction of its proceedings, 
it is their earnest prayer that abundant grace may be 
given him for the fulfilment of the duties of his exalted 
station^ and that he may be made the instrument of 
a permanent and extensive blessing to the rising 
Churches of our Eastern Empire. 
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Among the trials to which the Society has beea 
subjected in past years, none have been of so painful 
a character as one which has arisen in connection with 
three of its Missionaries in India ; the task of advert- 
ing to which the Committee would gladly have been 
spared, had not a sense of duty compelled them to 
notice it. As, however, two of the individuals alluded 
to have voluntarily surrendered their connection with 
the Society, and the third has been removed by death, 
the Committee abstain from offering any remarks on 
this distressing transaction. 

Calcutta. 

In consequence of the departure of the Rev. Isaac 
Wilson, and the retirement of the Rev. J.T.Reichardt, 
which have been adverted to, the Rev. John Latham 
is the onlv Missionary at present stationed in Cal- 
cutta. M. D. Rozario continues to conduct the Press. 

Concerning the ministry of the word the Calcutta 
Committee state, in their Fifth Report : — 

At Calcutta, the number of Baptisms has been — ^Adults, 13, 
and 11 Children. 

The Native-Christian Families who resided on the Society's 
Premises having had their houses twice destroyed by fire 
within a short period, it was iudged advisable that they should 
each rent houses for themselves in the neighbourhood, which 
they have done : they collect for Worship on Sundays, when 
the Rev. Mr. Reichardt oflUciates ; and for Morning Prayers, 
during every day in the week. A Service in Hindoostanee 
has ^en commenced on Friday Evenings, which has been 
well attended ; but is of too recent establishment to admit of 
conjecture, as to its utility, or otherwise. The preaching in 
the Bungalows has also been continued, with some interrup- 
tion; and is now almost entirely left to Mr. Reichardt, be 
bein^ the only Missionary of the Society in Calcutta suffi- 
ciently acquainted with the language to preach in it 

This d!epartment of labour has probably been sus- 
pended since Mr. Reichardt has relinquished his con- 
nection with the Society. 

In reference to those who have been admitted to 
Baptism, Mr. Latham remarks — 

In givinff your accounts of the Baptisms in India, it ought 
always to be stated whether or not they have become Com- 
municants ; for the Hindoo does not lose Caste by Baptism ; 
and, in many instances, the baptised have never gone further, 
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and will tell the Missionary that they see no necessity for 
receiving the Lord's Supper. 

Of the SCHOOLS, the Auxiliary Committee make the 

following report: — 

The Native Schools, in number 12, it will be remem- 
bered, are under the direction of the Calcutta Church Missio- 
nary Association ; who reported, in November last^ that about 
600 Boys were in daily attendance. The English School, 
formerly under tibe charge of the Rev. Mr. Wilson, has been 
revived by Mr. Ladiam, and contains 60 Boys : many more 
desire admittance; but Mr. Latham vnshes rather to secure 
regular attendance and efficient application, and, with this 
view, receives none who will not promise to pay attention for 
a period of not less than two years. 

Mrs. Latham has taken charge of the English School 
of Portuguese Children, commenced by Mrs. Wilson. 

The Fourth Report of the Ladies' Society for native 
FEMALE EDUCATION States, that Mrs. Wilson took possession 
of the Central School on the 1st of April : the average atten- 
dance of Girls had been 70; and 170, who used to assemble 
with others in S9 Schools, were collected in four divisions, at 
about equal dbtances from that School, in different directions. 
This number is considerably less than that formerly collected ; 
but Mrs. Wilson thinks more actual benefit is now conferred, 
as all the Children come daily under her own inspection. 

The PR£ss has not been so efficient as it would 
otherwise have been, for want of a Printer ; and the 
Committee, have long felt an anxious wish to meet 
the urgent requests of their Friends at Calcutta, by 
sending out a person fully capable of conducting this 
department. Mr. Corrie writes in August — 

A complete copy of the Book of Common Prayer in Hin- 
doostanee will be finished in about a month; excepting the 
Psalms, which we have in a separate form. 

Culna. 

The removal of Mr. Deerr from this Station was 
noticed in the last Report : since then he has visited 
it from Burdwan, as often as his other duties have 
allowed ; the Committee not having had it in their 
power to supply it with a resident Missionary. Eight 
Adults have been baptized during the year; and there 
are Six Candidates for Baptism. 

On the number and state of the schools^ the 
Committee remark — 

Mr. Deerr contiiiues Seven Schoob at Culna, which he visits 
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once a month ; his own mind much inclining, if possible, to a 
permanent residence there, and theattendiuice in the Schools 
being better than at any other Station of die Society. The 
experience of the Committee would lead them to diminish the 
number of these Schools considerably; knowing that the 
superintendence must necessaiily be less minute uian every 
Missionary desires to exercise : but they think it necessary 
to leave much to the discretion of the MissionarVi who does in- 
tend shortly to reduce the number; and they believe that some 
good is accomplished, though not all which they desire. To 
have to say that so many hundred Boys are daily assembled 
in the Schools, would quite mislead the public, if a conclu- 
sion should be drawn that even a half of the Children were 
deriving adequate benefit. Schools have, however, opened 
the way to Missionaries in Bengal; and must always be 
attended, where there is a capacity, with a portion of mental 
improvement. Eight adult persons have been baptisedi and 
there are six Candidates for Baptism. 

Some interesting particulars of Mr. Deerr's dis- 
cussions with the Natives will be found in the Mis- 
sionary Register for August, pp.404 — 410. 

The following Extract from a Letter of Mr. Deerr's, 
lYritten from Burdwan in May, shews the state of 
things at Culna at that date : — . 

Among the Natives baptized at Culna, are four Young 
Men, who will hereafter becomoi I trust, useful in the Afission : 
I entertain equal hopes of two Christian Youths who are 
stationed here. Six Candidates for Baptism at Culna are 
earnestly asking to be admitted to the ordinance. They come 
over to Burdwan at intervals, to be instructed ; and when 
their family concerns make it requisite, they return: five of 
them are friends and neighbours. One of them is Teacher in 
a School: nor would I omit mentioning a fact, although it is 
discouraging, that his School is in a place where a number of 
people asked for instruction; and now those very people, 
after having seen the effect of that which they fei^nedly asaed 
for, last week sent me word, that not a single boy now re. 
mained who can read the Gospel : their parents said, '' The 
Teacher has become a Christian by reading the Gospel: 
what better can we expect of our Children, if they read it?** 
Only SO Boys attend tne School, who learn the elemental^ 
parts ; " for,'* said their parents, " by learning these, there is 
jio fear of their becoming Christians." 

Burdwan. 

This Station having been selected as the place of 
Mr. Deerr's residence, it has also been the chief 
scene of his labours. He had suffered from illness 
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last year; but in* May had regained his strength, 
sufficiently to proseoute his labours. 

In reference to the mikistry, the Committee 
report — 

Two Adults have been baptized, and one of their oflfspring; 
and there are four Candidates for Baptism. The Native- 
Chrisdan Congregation consists of 13 persons. Divine 
Service is performed in Bengalee every Sunday Mormnff^ at 
which also the School Pundits and Sircars attend, maiuiig 
a Congregation usually of about 60; besides Domestic Wor- 
ship imnost every Evening, when Mr. Deerr is not unwell : 
ana special instruction is afforded to a few Converts, whom 
he purposes to employ as Catechists. 

Mr. Deerr has met with a distressing instance of 
the duplicity and deceitfulness of the Native Cha- 
racter in connection with the schools, which is thus 
noticed by the Auxiliary Committee : — 

It was found> after some time, that the Ameen Pundit had 
practised deception to an extent that could not easily have 
been conceived ; and which Mr. Perowne, from his long 
illnesSj had no opportunity of finding out Mr. Wilson, 
though not acquamted with all the particulars^ discovered 
enough to induce him to dismiss all the School Pundits, 
retaining only the Sircars. It was discovered, that of the 
many applications which had been brought to Mr. Perowne, 
purporting to be from different Villages, most of them were 
the production of only a few interested individuals of those 
VillageSi set up by the Ameen Pundit; who led them to 
expect pecuniary advantage by the establishment of a School, 
or from the erection of a shed, or in some equally paltry way: 
and tKough the discovery of this conduct on the part of 
the Ameen Pundit was painful, yet the effect has been, that 
the interested conduct of these people has rendered the 
inhabitants of many Villages familiar with the name of Christi- 
ani^; and Mr. Deerr finds, in most places which he can visit, 
a willingness to listen to what he wishes to say to them on 
the subject. The people, too, really desire Schools for their 
Children; so that Mr. Deerr was induced to restore, in the 
month of October last, most of the Teachers, and set all 
things on the former footing ; except that he pays the School- 
masters according to the number of Boys reading the Gospels. 
In March last the Secretary visited Burdwan, and found the 
same number of Boys (about 1000) in the number of Schools 
formerly reported, viz. 14; with this advantage, that instead of 
about 160 or 200, who formerly were reading parts of the 
New Testament, 370 Boys were present, each with a copy of 
St. Matthew in his hand; and the first classes, Ellerton's 
Dialogues also, with Geography, Arithmetic, &c. The 
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Schools were but begiiminff to recover, and none of the Boys 
had read beyond St. Matthew ; but with the portions they 
had read, most of them shewed a good acquaintance. 

A judicious estimate of the state and character of 
the Natives, by Mr. Deerr, with the difficulties which 
Missionaries have to encounter among the Hindoos^ 
will be found in the Missionary Register of last year, 
pp. 456— 460: and in pp.502 — 505, is contained an 
account of Archdeacon Corrie's Visit to Burdwan, of 
the deception attempted to be practised on Mr. Deerr^ 
and of the State of the Mission. 

In four FEMALE SCHOOLS, under Mrs. Deerr's care, 
100 Children usually attend, of whom S6 read the 
Gospels. 

In May, Mr. Deerr gave the following view of the 
state of die Mission : — 

The Means of Grace are here attended (the Lord's Sup- 
per excepted), not only by our Christian Community, but by a 
far ffreater number of Heathens. They are no more afraid 
of their neighbours, in attending Worship ; for it has now 
become customary. It is delightful to see how prejudices 
wear off. When I first came into the country, I tried, but 
could not get, by any means, the poorest beggar's child 
to live with me— 4he Gospel was abnorred; but now they 
gladly receiye it, if they can but get a SchooL In the b^ 
mnninff, I could only get a few to attend ; and now, all our 
SchooiPeople attend Public Worship, without fear of being 
blamed. I sometimes, with great pleasure, hear them enu- 
merate, with great emphasis, the proofs of this progress; 
when they add — " The only step now wanting, is Baptism." 
If the first state of plants were not known, growth would be 
doubted ; for though we do not see how they grow, yet they 
DO grow : so must our work appear, to those who are not 
acquainted with the real state of things. May the Lord 
strengthen our feeble hands ! for, if we faint not, we shall reap 
in due season. 

Suxar. 

The Calcutta Committee give the following ac- 
count of this Station, in their last Report : — 

The Chapel commenced last year has been finished, and is 
regularly used for Divine Service. Kumun Messeeh con- 
tinues his labours, as usual, amons the Native Christians, 
and in superintending a School : he has also gone more 
among the surrounding population than before ; and, by con- 
versation and the distribution of Tracts, has contributed to 
the diffiision of Christian Knowledge in the neighbourhood. 
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Benares. 

The return of the Rev. John Adlington, with his 
Family^ has been already noticed ; the state of his 
health rendering a visit to England desirable. The 
Rev. C. Friend, and the Rev. R. Eteson and Mrs. 
Eteson, whose departure and arrival have been 
stated, have been fixed at this Station, for the Spiri- 
tual wants of which the Committee have been anxious 
to provide. 

In reference td this Station the Calcutta Committee 

report: — 

The declining state of Mr. Adlington's health rendered his 
labours less efficient during the past year than they would 
otherwise have been ; but the state of Jay Narain Ghossaurs 
School is reported, by several Gentlemen who visited it lately, 
to reflect great credit upon his and Mr. Steward's care. The 
number of Scholars is from 130 to 150, and varies little; 
the small allowance for food, distributed according to the 
will of the Founder, being an inducement to some to attend, 
who might not be allured merely by the love of learning. 

During the past year, two Adults and two Young PerKing 
from among the Natives were added to the Church bv Bap* 
tism. The Congregation amounted generally to 70; the 
Commanding Omcer having, for some time past, ordered the 
Native Christians connected with the Native Corps to at- 
tend the Hindoostanee Chapel, while the Europeans attended 
the Station Church. Many instances of benefit arising to 
this class of the Community, from Mr. Adlington*s labours, 
might be adduced ; and the importance of raising the cha- 
racter of those who bear the Christian name is obvious. 
The number of Communicants was from 30 to 30. Since 
Mr. Adlington's departure, Mr. Steward lias read the Prayers, 
and a Homily or Sermon, on Sundays. The number of regular 
attendants has not fallen off. 

Chunar. 

It was mentioned in the last Report, that the Rev. 
William Bowley had been compelled, by the state of 
his health, to leave Chunar for a season : and when 
he returned, in November 1837, he was by no means 
recovered ; nor had he been able, at the date of the 
last accounts, to resume his labours. During his ab- 
sence, the Rev. Thomas Morris officiated once on the 
Sunday, and once in the Week, to the Native Con- 
gregation ; besides the English Services, and attend- 
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i«g to the new Gooverts in every way in which he 
could promote their edification. 

In reference to die MiNisTRY/the Calcutta Com- 
mittee state, that 14 Adults and 4 Children had been 
baptized : of these 18, two died in the Faith ; and 
besides these, three others, Native^Christian Widows, 
who were regular Communicants, departed in the 
Lord : one of these left her all, amountmg to upward 
of 300 rupees, at Mr. Bowley's disposal. Several 
Christian Natives are employed, under his superin- 
tendence, among their countrymen ; and by conver- 
sation, and the distribution of Tracts, carry to them 
the Message of Salvation. Many interesting details 
relative to the Native Converts will be found in the 
Missionary Register for 1828, (pp.460— 465, 509,510). 
Of one of these Converts the Calcutta Committee 
thus speak, in their last Report : — 

He was the eldest Son of his Father ; and, by the loss of 
Caste involtped in embracii^ Christianity, became incapable of 
performing '* poojah '* for hu ancestors, and was vpnfaeto dis- 
inherited. For a time, bis family were estranged from him ; 
but, by degrees, they began to understand the reasons of his 
diange : and the Father became so far enlightened by Scrip- 
ture Truth, as to commit, when dyinsp, his property and the 
care of the fanuly to thb Convert. Of him Mr. Bowley writes, 
m Aprfl last — 

*' Swargdhan hts, in consequenee of taking charge df the Village and Pro- 
perty tleUvered to him hj his djing Father, been involved in law-tuita in the 
Courta of Mirsapoxe and Benaresi his Father having left things in a very 
unsettled state. He, however, continues stedfiut in the means within his 
reach. His New Testament, Prajer-Book, and a number of Tracts, are his 
constant companions; and, bj means of his being thus entangled in the 
Courts, the Name of Christ is made known to very many, from intercourse 
with him, who would otherwise have remained ignorant of Christianity.'* 

Of another Convert, Mr. Bowley writes — 

Christian Tryloke, who has been engaged as a Reader, con- 
tinues, wherever he goes and wherever he is, to read and 
speak to high and low, and to render a reason for his re- 
nouncing Hindooism and embracing Christianity. He has, 
besides Family Worship at home twice a-day, when all who are 
BO disposed attend, his chief place of siting and receivuig 
inquirers in the School-room. 

Of the SCHOOLS, Mr. Bowley reports- 
It has been deemed expedient to dismiss two of our 
Hinduwee Teachers in Chunar, for two reasons : first, in not 
attending to the unceasing injunction of introducing die Go- 
spel among the greater part of the Boys; and, secondly, 

o 
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because the number of Boys was greatly reduced. We hsfe- 
just now but one Hinduwee and one Persian School; and two 
Female Sdbook, taught by Native-Christian Women. Charles 
Doss is our English Schoolmaster : he has Prayers with the 
new Converts every Morning: and, the state of my lungs not 
admitting of officiatingin^public, no other alternative remmns, 
but that he read the Prayers, and a Discourse prepared for 
him, to the Native Congregation. The Preaching in die 
Bazaar Chapel is conducted by Charles and Christian, onee 
a-week. For the last two Sabbaths, the Beggars, who assem- 
ble at the Church-gate for alms, have been addressed: this 
is another opening, which we hope, through Grace, to improve. 

Gorruckpore. 

The Rev. Michael Wilkinson has continued in the 
enjoyment of his health and the prosecution of bis 
labours; a sketch of which, from their commencement 
in 1 824, was given in the Monthly Paper of June. 
In July, he writes that he had engaged two persons 
as Readers^ who gave good promise of rendering im- 
portimt assistance : these Native Converts he gene- 
rftlly lakes with him, when he itinerates among the 
people, with the view of disciplining them for theur 
worK. Of his ministuy, Mr. Wilkinson gives the 
following account : — 

Of all the mecms at present in operation, this must be con- 
sidered the most important and the most effective. In taking 
a view of the little flock which, under the Great Shepheril^ 
has been gathered together since the establishment of the 
Mission, there is cause for gratitude. The number in general 
attendance is about 60. It will be remembered, that about 
three years ago we could speak of only two individuals meet* 
ing with us for the purpose of Christian Worship. The 
fireater part of the Congregation consists of persons bom of 
Christian Parents, and were only a short time ago living in 
ignorance and sin. They have been instructed in the doc- 
trines and mordities of the Grospel, of which th«y were before 
i^orant. They have been taught the way of Salvation by 
the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ: they are not wholly un- 
conscious of its importance ; and some, we trust, desire and 
se^ after an interest in its blessings ; and all are more or less 
under its restraining influence, althoiujh, for the most part, the 
change visible is omy partial : yet what the Apostle calls the 
works of darkness ana the flesh, which are so common in the 
same class of society, both of Mahomedans and Hindoos, as 
&r as our observation extends^ are not committed among 
them. The necessity of holiness is felt, and, in a measure, 
sought after. A large proportion of those who attend the 
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Weekly Senrioes et Church U duly assembled, to hear the 
Word of God read and ezplainedi to unite in sbging EQls 
praise, and to suppUcate for pardoning mercy and sanctifying 
Grace. 

Mr. Wilkinson adds — 

Besides these regular and stated administr^^ons of 6od*s 
Word and Sacraments, reading and preaching has been con- 
tinued, at a Chapel built in a populous part of the Native 
Town, or in some other quarter, during the whole of the 
cold season, among the people in the Bazaar. On these 
occasions, from 100 to SOO collect together ; the greater part 
of whom remain till the reading or preaching is ended. 
Disputations have occasionally taken place, but only seldom t 
a growinff respect and attention have fat some time been 
remarkaUe. 

He further adds — 

In addition to tiie Bazaar Preaching, a visit has generally 
been made on a Tuesday to a Hindoo place of Pi^rimage, 
called Goreeknath. A considerable number of persons 
usually resort thither on that day, to present their onerings 
at the shrine of the imaginary Invisible : a good opportunity 
is, consequently, afforded for conversation, reading, and dis« 
tributing books to Pundits, Brahmins, Fakeers, Pi&riais, and 
Devotees of various orders and ranks. Opportumties of re* 
ligious communication with the Natives are, in this and other 
ways, increasing; and a growing respect and attention on their 
part have heen for some time observable. Two Adults were 
baptized last year : three have died since Mr. Wilkinson has 
been at the Station, witnessing a good confession. 

The SEMINARY, which has been established some- 
what more than two years, contains 12 Boys ; and is 
thus spoken of by the Auxiliary Committee — 

The upper Boys, besides reading Classical Books in the 
Persian and Native Languages, kindly furnished by the Go* 
vemment Committee of General Elducation, have committed 
to memory Martyn's Persian Translation of the Gospel of 
St. John, a short System of Astronomy and Geography, and 
various Catechisms of Theology. Theological and Scientific 
Lectures have also been given them. 

A portion of ground has been allotted for a garden ; 
in wiiich the Boys in llie Semina^ provide them* 
seflves, by their own industry, with a aaily supply of 
vegetables ; and are thus afforded a healthy occupa* 
ion for their leisure hours. 

The CENTRAL SCHOOL liM, siucc the last year's 
examination, greatly decreased in its nnmber of Scho- 
lars; many of those, who had been two or three years 

g2 
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under {nstruction, having left the School, to procttte 
situations : the number, many new Boys having been 
admitteil, is 30. Of these, Mr. Wilkinson states — 

Being only beginners, the actual progress is of a mudk lets 
interesting nature than that of the former year. They have, 
however, read the Scripture Parables, with explanations, and 
the Acts of the Apostles, in Persian; and have committed to 
memory a Scripture Catechism, besides some of the smaDer 
class of books. 

The Committee speak in very favourable terms of 
the FEMALE SCHOOL, Under the immediate care of 
the Lady who so kindly charged herself with its su- 
perintendence, on Mrs. Wilkinson's departure. Two 
additional Schools have since been opened ; one of 
which contains 9, and the other 6 Girls. Of those in 
the original School, the Committee write — 

They have acquired, through the medium of Lectures and 
Catechetical Instruction, a thorough acquaintance with die 
Old Testament, to the delive^ of the Law on Mount Sinai: 
they also daily read the New Testament, with which they are 
become well acquainted; and commit to memory Religious 
Catechisms, suited to their respective ages. 

Cawnporem 

From this Station the Native Teacher, Dilsook, has 
been removed ; and the Services of the Hindoostanee 
Chapel are at present suspended. 

Agrcu 

It was stated in the last Report, that Fuez Messeeh, 
a Native Catechist, was stationed at Agra ; but the 
last Report of the Calcutta Committee contains no 
detailed account of his proceedings. 

The Rev. Dr. Parish, Chaplain of the Station, is 
much interested in the affairs of the Mission; and has 
circulated a proposal among the residents, for build- 
ing a suitable house in the Kuttra, the scene of the 
late Abdool Messeeh's labours, and belonging to the 
Society, for the accommodation of a Clergyman or 
Schoolmaster, to superintend a Free School for all 
classes of Children — European, Indo-British, or Na- 
tives. 

Meerut. 

From Meerut, the Rev. Henry Fisher, the Chap- 
lain, writes-— 
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Behadur reoMins with me in a steady discharge of his duty 
^— a sincerei consistent, and faithful man. 

My Native Congregation is much the Same as before. They 
appear sincerely to love tfie Means of Grace, which are con- 
tinued, more particularly, for their sake, every Wednesday 
Morning, in the Church, as usual. They attend very regu- 
larly, and lead a quiet inoffensive Hfe. Many of them are 
very poor and destitute Widows, old, and some bHnd, who 
kre supported by our SacramentdL Collections. 

KumauL 

Anund Messeeh, a Native Catechist, is usefully 
employed at this Station, where there appears a pro* 
spect of his labours being very useful. The follow- 
ing account of them is given in a Letter addressed 
by the Rev. Mr. Fisher, the Chaplain at Meerut: — 

From the day of my arrival at Kumaul, I have had Divine 
Service for the Drummers of the two Regiments of Native 
Infantry and their Wives, twice a-week, who all regularly 
attend. On these occasions, some Havildars, Naic^, and 
Spahees, come to hear; for my instructions are always open to 
every one who voluntarily chooses ,to be present, and many 
hear the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ with joy : to whom- 
soever Jesus shall vouchsafe to give a heart to believe, they 
will come into His Kingdom. During those davs on which 
I have no PubUc Service, I go into the city, and declare to 
every man the mercy of our Lord ; and when I return home, I 
commit to writing, according to your desire, any events or cir- 
cumstances of ew^ day, which may seem to be worth relating. 

The following sketch of his proceedings at Kurnaul 
is taken from the last Calcutta Report : — 

On Anund's first arrival at Kurnaul, he was welcomed and 
patronised by kind and pious friends, to whom he had h&sa 
uitroduced by Letter; and by whose prompt assistance he 
was at once settled in his anticipated employment He found 
numbers anxious for Religious and Moral Instruction, but par- 
ticularly among the Christian Drummers; and, in order to 
meet their wants and wishes, commenced Divine Service 
(after the Form of our Established Church) on Sundays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays : on such occasions, he reads our 
translated Liturgy, and preaches to his Congregation ; which, 
from the very first^ consisted of S5 in number, and has gra- 
dually increased to about 40, and sometimes 50 on Sunday 
Mornings. Among these are some, who, though in extreme 
ignorance of the nature of the Christian Religion altogether, 
hive, through life, been nominally Roman Catholics; but 
now have joii)^ his regular flock, and give evidence of quick- 
ened and gracious feeling. 
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Whm Ammd had obtained a regular Congregalioii, and 
found himself, through God's blessuig, useful and happy, he 
▼eotared to point out the desiraUeness of hayinff some setded 
house, (0 which he might bring his fiunily, and oevote himself 
to his Missionary labour, unintemipted by any fiir^er ne- 
oessity of revisiting Delhi on account of his domestic coOf 
cems. We dwell not upon the few di£Sculties and preliminaiy 
steps adopted in consequence, for the accomplishment of his 
wishes : suffice it, tiiat a piece of ground was set apart for 
him — a suDscription among a few kind and benevolent friends, 
speedily realizmg the sum of 1500 rupees, was set on foot — 
and a House and School, serving also on the Sabbath for a 
Native Chiuch, has been erected, and is now completdy 
temdj for him. We may calculate upon the probability of 
the School flourishing abundantly, as Anund has good reason 
to expect about 100 Scholars* 

In addition to the regular Means of Grace, he frequentiy 
visits the city, and preaches in any convenient place uiat he 
can find, and numbers wQlinffly hear him. He offers no open 
insult to their idol follies, and therefore raises no angry cries^ 
Great is Diana of the EjJkesiansf but is very ready to reason taiA 
them on RigkteousneiSf Temperance^ and Judgment to come. He 
quiedy contents himself with establishing that Man is a Sin- 
ner» and the Lord Jesus Christ the only Saviour* 

diADRAS, AND SOUTH-INDIA MISSION. 

The intention of the Committee, in reference to the 
formation on the Nilgherry Hills of an Establish- 
ment for the Education of the Children of Missio- 
naries, was noticed in the last Report. A Special 
Meeting of the Madras Corresponding Committee 
was held on the 22d of July, for the purpose of car- 
rying into effect the Society's desisns ; when a series 
of Resolutions was passed, and a rrospectus of the 
undertaking agreed on*. The Rev. James Baker 
Morewood, whose departure has been already noticed, 
has proceeded to Madras, for the purpose, if God 
permit, of taking charge of this Institution. 

Want of hesuth has compelled the Rev. James 
Hallewell to resign the office of Secretary to the 
Corresponding Committee ; and he was succeeded by 
James Dalmahoy, Esq. as Acting Secretary ; but his 
health failing, William Bannister, Esq. has been kind 
enough to undertake the office. 

* See Appendix IL 
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,"^ The Rey.WUIiam Sawyer, finding it expedient to 
visit England, had, with the concurrence of the Cor- 
responding Committee, left Madras previously to the 
date of the last despatches, but bad not reached 
England when they were received f. Mr. Schafiler, 
from Mayaveram, had removed to Madras, to take 
charge of the Seminary during Mr* Sawyer's absence. 

MADRAS, AMD ITS VICINITY. 

, The Madras Committee, in their Eighth Report, 
give a satisfactory account of the labours of the 
Rev. Messrs. Sawyer and Ridsdale. 

In reference to Uie ministry of the word among 
the Natives, it is stated, that Mr. Sawyer has one 
Tamul Service on the Sunday in the Mission Church 
in Black Town, one on a Week Evening, and a Sun- 
day Service at Perambore. Of the Congregation in 
Black Town, Mr. Sawyer writes — 

The attendance on ordinary occasions is encouraging, being 
now, on an average, 170; including the Boys of the difierent 
Schools, who come regularly to Cnurch. Much pannot be 
stated as to the flourishing condition of this Congregation, 
viewed spiritually. There is a great, even remarkable, de- 
cency ana propriety of behaviour m Church; and it is hoped 
that some have a measure of experience ; but of the generality, 
it must be confessed, but little of the fruit of righteousness is 
to be found upon them. 

At Perambore, Mr. Sawyer has erected, partly at 
his own expense and partly by the liberality of 
friends, a smiedl Church, at the comer of the ground 
on which the Seminary is situated : and of this part 
bf his charge he remarks — 

With regard to the Congregation at Perambore, which 
consists principally of Christians from Pursevalkum and the 
neighbourhood, including the residents on the premises at 
Perambore, I should be sorry to give too flattering accounts. 
As it is yet but in its infancy, much cannot be expected : 
the great object of building the Church is, however, abun- 
danlfy answered ; and the Heathens from every quarter have 
constant opportunity of hearing the Word of God, which is 
daily read or expounded, at the Church porch* It is impos- 
sible to calculate the number of persons who, from time to 
time, stand at the doors and windows. When it is considered 
that not less than 80,000 persons pass near the door of this 
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Chordii etery new moon, to one tingle place of jOgrmmge, 
and diat iU wnopass by hare the means of heariiig the word* 
of Everlasting Ldfe, it may be hoped that future years may 
witness an extensive blessing. 

Divine Service is regularly performed at three 
other places, Tripasore, Poonamallee, and Chingleput, 
by Catechists under Mr. Sawyer's superintendence. 

In the English Department of the Mission, Mr. 
Ridsda1e*s labours have been much blessed. He has 
two Services in the Mission Church on the Sanday, 
Morning and Evening, and one on the Tuesday Even- 
ing. The following observations are made on this 
part of his labours, in the last Report of the Madras 
Committee : — 

The Congregations assembling in the Blission Cburdi 
have been nearfy doubled since the publication of the Com- 
mittee's last Report. During that period, it has pleased the 
Father of Mercies to give success to tne ^Gnistry of the 
Word t eight persons have been brought to a saving know- 
ledge of the Truth, respecting whom there is every satisfiu;- 
tory evidence. There are several others, of whom the most 
pleasing hopes may reasonably be entertained; but these 
eight are striking instances of me power of Ghrace, and caD 
for the most devout thanksgiving to the God of jSalvation. 
The number of Communicants is about 60 : several of these 
are voung persons who have been admitted since the last 
Confirmation, and who encourage the belief that they are 

irrowing up in the fear of God. The Communicants, with but 
ew exceptions, walk consistently, and aflFbrd reason to hope 
that they have passed from death unto Ufi. On the eve of 
the Communion, a meeting of the Commmucants is held ; 
when the Scriptures are expounded with prayer, and the 
necessity of Christian consistency and decision^ in public 
and private life, is more especially enforced: on these occa- 
ttons about SO Members attend. 

A further opening for Mr. Ridsdale's labours is 
thus noticed in the Madras Report : — 

In the month of January, 18S8, the inhabitants of a verv 
populous part of Madras, John Pereira's Garden, which 
IS situated at a considerable distance from any place of 
Worship which they can attend, solicited Mr. fUdsdale to 
establish an Evening Service amongst them ; which he most 
readily assented to : and since that period, he has regularly 
conducted Divine Service, in a house rented for that purpose, 
every Friday Evening. Mr. Ridsdale makes the mllowing 
observations on this Congregation :— 

The avenge attendance has been aboul 90 ; and the attention and decorum 
of the Coogregatton are moat pleanng and encoangiBg. 
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' Duribg the y ear^ Adults from among the Natives, 
'and 1 1 Children, have been baptized ; 8 Marriages 
have been solemnized; and 4 persons have been 
buried. 

There are in connection with this Station, under 
Mr. Sawyer's care, 20 Boys' schools, including the 
Seminary at Perambore ; of which, 3 are English, and 
the others TamuL They contain 806 Scholars; of 
whom 51 are Brahmins, 491 Soodras, 23 Mussul- 
mans, and 241 Pariars. These Schools, as might 
be expected, are more or less effective, according to 
circumstances : of one of them, the &iglish School 
in the Mission Compound, Mr. Sawyer writes — 

It contains 70 Boys; 60 of whom are regular in their 
attendance. A considerable number of Indo-Britons have 
received their education in this School, and some of them are 
now filling respectable situations in Offices at the Presidency. 
Several respectable Native Children have likewise been pre- 
pared for their different callings^ in this School. 

Of another, he remarks — 

The third Tamul School is confined to the Hish-Caste 
Heathens, and is decidedly the best School in the Mission, 
whether the regularity, the diligence, or the talent of the 
Children, is considered. Not less than 10 or IS Boys of 
this School regularly attend Divine Service in the Mission 
Chiurch on Sunday Morning and on Wednesday Evening : 
they are, likewise, able to answer almost every question, ot a 
simple nature, on Christian subjects. 

Of the Schools^ the Madras Committee observe^ in 
their Report — 

The Schools in Madras have admitted of a greater super* 
vision than thpse more remote: the Schools most distant from 
Madras have, however, been visited by Mr. Sawyer every 
three months; and, during the intervening period, he has 
sent the eldest and most efficient Youths in the Seminary kt 
the same purpose. This system has the double advantage, of 
keeping the Schoolmasters perpetually on the alert, and ako 
of training up these Youths for their niture labours. 

On the whole, Mr. Sawyer pves the following 
general account of them : — 

It may be remarked generally, concerning the Schools, 
that the Children are desirous of instruction, and have no 
objection to have the truths of the Christian Religion ex- 
plained to them. Our Christian books are introduced into 
many Schools; and the Master is expected to devote the best 
part of the day to the reading and study of them with the 
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BoySi. The New Testament b read by the first daisof every 
School; an^ it is the duty of the School Inspector to ex^am 
ererf ferse that is read, as well as the CatediismSi wluch tltt 
CSiiMren commit to memory. 

The s£M I N A R V contains 40 Youths, of whom 85 are 
Natives, and the others country-bom : three have left 
the Institution during the year; one of whom is em- 
ployed as a Gatechist, with great promise of useful- 
ness ; a second has been appointea to the charge of 
a School in Madras ; and a third is engaged in a 
School at Arcot. Of the means which are used 
towards qualifying the Students for the office of 
Instructors of their own countr^men^ if God should 
bepleased to call them to it, Mr. Sawyer writes — 

with regard to the Moral and Religious Instruction of the 
Boys, it may be remarked, that two hours of every day are 
devoted to a resular Exposition of the Holy Scriptures, and 
to Prayer : and it is hoped that these means may be effectual, 
under the teaching of the Spirit, to their spiritual improve- 
ment and future usefulness. 

The Madras Committee speak in gratifying terms 
of the attention which Mrs.Kidsdale has paid to the 
FEMALE schools; and state^ that, at the last Annual 
Examination, the proficiency of her Scholars called 
forth the decided approbation of all who were pre- 
sent. These Schools, 5 in number, are attended, on 
an average, by about 220 Girls ; among whom the 
more advanced read the Gospel of St. Mark ; the 
first and second classes commit to memory portions 
of Scripture, Catechisms, and Hymns ; and all are 
instructed in needle-work, reading, writing, and 
iEirithmetic. In reference to the means of supporting 
these Schools, the Madras Committee observe, in 
their Report — 

^ As the prospects of extending the work of Female Educa- 
tion opened, it was considered &8irable to promote a distinct 
interest in its &vour : a separate fund was accordingly deter- 
mined upon ; and a subscription raised for its support By 
dus means, any ad^tional demand upon the Society's funds 
was obviated ; and from this source, these Schoob have been 
hitherto supported* 

Two other Schools had been opened; but were 
relinquished, from want of funds. An attempt was 
also made to brmg the eldest and most proficient 
Girls from all the Schools under more particular 
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observatkm and instraction» so as to qualiiy them for 
Schoolmistressesy and thus to lessen the diflSculties 
arising from liie want of efficient Teachers ; but, 
owing to objections on the parts both of parents 
and children, this plan has not yet bera realized. 
Of the facilities for farther exertions in this interest- 

« 

ing department of labour, the Committee write^ — 

W ith jregard to the work of Female Education in goieisl, 
the greatest encouragement is experienced : and were more 
adequate funds at command, and suitable Teachers procur- 
able. Schools might be multiplied to any extent. 

Mr. Ridsdale continues to conduct the press, of 
the labours of which the following account is given 
in the Madras Report : — 

Besides a laroe quantity of oeneral work done fx the 
support of the Institution, the following Works have been 
executed since the commencement of 18^; viz.

Mr. Ridsdale has, in some degree, been relieved 
from the burden of the secular concerns of the Mis- 
sion, by the appointment of a Young Man, named 
Smidi, to assist him; and the Committee are 
anxious to afford him still further aid, by sending 
out a Printer, as soon as a suitaUe person can be 
obtuned. 

The establishment of a lending-libbauy of Re- 
ligious Books is noticed, in the Madras Report, as a 
valuable adiunct to the Mission. On this subject 
Mr. Ridsdiue remarks — 

This finms an important and interesting branch of the 
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Mission. Hie Library was begun with 44 small Woffa, tent 
from England for the purpose. It now conristi of S80 
Works, of die choicest kind, and several of them conristing of 
5 or 6 Volumes 8vo. From ^5 to 30 volumes are in drculatiaQ 
weekly; and there is pleasing proofs that, by this means, the 
minds of the surrounding Youth are greatly expanding and 
improving. An additional advantage connected ynm the 
Library is« that it promotes personal mtercourse between the 
Minister and the people, and thus increases dieit mutual 
confidence. 

Pvlicat. 

The Rev. John Kindlinger and Mrs. Kindlinger 
continue to occupy this Station. 

The Tamul, Portuguese, and English Congrega- 
tions appear to be much in the same state as they 
were last year ; and Mr. Kindlinger has not hitherto 
met with much encouragement in his ministry. He 
has lately opened a Bungalow Chapel, for a Tamul 
Service, every Tuesday and Friday Evening ; of which 
the Committee state, in their Report — 

The attendai|ce is extremely gopd : inside the Chanel, the 
average number of hearers is from 30 to 40 ; but on tne out- 
side great numbers assemble: sometimes they hear very 
quietly what is said, but at others they start objections. 

The Boys' Schools, which are 1 1 in number, one 
of them English and the others Tamul, contain 315 
Scholars: they are all either in Pulicat or its 
vicinity, and admit of efficient superintendence. 
Each School is visited twice, and sometimes three 
times, in every month ; when the Children are ex- 
amined in what they have learned since they were 
last visited : their progress is satisfactory, and the 
attendance pretty regular. Mr. Kindlinger gives the 
following account of the Schools : — 

I observe no difference between those with, and those 
without caste, but arrange them in their classes according 
to their progress in learning : in all the Schools the Scrip- 
tures are read daily; and Christian Catechisms are com* 
mitted to memory, whilst scarcely any objection i^ made to 
them on the part of the Heathen. The Mussulmans and 
the BrQman Catholics, however, object to reading Christian 
Books. As this was considered indispensable to their re- 
maining in the Schools, some of them have taken away their 
children. In the month of June, a Roman-Catholic Priest 
setded at Pulicat, and drew away many of the children of his 
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perioatloii from the Mimon School ; but some haTe.tinoe 
raturned. Theie cbcumstanoM will account for the Soholan 
beinff fewer in number than they were last year* 

Mr. Kindlingerbas been solicit^ to establish five 
additional Schools in die surrounding Villaffes. 

There are 4 female schoou under Mrs. Kind- 
linger^s care, 1 English and 3 Tamul, which are main- 
tained by local subscriptions. The English School 
contains 21 Girls, and the Tamul Schools 46. Mrs. 
Kindlinger was for a considerable time much trou- 
bled by the inefficiency of a former English School- 
mistress, and for nearly two months was obliged 
to attend the School herself: in July last, how-, 
ever, she procured the services of IV^s. Hamilton, 
who is said to be well qualified for that duty, and 
who was therefore immediately placed in cbsurge of 
the School. As the Mission, at that time, was also in 
want of a Master for the Boys' School, Mr. Hamilton 
(her husband) took charge of it ; and since that 
period they have gone on prosperously, and Mrs. 
Kindlinger has been able to devote more of her time 
to the superintendence of the Tamul Schools. 

The proficiency of the Children is thus noticed by 
Mrs. Kmdlinger : — 

The progress of the Children in learning is satisfiu^tory : 
six of them have gone through the Crospei of Saint Matthew ; 
and have commenced another book composed of useful Tides, 
and the First Book of Moses ; most of them pretty fluently : 
and besides having committed to memory a great portion of the 
Catechism, they have commenced studying Arithmetic. Their 
ages vary from 17 to 7 years: the youngest, in general, are 
the most apt to learn, but the others excel in writing. The 
forenoon is devoted to reading, writing, &c., and the after- 
noon to knitting: eight are now qualified to knit stockings. 

She afterwards adds — 

The English School is opposite the Mission House, and the 
1st Tamul School is in the MBssion Compound; thev are 
therefore visited every dav. The two other Tamul Schools, 
beinff more distant^ are visited once a week ; when all ihe 
Children are examined, to ascertain the progress they have 
made. A (General Examination takes place once every 
quarter ; when rewards are distributed, according to merit, 
particularly in the 1st school, where the Girls are rewarded 
with the produce of their knitting. Attention is also paid 
to the improvement of their minds, and their habits of dean- 
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liness; and alAmigh much cannot be said of niccesa in iheMf 
respectSy yel ihme are instances among the Girk of the Ist 
School whicli have, in some deme, answered ezpectatfont. 

llito foUowing extract trom the Madras Report 

convey B a satisfactory testimony to the efficiency of 

this branch of labour: — 

As some of the Members of the Corresponding Committse 
have recently vinted the above Schools, and have examined 
the proficiency of the Scholars in most branches of their 
learning, it has afiorded them sincere gratification to be able 
to bear a dedded testimony to the elc^Ilence and nature of 
the Schools ; and, at the same time, to state their convicUon, 
that they are amongst the best-conducted and most promiring 
Sdhools in the Peninsula. 

Mayaveram. 

The Rev. Paul P. Schafiler arrived at Madras the 
end of September 1827, and joined Mr. Barenbruck 
on the 17m of October : he has since, however, been 
withdrawn for a time, for the purpose of taking 
charge of the Seminary at Perambore^ during Mr. 
Sawyer^s absence. 

The followine account of the ministry of the 
WORD is taken from the Madras Report: — 

Every Sunday Mormng, a regular Tamul Service is ner- 
formed in the Mission Compound School ; and in the Aner- 
noon, a portion of Scripture is expounded; or else John 
Dewasigayaot the Inspector of the Schools, reads a Tamul 
Service, la the Evening, an Exposition of a portion of Scrip- 
tune in English is given* Every morning and evening at 8 
o'docky Prayers are oflfered lup in the School-room, m die 
Misaon Compound, when Mr. mreidl>ruck expounds a por- 
tion of Scripture in course. Previous to the Evening Servic^ 
however, either Mr. Barenbruck or John Dewasagsyam 
reads the Scriptures finr the esjHcess benefit of the Heathen; 
after which it is explained and aj^lkd to the hearersj with 
suitable remarks. 

Tlie Congregation that assembles at the Tamul Sunday- 
Morning Service, fluctuates from 20 to 40 : amongst them 
are about SO Christians, a very few Roman Catholics, and 
iyom 6 to 16 Heathens. Tlie Afternoon Congregation differs 
little from the former ; but on the English Evening Service 
not more than 14 persons attend : this number comprises dl 
who are acquaintea with the English Language in tne place. 
In the Daily Morning and Evening Service, from 16 to S6 
Christians, and from S to SO Heathens^ attend. The Com- 
municants vary frmn 19 to 80. 
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There is at present no regular place for Public Wbrridp - 
at Mayaveram ; tfie Services are therefore performed in the 
School-room widiin the liGssion CompoundL Bmdes this* 
there is another Sdiool-room within a short distance of the 
former, opposite the high road leading to Combaoonum : it 
is a situation of great thosoughfinre; and being perfeetiv ac- 
cessible, strangers frequently turn aside to hear part of the 
Service at the doors or windows, who could on no account be 
prevuled on to enter a place of stated Worship. 

From the last Report, it appears that there are 29 
Schools in connection with this Station, containing 
1646 Scholars; of whom 46 are Brahmins, 1506 Soo* 
dras, 37 Mussulmans, S9 Protestants, and 18 Ro« 
manists. In two of the Schools, the Seminary at 
Mayaveram and a School at Combaconum, both £n- 
glii^ and Tamul are taught : in the others, Tamul only. 

Mr. Schaffter thus notices the disadvantages which 
are connected with the management of the Schools 
by Heathen Masters ; and the beneficial effects, not- 
withstanding those evils : — 

There is difficulty in finding proper Schoolmasters to in- 
struct these little Children in me reading and understanding 
of the Word of Ood. Itis a sad necessity to be obliged to 
employ Heathen Schoolmasters m Schools which are to be 
conducted according to Christian principles, and the chief end 
of whidi is to impress the minds of the Children with the 
saving truths of the GospeL However, notwithstanding this 
great defect, which cannot be now altogedier prevented, Mr. 
Barenbrui^ has many instances which shew that the Word 
of God has a powerful and blessed influence on some of the 
Children; and he cannot but look back on these Schools as 
one of the chief means which the Lord has put into his hands, 
for bringing this people yyvm darkneu to Uffki, and from tke power 
qfSaitm to God. 

In the SEMINARY there are 30 Youths, who are 

included in the above number ; of whom about 15 

are preparing for Teachers to their Countrymen. Of 

these, Mr. Schafiter gives the following encouragmg 

acconnt : — 

I nay say, with troth, of x>ur Seminarists, that the Word ^f 
God, which dwells among Aem richly, is not without effect : 
they seem to hear, with more and more interest and pleasure, 
what is good ; and are submissive to their Teachers, and regu- 
lar in theur conduct There are among them some very pro- 
mising YoungMfen, in whose hearts die Spirit of God seems to 
have manifesdy begun the work of true coDverrion; andlhave 
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been surprised to see how far some of them are adtanoed hi 
the Enfirlish Language and in other useful knowledge. May 
we not nope that it will please Giod to render MHue of theia 
Young Men shining lights among their Countrymoi? 

The Madras Committee state, that John Dewasa- 

Syam, who has laboured so long and so faithfully at 
ayaveram, but whose adherence to Caste caused 
many to entertain doubts of his sincerity, has become 
at length so fully persuaded of its incompatibility 
with ChristianitVf and of its injurious effects on him- 
self, both as a Christian and as a Missionary Labourer, 
that he has made an open and formal renunciation of 
Caste. 

TINNEVELLY. 

It was stated in the last Report, that the Rev. J. C. 
F. Winckler and Mrs. Winctler, and Mr. Kegel, a 
Schoolmaster from Sadras, had joined the Rev. 
Messrs. Rhenius and Schmid at Tinnevelly : they 
have all, with their families, been preserved in health 
to continue their labours. Mr. Winckler, who was 
stationed at Tutecoryn, remained there till Septem- 
ber ; but it being thought desirable that he should 
reside more in the midst of the Congregations, he 
removed to Palamcottah, where he was to reside 
during the Monsoon ; and then to proceed to Dohna- 
voor, a place near the mountains, south of Palamcot- 
tah, where buildings have been erected for his ac- 
commodation, and from whence he will superintend 
the Congregations and Schools along the Hills. Mrs. 
Schnarr^'s health was so much impaired in October, 
that she was advised to try a change of air ; and, ac- 
cordingly, proceeded to Quilon, from whence she 
would probably proceed to the Nilgherry Hills. 

The MINISTRY OF THE WORD is Still Rccompanied 
hj an evident effusion of the Holy Spirit ; and many 
circumstances are stated in the Madras Report 
which indicate, not only the continuance, but the 
EXTENSION of Uiat Work which God has wrought by 
His Servants. 

Of the EXTENT of this sphere of labour some idea 
may be formed, from the fact, that it embraces 146 
Towns and Villages, in which there are 52 Places of 
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Public Worehip, In those, Divine Service is per* 
formed almost daily : on the Week-days, when the 
Catechists itinerate among the people, they assemble 
morning and evening, for the purpose of learning 
Catechisms, and hearing the Scriptures read and ex- 
plained ; and, on Sunday, they assemble for Wor- 
ship at the Head -quarters of the Gatechist. The 
Daily Services are attended by all, excepting those 
who are kept from them by the nature of their em- 
ployments. In reference to these Services, the Mis- 
sionaries write — 

The number of Heathen attending Divine Service cannot 
be exactly stated. Many attend, particularly at such Chapels 
as are conspicuously situated and near the road, as those 
at PalamcottEih, Tinnevelly, Satangkoolam, &c.; and by this 
means, the Word of God, or portions of its truths, are scattered 
far and wide. Indeed, several late conversions have resulted 
from such casual (if we may so call it) attendance at these 
Places of Worship. 

The number of people professing Christianitv within this 
Mission was, at the end of June, 4305. The list^ shews an 
increase of about 800 souls more than there were at the 
end of the year 18^. This would have been greater; but 
many of those who came forward apparently from worldly 
motives, on finding themselves disappomted, and on being per- 
secuted by their Heathen Neighbours or Headmen, returned 
to their former ways : circumstances are such, that persdns of 
this description cannot remain long hid : they must soon de- 
clare themselves either to be altogether on the Lord's side, 
or else recede. 

In reference to this, the Missionaries write-^ 

On the whole, we have reason to say that a true know- 
ledge of the Grospel and true conversions are on the increase. 
Among those who have stood fast from the beginning of their 
renouncing Heathenism, amidst many discouragements and 
persecutions, the Word of God takes deeper foot: they begin 
to adhere to it because it is good ; and recede irom idolatry, 
and idolatrous practices, furtner than even Among them we 
liave had the satisfaction, from time to time, to baptise such 

Birsons as have appeared to us to be fit for that sacred rile, 
uring the year \Ssn, 76 persons were baptized ; and from 
January to October, in the present year, 43 others have been 
admitted to that ordinance. 

In speakbg of the increase of Converts, one circum- 
stance, which has greatly tended to strengthen their 
hands, is thus noticed by the Missionaries : — 

H 
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We would particulariy notice, with jo^ and gratitude to 
Almighty Graoe» that, in the courae of this year, in the town 
of Tinnevelly, where we seemed for seven years to preach the 
Word almost in vain, about 60 Soodra Families^ of the Weaver 
Caste, have renounced Idolatry, and have been formed into a 
Christian Congregation, at the very time when the inhabitants 
began to boast that we had been so long preaching there with- 
out obtaining a single convert They had, for uie space of 
five months, to endure severe vexations and afflictions from 
their Heathen Neighbours ; but the Lord enabled them to 
stand fast, and to bear all things patiently. The Word of 
Jehovah proved, from time to time, a great cordial to them ; 
and they have experienced, that tiiose who waii on ike Lard, 
tbaU not be eot^awnded. The confusion returned on the heads 
of their persecutors ; one of whom came afterwards, confess- 
ing his^ilt, and requested permission to join the Congrega- 
tion. Thirteen of them have since been baptized, having 
given satisfactory evidence that they really believed in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

This appears to have led to further results, of which 
they thus speak: — 

l^at Tinnevelly had also received the Gospel, spread, of 
course, throughout the district, and encouraged others to 
follow their good example. In consequence, we have now 
several Congregations in the north of Palamcottah, among 
Soodras and Low Castes : a pretty large Congregation of 
the latter is about 60 miles to tne northward, near the moun- 
tains. « We are particularly pleased with these openings for 
the Grospel, because they are in quarters where it had not 
been previously admitted. Even among the Brahmins v 
spirit of inquiry is kindled ; and two of tiiem have attached 
themselves to our people, and appear to learn the word of 
Truth with benefit to their souls, though they have not yet 
formally renounced Heathenism. 

Nor should it be forgotten, that, as far as the evi- 
dence of a change of heart can be ascertained by a 
change of life, this, in many instances, is not wanting; 
as the following extract from the Report will shew: — 

With respect to the conduct of our Congregations in gene- 
ral, we are warranted in saying, that those who have continued 
to attend upon our instructions have become better men, in 
every respect In fact, it is known among tiie Heathen, that 
to become a Christian, is to become a moral character : and 
there have been instances, in which Heathens still refuse to 
join the Church, because, as they said, they cannot yet leave 
off lying and other wicked courses of the world ; yea, one 
person at leMt, of those who had already joined the Congre- 
gation, left it again for that very reason. We have also had, 
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on Mvenl ooearionsy the tettimony of their Heathen Neigh- 
bours to the fret, that the Christians walk not as they formerly 
did, when they were Heathen. Many of thenii as far as ap- 
pears to usy love the Lord Jesos in sincerity and m trutn. 
On a recent occasion, we could have wished onr friends to 
have witnessed the baptism of an old grey-headed man ; he 
spoke with much animation of the state in which he was before 
his conversion, and of the great deliverance he had received 
from darkness and sin, through our Lord Jesus Christ ; de- 
siring now, like Simeon of old, to depart hence in peace. 

Of the motives by which the people are influenced 
in making a profession of Christianity, the Missio- 
naries observe — 

All absence of worldly inducement, the persecution which 
usually follows a profession of Christianity, added to the ar- 
rangements we make respecting new Converts, are such 
triaL, that new people will not come so easily forward to join 
the Conffregations, if they have not some real persuasion of 
the excellency of Christianity, and some desire to be saved. 
We studiously avoid giving them our assistance in their secu- 
lar concerns, excepting in very particular cases ; and even 
then it is done, as much as possible, without their knowledge. 
Still they come forward, renounce Heathenism, and put them- 
selves under Christian Instruction : so that, notwithstanding 
the declension in other Villages, the increase in six months is 
800 souls : and ever since June last, several more Villagers 
have come forward, and have applied for Christian Teachers. 

That instances are not wanting to shew the ge- 
nuineness of their principles in the most trying of all 
seasons, is thus stated in the Report : — 

On the death-bed, it has appeared in several instanceSf 
even in those who have not yet been baptized, that the know- 
ledge of our Lord Jesus Christ was precious to them. Though 
their Heathenish Relations and Neighbours did every thing 
they could, in that awful hour, to persuade them to renounce 
Christ, and to offer to idok, giving them hopes of recovery 
by their means ; they, standing on the threshold of eternity, 
have manfully refused all such advice, and have said, '* We 
believe on the Lord : He vrill help us : His will be done!''— - 
and so died m peace. 

The following remark as to the blessine that may 
be expected to accompany God^s appointed ordinance 
of Preaching, deserves the attention of all who are 
engaged in Missions : it is as follows : — 

These instances, of which we have^ thanks to God I many 
more, both among men and womea» 8hew,-among other things, 
that the hope of converting ih^ Natives is not to be limilid to 

H S 
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Children ; and that the Grace of God is as effective in the 
hearts of the old as in the young. We allude particidarly to 
the notioni more common than it ought to be, that we can 
hope to see true Christians arise from the Schools only; and 
that all our labours among the grown people will be th yain. 
NOj we can testify that it is not in vain : and we would encou- 
rage every one tliat labours in this Sacred Cause, whilst he 
instructs the rising generation, by no means to neglect the 
GROWN people ; but to sow the good seed, both morning 
and evening, and to water it with persevering and believing 
prayers. 

There are, besides the Male and Female Semina- 
ries, 30 Schools in connection with the Station^ 
which contain CI 9 Boys, and 87 Girls. The following 
account of them is taken from the Madras Report: — 

The progress of the Children in Divine Knowledge, and in 
fluency in reading, is evident and encouraging, in most of the 
longer-established Schools. The Master of the School at 
Tatchanalloor died last year. When the Children of his 
School heard of his sickness, they went to the village where 
he was; and he exhorted them to continue to read our books, 
to keep Grod*s Commandments, and to believe in Christ. 
When ne was near death, hb Wife asked him what she should 
do with her children. To which he replied, ^* Leave them 
to the Lord : He will care for them." A Boy of the same 
School died some time ago, calling on the name of Jesus. 
The hopeful death of another Boy is mentioned in Mr. 
Schmid*s Journal, who, whilst labouring under the Cholera, 
and just before he closed his eyes on all sublunary things, 
endeavoured to comfort his father under the bereavement he 
was about to experience ; and enjoined him carefully to pre* 
serve the Tracts he had received from the Missionaries, in 
order that his younger Brother might read them, as soon as 
he was able. 

In the MALE SEMINARY there are 30 Youths, of whose 
diligence and general good-conduct the Missionaries 
speak favourably.- They give the following account 
of their studies :— 

The First Class consists of 7 Youths, who are studying 
English, Latin, Hebrew, English Arithmetic, Geography, 
combined with History, and the Evidences of Christianity. 
The Second Class, consisting of 14 Boys, do the same, with 
the exception of the Hebrew. The Third Class contains the 
remaining 9 Boys ; who are still mostly in the Central Schogl, 
occupied with Tamul Learning. All are particularly instructed 
in the Word of God : six of the Seminarists are yet un- 
baptized, but are candidates for Baptinn : ten of the Boys 
are partakers of the Lord s Supper. 
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The Missionaries add — 

From the Male Seminary we hope to derive^ in a few years, 
by the Divine Bleasing, more able Servants of the Congrega- 
tions. We endeavour, by all means, to avoid taking any of 
them, at present, for the service, in order not to interrupt 
their progress in learning ; neither do they themselves wish 
for it, for the same reason. 

The FEMALE SEMINARY coiisists of 21 Girls. There 
were 26 till July, when it was thought advisable to 
send the eldest Girls home, in order that they might 
mostly be accustomed to their village labours : 6 have 
also been married, to Catechists ; and the number has 
been supplied by the reception of some younger Girls. 
Of those now in the Seminary, the Missionaries 
write — 

Only 8 among the present number of Girls have been bap- 
tized: the other IS are from among our Congregations, not 
yet admitted to Baptism : many of them are greatly improved 
in their character : some of them still require strict discipline. 
Their progress in learning to read, cipher, and write Tamul, 
and in committing to memory the Catechisms and portions 
of Scripture, is pleasing : they have also received some 
knowledge of Geography. In Female Work, many are clever 
in spinnmg and knitting. Sewing is, at present, not much 
practised ; because there is so litde occasion for it. 

The Translation of the Old Testament into Tamul 
has proceeded, during these two years, very slowly ; 
owing to Mr. Rhenius's urgent extra laboiurs. He has 
advanced only, in the Pentateuch, to the end of Exodus ; 
and in the Proverbs, to the 20th Chapter. 

In the increase of this Mission, Messrs. Rhenius and 
Schmid have made repeated and urgent applications 
for a supply of more Laboiurers, and for the esta- 
blishment of additional Schools. The Madras Com- 
mittee have met these applications, as £eu: as circum- 
stances allowed, by the opening of 17 New Schools, 
where they were most needed ; but anxious as the Com- 
mittee are to meet the call, there have been no means 
of sending them a fellow-labourer in their work. The 
Missionaries have endeavoured to supply the wants of 
the Mission by Native Catechists, wnom it is their 
cave to use all practicable means of qualifying for their 
office. Of these they write — 

The number of Catechists labouring ' among the several 
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CongregadoiiSy at the end of June, was 48. Oa them we 
^Ifjk it necesiaij to bestow particular attentbn, in order to 
pronfote their mental and spiritual improvementi and their fit- 
neif jfiw Uie great Work in which they are ei^gaged* We aa- 
aeibble themi therefore, ever^ month, in Palamcottah, for six 
or eight davs ; when diey give in their reports of the state 
of the people ; are advised upon doubtful cases ; receive fiir- 
ther instruction in Theology ; and enjoy the Lord's Supper 
with us. Latterly, we have also begun to make them dis- 
course, at our Evening Meetings, in our presence, upon a cer- 
tain passaoe of Scripture, of their own choosing; which, the 
next mommg, is thoroughly criticised, accompanied by such 
instructions as they may require. This exercise they have 
found to be particularly useful They have not all, as mi^t 
have been anticipated, the same talents ; but we can say of 
all, that they are true Believers ; and willins to be faithful 
and profitable servants; and tobecorrectea in their errors, 
when wrong. Those who have been in the Seminary have 
evidently the advantage over the rest 

The Deputation of the London Missionary Society 
highly gratified both the Missionaries and their Con^re- 
^tions^ by a visit. Mr. Bannister, of Madras, apprises 
ue Conunittee^ that he had firequently conversed with 
those Gentlemen, at Madras, respecting this Mission; 
and was assured by them, that not the slightest at- 
tempt appeared, in the documents published, to add a 
colouring to facts, but that to most of the statements 
they coiild themselves bear decisive testimony. In 
xefierence to this subject, and to the attempts which 
have been made in some quarters to discredit the state- 
ments, the Madras Committee remark — 

That vast numbers of the inhabitants of Tinnevelly have, of 
late, under the Ministry of the Society's Labourers, discarded 
their Idol Shrines, and professed to become Disciples of 
Christ, b a fact which ignorance alone can deny ; and it is 
one, in which the Committee cannot but recognise, with de- 
vout thanksgiving, the special work of Him, who doeth accord- 
ing to Bis wUlf in the army of heaven^ and among the inhabitants 
cf the earth / and none can stay His hand^ or say unto Htm^ 
What doest thou? 

TRAVANCORE. 

Of the proceedings of the Missionaries in Travan- 
core, very limited imormation has been received. A 
portion of the Madras Report was transmitted,, while 
it was passing through the Press, which does not in- 
clude the Stations in this District. 
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Catloj/am, 

The Rev. Benjamm Bailey and the Rev. Henry Bar 
ker, with Mrs. Bailey and Mrs. Baker, have continued 
in the enjoyment m their health :. but indisposition 
rendered it necessiuy for the Rev. J. W.Doran to seek 
change of air, whicn proved beneficial ; and he has 
since so fiur recovereo^ as to be able to resume his 
duties. 

The Missionaries have entered on the direct exer- 
cise of the MINISTRY among the Natives. While they 
continue to co-operate most cordially with the Syrians, 
they have, on good and substantial grounds, judged it 
rijght to establish, on their own part, a Malayalim Ser- 
vice, and have a most encouragmg Congregation. 

During Mr. Doran's absence, Mr. Bsuley undertook 
the general superintendence of the college ; the clas- 
sical department being entrusted, to two of Mr. Doran's 
Pupils, of whose conduct during his absence he speaks 
in very favourable terms. 

The College contains 53 Students ; 10 of whom are 
in Deacon's Orders : they are divided into 8 Classes ; 
and Mr. Doran gives a satis&ctory accoimt of their 
prepress and good conduct. 

There are 34 schools under Mr. Baker's care : the 
Grammar School, with from 50 to 60 Scholars : 32 
Parochial Schools, with 863 Boys ; and one School, 
with 18 Girls. 

Mr. Bailey continues to conduct the press. The 
Gospel of St Luke, in Malayalim, has been printed ; 
and the Acts of the Apostles, as far as the 17th Chap- 
ter. Mr. Bailey is extremely anxious to render the 
Translation both as faithful and as universally accept- 
able as possible. The Liturgy, also, is begun at the 
Press ; and many of the Homilies are translated. 

Allqne. 
The Rev. Thomas Norton, with his Family, reached 
Madras, August 5, 1827, on his return from England ; 
and was detained there iSH the 20th of October : on 
the 20th of November he arrived at Allepie. 

Of the MINISTRY OF THE WORD, Mr. Nortou reports — 
Divine Sendee is performed in the Church thrice on Sun- 
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days ; once in English, and twice in Malayalim: once also, in 
the latter language, on Wednesday Evenings. On Tuesday 
Evenings the people have catechetical instruction ; and, on 
Saturday Evenings, a number of them meet for Prayers. 

There ore 7 Schools ; 1 English, and the rest Ma- 
layalim^ ineluding one fo^ Girls. The number of 
Boys under insjtruction is 189 : they consist ci Pro^ 
t^tants and Romish Christians, Mussulmans, Soodras, 
Chegoes, Velloovars, &c. &c. 

The Girls* School, under Mrs. Norton's care, con- 
tains 13 Girls. Of these, the Madras Committee 
state — 

They are taught plain needle-work, knitting and spinning, 
thread-making, &c. ; and a selection is made of the most in- 
telligent amongst the Children, for instruction in English. 
They all learn the Principles of the Christian Religion, in the 
vernacular tongue, in which some read very well. 

Cochin. 

The Rev. Samuel Ridsdale and Mrs. Ridsdale con- 
tinue their labours at Cochin. A Service, which he 
had commenced in Portuguese, excited the opposition 
of the Roman Catholics, which has, in some degree, 
diminished the attendance. A Missionary Meeting is 
held on Wednesday Evenings, at which 60 or 70 peo- 
ple attend. An Assistant has been employed to read, 
in the public parts of the town, portions of the Scrip- 
tures in Malayalim. 

TELLICHERRY. 

No accoimts hare, for some time past, till recently, 
been received from this Station. It appears, from the 
Madras Report, that Mr. J. Baptist is employed as a 
Catechist ; and that, in the EngCsh, Portuguese, and 
Malayalim Schools, there are now 193 persons under 
instruction ; 62 Scholars are under tuition in the En- 
glish Department ; 29 in the Malayalim ; and in the 
two other Native Schools, 102 Scholars: making a 
total of 193. The ages of these vary from 5 to 25 
years. 

The number of Schoolmasters stationed here by the 
Society is 4 ; viz. 1 English, and 3 Malayalim. 

The Committee, after noticing Mr. Baptist's zeal 
and assiduity in the discharge of his duties, mention 
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the following instance of the Divine Blessing on his 

laboiu^: — 

No less than six of his Pupils h«ve» in the course of the 
last half-year, puhlicly renounced the Roman-Catholic Com- 
munion, and joined themselves to the Protestant Church. 

Baptism was administered to a Heathen, at his re- 

Seated and urgent request, a few days before he died : 
e had been servant in a pious family, and often visited 
the Schoolmaster. A large assembly of Heathens, of 
both sexes, witnessed his baptism with deep attention. 
J. Baptist presses earnestly for a devout and zealous 
Missionary to occupy the Church at this Station.

BOMBAY, AND WESTERN-INDIA MISSION. 

The Conunittee have long felt an anxious desire to 
enlarge the- Mission to Western India ; and they have 
sent forth, with pleasiure, the Rev. John Dixon, and the 
Rev. Charles Farrar and Mrs. Farrar, whose depar- 
tmre has been already noticed, to a field in which so 
little has hitherto been attempted in the Cause of 
Missions *. 

The Bombay Committee have selected the populous 
Village of Bandora, about 7 miles distant from Bom- 
bay, as a Missionary Station. 

Mr. Mitchell has continued to superintend the 
Schools in Basseen and Tannah, which were last year 
stated to be imder his care : at one time, these Schools 
amounted in number to 12; but Mr. Mitchell, from 
want of bodily strength and other circumstances, being 
unable to give to them such attention as he wished 
reduced the mmiber to 6* Of these, 3 Boys* Schools 
are at Basseen, and 1 Girls' School ; and 1 for Boys, 
and 1 Girls*, at Tannah. In the Boys* Schools there 
are, altogether, 120 Scholars ; and in the Girls', 30.

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CEYLON MISSION. 

Tub Tenth Annual Meeting of the Missionaries was 
held at Cotta^ on the 5th of September and following 
days. 

COTTA. 

The Rev. George S. Faught and Mrs. Faught hav- 
ings on the departure of Messrs. Ward and Mayor, 
removed to Baddagame, the Labourers at Cotta are, 
the Rev. Samuel Lambrick and Mrs. Lambrick, the 
Rev. Joseph Bailey, and the Rev. James Selkirk and 
IMLrs. Selkurk. Mr. Selkirk's health having suffered, 
he passed a short time at Baddagame ; and his residence 
there appears to have been the means of improving it. 

In reference to the ministry, the Missionaries state, 
that the attendance on the Services at the Home Sta- 
tion is such as has been described in former Reports : 
there are Four Services at the Out-Schools every 
Sunday ; and a Fifth, every other Sunday, has been 
commenced at a neighbouring Village : a building is 
erecting ; and, when completed, it is intended to have 
Public Worship in it every Lord's Day. The state of 
the attendance on the Means of Grace is thus no- 
ticed by the Missionaries : — 

The Sunday Services at all the Schools, except two, are 
attended pretty well ; and the people give us reason to hope, 
from the attention which they always manifest, that there is, 
in the hearts of some them at least, a desire to know and to 
receive the truths of the Gospel Their orderly behaviour ; 
their seeming desire to understand, expressed by the earnest- 
ness of their manner; their repeating the responses in the 
Service aloud, which they have leamra to do from the School 
Children ; and their very suitable and considerate answers to 
questions, put to them on the subject of the discourses, are 
indications of ffood. 

Mr, Selkirk has, for the last six or eight months, had Service 
at the Pagoda School on Thursday Mornings ; which, though 
not so well attended as at first, is still such as to give him en- 
couragement. He has also, for two months back, had Service 
every Friday Evening, at a Schoolmaster's house in the ViUs^ 
of Cotta ; which has been frequently so crowded, that many 
people stood on the outside. A little bungalow has lately 
been built by the people who attend; which is at present 
found to be too small, and is intended to be enlarged. 

A Jew, who came to Cotta, after remaining for nine 
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months under instruction^ was admitted to Bi^tism ; 
but there is reason to apprehend that he has smce 
apostatized. 

There are 10 Native schools connected with the 
Station^ containing 2iS Boys and 24 Girls; making a 
Total of 267^ with an average attendance of 191 ; 
being a considerable increase on the numbers of last 
year. Of their proficiency, the Missionaries report — 

Seven are at present daily reading and learning by heart, 
in order to repeat, at the close of eadi month, Lessons from 
the Book of (renesis ; 18 from ihe Acts of the Aposdes ; 94 
from the Gospel of St Matthew ; 1 1 from the Abridgment of 
the Old Testament ; SO from the Abridgment of the New 
Testament; and the rest, the Ten Commandments, the Princi- 
ples of Religion, &c : besides which, they are daily taught to 
read the Native Books written on the Olla. 

The English School contains 34 Boys; of whom 7 
read the Old Testament, 13 the New, 10 are in the 
Spelling-Book, and the remainder beginners. Of the 
Scholars, the Missionaries write — 

One^ Boy has been admitted on trial, who will be taken 
into the Institution: and three or four others, who have 
applied for admission, will most probably be received in 
a few months. The head-boys, besides being able to read 
pretty well, and write tolerably, have learned some of the 
three first, and others the four first. Rules of Arithmetic ; 
the Church Catechism, as broken into questions, and pub- 
lished by the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge ; 
and are now learning Dr. Watts's Second Catechism. 

The Foimdation-stone of the christian institution 
was laid by His Excellency the Governor^ Sir Edward 
Barnes, on the 8th of November 1827, in the presence 
of a large assembly of the principal British Inhabitants^ 
Civil and Military, of Colombo : on which occasion the 
Rev. Samuel Lambrick delivered an Address, declara- 
tive of the nature and objects of the Institution ; and 
the Archdeacon called down upon it, by solemn Prayer, 
the blessing of Almighty God. Ten Youths have 
been admitted on probation, of whom the Missionaries 
write — 

They are all well-behaved| and attentive to the instruction 
which they receive* Of the piety of one or two we encourage 
hopes ; and the greater part of them are of suflBdent capacity 
to receive the learning with which it is desirable they should 
be furnished, in order to their future usefulness. 
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A Building, designed for a Girls' School, has been 
completed, of which Mrs. Lambrick is to have the 
chai^ : in reference to it the Missionaries write — 

The Parents of a few ChSdren have already consented to 
send their Daughters ; and we have no doubt but that, in the 
course of time, this School will be well attended, and prove a 
great blessing to the Village. 

The efficiency of the press, under Mr. Lambrick*s 
care, was noticed in the last Report. Mr. Lambrick 
has been encouraged, by his BreUiren, to persevere in 
his Translation of the Scriptures into the Vernacular 
Cingalese : and of that Translation, the Book of Ge- 
nesis, the Gospel of St Matthew, the Acts of the 
Apostles, and the Epistle to the Romans, have been 
printed. 

KANDY. 

The Committee having been unable to set apart a 
Missionary for this Station, and the supply of La- 
boiu"ers having been reduced by the return of Messrs. 
Ward and Mayor, the Rev. Thomas Browning has 
remained at Kandy without that assistance which he 
has so long and so greatly needed. 

The means used for carrying on his work at Kandy 
are thus stated by Mr. Browning : — 

Preaching on Sundays at the School-room in Portuguese 
and Cingalese, and at the Prison in Cingalese ; catechizing the 
Cingalese Children on Wednesdays, and the Malabar ChUd- 
ren on Thursdays ; visiting the Schools occasionally ; distri- 
buting Tracts and Portions of the Scripture ; conversing with 
persons of different descriptions, as opportunities may oflfer, 
on religious subjects; and by having the Cingalese Scriptures 
read from house to house who are willing to hear them. 

In his MINISTRY^ Mr. Browning has been relieved bv 
the appointment of a Chaplain to the Garrison ; ana^ 
since he has been disengaged from the English duty^ 
has resumed Preaching in the Prison, with some de- 
gree of encouragement. In reference to his perform- 
ance of the Chaplain's duties, he writes — 

I trust that my labours for the last two years in the Eng- 
lish Service have not been altogether in vain : the Word of 
Qod has generally been heard with attention, and, I would 
hope, not without profit by some at least 

Of his other Ministerial Laboxurs^ he writes in Fe- 
bruary— 
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My fidth and jMtience are still tried with regard to the 
success of my Ministry among the people around me. It is 
most difficult to secure any thing like a constant attendance 
on Public Worship ; with the exception of the Modeliar^ 
mentioned in former Reports, his Familv» and persons con- 
nected with the Mission. Others, though most of them are 
Nominal Christians, and though they are frequently invited, 
will only come occasionally. I sometimes indulge the hope, 
when I see 20 or 30 assembled, listening attentively to the 
Word preached, that they feel interestea in it, and that they 
will be induced to hear constantly ; but perhaps I may not 
see the faces of these persons again for a month or six weeks. 
This conduct plainly indicates that they have no real desire 
to love and serve God. The Portuguese part of the popu- 
lation have been so negligent in this respect, that I have 
sometimes had none to hear me ; and I have felt it necessary 
to tell them, repeatenly, that I must discontinue to preach in 
that language, unless the Service is better attended. How 
lamentable is it, that of several hundreds of that class of peo- 
ple who inhabit this town, so few feel inclined to worship 
their Creator ! Oh, that God would work effectually upon 
their minds, and make them willing in the day of His power ! 

In July, Mr. Browning mentions that he had ad- 
dressed a Letter to the Portuguese professing Chris- 
tianity at Kandy, reproving their inchiference to reli- 
gious ordinances, and exhorting them to a more 
diligent use of the Means of Grace : this Letter had 
not been without effect^ and had induced many to 
come and hear the Gospel who had not attended be- 
fore, and others to be more constant in their at- 
tendance. In his Annual Report of the Station, Mr. 
Browning ^vrites- 

The people generally listen attentively, when they can be 
induced to come ; but our Congregations, for the most part, 
are very small. Of the Communicants mentioned last year, 
one has left Kandy, one has been suspended : the other seven 
continue to walk orderly, as far as I know. There are a few 
others whose conduct apoears hopeful, but who have not yet 
expressed a wish to be admitted to the Lord's Table. 

The^number of Baptisms diuing the year is 1 6 ; of 
Marriages 10 ; and of Burials 16. Mr.Browning thinks 
that there is a little advance in moral feeling among 
the Native Professing Christians respecting Marriage, 
though many of them still live in the neglect of it 

There are 9 schools connected with the Station ; 
7 for Boys, and 2 for Girls. The Boys* Schools have 
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188 on the list, with an average attendance of 108 ; 
and the Girls 24, with an average attendance of 15. 
On these, Mr. Browning observes — 

A degree ofprogress has been made in the knowledge of 
Reading and Writing, and also in the theoretic knowledge of 
Christianity ; but it is far less than could be desired, owing 
to the irregular attendance of the Childreni and want <n 
knowledge, zeal, and activity in the Masters : yet it may be 
hoped that some good is done, since many Children are thus 
daily tauffht to read the Holy Scriptures, and to commit por- 
tions of them to memory. 

Four of the most promising Lads in the English 
School have been admitted on probation into the 
Christian Institution at Cotta : of the conduct of three 
others, supported by the Society, Mr. Browning gives 
a fSarVourable account. The conduct of the English 
Schoolmaster, who is now separated from the Mission, 
has greatly tried Mr. Browmng. On a review of the 
Station in September, he writes — 

It is still witn us the day ofsmaU things; but, as that period 
is not to be dapised, we must persevere in the expectation of 
seeing greater things. The Lord's hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save ; nor are the minds of the people so debased, 
but that He can raise them ; so hardened, but that He can 
soften them ; or so careless, but that He can awaken them to 
an anxious inquiry after the way of Salvation. May it please 
ICm, in His own good time, to effect this glorious change, and 
to call from amonc the poor deluded Kimdians a people to 
love Him, and to shew forth His praise ! 

BADDAGAME. 

It was stated in the last Report, that the impaired 
state of their health had rendered it necessary for the 
Rev. Benjamin Ward and the Rev. Robert Mayor to 
leave Ceylon ; and their arrival, with their Families, 
has been already mentioned. The care of the Sta- 
tion, on their departure, devolved on the Rev. George 
S. Trimnell ; who has since been joined by the Rev. 
G. S. Faught, from Cotta. 

In reference to their ministry, Mr. Trimnell states, 
that, besides regularly preaching at the Church, and 
' Country Schoob, they constantly visit the people at 
their own houses ; sometimes collecting together as 
many neighbours as they can ; at others, conversing 
with individuals, and distributing Tracts to those who 
are able to read them. 
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In their Annual Report^ they state that the Con- 
gregation at Church on the Sunday has evidently in- 
creased ; and on this drcumstance they remark — 

We wish we were able to attribute this increase to a desire 
in the people to hear the Word of Eternal Life ; bnt we fear 
that it arises chiefly from their having been more pressingly 
invited to comci and from their unwillingness to ofiend us. nut 
from whatever cause it arises, we are glad to see an increaie 
in our Congregation ; and| though many appear to pay little 
attention, yet to some we hope that the Word is not spoken 
altogether in vain. In our visits to the people at their own 
housesi and in our meetings with them at the Country Schools, 
we find many things to try our faith and patience; many 
things which ought and sometimes do, we hope, excite our 
pity and compassion ; and some things to encourage us to 
persevere in tne strength of the Lord. 

Among their tria^, they mention the circumstance 
of two Buddhist Priests who have come to reside in the 
Village, and who attract large Congregations : this, 
with other difficulties inseparable from Missionary La^- 
bour, has greatly harassed them : but their remarks, 
in reference to these, shew that they know where to 
look for support : — 

The strength and the battle are the Lord's, not ours. BSa 
is the power to pull down the strone holds of Satan, and to 
extend His own dominions to the ends of the earth. And it 
may be His pleasure fully to shew us our own weakness and 
insuflSdency, by bringing a host of enemies, trials, difficulties, 
and oppositions against us, that we may learn to look more to 
Him and less to ourselves ; that He may display most clearly 
His more invincible power ; that all may know and confess, 
that iii$ noiqf him thai mUeth, nor nf him thai runneth, but of . 
God thai aheweth mercy. 

The care of the day schools is conunitted to Mr. 
Faught, and Mr. TnmneU takes charge of the Board- 
ing Boys. Two new Schools have been opened during 
the year^ making, exclusive of the Boai^Ung School, 
6 in nun^ber. ^) Boys are on the list ; but, on an 
average, only 163 attend. 

In the BOARMiro school there are 11 Scholars. 
5 have during the year been removed to the Institution 
at Cotta; 1, there is reason to hope, has died in the 
fSuth and love of the Saviour; 1 has been dismissed ; 
and 2 have been received. (^ those now in the School, 
the Missionaries write —

They» fa general, make satisfactory progress in their Cin- 
nalese and English Studies, and in the knowledge of the 
Word of God and Christian Principles; and we -are not 
without hope, that Divine Light may be gradually illuminatiDg 
their minds, though there is no evidence of any of them being 
powerfully awakened to a sense of their sin and danger. 

The Girls' School is not so well attended as it has 
been ; which may, in a great measure, be accounted 
for by the departure of Mrs. Ward and Mrs. Mayor, 
who had so long conducted it. Of the general state 
of the Mission, Mr. Trimnell gives the following view : — 

We could send home statements, in which there might not 
be the least deviation from truth, which would be veir in- 
teresting and encouraging to our friends, but would produce, 
however, very false impressions on their minds, and lead them 
to think that our work was prospering much more than it 
really is. Our accounts are discouraging to you, but not a 
tenth part so much so as the things are to us which we con- 
stantly see and hear. We would, therefore, earnestly beg, 
that, in all your Missionary Sermons, and in all your Addresses 
at Missionary Meetings, you would crave from the people, 
above every thing else, their believing and earnest prayers. 

I must not, however, lead you to think that we have no 
encouragement, or that we have no distant prospect of the 
Sun of Righteousness rising upon this benighted land. The 
twilight in some countries is much longer than it is in others. 
In this land, the natural sun very soon after day-break springs 
up and shines with great splenaor : in England, the faint but 
increasing twilight continues some hours before the sun breaks 
forth ; yet the rising of the sun is certain. It may be the 
same in this country with the Sun of Righteousness : it may 
be long ere He shines with splendor; but His rising is sure, 
and the time is appointed ; and we believe that there is, even 
now, a little glimmering of Ught, which will shine mare and 
more nmJto thepeffBct day. 

Mr. Selkirk and Mr. Trimnell have given an ac- 
count of the many indications of regard shewn by the 
people towards Mr. Ward and Mr. Mayor, on occar- 
sion of the Farewell Sermon preached by Mr. Mayor 
previous to their departiure. Referring to the ex- 
pression of feeling then shewn, Mr. Trimnell writes — 

I have never been so much encouraged by any thing that 
has happened before, as I have by this scene ; for I perceive 
that the people are not void of feeling and affection. My 
love for them has been greatly increased ; and I hope, that I 
shall labour among them with more zeal and delight than I 
have hitherto done. 
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NeUore. 

The Rev. Joseph Knight and the ReV. Waiiam Ad- 
liey, with Mrs. Knight and Mrs. Adley, have continued 
their labours at Nellore. Mr. Adley visited Madras 
in the banning of the year ; and passed a fortnight 
there, with Messrs. Sawyer and Ridsdale. 

In the exercise of their ministry, the MissionaiieB 
have an English Service every alternate Sunday at the 
Fort, and a Tamul Service at Nellore on Sunday 
Morning and Wednesday Afternoon : the Youths, and 
persons connected with the Mission, are instructed on • 
. the Sunday Afternoon, and there is usually Preaching 
or Exposition of the Scriptures at two of the Out- 
Schobk ; and, in the Evening, while the Mission Fa- 
milies are engaged in an English Service, the Commu'- 
nicants and others hold a Meeting in the Church for 
Prayer and mutual instruction. The Missionaries 
further state : — 

On Monday Afternoon, a Meeting is held for Inquirers : on 
Wcdneaday Noon, one of the Missionaries assembles the Com- 
municanti ; and in the Evening, after Sermon, there is a general 
meeting of all at the Stadon desirous of knowledge and, in- 
struction in the Christian Religion : on Fridays, ue S<^ool- 
masteis attend, to he instructed from portions of Scripture 
previously given to them : on Saturday Afternoon, the ^dys 
nave a Meeting, for the purpose of being instructed in Scriptu- 
ral Knowledge ; and in the Evening, for Prayer that a blessing 
may attend Missionary Exertionsi For some months past, a 
Monthly Native Missionary Meeting has been held on the 
Second Monday in the month, and, we trust, has been pro- 
ductive of much good : the Members of it have obtained 
more enlarged views of Missionary Subjects, end have been 
roused to more diligence and ears for the souls of their 
Heathen Brethren. 

The SCHOOLS, 19 in number, contaiti 978 Scholars ', 
of whom 868 are Boys, and 1 OH Girls : 6{ these, on an 
average, 7li Boys attend, and 80 Girls, making a To- 
tal of 794. A proportion of the Children from all the 
Schools attend Church on Sunday, excepting those of 
two of the Schools which are in m adjacent Island. 
Of the Children, the Missionaries report : — 

The attendance of the Children at Schocd and their progreu 
in learning-have been, on the whole, more satisfactory during 
the past year than formerly. The Monthly Examinations to 
which the Schools are subjected, and by which the Maaler'a 
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pay ifl regulated^ together with various other plans adopted to 
prevent imposition and secure faithfulness, have produced 
very desinuble effects. To correct the parrot-like method, 
prevalent in the country, of learning every thing by rote 
without reference to the understanding, an attempt has been 
made, not altogether without success, to put in practice more 
fiilly than formerly the plan adopted at Cotta, of requiring 
the Children to answer questions proposed tnipronipltf, on 
what is learnt or read at the time of examination. 

A School for Girk has been commenced ; but the 
Missionaries have not met with much encouragement: 
the niunber of Scholars is not stated. 

The BOARDING SCHOOL cousists of 27 Scholars : two 
of whom have made sufficient proficiency to entitle 
them to be recommended for admission into the Insti- 
tution at Cotta : and the Missionaries state, that they 
are all proceeding creditably in their studies, and that 
many of them are Youths of considerable promise. 

At the commencement of the year, a library was 
established at the Station, in connection with the Board- 
ing School, in which copies of the Scriptures,Tracts,and 
all other Books in the Tamul Language of a religious 
nature that can be obtained, are placed, for the use of 
any who may be disposed to read them. 

In reference to the use which is made of this Li- 
brary, the Missionaries write — 

It being felt, with respect to many in the School and con- 
nected with the Mission Premises, that, besides the usual Ex- 
position of Scripture at Morning and Evening Prayers, some 
daily means were nacessary for their becoming more generally 
acquainted with subjects connected with the Christian ReU- 
gion, an hour each day was appointed, between the time of 
dinner and the commencement of the afternoon studies, in 
which all should meet, and select Christian Works to be read, 
and, if necessary, explained. In this way, nearly the whole of 
the books in the Library have been gone dirough: the 
Meeting still continues, and, we hope, proves a means of 
instruction and benefit 

The PRESS has, for the most part, been kept in em- 
ploy, either in printing for the Jaffna Tract Society, or 
on account of the Wesleyan and American Missions. 

On the Spiritual Condition of the Station the Mis- 
si0haries malce the following remarks^ : — 

^WhUe we feel, that we have cause for humiliation and 
tbgret.\k((ate Alibighty God, that another year has passed 
wtthout* a(tiy addition to the number of Communicants, we 
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hare much etfme for duuikfiilneM and prabe for our present 
circumstancefl and pfoapeets* With one exception, by the ex- 
ercise of discipline in the case of an indiyidual on whom we 
have reason to hope that salutary effects have been produced, 
the Communicants have continued to hold on their way with 
a consistency and zeal that we trust, as an example, will be 
productive of good. To the inquirers, among the Youths 
formerly mentioned, who continue in the exercise of the Means 
of Grace, and are manifestly obtaining increasing knowledge, 
two or diree cases of a very hopeful kind have lately b^n 
added, and a general feeling of increased anxiety on the im- 
portant concerns of the soul and eternity b at present, 
evinced by most of those attending these means. 
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The return of Mr. Charles Davis at the end of July, 
and his subsequent departure, with that of Mrs. 
DsLvis, the Rev. Alfred N. Brown, Mrs. Brown, and 
Mrs. Hart, have been already mentioned. They re- 
ceived the Instructions of the Committee* on the 9th 
of February ; and embarked on the 2dth of April, on 
board the Elizabeth, Captain Mackdonald, for New 
South Wales. 

It is intended that Mr. Brown should take the 
charge of the education of the Missionaries' Children, 
and that Mrs. Hart should assist Mrs. Henrv Williams. 

The Rev. William Yate, and Mr. and Mrs. Baker, 
whose dmarture was noticed in the last Report, ar- 
rived at Sydney in New South *Wales, on the 21st of 
December 1827. Mr. Yate embarked for New Zea- 
land, on board the Mission Schooner the " Herald, " 
and arrived there on the 1 9th of January. Mr. and 
Mrs. Baker remained in the Colony till after her con- 
finement ; when they followed Mr. Yate to New Zea^- 
land, and arrived there on the 9th of June. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Mrs. Lisk's health not being sufficiently strong to 
admit of her removing to a distance from medical 
advice, Mr. Lisk has not engaged in labfoming, as had 
been intended, among the Aborigines. An omiortu- 
nity has been afforded him of establishing a Private

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Seminaiy in the Society's House at Parramatta, as the 
most promising method of relieving the fimds. 
Lieut. Col. Arthur is anxious to establish a 
among the wretched Aborigines of Van Diemen*s 
Land^ about 2000 in number, for which some unex- 
pected facilities offer ; and has applied to the Society 
for a Missionary : but the large and increasii^ de- 
mands on the Society's resoiurces have prevented the 
Committee from holding out any expectation that 
this and similar applications can be complied with. 

BAY OF ISLANDS, NEW ZEALAND. 

The circiunstances of the New-Zealand Mission, as 
related in the last Report, were accompanied with no 
ordinary interest; and the commotions among the 
Native Tribes, and the probable consequences of the 
expected death of Shimghee, whom God seems to 
have specially raised up for the protection of His ser- 
vants, could not be regarded without considerable 
anxiety. 

The death of this celebrated Chief has since taken 
place ; and, in the circumstances by which it was 
followed, the over-ruling hand of Jehovah is most 
clearly discernible. Within a few davs after this 
event, hostilities commenced between his people and 
another powerftd Tribe ; which so engrossed the atten- 
tion of the Natives, that, if they had intended to plun- 
der the Missionaries, they were diverted from their 
purpose by being summoned to the field of battle. 
This display of the Divine Goodness was followed by 
another. The principal Chiefs of Shunghee's Tribe, 
which had been routed in one action and was pre- 
paring to renew hostiUties, proposed to the Missio- 
naries to mediate between the contending parties. 
Negociations were accordingly opened on the Satur- 
day.; but, on the Missionaries imorming the Chiefe 
that the following day was the " Sacred Day," ftuther 
proceedings were deferred till the Monday. The 
iunday was passed by the Missionaries among the 
assembled warriors, of which Mr. Williams gives the 
following accoimt : — 

Tohitspu, and some other Chie&, caused the people to sit 
down all around, leaving us a place to stand in the middle* We 
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began by singiiig a hymn, and prayer; and after haTing ad- 
dressed them, we concluded with prayer. They were very 
attenCi^y and behaved remarkably well: oiir Congregation 
consisted of at least 500 people. After Divine Service, we 
walked through the camp^ and spoke to the people in their 
temporary huts. In the afternoon, we again went round the 
camp, and conversed with the people. In this way we spent 
our Sabbath, in the midst of an army of savages, without the 
least fear or apprehension. The Lord has certsinly given us 
great influence among these people. We have not received 
the least insult; but, on the contrary, every attention has 
been paid to us. Surely, these are new days indeed ! Little 
did I think to have been so much respected in a savage army. 

On the Monday, it pleased God to bless the efforts 
of the Missionaries; and peace was concluded be- 
tween the hostile parties, to the mutual joy and satis- 
&ction of all concerned* 

The Mission has sustained a serious loss in the 
wreck of the *' Herald" schooner ; but the Committee 
hope soon to have it in their power to replace it vnth 
another vessel. 

Rangheehoo, 

IVIr. John King is chiefly occupied in the School ; 
while Mr. James Shepherd is employed in visiting the 
Natives, and in the translation of the Scriptures. 

Of the Scholars under his care, Mr. King writes, in 

March — 

I have had, for some months past, about S4 Men and Boys, 
and 14 Girb, in the School Most of them are diligent in 
learning to read and write : some of them are working sums 
in Addition and Multiplication. We have daily cause for 
thankfulness to God for all His mercies towards us ; and for 
what lie has done, and is really doing, for the Heathen. , His 
word is pulling down the strong-holds of Satan« The Lord 
has answered our prayers; He hath, and is, increasing the 
number of oiur Scnoliurs ; and, when He inclines many to 
come to live under the sound of the Gospel, may we not ex- 
pect, nay, may we not be sure, that it will prosper, and ac-* 
complish the thing for which He sent it ? 

On the same subject, Mr. Shepherd vmtes, in 
October — 

Our School is tolerably well attended. We have upwards 
of 30 Natives, male and female, therein ; some of whom ma- 
nifest an earnest desire to learn. Indeed, I trust that the 
Word of Life has had its due effect upon the minds of some. 
We have now a young man lying ill, who I believe is seeking 
that rest which is above. 
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Mr. Shepherd thus speaks of the general conduct of 
the people : — 

The mdves of the Settlement behave, in general, tolerably 
w^U: they never come near us to make disturbence; and they 
pfiifi our part when other parties behave ilL Those who live 
more immediately with us are a little trying at times : we 
hope, however, that we jshall, ere long, see better days. We 
fi|id, that in order to get the Natives to do a little work, they 
require constant attendance, which, with our, many other du- 
ties, is not easy to give them. 

Mr. King has given the following account of the 
latter days of a New-Zealander, who,^ there is reason 
to hope, was brought to the knowledge of Christ as his 

Saviour :— 

He said, formerly he used to disbelieve all that was said 
about Jesus Christ, and believed Jehovah to b^ a veiy angry 
God ; but about live months before his death, the Word of 
Grod came with power, and made him tremble and be much 
ai^aid. From that time he began to pray and seek the Lord 
in earnest ; ^pd has given satisfactory evidence of his being a 
brand plucked out of the burning : he prayed, as our Natives 
observed, nicht and day to God for the pardon of his sins, 
and to wash his soul in the blood of Christ, and to prepare 
his soul for heaven, and for a new and good heart, and not to 
permit him to go to heU, but to take his soul to heaven^ He 
had peace and joy in believing at times, as well as fears and 
doubts. Our Natives were surprised to see him so calm and 
cheerful, in the prospect of death, and labouring under bodily 
pain ; and say that be is gone to heaven, for they remarked 
that his end was peace. 

This Settlement having been found unsuitable for 
the Mission, from want of level ground, it is to be re- 
moved to Tepuna, about a mile distant. 

Kiddeekiddee. 

The Rev. William Yate was, on his arrival in New 
Zealand, stationed ^tKiddeekiddee; and has associated 
with him, Mr. James Kemp, Mr. George Clarke, and 
Mr. James Hamlin, and their Wives. Mr. and Mrs. 
Baker were also, on their arrival^ appointed to this 
Station. 

Messrs. Kemp, Clarke, and Hamlin, go out among 
the Natives as much as possible; and once in the week, 
generally on a Thursday, extend their visit to Te 
Waimate, about ten miles distant. Mr. Yate had, in 
September, attained sufficient knowledge of the Ian- 
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guage to enable him to converse with the Natives. Of 
the Services at the Station he says — 

We have Native Prayers, every morning and evening, in 
the Chapel ; and Native School in the morning. 

Of the conduct of the Natives at the Sunday Ser- 
vices, Mr. Kemp writes : — 

You would be pleased to see how our little Chapel is filled 
on the Sunday with Natives and our Families. The conduct 
of the Natives is truly pleasing ; many of them begin, I hope, 
to understand, in some degree, the truths which ai^ made 
known to them. 

The beneficial influence of their visits among the 
people is thus noticed by Mr. Clarke, in March : — 

Our visits of late among the Natives have been pleasing : 
generally, they will listen to the instruction afforded them, 
and encourage us to continue our visits among them : and 
the Lords seems to be giving us and His Word a gradual in- 
fluence among them ; so much so, that our presence is suffi- 
cient to prevent them from those enormities which were 
once committed with the greatest audacity before us. 

On the same subject, Mr. Kemp writes : — 

The more we visit die Natives at their own dwellings, the 
more we feel the need of repeating our visits : they are gene- 
rally very attentive; and wish us to make our visits more 
frequent, that they may retain what b said to them in thdr 
memory* 

The ntunbers in the schools have^ from a short 
supply of provisions and other circumstances, fluc- 
tuated ; but the ffeneral average appears to have been 
from 50 to 60, aU of whom are under a course of in- 
struction in reading and writing, as well as religious 
instruction. 

The Girls* School is attended by Mrs. Kemp, Mrs. 
Clarke, and Mrs. Hamlin, who express themselves sa- 
tisfied with their improvement in reading, writing, and 
sewing, as well as with their general conduct. 

In October, Mr. Clarke writes : — 

We are continuing to itinerate among the Natives as often 
as practicable, and are attending to the Languue and 
Schools, and are much encouraged in our work. We find 
that the Gospel is gaining influence among the people : some 
of the enormous crimes, Uiat used to be openly practised, are 
now, almost generally, committed, in secret ; and their number, 
we have every reason to believe, is generally diminished* 
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Pyhea. 

The persons engaged at this Station are, the Rev. 
Henry andWilliamWilliams,with their Wives; Messrs. 
Fairbum and Davis, and their Wives ; and William 
Puckey. Mr. John TiickweH has left the Station. 

The various objects to which the attention of the 
Missionaries is directed, the visiting the Natives, the 
Schools, and the Translation of the Scriptures, have 
been pursued as usual A Chapel, 40 feet by 20, with 
a room attached to it of 10 feet bv 12, was opened in 
the beginning of September, which will afford accom- 
modation for those who desire to attend the ministry 
OF THE WORD, but who have of late been too nume- 
rous for the room which has been employed for the 
purpose. 

The Native Settlements at Walkaxi, Kaua-kaua, 
and Wangai, have been visited every fortnight, by some 
of the Members of the Mission. Of the readiness of 
the Natives to receive the messengers of peace, Mr. 
Yate thus speaks: — 

In visiting the NatiTes at the Kaua-kaua with the Rev. W. 
Williams and Mr. C. Davis, seven parties, in number about 
SSO, were address^. I was perfeedy astonished at the de- 
sire manifested by these poor creatures to hear what we had 
to communicate : they everywhere received us with the most 
marked respect, pleasure, uid attention. The friends of the 
Society would have been delighted, could they have wit- 
nessed the scenes which I this day beheld. 

This department of labour the Missionaries have 
not been able to enter upon as they could desire, in 
consequence of the smallness of their number ; as will 
be seen from the following remarks of Mr. W. Wil- 
liams: — 

Our hands are still much tied for want of Labourers. We 
have been enabled of late to go more amon^ the Natives, 
since the buildings which we have projected nave been set 
aside : but yet at Pyhea, which is much the strongest, we 
have not bands enough to carry on the work effectually ; and, 
at Kiddeekiddee and Rangheehoo, our Brethren are still 
much hindered from leaving home, for want of further 
assistance. To put the Settlements on an efficient footing, 
there should be four Missionaries at Rangheehoo, four at 
the Kiddeekiddee, and at least eig^t at Pyhea. So great a 
number at each Settlement, when the population is so small, 
may seem superfluous; but the situation of the country 
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renders it necetsary. If two families alone reside at one 

Ehce, it wOl be temom prudent for one person to be absent 
eyond a few hours, in consequence of the importunities of 
the Natives. If two persons, then, are left at home, and 
others go out to the Native Settlements two and two, the 
number which I have mentioned will find full employment in 
this Bay. When the Natives shall hear the Gkwpel resu- 
larly, we may expect to see the fruit of it as abundant in mis 
land as in any other ; whereas now we hear, from day to day, 
fresh designs for cruelty and mutual destruction. 

The feelings of the Missionaries, in reference to this 
want of more help, are thus noticed by Mr. Williams, 
in connection with a conversation which he had with 
some of the people at the Haumi : — 

While snealung to them of their dreadful situation, and the 
dominion tnat Satan exercised over them, in holding them in 
his own power, that they should not believe, one man from 
Wangai, where we have been in the habit of going occa- 
sionally, asked me whether it was Satan who restrained us 
from going to them, as we once did, to instruct them. I felt 
this word of admonition very keenly, and regretted ex* 
ceedbgly the weakness of our force. Two persons ought to 
be out daily, to visit the Natives even once a fortnight; but as 
yet it is very littie that we can accomplish. 

Of the SCHOOL Mr. Fairbum gives, in March, the 
following Bccomit : — 

Our School, composed of our own Natives living with us in 
the Settlement upward of 80 in number, is very interesting. 
They are assembled together from each house every day, for 
the purpose of instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
as also for Public Worship. Most of them improve rapidly : 
several can read the translation with fluency, and others can 
write and cast up accounts in a manner highly satisfactory; 
and they are no less desirous to obtain books in their own 
language. 

Many more scholars might be obtained mth ease, if 

there were a sufficient supply of food : the difiScul- 

ties arising from the want of this are thus noticed by 

Mr. Williams : — 

We are brought to great straits at this time for provision 
for our Natives : for those in the Settlement we have not a 
day's provision left, and those in the other Settiements are 
nearly in the same case. We shall be obliged to send them to 
seek it among their friends. 

In the same Journal, Mr. Williams mentions the 
following anecdote^ of the Boys imder his care : — 
At times, we hope that our Natives are beginning to think 
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seriously about the things which they hear from us ; though, 
iu generalf they are very indifferent. Last nighty after our 
Evening Service, I overheard my Boys singing a Hymn in 
their own house ; after which, one of them read a portioa of 
St. Matthew, which we have translated ; and concluded with 
die Lord's Prayer. The Boy who conducted this Service 
wrote to me the following question, upon his slate : ** How is 
it, that we continue to pray according to your instructions, and 
yet our hearts are not changed?*' 

It must not be forgotten, however, that though the 
conduct of the people is strikingly improved, yet many 
circumstances arise which indicate that their natural 
ferocity is restrained only by an overruling and Al- 
mighty arm. 

On Sunday, towards the conclusion of our Morning Service, 
our Natives came to tell us that a number of Natives were in 
the Settlement, and beginning to be very troublesome. The 
party consisted of Natives nrom a distance, who had been 
visiting a neighbouring Set dement, on a plundering expedition, 
the day before : they were come now into our Settlement, for 
the purpose of snatching all that they could lay hands on. We 
were all obliged to hurry out ; as some few had already been 
over my fence, with baskets, for the purpose of taking up the 
potatoes growing. The people were entire strangers to us; 
and were vociferating in a most angry mood, and striking the 
fence with their hatchets: it seemed as though they were 
ready to make a rush, for general plunder. We went out, 
however, into the midst of them ; andj after a little while, per- 
suaded them all to sit on the ground, in number 150, as nearly 
as we could count them. We considered, that the path in 
which we were most likely to quiet them would be to speak 
to them boldly concerning our great Message: instead, there- 
fore, of expostulating with them for coming on the errand 
they were evidently bent on, we told them why we were come 
to this land, what was their condition, and the remedy. They 
listened quietly ; and, though they frequently cast a wishful 
eye on the potatoes, and spoke of taking them, yet, at length, 
they walked off quietly, and gave us no rarther trouble. 'The 
same Tribe, this time last year, plundered the garden of the 
Missionaries at Wangarooa, and threatened their house also, a 
few weeks before their Mission was broken up ; and there is 
not the least doubt, that their intentions . were most mis- 
chievous, when they came to our Settlement : but there was a 
hand over us, which restrained them from touching even a 
hair of our heads. While some of our party were in conver- 
sation with the people, I went up to a Chief of our own 
Tribe, who was sitting at a distance, anxiously waiting the 
result, He observed to me^ that though the people were 
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pacified for the present, they would soon rise up and be very 
angry, and carry off every thing : but I was able to tell him, 
tha^ stronger is He that is for us than they who are against 
us ; and so the result quickly proved to him. 

In October last, the various Members of th^ Mis- 
sion were in good health ; the Natives in the Schools 
at the three Settlements were about 800 in number ; 
and the following general view of their proceedings is 
given by Mr. WUliams : — 

The state of the Mission is peace. All are advancing pro- 
gressively and in order. The Schools have met a checS:, we 
hope only temporary, by the scarcity which has prevailed 
in the Colony, which has made it needful to reserve for 
ourselves the flour which was procured for them. The know- 
ledge of the language is breaking in upon us day by day, 
and our voices are continually lifted up : much attention 
is paid by the Natives, and we trust that the Lord has given 
us grace in their sight. The Translation goes on ; and we 
have lately introduced part of the Liturgy in Mauri into our 
Morning and Evening Service, and shall probably continue 
until the whole be accomplished. A Printing Press is much 
wanted, and would tend to keep us much closer to our work 
in translating. It is very little which can be accomplished, 
with our utmost efforts : we hope you will soon thiidc of us 
again, and strengthen our forces: we have had it in serious 
contemplation to break up the Rangheehoo Settlement, owing 
to the tewness of our numbers. 
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The Committee of the Jamaica Auxiliary Church 
Missionary Society, in communicating a Report of 
their proceedings, have furnished a valuable statement 
of the field which is opening for more extensive ope- 
rations in Jamaica, if the Society were furnished with 
the means. 

The Rev. John Stainsby and William Taylor, Esq. 
have been appointed Secretaries, in the room of the 
Rev. G. GriflSths ; and W. Whitehouse, Esq., Treasurer. 

Papine, Parish of St. Andrew. 

Mr. William Manning has enjoyed good health, from 
the conmiencement of his labours. He reports, in 
August, iJtiai he had 64 Children under his instruc- 
tion, 18 of whom were at that time ill: of these, 
30 are able to read the Scriptures fluently. In the 
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evening, his house is opened for the instruction of the 
Adult Negroes, very few of whom attend regularly. 
On Sunday Mornings Prayers are read^ and a Sermon; 
and, in the Evening, after Prayers, the Adults and 
Children are catechized : few, however, of the Adults 
manifest a readiness to attend, though a day in the 
week is allowed them for obtaining the means of sup- 
port. 

Mr. Manning mentions, that Obeah prevails among 
them; and that many, though remonstrated With, hve 
in a state of fornication. After noticing their condi- 
tion, he remarks — 

This is not the greatest difficulty we bare to contend with: 
the opposition of the white inhabitants b by far the greater 
obstacle in the way of this people's conversion. They repre- 
sent the character of the Missionary as bad ; and pretend to 
the Slave, that he comes out here for the purpose of enriching 
himself; and thus bring him into disrepute, among those to 
whom he might otherwise prove the greatest blessing. Never- 
theless, under all the apparent difficulties in the wav of this 
people's conversion, the Lord has be^n pleased to shew that 
our labour is not entirely in vain. 

S(dt Savanna, Parish of Vere. 

Mr. H. C. Taylor, who was for some time occupied 
in the instruction of the Negroes on this Estate, has 
resigned his connection with the Society; and has been 
succeeded by Mr. Ebenezer Collins, whose departure 
was noticed in the last Report. Mr. CoUins's health 
suffered, for some time after his arrival at his Station ; 
but, from recent accounts, appears to have improved. 

A Chapel and School-room have been prepared, 
for the purpose of affording facility for the rehgious 
instruction of the Negroes. Of the subjects of his 
charge Mr. Collins writes in September — 

The Children in the School are going on pretty well. They 
are now learning a Catechism compiled by the Rev. Mr* 
Trew : many of me Children learn it well, and understand it : 
there are ouiers who are very backward in learning it I 
have just cause for hoping that there are two or three of the 
elder Children who discover some anxiety about the welfare 
of their souls : they feel a pleasure in attending on the 
Means of Grace. The Adults are much in the same condition 
as when I last wrote : there are many who profess themselves 
Christians; but, at present, I can discover none who shew, by 
their faith and practice, that they are such. 
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liow Orotmd. 

A Brown Man, named Calmun, and his Wife, hare 
been stationed at this place. 
Blue-Mountain VaUey, St. Thomait m the Boat. 

No accounts have been received of the labours of 
the Gatechist at this Station. 

Coley, St. Tkomais in the East. 
Mr. Joshua Wood, whose departure and arrival 
have been abeady mentioned, is appointed Catechist 
on this Estate. 

The attention of the Jamaica Committee has not 
been confined to the Slave-Population, but has been 
directed to the Maroons. In reference to them, the 
Conmiittee write — 

These people — a race of free Negroes — are collected to- 
gether in four Negro Towns in different parts of the Island, 
each being under the controul of a White Commandant. 

AUhougti they are the subject of many laws and of some 
Jtolitical jealousy, they have, until recently, been wholly 
neglected in respect to their religious culture. Their distant 
situation in the interior of the Gland, far removed from any 
Place of Worship and means of instruction of any descripdon, 
having excited the attention of members of oar Societyt 
establishmenta have been formed at three of their Villages; 
vie Moore Town, Accompong, end Charles Town. 
Moore Town, Parish of Portland, 

Of this Station the Committee report — 

The Scl^ool at this place, under the charge of Mr. M'Pher- 
son, proceeds satisfactorily ; most of the Children being under 
d^y tuition. Many of the people themselves are wsiroiu 
of religious instruction. 

Accompong, Parish of St. Elizabeth. 

Of Accompong, the Committee state — 

This Settlement is remote, and, until it attracted the atten- 
tion of the Auxiliary, was destitute of all means of instruction. 
At the instigation of several members, these neglected people 
commenced a building, to be used as a School-^ouse and 
temporary Chapel. Mr. Sharp, the appointed Teacher, baa 
recently commenced his instructions. 

Charles Town, Parish of St. George. 

In reference to this ViUage, their Re^rt states^— 

The Bishop's attention was directed to thu place ; and he 
appointed a Teacher or Catechist, who, for want of fiinds, 
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was lately about to be discharged, when a Committee offered 
to take Cm Stadon, which has been agreed to by the Eccle- 
siastical Commissaries. 

Cavaliers. 

Another District, called Cavaliers, is thus noticed 
by the Committee, as presenting a promising sphere 
of usefulness : they wnte — 

This is an extensiTe Mountain District in St Andrew's, in- 
habited by a numerous population of free persons, who have 
procured their freedom, and settled themselves here. They 
are unprovided with the means of instruction, and remote 
from any place at which it might be obtained. There is 
great reason to hope that the Society's operations, when 
commenced here, will be blessed with success; as there 
exists a strong desire among the inhabitants to receive a 
Teacher, and to assist in erecting a suitable building. 

By recent accounts, it appears that a Catechist, 
Mr. Philips, has been appointed. 

ANTIGUA. 

Mr. William Dawes has not yet entirely recovered 
from the fracture in his thigh, mentioned in the last 
Report ; and has been, in consequence, incapacitated 
from paying that regular and assiduous attention to 
the Schook which he has been accustomed to do 
since he has been charged with their superintendence. 

It will be seen, on a reference to the Society's 
Reports, that during the last four years the Schools 
have gradually declined, both in numbers and effi- 
ciency ; till, at the close of the year, there were, in the 
two Schools supported by the Society, a total of only 
39 Scholars, with an average attendance of 26. The 
causes adverted to in the last Report having been 
found still to operate in a further reduction of the 
Scholars, the Committee did not feel justified in con- 
tinuing an expense which was followed by no ad- 
equate return ; and they have, therefore, deemed it 
to be their duty to relinquish the Schools. 

DEMERAkA. 

Mr. Chiurles Carter, for the present, resides with the 
Rev. Leonard Strong, in St. Mary's Parish. The last 
Report : mentioned that it was Mr. Strong^s inten- 
tion that Mr. Carter should be fixed at Cattle Town, 
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a village of Free Coloured People^ on the Mahaiconie : 
that intention, however, in consecinenGe of Mr, Strong's 
expected removal from his present Parish, has been 
set aside. Of the state of Mr. Carter's occupations, 
and of the Parish under his care, Mr. Strong writes — 

His labours are, in oar Sunday School, and with seTeral 
Adults, who attend him Sunday Mornings and Evenings, be- 
sides several evenings in the week. I have crowded Congre- 
gations on the Sabbstb, and 76 Communicants from among 
them. The Lord has enabled us to establish another Sun- 
day School in the Parish, about 13 miles to the eastward : 
the attendance there, 106. At Bee-hive, yesterday, we had 
about ISa Girls, and 60 B^s. 

Of his Scholars, Mr. Carter gives the following ac- 
count ; — 

Our Sunday School is going on, on the whole, very steadily^ 
and rather on the increase. I have about 18 Boys, who are 
reading in their Testament ; and several of whom have now 
become of great assistance to me, in their regular and steady 
attendance as Teachers ; and who wilt, I hope, under God's 
blessing, ere long, become ornaments to society, and disciples 
of the meek and lowly Jesus. The Second and Third Classes 
are reading our Saviour's Discourses, and the National School- 
Book, Second Part, preparatory to the Testament: and the 
Lower Classes are learning in the Cards, with a portion of the 
day devoted to relinbus instruction. 

An Examination of the Children under his care is 
thus noticed : — 

On Christmas Day, after Divine Service, we had the Yearly 
Examination of Boys and Girls in the Church, which were 
about 400. The First Class read the Second Chapter of 
St. Matthew, and were questioned in it by Mr. Strong ; and 
repeated part of Mrs. Sherwood's Easy Questions. Two 
other Classes read, and the rest said spelling: their progress 
was quite satisfactory to those who heard it Indeed, con- 
sidering that eighteen months ago they knew not a letter, and 
have had nothing but Sunday Instruction, we have every rea- 
son to say, BiUterbi God hat hdped iw ; and have a proof of the 
rapid progress that might he made by the Negro Children in 
Religious Knowledge, should it please God to dispose the 
hearts of Slave Proprietors to establish Weekly Schools on 
their Estates. 

ESSEQUIBO. 

Mr. John Armstrong's health in some degree suf- 
fered after his arrival at his Sta^cm ; but he appeared 
to be in good health at the date of the last accounts. 
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Mr, Strong remarks^ that Mr. Armstrong has com- 
menced his career mider many disadvantages. Mr. 
Armstrong gives, in July, the following account of his 
labours : — 

My situation, as regards usefulness to the Negroes, is this : 
there are about 48 or 50 who come regularly from the Union 
Estate en Sundays : at any other time I am not allowed to 
teach them after sun-set, and before that time they cannot 
come. The In&nts on tiie Union Estate are almost all sick. 
I received die Children from an adjoining Estate ; and from 
another Estate, 6 Boys and Girls, and as many Adults, come 
on a Sunday, though not regularly. If I am continued here, 
I shall try, God willing, to instruct some of the Indians* 
Children. 

In December, he writes — 

On Christmas Day, for the first time, the Negroes from 
Union Estate met me in my house, to hear something about 
Jesus Christ being bom, as on that day ; which was entirely 
new to them, and to which ^y paid particular attention. 
On Sundays I have about 8 Men, 20 Women, 10 Boys, and 
8 Girls : sometimes I have a few more, but oftener less : these 
are, in general, regular in their attendance. Many of the 
people on the Union Estate are old; some are Mahomedans; 
some of them Obeah People, but I have not heard any 
thinff of it since I had a Girl here who said that she was 
obeiuied, but now she is well None before her were ever 
known to get better, when they believed they were under its 
influence, on the Union Estate. 

In a more recent communication, he expresses 
himself somewhat more encouraged ; and writes a& 
follows : — 

My prospects are rather more cheering than when I last 
wrote. I have now SO litde Children-^! from the Union 
Estate, and IS from Mr. Wood's ; and an Old Woman, who 
brings them. On a Sunday, the number is, generaUvi be- 
tween 40 and 50. Some of them are very regular, and shew 
an attachment to me. Sometimes I have 8 or 9 from other 
Estates, but not regularly. 

The following remarks, made by Mr. Armstrongs 
shew the nature of his situation : — 

You must consider my situation in the same light as an 
idolatrous uncivilized country ; with this difference only, that 
this is civilized by coercive means : but there is nothing of 
the Gospel in this, nor has the Gospel ever been preached on 
the coast : we have a kind of mondity preached in two 
places^ but this is nothing towards converting a souL In 
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fact, here » all the African Superstition mixed up with the 
vices of the Whites ; and some of their Teachers are ready 
to tell them that Hiej mean no harm by these things. A 
Pass from a Manager is, in general, all the necessary prepara- 
tion of Negroes for Baptism. Such is the state of things ; and 
there is nothing to check them ; and nothing but a preached 
Gh)6pel will. Some of the people that come on a Sunday are 
naked) some halfnlressed, others neat and cleanly : the Ne- 
groes, whether Husbands or Wives, think nothing of. sepa- 
rating, and taking another; they are altogether in bonda^, 
both of soul and body : no one proclaims liberty to the cap- 
tive; no one shews them the freedom that is in Christ 

Mr, Strong, after adverting to the faying circum- 
stances in wWch Mr. Armstrong is phced, remarks — 

Every Christian must sympathize with and pray for him, 
that, almough banished all Christian Communion, all means 
of Grace, all ordinances-standing completely alone among 
his fellow-creatures — at present, a being of a strange birth to 
them, a citizen of another country, and living here among a 
people of a strange language — he may feel himself strong and 
nappy in his Redeemer ; and prove this Gospel truth. Nothing 
can separate tts from tke love of God which is in Christ Jesus — 
that although ordinances are refreshing to Believers, they are 
not necessary to the spiritual life of those who are sanctified 
fft/ God the Father, preserved in Chriat Jemsy and cedlad. 
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The return of the Rev. D. T. Jones, who is at pre- 
sent on a visit home^ has been already noticed. Mr. 
Jones's health improved during the voyage ; and he is 
about to return to his labours. The Rev. William 
Cockran and Mr. Cockran were in good health when 
Mr. Jones left the Settlement. Mr. Ganioch had suf- 
fered from weakness in his chest, but his health is 
somewhat improved. 

Mr. Jones, in his interview with the Committee, 
gave an encouraging view of the progress of the Mis- 
sion during the foiu: years which nave elapsed since its 
conunencement. The Services at the two Chiurches 
on the Sunday, an^ the Meeting for Social Prayer at 
Image Plain, have been continued ; and the ministrt 
OF THE WORD has been accompanied with an evident 
blessing. The Congregation at each of the Churches, 
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which are nine miles apart^ averages about 400 per- 
sons ; of whose regularity in attending the Public 
Means of Grace, as well as their Social Meetings, 
Mr. Cockran speaks in gratifying terms. 

At the request of an Individual, who has opened his 
house for the pm^ose, a second Meeting for Prayer 
has been commenced, at the lower extremity of the 
Settlement, about 17 miles from the Upper, and 11 
miles from the Lower Church ; which was attended, 
once a fortnight, through the winter, by one or other 
of the Missionaries, and about 30 of the inhabitants. 
This has been the means of effecting a change in their 
outward conduct ; which is thus described by Mr. 

Cockran : — 

In time past, they would cut their wood, and fish on the 
Sabbath, the same as on other days : but now, instead of hear- 
ing the blow of their hatchet resounding through the woods, 
we hear them singing the praises of Jesus, who has redeemed 
them with His blood ; and, instead of their attending to their 
nets for the meat ikai perMetk, we often see them in the 
House of Gk>d, and hear them joining their prayers and 

{)raises witli us to ffim from whom sJl blessings flow, and 
ooking up to ESm for the Bread of Life. 

The nimiber of Communicants, stated in the last 
Report to be 73, has increased to 134«; of whom 7 or 8 
are Indians. There is reason to hope that the only 

gerson, whom they had deemed it right to separate 
•om Commimion with them, has been brought to re- 
pentance. Of this infent Church Mr. Cockran gives 
the following accoimt : — 

I think that the pure Gospel of Christ is still an interesting 
subject to those who have made a profession of religion in 
this Settlement. They behold as much beauty, excellency, 
and true riches in it, and feel as much their need of it, as they 
did when the Lord first stretched out His arm, and drew 
them out of the horrible pit, and set their feet on Christ 
the Rock. With many, Rdigion is viewed as the principal 
thing, the one thing needful : and other things are, in a great 
measure, kept in subordination to it; and regarded as good or 
evil, just as far as they will accelerate or retard the interest 
of Christ. I believe that our little visible Church approaches 
as near primitive simplicity and sincerity as any other to be 
found in any part of the world. The most of them are 
Bible Christians : to the Word of God they go for informa- 
tion, on every subject that concerns their souls. Christ and 
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hitGoipel are all in afl; and to Ifim they apply, for strength, 
for instruction, for direction, for encouragement ; that, as 
men of 6od> they may be well-directed, instructed, and en- 
abled to live in the penbrmance of every good work. 

Mr. Cockran adds — 

Do not think that I am endeavouring to persuade you that 
we have a perfect Church, and that every individual member 
is without spot or wrinkle or any such thing. No ; I never 
expect to see such a Church on earth. Christ has told us 
that the tares will grow among the wheat There may be 
many tares, and much chaff, amongst our wheat; but we nave 
great reason to feel thankful to GcNd for the refreshing dews of 
His Grace which He has commanded to fall so copiously on 
our Zion, that the wheat flourishes luxuriantly, and completely 
overtops the tares, that thev are not apparent to an ordinary 
observer at present, and perhaps will not be, until some storm 
of adversity blows and bends the wheat : then shall the tares 
be manifest 

There are 4 daily schools, at such a distance 
from one another as to afford facility for the greatest 
number of Children to attend : there is also a Sunday 
School at each of the Churches : that at the Upper, 
containing, on an average, 30 Scholars; and that at 
the Lower, 100 : the numberb attending the other 
Schools are not stated. Of this part of their proceed* 
ings Mr. Cockran writes — 

In our Sunday and Week-day Schools we are not very 
successfuL The Children who come only to the Sunday 
School seem to make verv little progress in knowledge : and 
it is not for the want of capacity, or regular attendance at 
School, but from the inattention at their time of instruction 
and at home. 

Mrs. Cockran continues to instruct the girls, but 
with as little apparent success as attends the education 
of the Boys : some of them improve considerably in 
reading, and in gaining theoretical knowledge; but 
their inattention, especially on religious subjects, is 
great. 

Mr. Cockran, in contrasting the former condition of 
the Children with the present advantages afforded 
them, makes the following remarks : — 
^ It encourages us, to see them in the House of God ; espe- 
cially when we consider, that a few years ago they were scat- 
tered, in the wilds of North America, as sheep without a 
Shepherd, fearing no God, knowing no Saviour, keeping no 
Sabbath. But now tliey are in the way of good j they are 
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kept outof mischief ; and are under the soundof the Oospd; 
and hear of Bim who u able and willing to save: they are 
lyioff attbe pool, where we expect Jesus to {mum by, and spedL 
to mem, saying, ItaUi, be thou clean. This is our enoourage- 
Aient ; this puts life into our prayers and endeavours, gives 
us patience, and enables us to persevere in teaching them. 

In the midst of these exercises of their patience^ 

Mr. Jones notices, in his Journal, one &ct of an o;^- 

site description : — 

I went down the Settlement to see a Half-breed bov, who 
bad been ill of a pubnonary consumption for a long time, in 
consequence of his haying this morning express^ a wish to 
see me. He had often excited and disappointed our hopes 
concerning him during his illness. When I entered the house, 
bis mother (an Indian woman) told me, ' she hoped the boy 
had now found his Saviour, and had given himself up to 
Him.' I then went to his bed-side, and, seeing him very near 
his end, said to him, *' Well, Harry, the time is drawing near 
now." ** I suppose so," was the reply.—" How do you feel, 
my boy, at the prospect t" " Comfortable, sir." — *^ And 
what does your comfort rest on i" ** On the mercy of Gbd, 
through Christ.-—" Why did you wish to see me ?" " To 
tell you that Jesus Christ is good to me." — ^As soon as a 
violent fit of coughing subsided, I said to him, " Now, Harry, 
I must go back to Church : tell me what testimony of your 
love to your Saviour are you going to leave with me ?" He 
said, with great difficulty, "Tell the School Children, tell all, 
that He is very good, for He has saved the soul of poor 
Hany Spencer." He died very soon after. Perceiving his 
candfe goin^ out, he called to his stepfather and his aaotber, 
'^ Now kneel down and pray ;" and was released from suffer- 
mgj we hope to go to Jesus his Redeemer. 

In the School for Indian Boys, Mr. Cockran has not 
met with the encouragement which he desires. They 
have been taught to read and write, and are accus- 
tomed to learn portions of Scripture and Hymns : he 
complains, however, of their inattention; and, as yet, 
has not been able to trace any work of Divine Grace 
in their hearts. Of their industry he thus speaks : — 

I do not see better Boys in the Settlement, for executing 
manual labour quietly and properly, ihan ours. Our wheat 
this year, and likewise the barley and potatoes, have been 
very much overrun with weeds ; and we empkrjred the Boys 
to pluck them out: this gave us an opportunity of proving 
their industry. They weeded all our crops, twice ; and while 
they were thus employed they were very cheerftil and dili- 
gent. When I called them out of the school in the morning, 
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after the dew was off, to go and weed, they always came very 
willingly, and never absconded during the day : except, when 
the heat was very intense, the smallest of them would leave 
me slyly, and hide themselves. 

Mr. Jones and Mr. Cockran are both desirous of 
extending their labours to the Indians. Their Ministry 
has hitherto been chiefly directed to the Europeans 
and Half-breeds ; and though^ by the blessing ot Grod, 
individual good has been done to some of the Abori- 
gines directly or indirectly connected with the Settle- 
ment, yet the Missionaries have no immediate access 
to them, and no systematic plan has hitherto been 
adopted for their evangelization. They are of opinion 
that this object might be greatly promoted, by settling 
a few Indian Families near them ; who might not only 
receive Christian Instruction, but become the channel 
of communicating it to others. In connection with 
this subject, Mr. Cockran writes — 

I hope that the time is not far distant, when we shall be 
able to raise part of the clothing requisite for the Indian 
School, and for Indian Families, if they were permitted to 
reside with us. We have sown half-an-acre of flax, if it 
should come to perfection : if we had some of the Indian 
Boys instructed to weave, we might be able to raise summer 
clothing from it. Linen would be far better clothing for hot 
and wet weather than leather. We abo expect sheep this 
summer : if they should come, and be fortunate, perhaps 
shortly we shall be able to make flannel and linsey-woolsey, 
which would be very useful for winter clothing. 

Mr. Jones states, that the Settlement has recovered 
from the effects of the flood ; fmd that means have 
been taken to render it less liable to the recurrence of 
such an event, by buildmg the houses on higher ground. 
On a review of their trids, Mr. Cockran writes : — 

We have trusted in the Lord, and have not been ashamed : 
we called upon Him in the day of trouble, and He did deliver 
us, and gave us our portion of meat in a proper season, and 
Buide it doubly sweet by the xest of a thankful heart. We 
will, therefore, yet hope in His mercy ; and live in the full 
persuasion, that He who clothes the grass, and decorates the 
ulies, wfll much more clothe us, who are better than they. 
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In reviewing the progress of that Work, in which 
the Society has now for so many years been engaged, 
the Committee avow their conviction^ that the means, 
which have hitherto been put forth, have been fol* 
lowed by results fully equal in importance and extent 
to those just and reasonable expectations which are 
warranted by the Word of God, A contrary opinion 
has been maintained by some, who, having indulged 
sanguine expectations, are disappointed at their not 
being realized; and has been strengthened by the 
statements of others, who, though resident abroad, 
have, either from their limited means of information, 
or from other causes, been incompetent judges in the 
matter. In reference to this class of persons, the 
Madras Committee remark, that '' it is a general, but 
very erroneous opinion, that because persons live in 
a country, or in a particular place, they therefore 
know what is doing by Missionaries in those parts. 
But, to constitute Individuals competent authorities 
on diese points, it is necessary that they should have 
had the means of informing themselves — ^that they 
should have made their inquiries from those who were 
capable of giving them correct information — ^and that 
the^ themselves should have been diligent and un- 
prejudiced in their researches after truth." 

In this remark, made by their friends at Madras, 
the Committee entirely conciu:: and would ftirther 
observe, that, while some Christian men, from the cir- 
cumstances adverted to, may not be frdly informed of 
Missionary Proceedings, the natural man, as he can- 
not discern the things of the Spirit of God, is inca- 
pable of formihg a soimd judgment of the progress of 
that Kingdom, which, as it is not of this world, is ne- 
cessarily above his comprehension. 
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That the Society has^ by the blessing of God, met 
with abundant encouragement in the prosecution of 
its labours, there is the most satisfiftctory evidence : 
and, if the proficiency of Children under education — 
if the acquisition, by ignorant Heathens, of a know- 
ledge of the letter of God's Word — ^if an increasing 
respect to the Messengers of Salvation, and an in- 
creasing attention to the truths which they deliver — 
if a gradual improvement in the Heathen Character, in 
places where the genial influence of Christianity is felt, 
though its doctnnes be not yet received — may be 
deemed sufficient evidence of success, not onlv the 
rising Converts of Southern India, but the softened 
Inhabitants of New Zealand, supply imequivocal proof. 

In that higher success, to which, in subordination 
to the will and glory of Jehovah, the Society aspires — 
the calling out of the world the scattered sheep of 
Christ, and conducting them into His fold — ^tnere 
are many occasions of gratitude to the Exalted 
Head of the Chiurch, who has condescended to use 
oiu: unworthy efforts for the advancement of His own 
glory. The measure of blessing vouchsafed may 
not possibly have equalled the anticipations of those, 
who, ere the seed was scarcely sown, were looking 
for the harvest ; or who, on something like a prin- 
ciple of arithmetical calculation, have expected suc- 
cess in exact proportion to the means which have 
been used. But the Work, be it remembered, is exclu- 
sively God's. He carries it on in His own way, by 
instruments of His own appointment, and at times of 
His own selection ; and tney, whom He employs, are 
responsible for faithfulness to the trust reposed in 
them, not for the success or feiliure of their proceed- 
ings. Let this be borne in mind by those who are 
di^osed to estimate a Socie^ by tne extent of its

doubtfully accepted. Partisanship 
they understand : political feigning, 
and hypocrisy, they understand : dou- 
ble^caling, treachery, and changing 
of sides, they understand : but disin- 
terested, impartial, equal good-will 
to all alike, is a feature of character 
well nigh unknown to them : it is. 
Indeed, described in their Sacred 
Books ; for they possess, and you also 
will bring to them, the Gospels.

•-'It may be well, both for the advan- 
tage of Christians at home and for 
j^owr own caution, to enlarge a little 
more on this topic. Civil war is, we 
know, continually agitating one pro- 
vince or another of Abyssinia. Pure 
necessity may involve you in the 
train of their campaigns. As medi- 
cal attendants, as fugitives for safety, 
you may be found, sometimes ad- 
vancing, sometimes retreating, asfw- 
elated with men, or implicated in 
circumstances from which a Chris- 
tian Missionary would gladly stand 
at the remotest distance. However 
pore his motives may be, however 
pacific and useful his conduct, these 



are not often the points regarded in 
the afflicting turns of civil war. 
Very generally, at such times — they 
are times too frequent, alas ! in 
Abyssinia— the only question about a 
man, when captured. Is, *' Where was 
he found?** not, *' What is he?" or, 
*' What has he been doing ? ** 

Sympathy for what may hereafter 
be your personal feelings, and anxiety 
for the prosperity of your Mission, 
both prompt these remarks. Clearly 
to understand, and practically to ap. 
ply them, in all their peculiar bear, 
ings on your Mission to Abyssinia, 
will require, both experience, and a 
large measure of that wi§dom which 
i$ from above. The general tendency 
of our views on the subject may be 
summed up in this brief cautionary 
hint: — to engage as little as prac- 
ticable in secular pursuits ; and, espe- 
cially, not to be party to the secular 
pursuits of others, excepting in cases 
where your own needful mainte- 
nance, or the exercise of works of 
mercy, may absolutely require you 
so to do. 

8. The mention of ' works of mercy * 
occasions us to recur to the circum- 
stance of Mr. Kugler having obtained 
some knowledge of the practice of 
Medicine. Of the advantages of this 
attainment we have already spoken. 
Of the dangers attending it, the Com- 
mittee would only in few words say, 
that this profession not only gives an 
introduction, in the East, as you have 
already had occasion to know, to 
men of rank and influence ; but also 
opens the way to scenes or conversa- 
tions of the most licentious and de. 
praving tendency. Ambition and 
sensuality, in consequence, might be 
snares easily besetting those who 
should practise Medicine in Abyssi- 
nia. But we trust that yon have 
learned to seek, by watchfulness and 
prayer, to withstand the temptations 
of the world, the flesh, and the devil.

While the coraparative facility of 
commnnication with the Society*s 
Staliou in India and Ceylon, and a 
temper a ture between 46* and 76* re- 
commend the sitoation as a residence, 
the Committee, in selecting it, have 
been inflnenced by the advantages 
which it presents for training up 
the Children of Missionaries, should 
God be pleased to call them by His 
Grace, for labouring in that field in 
which their Parents are occupied. In 
this point of view, the situation ap- 
pears to be one singularly adapted 
for the purpose. It may reasonably 
be expected, that those who have 
from infancy been accustomed to a 
tropical climate will be less suscep- 
tible of its enervating influence, and 
less snl^ect to inflammatory attacks, 
than those who at a matnrer age re- 
sort to it from a colder region i and 
will therefore be enabled to pursue 
their labours with more vigour and 
less interruption. 

Early familiarity with an Oriental 
Language is another important advan- 
tage which will be possessed by those 
who are educated in this establish- 
ment. The native pronunciation, 
which Europeans cannot attain till 
after several years* residence in India, 
will be natural to them, and they will 
be qualified to address the Natives 
with fluency and ease. By an early 
acquaintance with the language, they 
will be in a great measure prepared 
for the critical study of it; and, being 
acquainted with its idioms, will soon 
be qualified for the Translation of the 
Scriptures. 

For the work both of Preaching 
and Translating, they will possess su- 
perior facilities, in their familiarity 
with the Native Character and modes 
of thought ; their minds will be stored 
with the same images as those of the 
persons among whom they are em- 
ployed ; and their assimilation in many 
respecU to the Natives will enable 
them to address them rather as fel. 
low-country men than foreigners. In 
connection with this point, the Com- 



mittee deem it motl Imporlnat that 
the greatest simplidly shonM pev^ 
vade the Institotion. As appraxi-* 
mation to the habits of more refined 
Society would hinder, rather than 
help, the future Missionary i and the 
more simple he is in hb dnss aad his 
food, the fewer will be hit wanta, and 
the less will he feel the privalioM to 
which he may afterwaidsbe expoaed ; 
and, being unincumbefed by name- 
roos wants, his mind and body vrill be 
more at liberty for the perforaiaMe 
of his sacred duties. 

The Committee have great plea- 
sure in sending you forth to conduct 
this very important and interesting 
Establishment; which, if it please God 
to bless the design, vrill greatly re- 
lieve the minds of our MissicHuuies, 
and become a spring of blessing to 
every part of India. Yov will in dee 
time be followed by a Fellow-laboarer, 
who will assist, under your direction, 
in conducting the business of the 
Establishment: and we pray God thit 
your mutual laboors may be abaa- 
dantly prospered 1 The Committee 
do not now enter at large on instmc 
tions of a general nature; bnt refer 
you to those which have been deli- 
vered to Missionaries on former oc- 
casions; and by which your conduct 
vrill be regulated, so far as they may 
be applicable to your particular cir. 
cumstances. 

It will doubtless be the wish of 
your Brethren, that, wherever God 
shall dispose the hearts of their Child, 
ren to Missionary Employment, they 
8bf>uld be trained up, as in the Schoola 
of the Prophets, for that high and 
holy office. It cannot he anticipated, 
however, that God should call every 
Child of the Missionaries, that may 
be brought up under your care, to 
this blessed work ; and no mmm-imktih 
tkU honour upon kirn, HU he ihmi It 
called ff God. You will, therefore, 
diligently mark their dispositions; 
and, while you follow that course in 
their education which may best en* 
able them usefully and honourably 
to fulfil the duties of their future 
stations, you will train up the most 
promising among them with a direct 
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view to MiirioBMy Employ meDt^ 
ihoold tbej afterwiuris ^pwr dnlj 
qualified for it. 

TIm Committee cma only give 
general views respectiog the Eduou 
tion to be given to the Youths at 
this Institution. They are mainly 
anxious that the instruction should 
be truly Christian, and that the at- 
tainments of the Youths should be 
solid and useful* 

Rbsioion, as an object of supreme 
importance, will occupy the first 
consideration in yonr mind. And 
here it ^11 be yonr aim, that the 
whole spirit of the Seminary be the 
kind, cheerful, affectionate piety of 
a wise Christian Parent i rather than 
any thing of the harsh and severe 
character of a dry system of mere 
technical instruction. 

In order to excite and cherish that 
filial spirit of confidence and love, 
which is an essential ingredient in 
the Missionary Character, it seems 
desirable that the Institution should 
be formed on the plan of a Family, 
rather than that of a School. By 
partaking of the same meals as those 
who are the objects of your care, by 
entering into their feelings and wants 
as a Parent with a Child, and by. indi- 
vidually praying with them on such 
occasions as circumstances may sug- 
gest, you will not only obtain a more 
intimate acquaintance with their 
charactere than can be acquired, in 
any other way, but an union of ^m. 
pathy and affection will be produced, 
vrhich will both bind them with in- 
creased attachment to yoonelf, and 
impart an attractive influence to their 
{general character. 

The first and most simple Principles 
of our Religion, illustrated in the 
incidents of daily occurrence, must 
constantly be brought forward ; such 
as, our Fallen State — our Daily Sin- 
fulness— the Free Pardon which there 
is for all Sin through the Redemp- 
tion of Christ— God thus reconciled 
to us I and, while infinitely holy, full 
of love and pity, graciously promis- 
ing and richly be^wing the gift of 
His Holy Spirit, which all who ask 
shall assuredly receive i and by whose 



power alone wo can be enabled to 
brbi||[ forth the fruits of righteous- 
ness, and be mado meet for a heavenly 
infaeritanee. 

Let the plan of your Religions 
Instruction be eastnently Scriptural. 
Portions of Scripture should be daily 
read, and a verse or more leaned by 
heart i and by your familiar expla. 
nations of the Word of God, it will 
be yonr. endeavour to imbue their 
minds with Scriptural Principles, and 
to impart to them a relish for Divine 
Truth. You will feel here, not u a 
common-place truth, but as the main- 
spring of all your efforts, your entire 
dependence on Divine Aid, and the 
assurance that this aid will not fail 
you. As you use the means of divine 
appointment in faith and prayer, In 
wisdom and love, for the religions 
instruction of the Youths committed 
to you, so will the Holy Spirit give 
unction, life, and power to your la- 
bour, and make it effectual to their 
spiritual good. 

Respecting classical ixsraucTiov, 
including herein such Languages as 
it may be requisite to teach, we need 
not say much. You are well qualified 
to give that sound and well-grounded 
education which it is desirable should 
be given, and to pursue it to that ex- 
tent which the varied characten and 
abilities of the Children may require. 

You will not fail, as the Children 
advance in Classics, and are able to 
enter into the spirit of the Authors 
which they read, to point out the 
great deficiency in true religious 
principles which characterize all their 
writings. They ris^ not to those 
holy lessons of doing the will of 
God, and seeking with a single e^e 
His glory, which are the grand pnn- 
ciples by which human conduct 
should be regulated : they give not 
those animating motives which spring 
from the faith, hope, and love of the 
Gospel. Not to speak of more pol- 
luting and debasing motives and con- 
duct, pride and self-sufficiency and 
self-elevation are the great •pn^p 

of their roost splendid actions. To 

develope the rod character of Hen. 

thtft Authofft, so as to gonhl the 
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youthful mind and unmaik the my- 
stery of iniquity lurking benanth the 
glory of an outwardly magnificent 
conduct, will be an important part 
of your office, as a Christian Classi- 
cal lastructor. Augustine*s City of 
Ood, of which you have a valuable 
Abstact in Milner*s Church History, 
will furnish you with many excellent 
hints for this purpose. 

The GBNBRAL iNSTaucTioifySUch as 
Geography, History^ &c., and every 
thing not comprised in Religious and 
Classical Instruction, must be attend- 
ed to according to your means and op- 
portunities, and the capacities of the 
Youths, the time which they continue 
with you, and their future destinalA>n 
in life. That which will be useful 
and beneficial in future life must be 
mainly pursued. While you have a 
system of instruction, be not the slave 
of that system. Regular hours fo^ 
conimencingand closingyour instruc- 
tion — a wise and arranged plan for 
the whole of your course of tuition 
•*«ppointed times for each part — and 
a regular adherence to your plan, 
will be found to be the most econo. 
mical mode of employing your time 
and strength, and most effective in 
its results. Yet circumstances may 
arise, that will justify an occasional 
deviation from your system : and ex- 
perience will, doubtless, enable you 
greatly to improve any system which 
you may at first think it expedient 
to adopt. 

The Establishment being in the 
Presidency of Madras, its regulations 
must be planned and its proceedings 
conducted under the direction of the 
Corresponding Committee of the So. 
ciety in that place. They will con- 
fer with you on your arri\-al at Ma- 
dras; and prepare Regulations for the 
government of the Establishment, 
and the management of its affairs. 
As you will board in the Institution, 
the Committee refer the adjustment 
of your salary to the Corresponding 
Committee. 

The Committee cannot send you 



forth without ezpressiog hope that 
it may please God to make you an 
instrument for training up the inter, 
esting Yopths that shall be committed 
to your care, so that they may rm 
to be a comfort to their parents, a 
blessing to the country in which they 
were bom, and burning and shining 
lights in their day and generations 
and thus advance in India the Sa. 
viour*s Kingdom, the good of man, 
and the Glory of the Most High. 

How much you yourself need for 
this, the anointing of the Holy One, 
you are deeply conscious. Our cbnfi. 
dence is, that you will daily look up 
to the Source of Help for help, and to 
the Father of Lights for light. 

Finally — Be iiuiani in feototi, otU ff 
ieaion, endeavouring in every way to

There is nothing which yon can 
need, that is not already treasured 
up in Christ for your use : live upon 
His fulness, and daily receive from 
Him the sufficient supply of all your 
wants. 

In entering on so new and untried 
a sphere, you will find, as you have 
already doubtless anticipated, ob- 
structions, trials, and hindrances: 
but it is the property of Faith and 
Prayer to turn those very obstruc- 
tions into advantages; those very 
trials into blessings ; those very hin. 
drances into helps. You have an 
Omnipotent Saviour on your side; 
all power in heaven and earth is His; 
and He will display that power for 
the benefit of those who trust in 
Him, and will assuredly help all them 
who seek Him.

Experience has taught us, that Mis-

While some are called to the work 
of Translation, and must therefore 
give more time to study than others, 
yet never should the proper office of

Very great allowance must be 
made for their many prejudices. 
Consider their longjieglected state, 
their bad education, their long-form- 
ed habits, the immense influence of 
their whole country supporting them 
In error ; and then learn to bear, with 
much patience and long-sufferings all 
their deceit and hypocrisy, their per. 
versenesB and obstinacy, their fraud 
and dishonesty. 

Their ignorance of those things 
which are obvious to you as first 
principles, must not be overlooked.

They kBOw not, witk any cl«ir per- 
ce^OB* that there is a God, and an 
imnortal -state : they know not what 
His Law is, or what sin is. T^eir 
conscience is darkened, and seared. 

It will be of little use to enter into 
mere disputes with those whose ma- 
nifest aim is to dispute, and to com- 
mend their own skill in conducting 
an argument rather than to learn the 
troth. Seek for that discernment of 
q^rits which will enahle you to dis- 
crhninale between a captious dis- 
putant and a humble inquirer. It 
will generally, if not always, be pru. 
dent to refuse to enter into disputa- 
tioa with the mere disputant; whose 
•cuteness, in taking advantage of any 
thing to excite ridicule, will often 
make such a dispute rather injurious 
than profitable, to the bystanders as 
well as to himself. 

Many have found it advantageous 
to preach by an Interpreter, even 
alter they have acquired some knoW' 
ledge of the Language : and you will 
probably deem it expedient to adopt 
this mode of conveying, as early and 
as intelligibly as practicable, the

We would guard you against dis- 
couragement, if you should wait 
long l^fore you see the fruit of your 
labours. We have all to learn, prac- 
tically and experimentally, that this 
work is not of man, but of God t and 
this is a lesson which we are naturally 
so slow to learn, that we require 
lengthened experience to have it 
effectually taught us. It is necessary, 
also, that we and the Heathen should 
understand this: were they always to 
see effects immediately following the 
Ministry of the Word, they, too, 
wonld be apt unduly to magnify the 
instrument, and to lose sight of the 
Hand which alone makes it suc- 
cessful. Hence, some of those who 
have, in the result, been most emi- 
nently blessed in their Mission, have 
had previously to go through years 
of patient labour, disappointed hope, 
aad, apparently, unanswered prayer : 
they have $nm la Uan^ year after 
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year, before they have reaped la J^. 
In other cases, some have spent their 
lives in sowing the seed ; while others 
have entered into their labours, and 
reaped the fruit of what had been 
sown by those who went before 
them. 

We the rather mention this, be- 
cause we know that some of our 
Brethren have expected very speedy 
success; and have been much cart 
down, because they perceived little or 
no impression made, by many ser- 
mons, and many conversations. 

Our whole work is eminently, and 
throughout, a work of faith. It ori- 
ginates in faith, in the precept and 
promise. It is maintained by the 
faith of its contributors in this couli- 
try. It is prosecuted among the 
Heathen by the same faith, from day 
to day : and this faith shall ultimately 
be abundantly recompensed, as in 
the case of the Father of the Faithful, 
who, through faith in the promise, 
became ihefaUter of many naUom, 

Bear, then, this great principle 
constantly in mindt it will, under 
the teaching of the Spirit, prepare 
you for the difficulties of yonrwork, 
support you in the midst of them,, 
and animate you to stedfast and 
patient labour in bearing the Burden 
and heat of the day. 

The Salaries which the Society 
gives are calculated on a scale ad- 
equate to the wants of the Missio- 
naries; and therefore in some degree 
vary in different Missions. Those 
in New-Zealand, from the peculiar 
circumstances of that Mission, are 
chiefly in rations and supplies, issued 
from a common store. Those in 
India are 2001. for the Married Mis- 
sionary, and 160/. for a Single Missio- 
narv % but this Salary is not paid in 
money, but in Rupees, calculated at 
the fixed par of Exchange. It is not 
calculated in money, as that from 
the Exchange is fluctuating and un. 
certain ; but in Rupees, which, being 
the fixed currency of the country, 
are of more fixed and unchanging 
value, in relation to the various ne- 
of life.
